MISSIONARY VOYAGE, 


CHAPTER I. 

IntroJuWon-^Appointment of MiJJionaries and Ship's Crew. 

T he difcovcrics made in the great fouthem fea by the voyages 
undertaken at the command of his prefent majefty, George the 
Third, excited wonderful attention, and brought, as it were, into 
light a world till then almoft unknowm. Iflands, it may be faid, 
innumerable, were found to cover the bofom of the Pacific Ocean in 
different groups; fome of them extenfive, and many full of inhabi¬ 
tants, who difeovered, by the fimilarity of their language and reli¬ 
gion, the fame original race; though how they became difperfed 
over three or four thoufand fquare miles, with no other vcffel than a 
canoe, is truly marvellous. The preliminary account affords a clear 
and concile view of former voyages. This intercourfc with Europeans 
communicated fome advantages, but withal entailed upon them mifery 
and difeafes, to which before they had been utter flrangcrs. The 
perufal of the accounts of thefc repeated voyages could not but 
awaken, in fuch countries as our own, various fpcculations, ac¬ 
cording as men were differently affefted. The merchant coufidcred 
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‘'it^hey would afford any objcd of commerce; the uaturalifl eagerly 
<^lorcd the peculiar fuhjed; of his rcfcarchcs; and the aftronomcr 

■^Wught a flation, ironi whence he might obferve the tmnfit of Venus 
over the fun, and deduce from thence nfcful improvement in that 
celefliul fciaice. But w hen, as Mr. King obfcr\ c.s, thefe illunds were 
fouivl O ' produce little which would excite the cupidity of ambition, 
or aniwcr the fpeculations of the interclled, they were ready to be 
abre dioucd to theif primitive oblivion, unlcfs occafionally A ilitcd by a 
I'tnigghng Hiip; and after proN ing the fuperior advantages of our iron 
tools, and led to the total ncglecl of their own, their fituation would 
lia\'c become ffill more deplorable than their original ffatc. The iron 
we bartered with them could not be rcplcnifhcd, nor repaired by 
them, and muff foon become ufclefs; they would have loll the habit 
of ufing and making their former tools of bone and Hone; whilll the 
ravages of the difeafes which Europeans had probably communicated, 
threatened to fwcep them from the earth with the befom of deflruc- 
tion. Rcflcclions on their unhappy fituation had dropped from the 
pen of the humane, and pity had often fw'clled the bofom of the 
compaffionatc: a few felt for them, not only as men, but as Chrif- 
tians, and wifhed fbme mode could be devifed of communicating to 
them the knowledge of that incflimabic book, compared with which 
all bclldc is pompous ignorance, and all the treafures of the earth 
lighter on the balance than vanity itfelf. The object had lain on 
many a heart, and prayer had gone up on their behalf; a feeble effort 
was dlfappointcd by the unlaithfnlncfs of thole deligned for tlie work. 

Yet the idea w as not wholly abandoned, though the profpc<ft of 
its accompli Hi meut was almoll dcfpaircd of: a few of the faithful 
minifters uf Chrill, affociated on another occafion, feemed, at the 

fame time, ti; exprefs a faint wlfh that fomething could be done for 
the h'. aihcn. On communicating their thoughts to others of their 
b'ethren, tiay found a cordial difpofition to co-operate; and the 
attempt at Sierra Leone, though inflituted with a particular view, 
brought foith fomc letters on miffions, fuggefting their praifticability, 
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and calling to the attempt. This coincidence of a rifmg fpirit of 
miffioftary purfuits, though in its lowcft embryo form, led to converfe 
Oft the fubje6l, and to confider how the work might be begun ; two 
or three Individuals offered to open a fubfeription for the purpofe; 
and the aftlvc minifters who directed the Evangelical Magazine 
rcfolvcd to hazard an advertifement of their dchgn, and to invite the 
concurrence of their brethren. From thefe ffnall beginnings arolc the 
great incrcafc; and the cloud, at firft no bigger than a man’s hand, 
diffufed itfelf over this land, and poured down its copious fliowcrs of 
bleffings on the ifles of the fouthern ocean. A miffionary fociety was 
in confcquencc farmed in England, and zcaloufly fccondcd by our 
brethren in North Britain. 

Their objc<5l was fimple and noble ; to deliver mankind from the 
“ grcatcll polfiblc portion of mifery which bcfct.s them, and to confer 
“ upon them the moft abundant mcafure of felicity which our nature 

is capable of enjoying.” They were confeious this could only be 
effcAed by the gofpcl of the grace of God preached among all nations, 
as far as their opportunities or abilities might extend. For this end 
their meetings became frequent, and their plans matured for exe¬ 
cution. 

After a long and ferious confidcration of the fubjc(51:, they deter¬ 
mined to commence with the iflands of the fouthern ocean, as thefe, 
for a long time paft, had excited particular attention. Their fituation 
of mental ignorance and moral depravity ftrongly Impreffed on our 
minds the obligation we lay under to endeavour to call them from 
darknefs into marvellous light. The mifcrics ai^ dileafes which their 
mtcrcourfc with Europeans had occafioned, feemed to upbraid our 
neglect of repairing, if poffible, thefe Injuries; but above all, we 
longed to lend to them the evcrlafting golpcl, the firft and moft dif- 
tinguiflicd ot bleffings w'hich Jehovah has beftovved on the children 
of men. 

We were fenfiblc fomc could not underftand our motives, and 
others would fufped or mlfmtcrpret them; but confeious of the 
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iimplicity and godly finccrity which prompted us to the undertaking) 
wc perfevered undifmayed with difficulties, and, through the good 
hand of our God o^•cr us for good, have fucceeded beydnd our moft 
fdnguinc cxpc<ftations. 

The various fleps in which we have proceeded arc now before the 
public, and fubmitted to the attention of thofe who would meditate 
on the V ondrous maze of Providence, and contemplate the great events 
that fpring from means apparently the moft inconfiderable. 

On notifying our intentions to the public, wc met a fpirit of zeal 
and liberality highly encouraging; applications manifold were poured 
in of candidates for the million, with fubfcrlptlonf adequate to the 
undertaking. None but men the moft fcledt for piety were to be 
admitted. Wc were dcfirous to obtain fomc polTcflcd of literary 
attainments, but cfpccially to procure adepts in fuch ufeful arts and 
occupations as would make us moft acceptable to the heathen in that 
ftatc of inferior civilization to which they were advanced. A fcleft , 
committee of minifters, approved for evangelical principles and ability, 
was appointed to examine the candidates, as to their views, capacity,, 
and knowledge in the myfterics of godllnefs. Many were rcjc<ftcd,. 
and only thqfc received, who, after repeated and careful attention to, 
the fubjeeft, by inquiries into their condinft and charaftcr, had the 
ftrongeft recommendations from the minifters and congregations with 
whom they had been joined in communion, and of whofe intelligence 
and devotednefs to the work we had the Yulleft evidence. Thirty 
men, fix wonien, and three children, were approved, and prefentedL 
to the diredors for the commencement of the miflion.

Wc ^vl^llcd our fcleftion of mariners iliould be equally choice, and 
laboured to procure fuch, and were not a little fuccefsful in this be¬ 
half. Captain Wilfon and the firft mate, his nephew, were perfons 
in every view equal to the undertaking, and as hearty in the work 
as the miffionarics themfclves. Many of the lailors were men of a 
like mind; about half were communicants; and every man was eager 
to beg admittance with us, under the profeffion of wilhing to be 
inftrumcntal in fo blelled a fcrvicc, and the hope that he Ihould gain 
benefit and edification to his own foul. 

During the firft fix weeks that they were detained in harbour, one 
< f our bod), who continued with them daily, and often miniftcred 
ruito them, declares he never heard the name of God blafphcmed, a 
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paffionatc word fpoken, or faw an unbecoming adlion in any one ol* the 
mariners, many of whom joined in the exercifes of prayer and praife 
with tlie moft cordial devotion, and none who were not on duty ever 
abfented thcmfel ves from the ftated hours of worfliip. Surrounded as 
we were by king’s fliips in the harbour, and often incrcafed on the 
quarter-deck Iw numerous vifitants, this excited no fmall meafurc of 
furprife and wonder at its novelty. The fongs of Zirn were daily 
heard over the deep.—^Thc real Chriftian in every fituation of life 
pofleffes peculiar excellence : his religion will never Interrupt the dif- 
charge of his duties in fociety; none will be found fo confcicntiouily 
diligent; divine principle will do more than the moft rigid difeiphne. 
We appeal to fads that muft carry convidlion to every candid and 
unprejudiced mind. 

The preparations being completed, and all the ftorcs on board, a 
folemn dcfignatlon of the miflionarics to their office was made, and the 
evening preceding the embarkation the diredors met the mlffionarlcs, 
and celebrated their laft happy communion together, in the fulleft 
confidence of Ihortly meeting again in the prcfcnce of God and of the 
Lamb, and enjoying eternal fellow’ffiip with .fefus the mediator, and 
the fpirits of all juft men made perfed. 

The profecution of our voyage for the accompliIhment of the bene¬ 
volent and e\ angelical purpofes of our fociety will be found to contain 
a variety of events, interofting to the nav igator, the naturalift, and the 
politician; but above all, will engage the peculiar attention of thofe 
wlu) glory in the name of Chriftian, and long to fee, what they fully 
exped, the coming of the kingdom of the Lord, and of his Chritt, 
when “ the mountain of the Lord’s houfc fliall be eftablilhcd in the 
“ top of the mountains, and the nations fliall flow unto it.”—The 
cry of the univcrlal church is, that “ the Lord would haften it in his 

time!” 
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CHAn'ER II. 

Emhariation.—Departure fr^n the River.—-Stay at Portfmouih. 

T he preparations being completed, and the miflionarics ready for 
embarkation, the diredors of the fociety were very anxious for 
the DulF’s falling with the Eall India convoy, which, at this time lay 
at Spithcad, waiting for a foir wind. They embarked in fight of many 
fpeftators, and accompanied by relations, acquaintances, and fcveral of 
the diredors, to whom, as refiding In London, had been committed 
the care of the outfit of tlie miffion. Auguft the lOth, 1796 , at fix 
in the morning, we weighed anchor, and hoifled our miffionary flag 
at the mizen top-gallant-mafl: head: three doves argent, on a purple 
field, bearing olive-branches in their bills. The morning was ferenc, 
and a gentle breeze blew from the W. N. W.; few vefTels were 
ftirring on the river; all w^as ftill and quiet; and it feemed a favour¬ 
able feafon for plcafing contemplation to thofc whofe hearts, warmed 
with benevolence to their fellow men, and ardour for the cxtenfion 
of the Redeemer’s kingdom, had long earneftly defired to fee a prof- 
ped fo promifmg as this their firfl: attempt now afforded. With fatis- 
t’acllon they beheld thofe, who at a future period were to ad alone in 
the caufc, not difpirited at leaving their native country and friends, nor 
with the thought of what lay before them, but, on the contrary, rc- 
figning themfelvcs into the h*ands of Him whom they firmly believed 
able to carry all his purpofes into effed. The hymn, “ Jefus, at thy 
“ command—we launch into the deep,” &c. was fung by upw’ards 
of an hundred voices, producing a plcafing and folcmn fenfation. The 
failors in the fliips we pafl'cd heard with filent aftonifhmcnt, and our 
friends, who lined the banks of the river, waved their hands, and bid 
a lafl adieu. 
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The fplrit Avhlch animated the brethren for this inulcrtaltin.!; will 
be beft felt by a fliort cxtradl or two from their journals, all \vhjt:li 
ij)cak the lame langv.agc. 

One fays, “ When taking a prolpeftivc view of the great work 
“ before us, my foul was contlraincd to cry out. Who is l\ifii('lc:it 
“ f(»r tliefc things ? But I was enabkd to derive comfort and cncon- 
“ ragement from the confidence, that He who holdetU the winds in 
“ his lift, and the waters in the hollow of his hand, can preferve 
from every evil. To his providential care I was enabled to ilirren- 
“ der myfelf; determined, through his Divine affilfance, to be de- 
“ voted to the work of preaching the gofpel of Chrift to the poor 
benighted inhabitants of the iflands of our deftination." 

Another writes, “ 1 felt deeply when leaving my native country 
and dear friends, whom I loved as my life; but loving tlie Giver 
“ of life, I truft, more than all, I went with tears of joy.” 

At Woolwich a vafl concourfc of people had collcdcd on the fhnrc 
to falute us as we palled. The breeze frelhening, we arrived at 
Gravefend before noon, and employed the remainder of the day in 
clearing the decks, which w^ere in a very lumbered C(jndition, from 
the eagernefs of a multitude of kind individuals from the neighbouring 
towns, wdio, wiflfing to contribute to the comfort of the. rnlUionarics, 
came on board, bringing various articles of rcfrelhmcnt, and entreating 
they might be received, till every part of the fliip was crowded to a 
very great degree. The milTionarlcs’ chclls and hammocks w'crc alfo 
to be arranged and flung, to prepare for palling the lirlt night of their 
novel fituation between the decks with as little inconvenience as pof- 
fiblc. The Rev. Dr. Ilaweis, the Rev. Mr. Wilks, and the Rev. jslr. 
Brooklbank, directors of the focicty, had come on bt)ard at Bk.ck- 
wall; the two latter deligning to go down the clianncl with tlicir 
brethren to Portfmouth, and the former to remain with them till 
they fhould leave England. Captain Wilfon, Mr. frardcalllc, and 
Mr. Fenn, came on board from London, and fettled with the crew 
for their river pay and their bounty. The articles were agreed to and 
figned, and the Ihip cleared at the cuRom-houle.

n th. A frefh gale fpringing up from the S. E. we juftly appre¬ 
hended the Eaft-India fleet would fail; but as they arc often by 
various caules detained, we ftill rcfolved to pufli on with all poflible 
expedition, and after a day of great aftivity in fettling all matters, as. 
conveniently as the time would afford, for our proceeding to fca, at 
feven in the evening we weighed anchor, and turned down into the

Lower Hope. Mr. Henry Cox now took an afl'edionate leave, and 
left us to purfuc our voyage. To this gentleman’s ability and un¬ 
wearied diligence we muft ever acknowledge ourfclves indebted, both 
in forwarding our departure, by removing many great difficulties, 
and by his cure to provide all things comfortable for thofc who had 
to j)erform I'o long a voyage. 

12th. At eight A, M. we weighed from the Hope Point with a 
frefli gale at E. S. E. In.plying down we were met by fomc kind 
friends from Shcernefs, bringing with them three flicep, one bog, 
and fomc fow Is for fca ftock. At tw"?) P. M. anchored on Leigh flat; 
at nine got under W'cigh, and at midnight came to a little below the 
Nore. This day the directors on board, the Rev. Dr. Haweis, Mr. 
Wilks, and Mr. Brookfljank, aflembled the ralffionarics, and direAcd 
them to cleft by ballot four perlbns, to conftitutc a committee, agree¬ 
ably to the printed inflruftions of the body of direftors. They re¬ 
turned, as the rcfult of their proceedings, the following names, viz. 
Rev. James Cover, John Eyre, John Jefterfon, and Thomas Lewis, 
■who were confequently admitted to that office by the direftors. 

Mr. Wilfon, as chief mate, being confidcred as prefidcnt in the 
abfence of Captain Wilfon, who was to join us at Portfmouth, the 
committee proceeded to cftablilli the following regulations, viz. 

Rcfolved, That the Rev. John Jefferfon ffiould be confidered as the 
mifllonaries’ fccretary, and William Smith his affiflant. 

Rcfolved, That the Rev. Thomas Lewis fliould take upon him the 
office of librarian, and William Smith be his affiftant. 

Rcfolved, That John A. Gillham, furgeon, ffiould be refponfible 
for the medical books and inftruments; but every miffionary may 
equally claim to read them under the library regulations. 

Rcfolved, That John Harris lliould take upon him the office of 
miffionaries’ Reward, and diftrlbutc the provlflons, as delivered to 
him by the ffilp’s Reward, to the dlficrcnt mefles. 

Rcfolved, That each mefs ffiall receive the articles and quantities 
as under: 
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Tea, one pound per month each mefs for the men, one pound and 
a quarter for the women. 

Sugar, two pounds per week each mefs. 

Butter, one pound and a half per week each mefi. 

Chccfc, four povinds per week each mefs. 

1,'Jth. Wind N. E. a light breeze. At four A. M. w'eighed, and 
ran through the Five Fathom channel. Palling through the Downs 
we received the unpleafant information that the fleet had failed from 
St. Helen’s. At one P. M. we rounded the South Foreland, and 
during the reft of the day had little wind. 

14th. Calms and breezes from the w'eftward alternately, fo that 
we made but little w^ay. It being fabbath-day, the Rev. Dr. Havveis 
preached in the morning, the Rev. Mr. Brookfbank in die afternoon, 
and the Rev. Mr, Wilks in the evening, on the quarter-deck. 

i.''ith. Calm until fix in the evening, when a breeze fprung up at 
N. E. Bcachy Head bearing N. W. by W. About nine P. M. one 
of his Majefty’s floops of war hailed and informed us that a French 
lugger w^as cruifing fbmewhere near; bid us keep a good look-out, 
and hoift a light if w'e difeovered her, whilft they ran in nearer the 
fliorc. Happily we cfcaped all attack of the enemy. 

Idth. At eight A. M. anchored at Spithead. The Eaft-India 
fleet had failed five days before our arrival. In pafllng St. Helen’s 
a fijuadron under the command of Admiral Gardner w^as juft putting 
to fca, and in company with them we probably might ha^•e gone 
fafe from the enemy ; but in a matter fo important we could not haf- 
tily form the- refolution : for, uncertain how far they would go in our 
track, if obliged to feparatc from them too foon we fliould run the 
rifk of being captured; and not to hazard fo favourable a beginning, 
was thought a fufficient reafbn for us to wait a better opportunity of 
com oy. 

At Spithead we were Adfited immediately by the Rev. Mr. Griffin, 
«f Portfea, and other friends' of the million, who fhevred iis all the 
inoft h atcrnal aftedion, and furnlflied us during our ftay with the moiH 
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t^cncrous fupplics. I'lic Rev. Mr. Kyre, of Homerton, and others 
Irum town, came allb on board. Captain Willbn arrived and took 
the command. 

l/th. Mrs. Hudden being afFeded by tlic Tea, as moll: of us had 
been at firll, fell into Inch a dcjcdlion of mind as engaged us to fend 
her on- fliore at her requell: her hufband went w'ith her, though 
relu(!lantly; a man of a meek and quiet fpirit, and might have been 
a ufcful member of our community ; but the dired;ors thought it by 
no means right to feparate man and wife. 

Our anxious inquiries after the next convoy led us to the port- 
admiral; and Dr. Haw'eis, with Mr. William Wihbn, by his direc¬ 
tion, went on board the Adamant, Captain Warre, who rccci\ed ns 
with politenels, and informed us he Ihould lliortly fail with a con\(.y 
for Lilbon and Gibraltar, and would readily take us under his pro- 
teftion. With this the diredors were acquainted, and ordered us to 
wait the opportunity. 

But the delay began to weary our patience: we all longed for the 
day of our departure; and though entertained with the moll cordial 
welcome by the Ijrcthren at Portfmouth and Gofport, we waited tire 
fignal from, the Adamant with eager dcfirc. 

Yet the Ray was not unprofitable; the fame gracious Hand which 
conduclcd us thither gave us caulc to acknowledge his lovlng-klnd- 
nefs; fome good, we hop", refultcd from the preaching of many of 
the direftors and other brethren who vifited the fliip, and from the 
miffionaries at Portlca, Gofport, and its vicinity. A I'pace was given 
to thofe who, if they had felt any change of mind, might have de¬ 
parted from the work ; but all became more confirmed and united. 

An ingenious clergyman of Portfmouth kindly furnillicd Dr. Haweis 
and Mr. Greathced nith a manufcrlpt vocabulary of the Otaheircaii 
language, and an account of the country, which jri'rvidentially he 
had preferved from the mutineers w'ho w'cre feized by the Pandora, 
and brought to Portfmouth for their trial, which wa.s of uufpeakable 
ibr\ icc to the miffioiuirics, both for the help which it allbrded theiu’ 
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to learn before their arrival much of this unknown tongue, and alfo 
as giving the moft inviting and encouraging defeription ot the natives, 
and the cordial reception which they might exped: 

Here all'o were depofited in peace the remains of Mr. Cover’s little 
boy; who, in the laft ftage of a confumption, earncftly wiflicd to 
accompany his parents, though it was evident to every intelligent 
medical man that he could have but a few days to live, and was hap¬ 
pily releafed before their departure, 

A multitude of friends alfo had this opportunity of teftifying their 
regard for the miffion, and furnifhed us with many things that, in 
our haftc to depart, had been forgotten, or, during our ftay here, been 
thought of for the comfort of the voyage. 

The miflTionaries, during this delay, had, according to the regula¬ 
tions cflablilhed, conftantly exercifed thcmfelvcs on board in rotation, 
in preaching, prayer, and praife, which many attended ; they em¬ 
ployed themfelves in reading and w'riting, efpccially refpedlng the 
objeds of their miffion; and in one of their allemblic’s agreed to 
tranfmlt to the body of the dircdlors the following addrefs; 

“ Brethren, 

We, the miffionarlcs, whom you, under the influences oi our 
“ common Saviour, Lord, and Mailer, Jefus Chrill, the only begotten 
Son of the eternal Jehovah, have been inllrumental iu bringing 
together, uniting in one body, and every w^ay furnifhing with all 
** temporal ncceflarics for the arduous undertaking we have in hand, 
* cannot bid, adieu to our native country, and dear brethren in 
'' Chrill, without laying before the diredlors of ^the focicty (with the 
** dclire the fame may be communicated to all w hom it may concern) 
‘‘ our views and feelings upon our prefent filuation and future 
** profpedls. 

“ Having, through grace, overcome the difagrceablenefs which we 
“ at firll experienced on our embarkation, arifing from our little ac- 
(juaintance with each other, change in our habitation, and manner 
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“ of living, wc find our minds compofcd and rcfigncd, and our 
hearts more clofdy united to each other in the bonds of love. 

“ On looking forward to the length of our voyage, and dcllbe- 
rating on all the dangers and difficulties which thofc who traverfe 
the bofom of the mighty deep are expofed to, and, fretiucntly meet 
“ with, we are by no means dlfcouragcd; but can cheerfully give 
“ ourfclves up unto Him, who holdcth the winds in his fill, and the 
“ waters in the hollow of liis hand. 

“ When we extend our view acrofs the great Atlantic ocean, and 
contemplate the more extenfive Southern fca; when, in our ima- 
“ ginatlon, wc conceive ourfeivcs landed on our deflined iflands, 
“ furrounded by multitudes of the inhabitants, earneftly inq\ilring, 
‘ From whence do you come ? and what is your errand ?’ we 
“ anfwer, ' From a diftant fiiore: the friends of God and human 
kind; touched with compaffion at your unhappy flate, as repre- 
“ fented by our countrymen who formerly have \ ifited you; mo^'ecl 
by the Spirit of our God, wx have forfaken relatives and friends, 
“ braved ftorms and tempefts, to teach you the knowledge of Jefus, 
“ whom to know is eternal life.’ Though Satan and all the hoft of 
hell fhould be flung with indignation and rclcntment at our bold- 
“ nefs in the Lord, and fire the hearts of their deluded votaries with 
all the fury and madnefs which brutal ignorance and favage cruelty 
“ arc capable of; though our God, in whole name we go—our Sa- 
*' viour, by whofc rich grace we are redeemed, Ihould deliver us up 
“ to their rage, and permit our bodies to be afflided, yea, perfe- 
“ cuted unto death; yet, trufting in the faithfulncfs of the Moll 
High, the goodnefs of our caufc, the uprightnefs of our intentions, 
the fervency of our utiedion for Chrlft our head, and the ele<5t of 
‘‘ God, our hearts remain undaunted; and being, by Divine mercy, 
“ cnlillcd under the banner of the great Captain of lalvation, we arc 
“ dcfirous to be ‘ accounted worthy to fuffer for his lake,’ and to- 
endure hardfliip as bccometh good foldicrs of ChrilL 
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“ Such, honourctl brethren, and fathers in Chrift, arc our prefent 
“ feelings; which we hope, tlirough your united prayers, and the 
fupply of the Spirit of Jefus Chrift, our Lord and your Lord, our 
** God and your God, we fhall never, never lofc. 

“ To you, and all who have contributed towards our going forth, 
“ we render unfeigned thanks; and our prayers arc, that the Moft 
“ High God niay grant you occafion to rejoice in Jefus Chrift on our 
behalf; to whofo grace we humbly and heartily commend you, 
moft refpcdfully and affcdionatcly bidding you—Farewell! 

“ By order of the miflionaries, 

“ Jonjj Jefferson, Secretary. 

“ On bonrd the Dwrr, at Spithead, 

“ the 2;;Hh of Auguft 

After waiting with fomc impatience for our departure, the convoy 
having been detained by delays unknown to us, and, wdicn alfcmblcd, 
by contrary winds, at laft the w'clcome fignal was made September 
joth: at nine A. M. the commodore and fleet began to wxigh, and 
by ten w ere all under fail; we alone w'cre ftill at anchor, detained by 
one of our miflionaries. Early in the morning a boat had been dif- 
patched on Ihore for the time-keeper, and to bring off Mr. John 
Harris, the abfent perfjn; but after waiting a confidcrablc time in 
vain, the oflicer was obliged to return without him. We then im¬ 
mediately proceeded after the fleet, which was ftccring for the 
Needles; but by the time we had reached Cowes the fine S. E. gale 
failed us, and veering to the weft ward, the ftgnal was made to return; 
when we came to in our former fituation, Monkton fort bearing N. 
by E. Mr. Harris now came on board; he had been on a vilit to 
Southampton, and having heard the fleet were failing, hired a boat 
and followed us; but it is probable, had the breeze continued, that 
he would have been left behind. 

We had now anchored, as it proved, for thirteen days more; in 
which time, and during the whole of our detention, we received the 
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moft obliging and unremitting kindneiTes from the inhabitants of* 
Portfca, Gofport, Southampton, and Other places; nor were vrc ncg- 
Ic<‘lcd by our friends in Londoni many of whom came purpofely to 
vifit us, and thought thcmfeircs amply repaid by witnefling the uni- 
verfal harmony whichi prevailed in the fhip: for, though the mif- 
fionaries were moflly ftrangers to each other, their behaviour, was fuch 
as gave reafon to hope they w'ould enjoy that peace and cordial good¬ 
will among themfclves, £b eflentially neceffary to promote'fuccefs ‘in 
the great work in which they wQ-c jointly engaged. At laft the 
wifhed-for hour of departure arrived; the fignal was made by the 
Adamant to drop down to St. Helen’s. Nothing could exceed the 
beauty of the feene; the day was remarkably fine; the convoy moving 
on different tacks with their canvafs fpread, and paifing the various 
fhips of war at anchor in the harbour. This being a ftatc holiday, 
the forts and men of war began their ufual falutes whilfl the convoy 
was under fail, which tended greatly to heighten the grandeur of the 
fcenc. On the turn of the tide they all caft anchor, and waited fot 
their final departure in the morning.- 

The Rev. Dr. Haweis had been daily on board, had often preached 
to us, and lately celebrated a fweet and blefled communion with the 
miffionaries and mariners; he now took his Ibrrowful, though joyful 
leave of us, with an addrefs from Hebrews iii. 1.: his heart appeared 
to be full, yea overflowing with love; while we parted with many 
tears, probably to meet no more till we ihould be re-affembled around 
the throne of God and of the Lamb. .

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CHAPTER III. 

Voyage from Portfmouth to St. Jago, and Occurrences there. 

W E now took our final departure from Portfmouth, and launched 
forth on the great deep,' The fignal for failing being given, 
the mlflionaries came on deck, and every countenance feemed elated 
witl;i joy at the thought of foon being employed in the great work. 

At five A. M. the commodore and the fleet, confifting of fifty- 
feven fail of tranfports and Portugal traders, w'cre under way, the Fly 
floop of war bringing up the rear. At noon we were all in a fair 
way without the Iflc of Wight; wind eafterly, thermometer 57, the 
air cold. . - 

25th. Proceeding with a fine gale, by eight o’clock on Sunday 
morning we w'ere. off Falmouth, when the commodore made the 
fignal for the fleet to lie by. * A boat from St. Maw’s coming along- 
fidc, we difpatched letters to our friends of our fafety and health. 
About noon a frigate came out of the harbour and joined us; the Fly 
floop at the fame time hauled her wind to the eaflward : the commo¬ 
dore then made fail, and at fix P. M. the Land’s End bore north, 
diftant five leagues. This was the lafl: fight of Old England that 
many on board were ever to have, and they, no doubt, felt much on 
the occafionj though fenfible it was not for thofe who had parted 
with country and friends, and takerr up the crofs, to look behind: 
indeed, .every man leemed fully fatisfied with his deftination. 

20th. Frefli gales from the N. E. quarter, accompanied with rain, 
and a large caflcrly fwell, which caufmg the fliip to roll, mofl: of the 
brctljren experienced the fea-ficknefs feverely; but remained, not- 
withflanding, unlliakcn in their defirc to go, on, bearing with Chrif- 
tian fortitude what they knew to be the general attendant on all new 
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travclkrs by fca. At iwon we fell in with an Englifli frigate and a 
two-decker cruifmg, one of which fpoke our commodore. In croffing 
the Bay of Blfcay we had favourable winds, and being with the ileet, 
it afforded us an opportunity of/ecing, by comparifbn with the con¬ 
voy, how fine a fhip We had. got to perform our. long voyage; for 
while others were crowding all fail, W'e Could go a-head under our 
topfails, the men of war carrying,the fame fail. This encouraged a 
hope alfo, that in cafe of being chafed by an enemy, there might be'a 
probability of effeding our efcape by means of failing. 

On the 29 th our fea-fick mifiionaries who were recovering, devoted 
part of the day to learning the Otaheitean language and other ufcful 
fludics. A hawk, this day, refled on our rigging, and was caught; 
a mlffionary remarked, ‘*,So might my poor foul, wandering from 
“ its true home, be lofl; if not gracioufly prevented by Divine 

mercy.” < 

On the 30th, being in latitude 44° 50' N. long. 11° 17 ' W. the 
commodore jnade the fignal for the. headmoft fhips to lie by; the 
wind at the time blowing fair for us, the captain thought we might 
venture to make the bed: of our way, efpecially as the greatefl danger 
was now over, and we could go but little farther without deviating 
\i idely from our courfe: hoifling our enfign, therefore, to fignify our 
intention, we were anfwercd by the ^commodore, and making all fail, 
were followed by a South-Sea whaler and*twd other vcfTels. 

The fleet foon difappeared, and the miffionaries held a particular 
meeting of prayer and thankfgiving: praifing God for pafl mercies, 
and confidering thcmfclves now deprived of human proteAion, they 
gave thcmfclves up into the hands of the Lord, and comrriitted them- 
feives to his keeping and care, who hath promifed, when ye pafs 
“ through the waters I will be with you.” 

Oftober ift. The wind continued at N. E. and we failed before 
it with a pleafant breeze^ about fix knots an hour.—^How gracious is 
God in favouring us with fuch wind and weather! we want nothing 
but more gratitude and love. 
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2 d. This being the Lord’s day, Mr. JefFerfon preached in the 
morning, and if^ith his other brethren udminiftered the communion 
to the captain, milTionaries, and feamcn. Surrounded now only with 
fea and Iky, we feemcd to have taken our departure from the abodes 
of the living, to be nearer the prefence of our heavenly Father; and 
drinking out of the ever-flowing Ijprings of his love, Tpent the day 
in prayer and praife. , • 

3d. The miffionaries in turn kept up the evening and morning 
devotions, and through the day employed themfelvcs in ftudy, or 
thofc occupations they could purflic. The women and children bore 
the voyage amazingly well; except a little fca-licknefs, all was per- 
fedly pleafing, and not a complairit to be heard. We faw a large 
fliip, and took care to pafs to windward of her, left fhe ihould prove 
an enemy; but the dilplay of the American flag freed us from that 
apprehenlioii. 

. On the 0 th a beautiful fun-rifmg: wc faw the ifland of Madeira,, 
which Ihows high, and may be feen in clear weather when diftant 
fevcntcen or eighteen leagues. This ifland, lying in the neighbour¬ 
hood of Europe, and famous all over the world for its wines, is 
largely deferibed by different authors; therefore, had we even oppor~ 
tunity of making obftrvations of our own, to infert them here would- 
be unneceffary» 

Mr. Cover and Mrs. Eyre*were ftill affc<fted with fea-fleknefs; all' 
the reft were in perfed health. We paffed Madeira, intending to^ 
touch at fft. Jago, the principal of the Cape dc Verd iflands, there to 
repleniih our water, and procure what refrefliments the place could 
ipeedily fupply. 

The night of the 6 th and the following day wc had unfettled, 
fljually weather, the wind veering from N. E.,to S. £. and frequent 
heavy ftiowers of rain, with which we filled fome of our watcr-cafles.. 
On the 8 th wc came in fight of Palma, one of tlie Canary iflands. 
On the loth, in lat. 23° N. we faw a ftrange fail in the S. E. quar¬ 
ter ; file fired a gun to leeward, to fignify flie was a friend ; wc did 
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the fame: but as we drew nearer to her they took the alarm, ^ind 
crowding what fail they could, fleered from us. Diftance run tlfis !aft 
twenty-four hours one hundred and eighty-five miles.—11th, crofled 
the tropic of Cancer, and had fcvcral flying-fifli about us; thefe were 
a novel fight to many on board, and excited much furprife and ad- , 
miration. 

12th. This day had been previouf^ appointed for folemn humilia¬ 
tion and fading, begging God- to prepare us for our work, and forgive 
whatever his pure eyes had' beheld amifs among us. Mr. Lewis 
preached in the morning, Mr. Eyre in the evening; tlie whole day 
was fpent in devotion by thfe miffionarics, and proved a fcafon of 
mercy and refrelliing from the prefence of the Lord. Proceeding fall 
to the fouthward, on the 13th, about nine A. M. we faw Sah which 
is the northernmoft of the Cape de Verd iflcs; it has a fun-burnt 
appearance, infomuch tliat, as we failed along to the caftward, about 
three miles off fliore, there was not a tree or green fpot to be fccn. 
At four P. M. Bona Vifta came in fight; it is hilly, and might be 
fccn feven or eight leagues off, but for a thin white haze which is 
common to all thefe iflands, and has the effedl, that when you think 
the weather clear, you cannot fee the land, till within two or three 
leagues of it. This illand has a good harbour on its weft fide, where, 
as we failed along, we faw fome veflels at anchor. At eight in the 
evening we took a departure from the S. W. end of Bona Viflra, bear¬ 
ing at that time E. S. E. fix miles: then, after running S. S. W. | W. 
thirty-five miles, juft as the day dawned we faw the ifle of Mayo, 
and right a-head, diftant a mile or two, the dangerous rocks which 
lie off its north end. 

14th. The fca broke upon them with great violence; had w'C kept 
running on, w'c Ihould juft have hit th»m; but a courfe S. by W. i W. 
from the weft fide of Bona Vifta, will take a fhip near to the eaft 
fide of Mayo, and lead clear of this laft danger. Two fliips, one 
brig, and a fchooner, were lying in Mayo road, probably for cargoes of 
fait, abundance of which is yearly Ihipped from thefe iflands. 
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With pleafant weather, all fliils fet, and a fine fair wind, by eleven 
A. M. we loft fight of Mayo, owing to the before-mentioned hazy 
atmofphere, for we were at no great diftance from it; at the'fame 
time we could difeern St. Jago off the deck. At one P. M. paffed 
the S. E. point, and half an hour after tacked clofe to Green ifland ; 
then made two fhort tacks, and came to, with the fmall bower in 
eight fathoms, the fouth end of Green ifland bearing W. S. W. { W. 
and the peaked mountain open about two faijs breadth to the calh\ ard 
of the flag-ftaff on the fort. 

Thus have we fafely reached the firft port for refrcfliment, after a 
voyage perfcdly pleafant, and juft three weeks fince we left St. He- 
lens. The Lord has fliewn us great favour indeed; the wind hath 
been fo fair, and the weather fd good, that divine fervice hath been 
regularly and daily conducted without the leaft interruption.-—How 
great are his mercies! Such poor frefh-water fallors as we were, needed 
thefc gracious commenccrhcnts, to prepare us for the vaft fpace which 
yet remained. 

As foon as the fails were furled the captain fent the firft mate with 
his refpcdls to the governor,. to requeft leave of him to water and 
purchafe refrefhments, which he very politely and readily granted. 
The chief governor refides at St. Jago town inland, and the gentle¬ 
man at Port Praya was his deputy, llcfpefting live flock, vegetables, 
Sic. he faid that none could be purchafed -this evening; but as the 
news would quickly fpread that a fhip had arrived in the port, to¬ 
morrow early the natives would refort within the walls of the fort, 
where the'market is ufually held ; and as each brings a part of what 
he poffefTes, there is generally colleAed whatever the ifland affords. 
This being the cafe, we could only go on with our watering, which 
is here attended with much trouble, having to roll the cafks a quarter 
of a mile over a hot foft fand, and take them off through a heavy 
furf; befides, the water, after it is got, is brackilh. That for the ufc 
<?f the fort is brought on affes or camels from a diftance of three or 
four miles. 
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The deputy-governor had long laboured under a dangerous com¬ 
plaint, and though for fbme time pall in a way of recovering, yet for 
want of advice and rhedicincs was apprehenlive of a relapfc. Dr. 
Gillham being on fliore, .the cafe was made known, and his opinion 
and advice agreeing with what had been told the governor before by 
a furgeon of an Indiaman, gained confidence, and the doctor’s fcrvices 
were gladly accepted, who preferibed for the governor and his lady, 
who w'as alfo indifpofed j and he vifited fomc poor fick natives. Their 
difeufes he chiefly found to be intermittents, uifeafes of the liver, and 
anafarca. He reports the place as very unhealthy, yet was informed 
of a perfon one hundred and ten years old. 

lf)th. At daylight the pinnace was detached for another turn of 
water, fome of the miflionaries voluntarily lending their afliftance. 
On her return the lliip’s lleward was fent to trade for live Itock, &c.; 
a few of the miflionaries accompanied him to procure what tilings they 
wanted for their own ufe: old clothes they found to be a llaplc ar¬ 
ticle : however, we were in a meafure difappointed, for the market 
was not as well furniflied as we expciited, owing, as the fort alleged, 
to but few of the country people being yet apprifed of our arrival; 
therefore all w'C got for the cabin was, one turkey, five fowls, fi\c 
pigs, a quantity of oranges, and a quarter of a cafk of Madeira w ine 
for the ufe of the miflionaries, which we procured from the captain' 
of an American brig that lay in the port. While we were on Ihorc 
the governor treated us with the greateft refped and kindnefs, and 
had Dr. Gillham, myfclf, and two of the brethren, to dine with him. 
In return for his civility, Captain Wilfon fent him a chcefe and limic 
tea and fugar, articles which he flood in need of, the regular fupplii. s 
from Llfbon having not arrived, though pafl the ufual time. Our 
water being completed, at five Pi M. a gun was fired from the ihip, a 
fignal for thofc who were on fliore to repair on board; hoilled the 
boats in, got under w'ay, and by feven o’clock were clear of the har¬ 
bour: thermometer 77‘", very fultry. St. Jago is the mofl fruitful 
and the beft inhabited, of all the Cape de Verd iflands, notwith- 
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{landing it is very mountainous, and has in it a great deal of barren 
land. The principal town is named after the iiland, and is fituated 
in 15" N. lat.; it Rands againft the lide of two mountains, between 
whieh there is a deep valley tw^o hundred yards wide, that. runs 
within a fmall fpacc of the fca.' In that part of the valley next 
the fca is a flraggling ftrect with houfes on each fide, and a .rivulet 
of water in the bottom, emptying itfelf into a fine cove, or fandy 
bay, where the fca is generally very fmooth, fo that fliips ride there 
with great fafety. A fmall fort is creded near the landing-place 
of this bay, where a guard is conllantly kept, and near it is a bat¬ 
tery mounted w'ith a few fmall cannon, but incapable of refifting an 
enerhy. 

Port Praya is a {mall bay, fituated about the middle of the fouth 
fide of the ifiand, in lat. 14° 53'' N. long. 23° 30''W.; it may be known 
by the fiiuthcrnmoft hill on the ifiand lying inland in the diredion 
of weft from the port; the hill is round and peaked at the top. Green 
ifiand may alfo be taken as a mark by which to know the harbour; 
it Ucs on the weft fide of the bay, is not very high, and has fteep 
rocky fidcs. From this ifiand to the weft point of the bay lie funken 
rocks, upon which the fea continually breaks: the two points which 
form the entrance lie in the diredlion of W. S. W. and E. N. E. half 
a league from each other. , It is uftial for Eaft-Indiamen, Guinea 
traders, and others bound to the fouthward, to touch here for refrefli- 
ments. “ Bullocks,” fays Captain Cook, muft be purchafed with 
** money; the price is twelve Spanifii dollars a-hcad, weighing bc- 
tween two hundred and fifty and three hundred pounds. Other 
articles may be got from the natives in exchange for old clothes, 
** &c.; but the fale of bullocks is granted to a company of mcr- 
“ chants as their peculiar privilege, and they conftantly keep an agent 
“ refiding on the fpot.” This may in general be true, but we could 
find neither merchants nor agents, confequcntly got no bullocks; 
however, had our ftay been longer, it is probable fomc of them 
would have come to the fort. 
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Though our (lay was very fliort, our brethren on fliorc were nc : 
inattentive to tlieir hrft objccl; we fliall juft mention, in the liin- 
plicity of the language of tlie reporter, what pafled on one occafton: 
“ 1 w'as meditating on the great goodnefs of God to me an unworthy 
** creature, and that ‘ whofoever is afraid or afliamed of his w’ord 
“ before mcnj of him will tlic Son of Alan be afliamed,’ when I met 
“ a native black man, who invited me to his houfo. My mind was 
greatly imprcllcd with the ignorancx and lupcritition 1 faw ; fo I 
“ wxnt with him, and i'ound him very friendly: he f|)okc the Englifli 
“ language fufticiently to be underftood; I inquired what religion he 
“ was of; he told me he was a Roman Cath.olie. After fpeaking a 
“ little of their mode and manner of w'orfliiji, I told him freely I 
“ feared he was ivrong; that God could not be v.orflhppcd through 
“ the medium of images, pointing out the Icvcral pafliigcs of God’s 
“ woi d AN Iiich forbad fuch worlliip; and, blclleil be God, he appeared 
“ \C! v luueli to give an ay to w hat I faid to him ; and 1 hope the Lord 
“ Avill convince him by his Spirit. I’cfore parting from him, 1 dcfircd 
“ him to read over all the jiatfagcs 1 had pointed out to him, for he 
“ had an old Ihble, and could read a little : I hogged him to compare 
“ the Avord of God with tlic fentiments he had been taught, and to 
“ pray to (iod w ithout images fet before him, as they arc an abomi* 
“ nation to the J.ord ; and there can be but one true AAay of Avor- 
“ llilpping him through Jefus ('hrllb, and him alone. Thus, alter a 
“ few more words, we ptulecl, and I hope the labour an ill not be iu 
“ vain iu the Lord.”

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CHAPTER IV. 


Run to Rio Janeiro^Receptmt and Ohjervatlons. 

TTAVING completed thepurpofe of our .landing at Port 

JL A Praya, and afrcfli taken our departure, at a littjc diftance 
off the ifland a fine breeze fprang up, and continued fronr E. S. E. to 
E. N. E. •with hazy weather, then gradually declined to calms and 
light airs alternately. Lat. 30' N. long. 23” W. at one P. M we 
fiiw a fall to the -weftward, and by five o’clock in the evening, the 
\ariable light winds being moft favourable to her, flic had got within 
a mile of ns; then hoifting Englilh colours, fired a gun to bring ns 
to : we likewife fired and Ihcvvcd our colours; and obferving that Ihc 
had the advantage of falling we bore down to fpcak with her; but 
there being hardly any wind; it was dark before we came within hail: 
their gun-ports, fore and aft, were up, the between decks lighted, and 
the crew at their ejuarters. This formidable appearance damped the 
fpirits of our peaceable pdfengers, who were now in fulpenfe w hethcr 
they Ihould go to France or Otaheite; for as fhe was much c<ur fupc- 
rlor in I'orcc, we mull inevitably have fallen into their hands had they 
been enemies: but on hailing her our apprehenfions vanilhed ; her 
name was the Jack Park, of Liverpool, bound to Al'iica; Ihe was a 
letter of marque, and out of twenty-two veflels Ihe had examined we 
only were Englifli. 

The obfervations of the mlffionarics, on this occafion, arc well 
wwth remarking: “ Many fears began to arlfe in our minds; but 
“ thanks be to God, we were enabled to call our care upon Him, 
“ and refiga ourlclves to his blcffcd will; knowing that whatever 
" the l.ord in his providence lliould fend us, we trull fliall be for his 
“ ow'n glory-—the Lord is better to us than all our fears.” 
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iQtli. This morning at fun-rifing I was upon deck,” fays W. P. 

“ and ftruck with the fccnc prefented to my view. The fca was 
“ quite calm and fcrcnc, the lley was moft beautiful, and the fun 
“ difeovering his dilTi out of variegated clouds: I never before faw 
“ any thing fo delightful. At a diftance were fome watcr-fpouts 
“ extending from the clouds to tlic fca, which formed a moft v<^on- 
“ derful objed: I thought of the beautiful words of the Pfalmifl, 

“ ^ Tliey who go down to the fea in Ihips, &c. they fee the works 

of the Lord, and his wonders in the deep’.” 

2 ill. A heavy fquall came on when the miffionarics were engaged 
between decks in evening prayer; and the lliip heeling on a fudden, 
the lee fcuttic being open, the water rullied in like a torrent, and rather 
alarmed them. “ 1 caught up,” fays W. IL ‘‘ a gown of my wife’s, 

“ the firll thing in the way, and held it in the Icuttle-liolc till tho 
'• carpenter went over the Ihip’s fide and clofed it tight. The fjuall , 
“ did not continue long, and we were enabled to ling the prailc^ of 
•'*' our Lord with enlarged hearts.” 

22 d. A number of lliarks were playing round the lljip ; we 
caught two, each about five feet long; after being cut into pieces, 
and the entrails taken out, the heads jumped about the deck for acon- 
fidcrablc time. 

27 th. The weather became now very unfcttled, the winds va¬ 
riable and fqually, attended with much thunder and lightning; here 
we alio felt the power of a vertical fun, and, apprchcnfivc of its 
fickcning eftcdls, put in practice thole methods which eminent 
voyagers have ufed fo fuccefsfully : we firfl w^aflicd between decks 
quite clean, and when dry fumigated with tobacco and fulphur: at 
fix every morning the hammocks w’crc brought upon deck ; and thus 
the berths, kept as clean as poffiblc, received the benefit of the frclh 
jiir. From the 18th to the 22 d of the month we failed through a 
part of the fca which in the night exhibits a brilliant appearance ^ 
all round the lliip, in her wake, and where the fqualls ruffle the fur- 
face, being grandly illuminated. Some affert this to be occafioncd 
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by animalcules which thus glow in the dark, their fliining parts being 
turned upwards by the turbulence of the waters. On the 27 th, In 
lat. 3 ^’ N. and long. 28^. W. we got the frefli S. E, trade wind, the 
falutary efFcfts of which were gratefully received; for, fenfible whence 
our blclling comes, we had rcafon to be thankful, that, after the late 
weather, fo pernicious to European coiiftitutlons, we were all pre- 
ferved in good health. 

2 ()th. VVe faw a very remarkable fhoal of porj)olfcs; they rofe as 
if dilclplincd in a ftraight line extending about half a mile, making 
fo iiidden a noife and ruffle in the fea, that at firft fight we took them 
to be breakers. About midnight we eroded the ccpiator in long. 
30*^ W. ; the variation by five fets of azimuths .'5'* 25' W. 

In thelc latitudes we naturally expeded to meet calms and burning 
funs, inflead of which we ha\ e a dclightlul breeze, which carries ris 
along about nine knots an hour ; and the fun-beams being broken by 
clouds and a haze, the heat hath not exceeded w'hat we have often 
felt in England.—How g-rcat is his mercy ! 

3ift. At fix A. M. law' the idand of P'ernando dc Noronha, 
bearing W. N. W. nine leagues ; then run S. S. W. forty-two miles, 
and obferved in lat. 4*^ Hi' S. long, by account .32‘' hY W. This 
idand, when it bore \V. N. W. nine leagues, dicv\ cd in detached 
hills, the larged of which had the appearance of a church dccplc. 

“ This idand,” fays Antonio dc Ulloa, “ hath two harbours, ca- 
“ pable of receiving drips of the greated burden ; one is on the nortli 
“ fide, the other on the north-wed; the former is, in every refjiedl:, 
" the principal, both for dicker, capacity, and the goodnefs of its 
“ bottom; but both arc expofed to the north and wed ; but thelc 
“ winds, particularly the north, are periodical, and of no long con- 

tinuancc.” 

November id. After paffing this idand the wind continued at S. E. 
till in lat. 7 ^'S. it became variable, fliifting almod every day from 
about S. H. E. to E. and back by the cadward to S. When there 
was northing in the wind, the weather was mod unfcttled and 
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rainy; w hen in tl)c fouthcni quarter we had generally I’air ’.n catlier, 
though fometiincs the fouth-callcrs were accompanied wltli a little 
rain. 

The porter being exhautlcd, the captain propofed to liri;c half a 
pint of Matleira wine to the miffionarios, Aviuch was tlninkfuily 
accepted. 

2d. Cauglit two Portuguefe men of w'ar in a bucket; they are 
beautiful pink-coloured bladders in the lhape of a curious llieli, and 
put out innumerable arms like worms about a foot lung, A\hich, cn 
being touched, fling like nettles. They rife to the furface, and feud 
before the wind like little ihips. 

-tth. We have to acknowledge the unfpcakable goodnefs of God 
tow.iids rss; it is live w eeks this day lince we left St. Ilelenks, and we 
are all in health, llrengtli, and activity; and have enjf)yed an uninter- 
niptcd iiivourablc wind ever finec wc quitted our native ihore. 

Ctli. O.lebrated the communkni f)n the <}uurtcr-deck, covered 
with an awning to Iteep us from the I'un—a very comfortable time— 
enabled to ivjolcc in the I.ord our ftrcngtii and rightcoufnefs: Oh, 
may his kingdoiu fpread iiir and wide ! 

7 th. Mot this evening to fend up our united pravers with onr 
brethren in England, lor a blelling on this and all mdlionary labours 
thr-juglujut the vvorkl: wc began at hail palt lour, to correl'jrond with 
our Irrcthrcn at Icveu o’clock, fuch being the diTercnce of time. 

(itli. In lat. Ilf' S. long. .37'-* W. wc founded on the outer 
part of the Abrolhos 1,'anks in eighteen fathoms; and while wc were 
running fjxtccn Icag ics on a S. W. courfc had irregular foundings, 
VIZ. 18, 20, 22, 27 , 38, ](.), 17, 30, 23, coarlc land with reddilh 
Hones. At noon vve oblervcd in lat. l(j‘’ 15^ S.; our longitude by 
lunar obfervatiou (sf liin and moon 38” 30^, by account 38“ 21 ' W. 
From noon, with irregular foundings of nearly the lame deptii, w'C ran 
S. S. Vsh fcAirtcen leagues farther, and could then fnd no bottom with 
fifty fathom of line. Here wc reckoned onrfelvxs to be in lat. ly” 51' S. 
long. 38” do' W. and clear to the fouthvvard of the Albrolhos banks 
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iaw Efpirito Santo. Wc tlicn ran S. by W. i W. fitty-onc 
und obferved in 20 '^ i r S. long. W. ; al'tcrv? nV-; running fourteen 
•houns upon a courfe, made goo j S. W. I W. one ! i.idred and four 
•miles, ^yc founded in fifteen fathoms, upor'' bank is c fuppofe) 
S^’hich lies otfCapo Thome. 

nth. At eight A. ^I. wo fivv the foattcred iflands which lie to 
•the northward of Cape. I'r' \ Tlic weather being ha/y wc had no 
obfervation. At half paft two Caj)c Frio bore N. j W. ii\c niile.s. 
It now fet in to rain very hard, with brifk gales from the N. E. ; in 
eonfecjucncc of which wc put the fliip under a fnug lad, intending 
U) fpend the night bctw'ixt the Cape and the entrance of Rio de ,1a- 
nciro; {landing in Ihorc to thirty iathonis, and oiF to lorty-eight ; 
a Iandy bottom, llfth. At daylight made (ail and ran lor the 
•harbour ; but the breeze (ailing, and the tide againft vi i on.; 

o’clock in the afternoon before wc reached the entrance, vN'iien 
nearly there, a pilot-boat came alongfide, in which was the head har- 
Ixmr-maftcr, who took charge of the (hip. In runuing in we gave 
the fort of Santa Cruz a berth of half a cable s length; keeping 
the Hie de Cobras, whicli i.s {Irougly fortified, about two points 
upon the larboard bow till the Ber dictinc monaftery, which is large 
and w hitc, appeared cleui of its north fide ; then hauling up tow ards 
the fliipping, we came to witli our fmall bower in feven, fathoms 
water, and moored w'ith a kedge to the northward, the monailcry 
bearing .S- W. by S. and Klc de Encliados N. by W. As foon as we 
had anchored, a guard-boat, with the proper officcr.s, canic alongfide., 
in order to prevent fmugglingj and watch that no porfon went from 
the fhip unaccompanied by a foldier. it is remarked, that the go¬ 
vernment in this colony ads towards itrangers w itli the mod jealous 
caution; the captain, obliged to land when we firft entered the port, 
was attended with a military officer from fort Santa Cruz. This 
evening fetting in with hea^’y rain, thunder, and lightning, wc ran 
our cledric condudors to the mall-heads, u precaution ncccllaiy 
when within the tropics. 
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1 3th. Being now flifcly moored, after a paiTage of five thoufand 
miles, through the moft malignant climates, it is proper to pruifc, 
while we with grateful hearts adore the goodnefs of God, whofc 
w'atchful providence has been confpicuoufly difplayed in our favour 
preferving us la health, and guiding us in lafety to a port where 
we can procure whatever rcfreflimcnts we want for the comft)rt of 
the reft of our paflage. Befides thefe motives, an additional caufc 
for thankfulnefs is, that the hearts of the mifiionarles kem as much 
as ever devoted to the Redeemer’s fervice,- and their minds as ardently 
intent as ever to promote his glor}f. 

This day being the fabl-atli, the incumbent duties were obferved 
in the fame manner as at fea; the. orticcr c!' tlie guard-boat attended,, 
conducing himfeif with much propriety, and at the clofe of the w'or- 
iliip expreffed his approbation. His curiofity, however, was much 
excited, and he feemed quite at a lots to know what kind of people wc 
were ; but cither through modcRy, or a liar of offending, declined 
making any inquiries: afterwards, when nujrc familiar, he faid that 
he ne\ cr bcl’orc faw people behave fo peaceably and foberly on the firll 
day after their arrival; the reverfe, fwearing, noife, and drunken- 
nefs, being generally the pradicc. 

l-Jth. Since tlic captain was on Ihorc on our firff arrival, no in- 
diiidual was allowed to go f'om the fflp till a further examination 
by the fuperlor offii'crs, whole vilit wc were c'biigcd patiently to 
wait; and as the time of their coming was uncertain, vve employed 
the day on the neceffary duty of tlic fiiip till about four in tlie aftc r- 
U'jon, when there came, in the rnaffer-attendant’s boat, f>mc mili¬ 
tary officers, the chief juffice, a phyficlnn, the captain of a Hi'p, 
and an interpreter. Their bufmefs feemed to be tnillng, repeat oig 
only the queffious wdilch had been put to the captain at ihe fiiil: 
however, though their ferivener was prefent, what they had now 
done was not fufficlent; the captain, myfclf, and the lecoiid officer, 
were ordered to attend at the viceroy’s nalacc, thcic to anTwer to the 
fame ftring of intenogations, viz. AV hence wx tame ? whither 
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bound ? the nature of our voyage ? and what political, newi we. had 
to comnmnicatc ? V/hen the whole w'as noted, duj)licatcs written, 
and ligncd by us, we were informed that the papers w’ould be feut 
to Lilbon, and that fuch fcrutlnics were the common pradice of the 
colony. 

Thi.s ceremony being over, W’e had leave to go on lliore wlicn 
we jilcafcd, themfelvcs taking care alwaiys to put a foldier in the boat 
before file put from alonghde; and as foon as we landed, another 
picked us up and followed us through tlie towm, abiding clofe hy us 
till w'e returned again to the boat. From Monday till Saturday we 
were employed refitting our rigging, w'aterlng our fliip, and jiro- 
curlng live flock, wane, &c. for fca (lore ; fevcral forts of feeds and 
plants were alfo got on board, fuch as it was fuppofed might iJourlfh 
and be ufeful at (^talieite. 

On Saturday the 19 th, at four in the morning, we unmoored, and 
with the maftcr-attendant on board took the fliip nearer to the luu' 
hour’s mouth, that \vc might be in readinefs to embrace the firfl 
leading breeze to fall. 

About noon the fca wind fet in with a tliick fog ; in tlic afternoon 
both boats were employed to bring from the Ihorc a variety-of thing-: 
which were Oill unavoidably there. 

20 th. At feven in the morning we wxighed with a light breeze in 
our favour ; hut by tlic time W'c got abreafl of fort Santa Cruz it 
cliangcd againd us: liowcxcr, we kept plying to windward, and after 
we had made a few tacks, the mailer-attendant took his leave. At 
three P. M. we palled between Razor illund and Round iiland, when 
a frcfli breeze fjiringing up, we were very f'oon out of fight of land. 

The city of Rio de .lanciro is at prcfcnt the capital of Brazil, and, 
fincc the dil'covery of the diamond mines in its vicinity, lias been tlic 
n fidenc'e of the viceroy. It has for its deibnee cannon jilantcd upon 
the lojvs of the eminences, which command its entrance ; hclldes 
ihuc or four regular forts; but none of thefe, taken fingly, can be 
elfcemed very flrong, except Santa Cruz, and Cozia, a;: they lie con- 
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fidcrably diftant from each other: therefore, tliough guns may be fecn. 
whatever way you turn your eyes, yet the place is not in reality fo 
well fortified as it appears to be. 

The inhabitants are a mixture of Portuguefe, mulattocs, and ne¬ 
groes, and their number in the city and fuburbs cannot exceed two 
hundred thoufand. The churches, monaftcrics, convents, the vicc- 
njy’s palace, the liofpital, and a few private houfes, have a good ap¬ 
pearance. The ftrccts arc narrow, btit ftraight and regular. Their 
windows and the upper part of their doors being latticed with rod* 
laid acrols eacli other, and clofe fliut all day, a ftrangcr walking along, 
and feeing their women and children peep through thefe gratings, 
might fuppofe their dwellings fo many prifons. 

The go\'crnmcnt is fo fi:rld:ly cautious, that the Inhabitants can have 
no intcrcourfc whatever with ftrangers w'ithout leave firft obtained 
from the viceroy : a letter of credit which Captain Wilfon had, ad- 
dreffed to a refpcdlablc merchant, afforded one inftancc. On receipt 
of the letter he expreffed his rcadinefs to advance w’hat fums the cap¬ 
tain might have occafion for, and to affiff him in any other way; but 
before he could oblige him, he faid, he muff wait on the viceroy with 
the letter. 

This capital appears to exceed all popilli places in the parade of 
religion. At the corner of every ftrcct is a figure of our Saviour and 
the Virgin Mary placctl in a niche, or kind of cupboard, wdth a cur¬ 
tain and glafs window before it; in the night, candles arc lighted; and 
here the people flop to addrefs their devotions, and the whole night 
long the \-oicc of their chanting to thefe images may be heard. Even 
the common beggar makes a trade of religion, by carrying a little 
crucifix at his breaff, w liich 1 fuppofe he may buy for a penny; at 
this the poorer fort erofs thcmfelvcs, and the beggar blcffing them, 
muff be paid for liis bencdiftlon as well as the pope. 

Tlic cilablillicd port charges paid by all merchant-fliips are, on 
entering 3/. 12s., and 5s. Qd. a day while at anchor; bcfidcs this, 
foreign vcflcls muff pay an interpreter commifliou for his bufmefs 
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with government, and cn what he purchafes; hgwever, provihons are 
veiy cheap. Rum, which they make in the colony, is of a tolerable 
quality; and their port wine, meliorated by pafling through the tro¬ 
pical climates, is allowed to excel in goodnefs. 

On entering this port, after a long pafl'age acrofs the Atlantic ocean, 
the A aftnefs of the profped fills the mind with the moft pleafing fen- 
fations. Palling the narrow entrance between two lofty hills, the har¬ 
bour fuddcniy widening fliews like an extenfive lake, where on diffe¬ 
rent parts He many fcattcrcd lllands. On the left, the city, \\ ith the 
fortifications and whitewaflied walls, prefents itfclf in a ftriking 
manner, with fhipping at anchor, and boats bringing fupplies from 
every quarter. Beyond all, to the north-well, as far as the eye can 
reach, a range of lofty mountains erc<5l their rugged tops: in their 
bofoms, perhaps, thoufands of human beings arc doomed, in fcarcli 
of gold and diamonds, to fpend their days in mifery. 


T/je Ohfervatlons of the M'ljjionarics at thc'ir Entrance anJ Stay ac 

Rio Janeiro, 

ON approaching the harbour the tops ot the mountains were hid 
in clouds, but the hills near the fliore covered with fruit-trees to their 
rery tops. .Several fortified iflands were around us; and on the main 
we faw a magnificent aquedufl of about fifty arches, extending from 
o’ne mountain to another. Here we began to obferve marks of their 
fuperllitlon, for the crofs was creded on the top.; of the hills, and on 
their forts. On the Lord’s day, the Portuguefe and Indians, who 
were our attendants on board, looked on very attentively, and be¬ 
haved very ferioully, during our worfibip, though unacquainted w'ith 
the language; whilll thofc who remained in the boat, though it was 
Sunday, amufed thcmfclvcs with cards. 
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A large party of us going on fliorc, we had leave to fee the town, 
accompanied by two officers, who treated us with much civility. 
On landing we were fliockcd with the fight of a poor llavc worn out 
with difeafe and labour, advancing with feeble crawl to the water’s 
edge; and fliortly after beheld a fcenc diigufiing to humanity, a 
cargo of human beings cxpol'cd for fale, naked, in the market-place ; 
whilft others, in conij^anies of fix or Icven chained together, were 
traverfing the ftreets with burdens: we have fecn iheh mailers Hog 
them like horfes or dogs, fo that our eyes have been tilled witli tears 
at the fight. When thall this barbarous traffic come to an end ? 

'rhe llreets were full of fiiops of every kind ; the druggitls’ and 
fih erfmiths’ made the noblcll appearance. We obfcr\xd a large refer- 
^<)ir of water, with three fountains difehargiug into it, very fvvcct, 
and convenient f'or the ffiipping. Peruvian bark was ij. .5//. per 
pound, cochineal lOv'. We w ilhed to procure fome of the coclvincal 
j)lants, but did not fucceed; but we got various tropical feeds and 
plants at a hofpitable cottager’s, a little difiance from the city. 

The viceroy’s garden was beautifully interfperfed w ith oranges, 
lemons, limes, and a number of other trees. There we faw a cro¬ 
codile f{)outing water, furrounded with curious fiiell-work ; and in 
another part, a boy holding a tortoife, from whole mouth ilfued a 
copious fiream. The view of the harbour from one of the ten aces 
is magnifieent. The fummer-houles were adorned with bcautil'ul 
paintings reprefenting the working the diamond mines, and the 
making fugar, rum, and other produce of the coimtry. 

We next vifited tin palace. The colonel commandant and h.is lady 
flvewed us the greateft politenels, and his lady was peculiarly ai” 
tlvc to our wives ; and forry we were that we could make no ackn<;w- 
Icdgments in return ; efpecially w hen we faw their roi'tcd fiiperfii- 
tions, heads and crucifixes hung about their necks ; aiul the crofs 
ami their faints were at the corner of every itreet, and bi lbre their 
houfes: to thelc tlicy bow' and crofs thcnifclvcs ns they pals. Indeed 
they feem funk in idolatry. The number of their jrriefis is immcnfe, 
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The town feemcd not bigger than Briftol, and can hardly contain 
more than two hundred thoufand inhabitants. 

Our attention was arrefted by a grand proceflion of priefts, nuns, 
mourners, &c. entering one of their cathedrals, which was hung with 
black, and blaring with lamps. The prayers were chanted, and 
chorudes fung, accompanied by a band of mufic. The fight afflided 
us; to behold fuch external pomp of worfliip, and to difeover no 
trace of the pure undefiled religion of Jefus. 

They arc very jealous of ftrangers on account of their diamond 
mines, where fo many mifcrable Africans are yearly facrificed. We 
pafl'ed the military hofpital, on a healthy fjiot about a mile from the 
city ; but I did not vifit it, fiiys the furgeon, left I might carry fomc 
infeiftion on board. Not far diftant, in a beautil'nl valley, is the 
viceroy’s magnificent chapel; and they are now creeling a large cathe¬ 
dral near it, where a multitude of flaves were employed; and to fliare 
in the merit of the w’ork, they informed us feveral youths of opulent 
families aftifted, raifmg a vaft fuperftrudure on a fandy foundation. 
I retired to my cabin in the .evening, praying that the Lord would 
fend hither his precious gofpcl with demonftration of his Spirit and 
pov\cr. 

Upon the whole, we had every rcafon to be fatisfied w ith our re¬ 
ception, and embraced the opportunity of a fliip failing for Europe to, 
convey intelligence to our friends. 


Though the following letter addreffed by the miflionaries to the 
dirc(ftors has been publiflied, it properly and dcfer\edly claims a part: 
in this narrative; and with it we lhall dole the tranliidions at Riu 
Janeiro.

“ by Intervening clouds or cooling gales ; fo tltiit avc have crofTcd 
tlius I'ar through the burning zone, without feeling thofe inconAe- 
‘‘nicnecs that w e were naturally led to exped. Our \ ifitations of 
“ fickncL iiavc been partial and tranlient; few having been atllic^cd, 
and thofe, through divine goodnefs, fpeedily recovered; IMrs. Eyre 
“ excepted, who, through weaknefs and infirmity incident on age, 
“ has enjoyed hut little health luiec our departure from F.nglaiul ; 
'• however, from the time of our arrival in this harbour, Ihe appears 
“ greatly revived. The abundant lupply of every necefi'ary, fur- 
nilhed by our liberal friends, hath not futfered us to feel the fmallell 
“ want. Our attention has been chiefly diredled to the reading of the 
“ accounts ol the iflands of the South Sea, and accjulring fomi: Inow- 
“ ledge of the Otalicitcan language, from the providential mean- put 
“ into our hands; other ftudics of a fcicntific nature we Ikuc not 
“ been able to pay general ajiplication to. 'I'lic worfiiip < f the Moil 
“ High has been cbily and conllantly attended, without any omiifiun 
“ hut w hen nccelTity or prudence made it Warrantal lc. Wni.itcvcr. 

fpiiitual trials we individually have fuflered, moments of refrelli- 
‘‘ ment from God and our SaMour Jcius Chrill have more than. 
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compcnfated. Harmony and concord continue among us as a body 
engaged in one common caufe. We loqk forward to what remains 
of our voyage and future operations with that concern our peculiar 
fituation demands. Our infufiiciency we feel, and where our 
“ Ibcngth lieth we know. Wc humbly hope and truft that the hand 
of God will continue with us, by his Spirit to dircdl us, and by 
his power to guard us. We give ourfclves up to God, through 
“ Jefus Chrill our Lord, and defire to lie placid in his arms. 

“ Dear brethren, the wdiole body of miffionarics, as the heart of 
one man, prefent their Chriftian love to the body of direftors, the 
“ focicty, and all true lovers of Chrill and his Gol’pcl. We pray the 
continuance of an intereft in your fervent prayers for us, and for 
“ our undertaking; that wc may acquit ourfclves as men, faithful 
“ to the caufe in which wc are engaged, and be rendered mighty 
** inftruments in the hands of God for the converfion of the heathens 
** of the South Sea: fo lhall iniquity flop its mouth, the wife and 
** prudent in their own eyes be afliamcd, and the mighty power of 
God be difplayed In the eyes of the world, by his choofing the foolifh 
** things of the world to confound the wife, the weak things of the

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CHAPTER V. 

Departure from Rio Janeiro, (ill our Arrival at Otalmte. 

W E now proceeded on our voyage, in hopes of effct^lng it by the 
way of Cape Horn, which was our original intention. The 
captain had laid in a frelh ftorc of fuch provifions as this place af¬ 
forded, with fugar, wine, and whatever might be ncccflary in the 
long run before us. 

20 th. Lord’s day. Brothers Eyre and Jelferfon preached. We 
had but little wind, and drifted out with the tide. In leaving this 
harbour, and again launching into the deep, wx thought on all the 
mercies of our God, who had dealt fo wonderfully with us, and 
protefted us hitherto in hifcty through the pathlefs ocean: we could, 
with humble dependence, trull him for the future. 

21 th. We begin to find it colder as w'c run to the fouth ; the at- 
mofpherc, day and night, is free from clouds; the ^ceze is mode¬ 
rate ; we move as on a mill-pond, enjoying all the bleffings of life. 
O may the goodnefs of the Lord lead us to repentance, w'atehfulnefs, 
and unfeigned love of the brethren ! Thefe favourable commence¬ 
ments, however, loon changed: he lliall deferibe w'ho felt them. 

20 th. We had a very pleafant day, and this evening I was dc- 
“ lighted to fee the lliip crowded down with liiils, and going fwiftly 
before the wind with the Harry heavens over us. About eleven 
“ o’clock I was w'akcd out of llccp, and much alarmed w ith the noife 
on deck. 1 hurried on my clothes, and ran up the ladder, and to 
“ my great furprife found the Ihip under her bare poles. The Iky,. 
“ which had been fo ferene and bright, was covered with black 
clouds; the lightning came in flalhcs fo quick and vivi^l, as took 
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“ away my cyc-fight for a time. Blcflcd be God! it did not laft 
more than two hours, when the Ilorm abated. See what the Lord 
can do ! ‘ Let all the earth fear the Lord ; let all the inhabitants 
“ thereof' fta ml in awe of him. He gathereth the waters of the fca 
tt.)get]Kr as an heap, he laycth up the depths as in his treafurc- 
“ hoiifc.. Oh, how great is thy goodnefs, which thou haft laid up 
“ for them that fear thee !’ 

“ Amidft the roaring of the fca 
“ My foul ftill hangs her all on tlicc ; 

“ I'hy eonftant love, thy faithful care, 

“ Is all that faves me from defpair.” 

After being two months from England, and running fix thoufand 
miles, this is the firft time we have experienced a contrary wind. 

But to return to Mr. Wilfon’s journal. 

During the firft eight days nothing remarkable occurred. On the 
2Qth we obferved in lat. 34“ -56'S. long. 49 ° 30''W.; had a fine 
breeze wefterly and clear weather; towards the evening it veered to 
the north, a gentle gale and a finooth fea : but thefe favourable cir- 
cumftances we^refaw would be of Ihort continuance: to the fouth- 
ward black clouds were rifing fall, and flying with great velocity over 
our heads in a diredion quite contrary to the way the w ind at prelent 
blcvs\ This jarring of the elements we confidered as a furc p- 
noftic of an approaching ftorm ; therefore the captain ordered the 
fmall fails to be taken in, alfo afinglc reef in the topfails. Still a gentle 
gale Continued as before till near midnight, when wc v\ ere attacked 
by a moft \iolent fcjuall, w ith a deluge of rain and fmart thunder and 
lightning, the combined force of which obliged us to haul our forelail 
elofe up, and furl every other fail: happily it foon fublidcd, but con¬ 
tinued not long moderate ; a ftrong gale fet in at fouth, and the fea 
running high all the following day, moft of the miflionarics were 
again vifited with the fea-ficknefs. 
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December Ifl. The gale moderated, and the fca falling greatly, 
a few of the fick recovered; betwixt decks were cleared and dried, 
the Ihip put in order, and preparations made to encounter fuch ftorms 
as we might how expe<9:. The cow had fuffered much in the late 
gale from repeated falls; and as no hay had been got at Rio Janicro, 
on account of the rainy reafon, the little we brought from home wOs 
now expended, therefore no alternative remained but to kill the poor 
lean animal : this was done accordingly, but with relu<france, as her 
milk had been very ferviceablc to the women and children; we found 
her big with calf, which made her more regretted. In the courfe of 
the night w'e experienced another fmart gale, which, though not quite 
fo violent as the laft, was; like it, attended with rain, thunder, and 
lightning. 

2 d. At daylight we had lliSMer tSrifakhcr, and the fea was remark-* 
obly frnooth, but Very muoH drfcoteured, the caufe of which pheno¬ 
menon is generally atcribed to the outlet of the tide from the great 
river of Rio de 1ft Plata; founded, but fourid uo bottom w^th one 
hundred fathom of line. At ndori our latitude, obfervatlon, was 
38'' 8' S. long. 50® IS' W. Towards the clofe of the day the Iky 
again put on a gloomy afpefl, 'and from a moderate breeze at S. by 
W. the wind veered to S. W. by W. the gale incrcafing, and the 
fca rifmg very fall. 

3d. In the morning the fea ran exceeding high, and the wind 
blew a complete llorm, which reduced us to a clofc-reefed main-top- 
fail and forcfail. Several of our live frock died, cither by the cold 
or the fpray of the fea, fo that wc were in-danger of loling the 
whole of this invaluable prefervative of health. Not only the greater 
part of the miflionarics were lea-lick, but Ibmc of our leamen a!fo. 
Mrs. Eyre, already exhaufted by continued illncfs, icemed unable 
long to fufrain thefc greater trials; and refpcAing thole who were 
not fick, they, and llkewife the crew, felt the uncomfortable effcifrs 
of luch bad weather. Being thus frtuated, the captain was appre- 

Q 
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hcnfive that in perfevering in our endeavours to double Cape Horn, 
our raw, unfealbned company of landmen, women, and children, 
might fall vidims to the repeated ftorms and colder weather, which 
we might exped to meet with in the attempt: alfo, after doing our 
belt the certainty of getting round, in our circumftances, was doubt¬ 
ful, as in the caf(i of Bligh and others, whoft efforts, after long 
ftruggles, proved in vain. 

Therefore the captain, after deliberately weighing theft and the 
conneded circumftances, relinquHhed a plan, which to execute re¬ 
quired a fliip’s crew of hardy failors, unaccompanied by tender wo¬ 
men and cmldreh, and adopted the rdblution of going the eaftern 
paflage ,* that is, to pals a few degrees Ibuth of the Cape of Good 
Hope, to fail to the fouthward of thfe fouth cape of New Holland 
and New Zealand, keeping in the ti|i<?k ^ the wefterly winds till 
near the meridian of Otaheite, and then to fteer to the northward for 
that iiland. 

At noon we obferved in lat. 30® 2' S. long. 50° W. Immediately 
afterwards we bore away, fttting what fail the Ihip could bear; 
and this we certainly had good reaftn to do, confidering that before 
we"could reach Otaheite by the ftraighteft courft, we muft run not 
lefs than fourteen thouftnd miles; whereas, from our prefent ftation, 
to goby way of Cape Horn, the diftance did not exceed fcven thou- 
land miles; and I am perfuaded, that to fome on board, the defire 
to fail round the world was more than a counterpoife to the difH- 
Gulties which ought attend our paflage round that cape. But fmee it 
is proper, that in all cafes ftlf-gratification ought to give place to 
the beft devifed means of obtaining the principal ends of our cmploy- 
mbdt, fo now all were fully fatisfied that the late adopted mcafurcs 
were for the beft. 

The fea running tremendouliy high, we were apprehenfivc of 
being pooped by it, or otherwift receiving damage, therefore lhaped 
our courft right before it, ftcering N. E. by E* and E. N. E. till it 
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gradually became fmoother. ^ In the courfe of the firft four days wc 
ran fix hundred and forty mjleSvby our jlog, and were then detained 
for a while by eafterly winds. , / .• 

But to particularize the various occurrences ^f fo long a paffage, 
where the objeds which prefent themfelyes have already been largely 
treated of by men of ability und Ikill .in; natural hif^ory, would 
afford but little entertainment, and tedious repetitions of winds and 
weather only tire the patience; therefore lliall deem it fufficient to 
notice briefly the progrefs wc made from time to timct^ Our miflionary 
journals will fill the, chafra. \ 

December 5th. Qur rpUgious exercifes have hithertb not been' 
interrupted; we have maintained the regulated daijy fervices between 
decks when we could not affemble on the quarter. This day we met 
our dear friends in Englai^ <|tjtheir,^hour qf prayer, and fent up our 
petitions in union with thcjfs the throne of grace for the fuccefs of 
all miflionary labours. 

0th. Frelh breezes: ran eight or nine knots an hour. How great 
arc his mercies! ^ 

8 th. A great heaji fea; faw feveral whales playing around; ibme- 
times they approached very near, clc^ under the flem, when-wc 
could obferve them diftindly, as they came to the furface to breathe, 
throwing up the Water to a vafl: height with a tremendous lioife. 
Wc were ftruck with awe and folemnity—How wonderful and ma¬ 
nifold are thy works, O God! Heaven, earth, and fea, declare thy 
glory: “ Let every thing which hath breath prufe the Lord.” 

The climate here, though advancing to the midft of fumraer, ap¬ 
peared to us cold as in England in the midfl: of winter. 

The gale flill blew from the weft with unabated violence: an awful 
fea running mountains high; the clouds hanging low, thick, and 
gloomy; the fhip feudding before the wind with furprifing cafe and 
fwiftnefs, and fhipping very little water, confidering the greatnefs of 
the lea. At thofe times we truly beheld the wonders of the Lord in 
the i^eat deep. The fhip fbmetimes feemed hid between two lofty 

o 2 
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mountains of water, and then elevated to the immenfc -fuminit. Thefe 
fights of the marvellous works of our God exalted'our ideas of his 
greatnefs and glory, and incrcafed our joy and praife; .aflured that this 
awful God is our God, and all his divine perfc<ftions engaged in our 
"behalf. We have fometimes fat on the deck with facred pleafure and 
compofurc, viewing the towering billpws on every fide, fomc following 
us with their foaming tops, and Iceming to threaten our dcftriidtion ; 
but inftead of doing us any h^rm, only pufhing us on the fafter to the 
haven where we would be. Wc were unable to celebrate the Lord’s 
fupper through the agitation of the velTej, and turned our ufual fervice 
into a mee^g of prayer between decks; there confined from the fight 
of the fun, and the fea making often a way over the Ihip, the Lord 
made up every want by vouchfaffng hb gracious prefence—we could 
adopt^the language of the poet: ^ 

Thy Ihining grace cjin.qheer 
Thd dungeon where we dwell; 

'Tis paradife if thou art there, 

If thc^ depart ’ti# hejl. 

Though by changing our courfe wc fhall lengthen our voyage 
feven thoufand miles, and have two hundred and eleven degrees of 
longitude to run, yet the -fpeed with which wc advance is amazing; 
in the laft two days, fince Fnday at midnight, we have run by the 
log near five hundred miles. The Lord is fending us about as he did 
his Ifracl of old, and no doubt for wife ends. Could wc have gone 
round. Cape.Horn, we might probably have reached the place of our 
deftination much fooner: but we arc fhort-fighted creatures, and in 
the heft hands; let his will be done, who knows how moll lafely to 
lead us through the deep as through a wildcrnefs. 

The immenfb llioals of fifhes around us have often amufed and 
aftonifhed us; jbmc larger marching in great pomp, followed by a train 
of fmallcr, and approaching clpfe to the fhip’s fides; the flying-fifh 
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rifing like a flock of birds out of the Avater, rind often falling on board;' 
one fifteen inches long flew diredlly againfl: Our bcll, and w as taken: 
they were very good eating. Thoufands of birds alfb, about the fizc 
of pigeons, flew around us. r 

20 th. Wc re-cfolTcd the meridian of London, and began counting 
our longitude caftward; and on the 2-1 th that of thd Cape of Good 
Hope, in the latitude or track of 40?; 20 ' S. with a fine gr^Ic weftcriy 
driving us along at the rate of eight^or nine miles an hour. 

24th, Chriftmas eve: fpent, fays W. P. a comfortable evening 
with my mefiTmates, brother Shelly, brother Hodges and his wife; 
had a good cake of our own making, and a very nice dilh of thocolatc. 
My mind was deeply imprefled with the remcmbranjce of dcareft ab- 
fent friends whom I reprclented fitting round their fire-flde, and 
laying, Ah, poor fouls, where are they now 1 

25th. After a fermon from Ifaiah, ix. 0 . the Lord's fupper was 
adminiflered: blcflcd be God, I found.it a very comfortable Icalbn. 

2 Gth. Fine weather and brifle gales; 'we failed two hundred and 
forty miles the laft twenty-four hours. 

29 th. Obfervedan eclipfe of the fun of hboflt three hours con¬ 
tinuance ; three parts being obfeured, it produced a perceptible dark- 
nefs. 

The milTionarics were now applying thcmfelv'es to the Otaheitean 
language, the mofl diligent giving pleaflng proofs of their defire and 
aptncls to acquire it. A part of each day was alfo appropriated to 
reading the llev. Mr. Greathced’s account of the South-Sea iflands: 
this they llyled Miffionary Geography; from thence deriving con- 
fidcrable knowledge : their minds alfo became more cxcrcifcd, and a 
dlflerence of opinion gradually increafed concerning the propriety of 
their feparating, and which group appeared the moft eligible and fafe 
to fettle in: fomc preferred the Friendly Iflcs, others Otahcitc. John 
Flarris alone was for the Marquefas; he had long ago made that 
choice, and flill remained unlhaken in his refolution, defiring only to- 
have one or two to accompany hijn; and for that purpofe was now 
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ufing hb intejcft. with the young men, few of whom as yet feemed 
mclincd to fettle at the Marquefas. In Gonfequcncc of the probability 
of fuch a reparation taking place, a meeting of the whole body of 
milRonaries was held/^ when after a long converfation, it was moved, 
** That eight peribns. and the chairman (the captain) be chofen to 
V draw upi# code of churchy government, for the future conduct of 
“ their ]ittl§ focigty, together Wi^h certain religious principles, to be 
“ figncd by every indlviduak”—-Agreedi The fame day the following 
perfbns were chofen by ballot to compofe the committee: viz. Bowel!, 
Buchanan, Cover, Henry, Jefferfon, Lewis,-M^, and Shelly. 

At another meeting it ^as moved, “ That two days in the week, 
Tuefdays and Thurfdays, an hour and half each, be appointed for 
** the difeuffion of fbme dodrin^ part of God’s word. The text of 
** feripture to be appointed by a moderator, chofen out of the body, 
** who fhall publicly declare the textjftt |cafl two before the time 
** of difeuflion; the members to fpcak in rotation, and not to exceed 
“a quarter, of an hour each, and to divide the text under proper 
heads, which lhall be committed unto paper,/^d a copy of the 
** fame to be delivered to the moderator.”—^Agreed. Mr. Lewis 
chofen firft moderator. The dclign of this plan was to improve the 
young men in the method of arranging their thoughts, and to excite 
them to a more diligent fearch into the feiptures. It was moved alfo, 
at the fame meeting, **That MefTrs. Henry and Kelfo do, in conjunc- 
tion with the ordained minifeers, join in the regular difpenfation of 
the word of God.”—-This w.as likewife agreed to. 

Refpeding the health of both miffionarics and crew, wc may all 
(two or three excepted) fay that we have enjoyed that blefling abun¬ 
dantly. Mr. Clode was lately attacked with a fevere fever, and for 
feme time delirious, but now in a way of recovery; and Mr. Bucha¬ 
nan, having fuffered continually by fea-licknefs, was at prefent brought 
very low, and for feme days confined to his bed, by a painful coftivc 
complaint, which long refitted the power of medicine; while his get¬ 
ting worfc eveiy day increafed the concern all on board felt, through 
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fear of -lofing this humble and devoted miffionaiy. But to our great 
joy, December 29 th, at the time when we thought him expiring, h^ 
obtained relief, and afterwards gradually recovered. His happy expe¬ 
rience of God’s love, and joy of hope through all his illnefs, was a 
fihgular comfort and encouragement to all the brethren. 

January ift, 1797- Little did we apprehend on this d^ laft year 
what was the decree of the Lord cohcemitig us. W« have ilow failed 
twelve thoufand miles. 

Come, my fbtd, a year is gone. 

And thyftlf may’ft truly moan y 
Small the fruit to God is found. 

Too much like the barren ground. 

This new year inay be my laft. 

Former years are gone and paft; 

Come, my foul, arife and pray, ' 

Trim thy lamp this liew-year’s day. 

2 d. We were now making rapid advances towards the defrred 
ifland; but little remarkable occurred.—The aquatic birds, which had 
daily vifited us in great numbers fince we came into this fea, feemed 
now to have left us, fo that for fbme days we h£»dly faw one of any 
kind. Whales were playing round the lllip, and it b probable that, 
had they been objefts of our voyage, we might have caught fome of 
the many wc faw. There were fevcral of the brethren who took 
great delight in ftanding with harpoons in their hands, watching op¬ 
portunities to ftrike the porpoifes that were ufually i^orting under the 
bows, and one day Mr. Smith had the fuccefs to ftrike one, the blub¬ 
ber of which produced four gallons of good oil. 

By the middle of January the committee of eight had nearly finifhedl 
the articles of faith and rules of church government. As yet no ferious 
difference of fentiment had arifen among the miflionariea: one noiy 
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tironanienced regarding thofc points of dcxflrinc which*havc too often, 
and with too great afperity, divided the church of the living Gotl. 
It had been the great objcjft with the direftors to prevent as much as 
poffible di^ erflLy of opinion amoiig.thc f)rethren, being confeious on 
whichex er fide the truth might be found , in the abftrufcr points of 
theological tenets, that all difputes among the teachers thcmfclvcs 
ihould be guarded with tlw grea^eft precaution. Jj^ 

As the dircdors held the doftrinal articles of the church of England 
in the fenfe ufually termed Calviniftic, and in correfpondcnce with 
the opinion of their brethren in Scotla’nd,’’ contained in the AfTcmbly'.s 
catechifm; it was an original deciiion, tbdt noric fliould be fent out 
as miffionarics, wdio did not make a clear and explicit confcflioii of 
their faith, agreeable to this rule, . .We had every rcafon to believe 
that all the miffionarics were of onfi mind; but it now appeared, oo 
the difeuffion, that two>of the thirt^t. had entertained principles diffe¬ 
rent from the reft, which occafioned fome debate. The general fenfe 
of the body was, that it would.be injurious to the work to continue 
thofc as fellow-helpers whofe diffeiypcc of fentiaient from their bre¬ 
thren might produce unhappy effetfts among the heathen. Howex'cr, 
after a variety of conferences On the fubjcift, conducted with the 
greateft calmncfs, the two who had differed from the reft, acknow¬ 
ledged that they had received convidion from the arguments of their 
"brethren, admitted the impropriety of their condud, and were ac¬ 
cordingly reftoced to fellowfliip, and as much honoured and rcfjicdcd 
as ever. We remark th'is as a moft happy trait of Chriftiaii con- 
ftderice; and none have flicwn thcmfelvcs more faithful to the caufc, 
nor has the fmallcft difference fmee arifen bctw'ecn them on the fubjed. 

29 th. We puffed the meridian of the fouth cape of New Holland; 
and on the 14th of February were thirty-two leagues to the fouth- 
ward of the fouth cape of New 2^aland. On the I5th we were nearly 
antipodes to our friends in London. The day following a fca broke 
againft our ftern, daftied one of the windows to pieces, and fpoiled 
leveral books in the dabin. 
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17 th. Wc met with as heavy a ftorm from the caftward as any wc 
had before experienced; the fea around us ran mountainoufly, and the 
rain poured heavily upon us for about eight hours. However, as wc 
were all in good health, the effc<5ts of it were but little felt. This 
was in lat. 31° 30' S. and long. 2 O 0 ° 30' E. 

The fenfations of the niiffionaries on this occation their own journals 
will belt tell. This W'as the molt fevcrc and awful iWm wc had yet 
experienced. The fea ran mountiiins high, but our little and incom'* 
parable bark, with which our God hath blelTcd us, lay to under her 
main Itayfail, and mounted over the waves like a duck with feathers. 
Wc were bielTed with a balm and ferene Itate of mind, and enabled 
to calt our care upon God, which ite did in a fwcet prayer-meeting- 
between decks. In the evening the wind died away, and the lovely 
ftars flicwcd their faces. Appointed Tuefday next to fign the articles, 
and obferve a day of public thankfgiving for the fignal and wonderful 
mercies w'C had received. 

It is remarkable, that through the voyage the Lord has ufually fent 
us moderate w'cathd* 6n the fabbath days, fo that our folcmnities have 
been fcldom interrupted. 

2 ill. The articles of faith and rules of church government being 
completed and approved by the w'holc of the brethren, they, at a 
meeting this day, figncd the lame, and held a day of thanklgiving. 
A feparation becoming now more and' more probable, they began 
teaching each other the little handicraft arts they were mailers of, 
fuppofing fuch might be ferviccable when they parted. Dr. Gililiam 
gave likewile lectures upon a prepared Ikcleton of the human body, 
and inllrublcd them in the ulc of the medicines. 

This afternoon we experienced a remarkable interference of r‘-v inc 
Providence in our favour. The pitch-kettle being placed on the lire 
by the carpenter whilll calking the decks, the man uiio was Icit 
in care of it fuffered it to boil over: immediately it blazed up with 
furprifing fury; he had, however, the })rerenee of mind to lift it off 
the hre, and prevent the dreaded conflagration. I'hough the caboufr 
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was fo dry, and the ibrefail hanging down over it, which nuill; have 
Inftantly communicated the flames to the rigging, through the good- 
nefs of God no liarm was done, and the fire put out in an inflant. 
O, the wonders of his care, who hath faid, “ he that toucheth you, 
“ toucheth the apple of my eye." 

Nincty-feveh days hud now paired fincc we left Rio Janeiro, and 
axcept one velTel which w'e met with a week after our departure, we 
had not in all this time feen either Ihip or fhore, and had failed, by 
our log, thirteen thouland eight hundred and twenty miles, a greater 
diftanee probably than was ever before run without touching at any 
place for rcfrcfhment, or feeing land. But at length, tired with be¬ 
holding only a vacant horizon, and the familiar objeds the fea daily 
prefented to our view, all began to look with eager expedation of 
dclcr} ing a South-Sea ifland; wdiich, cv^cn in the minds of thofc 
w'hofe reafon and intelligence informed them better, fancy had figured 
as differing from all the lands or iflands on wdiich they had c\ cr fixed 
their eyes before. However, the time W'as now arrived when this 
curiofity was to be in part gratified. About feven in the morning 
Toobouai was difeovered from the fore-yard by one of the fea men, 
bearing S. E. by E. eight or nine leagues off, fhew lng at this diilance 
like two feparate iflands, but on our near approach the low land which 
conneds the hills appeared. The wind at N. E. being unfa\curable, 
we flood towards the Ifland, but the fun fet before we got fufliciently 
near to difeern the natives; ■ neither did we fee any canoes. The 
wind at this time fliifting to E. by S. w'e laid our courfe upon the 
flarboard tack, and failing along the wcflcrn fide pretty near the Ihore, 
though in the dufk of the evening, faw that a border of low land ran 
from the fklrts of the hills, and upon it abundance of cocoa-nut and 
other trees.. The fea was breaking violently on the reefs, elpecially to 
the N. E. where they extend a long way off. 

It is now fourteen weeks fincc we lafl faw the land, wdiicli was Rio 
Janeiro, and it mwfl be confefled, it is very delightful to behold; 
though we were not in any want of it, neither has our voyage been 
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attended with any inconvenience. TIic Lord, in providence, has fup- 
plicd our ncceffitics in a moft wonderful manner. Blcflcd be God, we 
have not found the w'ant of a drop of good water to quench our third, 
nor bread, &c. to fatisfy our hunger, and here we arc all the living 
monuments of his mercy to pralfc him. 

The wind blew frcfli from Tooboual, and the intention of our 
captain was not to go near this illand ;j^but, for the fake of feme who 
W'^cre defirous of feeing it, we tacked to vvlndw'ard, and towards evening 
got within a few miles of it: he thought it not prudent to land on 
account of the natives being prejudiced againd the Engliflr through 
the mutineers of the diip Bounty, who had dedroyed near a hundred 
of them. But w e trud to vifit them at fomc future time, to remove 
their prejudice with the glad tidings of the gofpel of peace. 

A fine breeze continuing all the night, we faw no more of Toohouai. 

This ifland was difeovered by Captain Cook in the year 1777 ; and 
upon it the unhappy Fletcher Chridlan, with his companions, the 
mutineers of the Bounty, attempted a fettlcmcnt in 1789. They hud 
with them fomc of the natives of Otaheite, and live dock of diderent 
forts. Notvvithdanding the oppofition they met with from the native - 
on their fird arrival, they warped the fhip through the only opening 
in the reef; then landing, chofc a fpot of ground, built a Ibrt thereon, 
and taking their live dock on Ihorc, they intended, had the nati\o« 
proved friendly to their day, to have dedroyed the Bounty and fixed 
themfelvcs there: biit their ow n unruly condud, alienated the natl\ cs 
from them, who withheld their women, which they were ready tu 
fel/x by violence: they excited the jeakmfy of the chiefs by a friend- 
diip formed wdth one of them in preference to the red; they were 
difunited among thcmfclves, and many longed for Otaheite: they 
refohed to leave Toohouai, and carry with them all the liw dock 
which they had brought, the benefit of w'hich the Toobonaians began 
to underdand, and were unwdlling to fee them again all cnlleitcd and 
icmovcd. Thiscauled the fird brawl between the Otahcitcan fervants, 
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who were driving in the hogs, and the natives. Infolcnce and want of 
gcntlcncfs and conciliation, led to all the bloody corifcqucnces which 
enfued. I'hc natives were numerous, and fought with great courage, 
forcing the mutineers to avail themfelves of a rifing ground, where, 
w'ith their fuperlor iltill, the advantage of fire-arms, and the aid of 
the Otahcitcans, who fought bravely on this occafion, they at laft 
came off vidorious, with onl^^onc or two of theml'elvcs wounded, 
whilft the dead bodies of the Toobouaians covered the fpot, and wore 
af terwards throw'n up in three or four heaps. Thus finding that no 
peaceable fcttlement was now to be obtained in this place, they re- 
Jhipped the live flock, abandoned their fort, and taking their friendly 
chief on board wdth them, weighcd-anchor and fleered towards Ma- 
tavai bay in the ifland of OtaheitCi On their pafTage thither, it is 
faid, Chriflian became very melancholy, confining himfelf to the cabin, 
and would hardly fpeak a word to any perfon; lamenting, mofl pro¬ 
bably, that the rcfolutions he had formed without deliberation, and 
executed with rafh hafle, had now involved his own life and thofe 
of his adherents in mifery. As foon as they anchored in Matavai 
bay at Otaheitc, thofe w ho wdfhcd to flay there went on fliore; but 
nine of the mutineers, and alfb fomc of the native men and w omen, 
remained on board. With thefe, Chriflian cutting the cable in the 
night, put to fea, and fleering to the N. W. has never been heard of 
fince. 

Here it may be proper, before we approach the deftined ifland, to 
notice the fleps which the brethren w^re taking, and what new regu¬ 
lations were made previous to their arrival. Near feven months were 
elapfcd fince they embarked at Blackw'all, during which time it is 
rcafonable to fuppofe, that, being clofely penned together in a fliip, 
they were now become well acquainted w 1th each other’s tempers 
and dlfpofitions, and that a fimilarity in thefe would naturally attrad 
peculiar regard and friendfhlp. Several of the brethren having hinted 
to the captain which group of iflands they preferred, the feniors, who 
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Iiad always declared for Otaheite, requefted that each one fliould be 
obliged, on a day appointed, to fignlfy in writing the place to which 
he wiilicd to go, and iign the fame with his name. To this the cap¬ 
tain replied, that they might do fo if they pleafed; but that he him- 
felf would ad as clofely agreeable to the difcrctionary inftrudions 
given by the diredors as future circumftanccs would allow% 

By our progrefs to the call, the monthly prayer-meeting had been 
held on Tuefday morning, a quarter before feven, to correfpond wdth 
our brethren at home, who met on Monday evening. A fpirit of 
prayer and fupplicatlon feemed evidently poured out upon us in behalf 
of the poor heathen; every heart expanded with love, and glowed 
w ith ardent defires to proclaim lalvation to them through the blood, 
of the Lamb. 

Hav ing frequently difeufled the fubjed of the feparation of the bre¬ 
thren among the three groups of iflands, the Marquefas, the Society,, 
and Friendly Tflands; February 27th, being the day appointed, the 
focicty met, and the buhnefs of the day w’as opened in the ufual man¬ 
ner, when there appeared for each group as in the following lift:

The above bufincfs being fettled, the captain intimated to thofc 
intended for Otaheite, that, as we were drawing near that ifland, it 
would be proper for them to clioofe their committee and prefident. 
This they accordingly proceeded to do; Mr. Jefferfon was eleded 
prefident by a great majority, and MclT. Cover, Lewis, Henry, and 
Broomhall, to compofe the committee. Mr. Cover was appointed 
fecrctary and ftorc-kceper, and Lewis librarian. It was then agreed, 
that the prefident, fecretary, &c. lliould hold their office tor fix 
months, and that the committee Ihould go out by rotation, one every 
three months. Matters being thus fettled, they began to encourage 
each other to enter without tear upon their work, and by a zealous 
and Ready perfeverance therein to manifeft thcmfclves worthy of the 
high characters of miffionarlcs. 

Our palfagc from 'J'oobouai was much longer than we expected, 
owing to variable winds from thc/i^. W. quarter and very unfettled 
weather. 

March ift. From two o’clock in the afternoon til! four it rained 
cxceffively hard ; more than a tun of water w as caught, which gave

the miffionarics afterwards an opportunity of wafliin<^ tlicir linen, 
and putting it in order previous to their landing. From four until 
feven was an interval of fair weather; but now the clouds gatlicring 
thick, and wearing a gloomy afpc<d:, a moll alarming night com¬ 
menced : orders were given to furl every fail except the forefai^ and, 
hauling it clofc, we lay to. The, rain began heavier than before, ac¬ 
companied, from nine till midnight, ^yith lltarp vivid lightning and 

iwful claps of thunder, which, on account of its ncarncls, Ihook the 

DulF at every clap. The rain, attended with fqualls, continued till 
three in the morning; then abated. The fea was not high, neither 
was the wind very violent; nevcrthelefs the darknefs and cunflidl of 
the elements formed a night fo truly dlfmal, that all oil board con- 
felled they had never witnclTcd the like before. We therefore, liiy 
the milfionarles, took to the wings of faith, and fled to the God of 
our mercies; and when we had fung an hymn, committing ourfelvcs 
to the protection of the Moll High, we retired to rcll. The next 
morning we returned our folcmn and grateful thanks for the protec¬ 
tion of that night. 

After the llorm nothing material occurred till Saturday morning, 
March itli, when we beheld the long-willicd-for ifland of Otaheite, 
hpt at a great dillancc. At noon the extremity of the leller pcninfula 
bore from N. by W. to N. 2 W. twelve or fourteen leagues off: with 
the wind at N. E. we flood towards it until tea nt night, then tacked 
three or four miles fouth of the reefs off Atahooroo, and llandin;r off 
and on till daylight, lleercd to go between the well end of the ilkind 
and Elmeo. 

The cai)taln has mentioned in converfation what we cannot willi 
lliould be omitted, that the conflidls he endured upon this near ap¬ 
proach to the place of his deftination’ are not to be deferibed; he felt 
fomethlug of that travailing in ^th which St. Paul mentions; and 
his anxiety refpeding his brethren and their reception was a burden 
almoll too heavy lor him to bear—happily a gracious God quickly 
delivered him out of all his fears. 
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CHAPTER VI. 

OiCKirenccs on landing at Otaheile, and'during the firjl Tljlt to ih.u 

IJland. 

[Sunday, March 5 , 17Q7.] 

t 

T he morning was pleafant, and with a gentle breeze we had In 
feven o’clock got abreaft of the diftrid of Atahoorbo, whence 
we faw feveral canoes putting off and paddling towards us v\ ith great 
fpecd ; at the fame time it fell calm, which being in their tavour, we 
•foon counted feventy-four canoes around us, many of them double 
ones, containing about twenty perfons each. Being fo numerous, we 
endeavoured to keep them from crowding on board ; but in fpitc of 
all our efforts to prevent it, there were fbon not lefs than one hun¬ 
dred of them dancing and capering like frantic perfons about our 
decks, crying, “ Tayo! tayo!” and a few broken fcntcnccs of Englilb 
were often repeated. They had no weapons of any kind among 
them; however, to keep them in aw'e, Ibme of the great guns were 
ordered to be hoifted out of the hold, whilft they, as free from the 
apprehenfuin as the intention of rhifehief, cheerfully affifted to put 
them on their carriages. When the firft ceremonies were over, 
began to view our new friends with an eye of Inquiry: their wild dif- 
ordcrly behaviour, ftrong fmcll of the cocoa-nut oil, together with 
the tricks of the arreoics, leffcned the Pourable opinion we had 
•formed of them ; neither could we fee aught of that elegance and 
beauty in their women for which they have been fo greatly cele¬ 
brated. This at firft feemed to depreciate them in the eftimation of 
our brethren; but the chccrfulnefs, good-nature, and gcnerofity of 
thefc kind people foon removed the momentary prejudices. One very 
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old man, Mannc Maunc, who called himfelf a pricft of the Eatooa, 
was very importunate to be tayo with the captain ; others, pretending 
to be chie fs, finglcd out fuch as had the appearance of officers for their 
tayos; Ir.it as they neither cxercilcd authority over the unruly, nor 
bore the finallcft mark of dillindlion, wc thought proper to decline 
their propofals till vve knew them and the nature of the engagement 
better. At this they feemed aftoniffied, but ffill more when they law 
our indifference about the hogs, fowls, and fruit, which they had 
broufffit in abundance. We endeavoured to make them underftand, 
but I think in vain, that this was the day of the Eatooa, and that in 
it we durft not trade : but their women repulfcd, occafioned greater 
wonder. They continued to go about the decks till the tranfports of 
their joy gradually fubfidcd, when many of them left us of their own 
accord, and others were driven away by the old man, and one named 
Mauroa, who now exercifed a little authority. Thofe who remained 
were chiefly arreoies from Ulictea, in number about forty ; and being 
brought to order, the brethren propofed having divine fervice upon the 
quarter-deck. Mr. Cover officiated; he perhaps was the firft that ever 
mentioned with reverence the Saviour’s name to thefe poor heathens. 
Such hymns were felc<fl:ed as had the moll harmonious tunes; firft, 
“ O’er the gloomy hills of darknefs then, “ Blow ye the trumpet, 

blowand at the coirclufion, “ PraifeGod from whom all bleffings 
“ flow.” d'he text, was from the firft epiftle general of John, chap, 
iii. ver. 23 . “ God is love.” The whole fervice lafted about an hour 
and a (pxartef. During fermou and prayer the natives w’ere quiet and 
thoughtful; but when the finging ftruck up, they feemed charmed 
and filled with amazement; fometimes t]iey would talk and laugh, 
but a nod ot the head brJTwght them to order. Upon the whole, their 
unweariednefs and quietnels were aftonllhing; and, indeed, all who 
heard obferved a peculiar folcmnity and excellence in Mr. Cover’s, 
addrefs on that day. 

Wc had hitherto received very unfatisfaftory anfwers to our in¬ 
quiries alter the Matilda’s crew; but at lull law two of them coming

in a canoe: thefe were Swedes, drefled in the teboota and maro as 
the natives, and tattowed all’o about the legs and arms: having got 
on board they were called into the cabin, and gave the following ac¬ 
count of thcmfelves:—^The youngeft, named Andrew Cornelius Lind, 
about thirty years of age, a native of Stockholm, faid, that after the 
lols of the Matilda they took to the boats, and bearing down towards 
Otaheite, landed on the 6th of March 1792, on the foiith fide of the 
ifland; they were immediately plundered of all they had, but after¬ 
wards treated kindly by the natives. Since that, the captain and moR 
of the crew had gone liomcward by different methods: iix of thenr 
decked one of their boats, and fet off towards New Holland; but it 
was improbable they would ever reach thither. The other, whole 
name is Peter Haggcrftein, aged forty, a native of Elfinfors in Swcdllh, 
Finland, was left here by Captain New of the Dccdalus. They botli 
fpokc tolerably good Englifli, and being well accjualntcd w ith the Ota- 
heitean tongue, wx entertained a hope that they would prove of great 
Icrvice. 

From them we learnt, that the old man who was fo folleitous to 
have the captain for a tayo, had formerly been king of Ulietea, was a 
near relation of the royal family, and of confidcrable confcqucncc in 
the illands, being chief prieft over Otaheite and Eimeo. Uj)on this, 
Manne Manne was invited into the cabin and treated kindly. Ho 
now redoubled his importunities to gain the captain for his friend, 
who defired’ him to wait till to-morrow, when he would confider of it. 
The Swedes further Informed us, that the former Otoo had tran.sferred 
his name and title of Earcc rahie (or king) to his Ion, and had now 
afluraed the name of Pomarre: that in a conteft about twenty months 
ago with Tcmarre, the chief of all the fouth fide of the greater jicnin- 
fula, Pomarre’s party prevailed, and fubjcRcd his adverfary to a Rate of 
depcndance, and foon after Tiaraboo was conquered ; and thus the 
whole ifland became fubjeft to him, or rather to his fon Otoo, and 
has remained fo ever fince. Motuara, the chief of Eimeo, being dead, 
Pomarre laid claim to the government of that ifland; and having only 
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the widow of the dcceafed to contend with, was, after a few fkir- 
mifhes, acknowledged a» chief, or king. Thus was the power of Po- 
marre and his fon Otoo fo greatly incrcafcd, that none dared any longer 
to difputc their authority. 

0 th. About thirty of the natives, chiefly arreoies, intending to go to 
Matavai, remained on board all the night, and part of the following 
day, till we anchored in the bay ; as did the two Swedes ; and flept 
on the deck. The mUTionarics watched; all perfc<^tly quiet. At day¬ 
break the old pnefl: awoke, and being Impatient to fecurc the tayolhip 
with the captciin, awoke him allb. There was now no refufing him 
any longer, as even good policy was on his fide; therefore they ex¬ 
changed names, and Mannc Mannc, wrapping a long piece of cloth 
around the captain, and putting a teboota over his head, requefted 
for himlcH a mulkct, Ibme fliot and gunpowder: but being told that 
none ol thefe wxrc to fparc, and that he lliould be amply repaid for 
w hat friendly offices he might do us, he feemed fatisfied. All the 
forenoon w as employed in working up without the reefs of Oparre; 
but gaining little ground, at one P. M. we came to anchor in Matavai 
bay. Point Venus bearing N. E. by E. and One Tree hill S. I W. 
diftant from tlic beach about three cpiarters of a mile. We had not 
been long at anchor, when all the arreoies, both men and women, 
fprung into the water, and fwam to die fliorc: their place,' however, 
was foon fupplied by others, who furrounded the ffiip with hogs, fruit, 
and other articles: of thefe we took a little for prefent ufe; but the 
old priell having promiled to fupply all our w^ants by next morning, 
confequentl}^ little was done in the trading way. 

Almofl; the whole afternoon it rained hard till near four o’clock, 
when vve had forrie intervals of fair weather; then the captain, Mamie 
Mannc, the two Swedes, with brother Cover, Henry, and a few more 
of the miffionaries, went on Ihorc in order to examine a large houfe 
Handing on the extremity of Point Venus. They called it F. I'wharre 
no Prltane (the Britifh Houfe), and faid it had been built by Pomarre 
for Captain Bligh, who had faid he fliould come back and refidc

there. It is a large and Ipacioiis building of an oblong figure, one 
hundred and eight feet long and forty-aght wide. In the middle are 
four large wooden pillars about eighteen feet high, on which the 
ridge-tree is fupported. About three feet witljin the fides ftand pillars 
all round, about nine feet long, and fix feet diftant from each other. 
On the top of thefe a plank is let down, which runs round the whole 
houfc; from thence to the ridge-large poles are fet up, and handfomcly 
bound round with fine matting about eighteen inches afundcr: on this 
the thatch is laid, of palm-tree leaves moft beautifully worked. About 
one foot from thefe pillars, on the outfide, runs a llcrcen of bamboo 
all round, except about twenty feet in the middle on both fides.— 
Thus hath the Lord appeared to fet before us an open door, which 
■we trufl: none fhall henceforth be able to fhut. 

The chief of the diftrid (an old man name Pyteah) welcomed them 
to the ifland, faid that the houle was theirs, and fliould be cleared 
for their reception the next day. He then Ihewed them the pidure 
of Captain Cook, upon the back of which were written the names of 
his Majefty’s fhips and their commanders who had vifited Matavai 
fince that great navigator’s time. The natives on ftiore feemed tranf- 
ported with the idea of men coming purpofely from Pretane to fettle 
among them: this fet thofe milfionaries off who were to fix here, in 
very high fpirits. 

7 th. Manne Manne was as good as his word, coming early along- 
fidc with three hogs, fome fowls,.bread-fruit, cocoa-nuts, afld a quan¬ 
tity of their cloth ; the whole intended as a prefent for his tayo, the 
captaio. He made a long oration, deferiptive of all the Ibips and 
captains which had touched at Otaheite, with the names of the gods 
of Ulietea; but faid, that Otaheite had none but from him, acknow ¬ 
ledging the Britifli God to be the beft. and that he fliould requeft 
Otoo to worfliip him, and to order the people to do the fame. 

Soon after Peter the Swede arrived from a diftant part of the ifland 
with more fruit, and a remarkably large hog, the t,wo fides of which, 
txclufive of the head and entrails, weighed three hundred and forty 
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pounds; it had on each fide of its mouth two large tulks; for ufe it 
was far too fat for us, and as many fmall pigs were brought in tlic 
courfe of the day, but little of it was eaten. 

Manne Mamie, the aged high-priell, had brought five of his wives 
with him on board, not one of which exceeded fifteen years old, and 
defired he might fleep in the cabin ; and, according to the cuftom of 
the country , very cordially defired Captain Wilfon, his tayo, to take 
his choice, and could hardly perfuade himfclf he Was ferious in de¬ 
clining the offer; nor failed the next morning to inquire of them 
wdiicli he had chofen. This brought on a converfation on the nature 
of their cuftoms; the captain explained to the old prieft, how little 
fuch a ftatc of polygamy was fuited to happinefs; that no woman 
could be either fo attached, faithful, affeeftionate, or careful to pro¬ 
mote domeftic felicity, as where the heart was fixed on one objecl 
without a rh al. The old prieft did not at all relifti this do<ftrine, and 
faid, fuch w^as not the cuftom of Otaheite ; but the ladies highly ap¬ 
proved, and faid the Pritanc cuftom was my ty, my ty, very good. 

M.'inne Manne was now very defirous for us to go to Eimeo with 
the fliip, and there land the miftionaries under his proteftion, making 
ufe of all his rhetoric to perfuade the captain, and bringing the two 
Swedes, whom he feems to have much under his command, to prove 
that Pomarre never a 6 lcd honourably by the Englifh, or any other, 
after he had done with their ferviecs; that themfclves had aflifted him 
in his wans, had been the principal inftruments of his fuccefs; but, 
fince his turn was ferved, he would hardly give them a fmall hog. 
This, and all they urged, might have gained credit with us, as all the 
late voyagers have related incidents which mark this chief’s character 
with felflftincfs; but, on the other fide, it might be inferred, that 
thele Swedes, after they had lent their afliftance, might be unreafoii- 
ablc, and even infolent in their demands, and by fuch condud render 
it ncccftiiry for Pomarre to treat them with bare civility only. There¬ 
fore, concluding them prejudiced, and the old prieft only arguing 
from views of intcreft, it was rcfolved, that as Otaheite was the mofii 
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eligible illand, the fctticmcnt Ihould firft be made .there; and the 
triendfliip and protedion of Pomarre and his fon Otoo be courted by 
kindnefs and attachment to his intcreft, to be exprefled and llicwn on 
every occaiion ; but never to take any part in their wars, except as 
mediators,—In the intcrv^al of fair weather, betwixt daybreak and 
eight o’clock, we purchafed a few' things from the canoes alongfidc, 
merely to plcafc them; for the liberality of our friends had left us no 

other plea. ' 

The rain beginning again as violent as before, prevented the mififion- 
aries landing till near eleven in the forenooxr; w'hcn the captain, Mr. 
JefFerfon • (prcfidcnt), with a few more of the miirionaries, went on 
fliore, accompanied by Mamie Manne and Peter. The nati\ cs had af- 
fcmblcd upon the beach to the number of four or fi\ c hundred, and 
as the boat approached l(>mc ran into the water, and laying hold of her 
hauled her aground; then took the captain and miflionaries on their 
backs, and carried them dry on Ihore. They were received by the 
young king (Otoo) and his wife Tetua, both carried on men’s Ihoul- 
ders; each took the captain by the hand, and in dumb filencc furveyed 
him attentively, looking in his face and minutely examining every 
part of his drefs: they beheld the brethren alfo with much the Himc 
curiofity. The queen opened Mr. Cover’s fliirt at the brcall and 
Ileevcs, and feemed aftoniflied at fo clear a fight of the blue veins. 
That this fliould be the cafe now, after fo many vilits from Europeans, 
may furprife fomc; but let luch confulcr, that though the oldcll and 
the middle-aged have been fully gratified in thefe refpeds, the \ oung 
ones Jiavc as yet feen very little; for. there could be but linall dilfer- 
ence between thcmfelves and the dark complexion.s of the naked 
fliipwrcckcd failors who had lately taken refuge amongll them. 

The captain now inlbrmcd the king, through I’cter as interpreter, 
that our only inducement for leaving Pretane to come and vifit them 
w as to do them good, by inflruding them in the bell and mofl ufeful 
things; and for this end, fome good men of our number intended to 
fettle among them ; requiring, on their part, the free gift of a piece 
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of land fufficlently 'ftockcd with brcad-fruit\nd cocoa-nut trees, and 
fo large as to contain a garden and admit of houfes being built upon 
it; that this land fliould'be their own; that they would not, on any 
account, intermeddle in their wars, nor employ their arms but for 
fclf-defcnce; and at all times fliould live free and unmoleftcd among 
them : to which if he confented, they would flay on the ifland; if 
not, they would go elfewdicrc. Much pains were taken to make this 
plain; but as Otoo appears to be a vacant-looking perfbn, I doubt 
whether he underflood the half of it, though he lignificd the large 
houfe was our own, and we might take what land we pleafed. 

After this, Manne Mannc flood up in the middle of the ring, and 
made a long fpecch, pafling many encomiums on Prctanc. When 
all was-over, the king, flill holding the captain by the hand, led him 
to the houfe, thence to the beach, and fo on; till, tired, he rcqueflcd 
to return on board. When arrived at the boat, Otoo delired to hear 
the mufkets fired, and, to gratify him, the four they had were dif- 
charged twice; with which compliment he feemed highly pleafed. 

After dinner Otoo and his wife came off, each in a fmall canoe, with 
f)uly one man paddling: whilfl they w'dit feveral times round the 
fliip,- the queen w^as frequently baling her canoe with a cocoa-nut fliell. 
'riiis may help to form an idea of what a (juecn is in Otaheitc. 
'I'hey would not venture on board, bccaufe wherefoever they come is 
deemed facred, none daring to enter there afterwards except their pro¬ 
per domclhcs. 

He appears tall and well made, about fevcntccn; his queen hand- 
f unc and finely proportioned, about the lame age, and always carried 
about, on Ihorc, on men’s fhoulders. The king appears thoughtful, 
fpeaks little, but furveys things w'ith attention. The miffionarics fiqi- 
pole lomethmg majeflic in his appearance, but the captain thought 
him llupid, and to difeover little capacity. As he paddled round the 
Ihip he was offered the compliment of firing the great guns, but he 
begged us not, as he was afraid, and the nolle W'ould hurt his ears* 
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Knowing there were women and children on board, tliey cxprelVed 
a vyilli to lee them, and wlien they w alked to the Ihip’s fide to flacw 
thcmfcivca, they let up a cry of admiration and wonder. The Iky 
darkening, they made towards Ihore. We had loofed our fails to dry, 
and before we could furl them there came on fuddenly a fment li^uall 
from die N, attended with heavy rain, lightning, and thunder; 
while it lafted, the fliip drove about a cables length, from thirteen 
fathoms into ten. 

At a meeting of the committee it was rcfolved, that, as the houlc 
was now clear, they fliould land this evening, in order to prepare for 
the reception of the women; but the rain continuing, prevented. 

8 th. It rained hard all the morning till about nine o’cloek, wlicn it 
cleared up, and the miffionaries went on lliorc w ith their chells and 
beds, and took pofleffion of their houfe. By the cajitain’s deiire, “ 
fays Mr. Wm.Wilfon, “followed to aflift them in planning their 
“ feparate apartments. A vaft concourfc of the natives hud gathcic d 
on the beach, watching who lliould land in the pinnace; among 
“ them were Otoo and his wife, carried upon men’s fhoulders, as on 
“ the preceding day. This, I underftand, is always the cullom 
“ when they go beyond the precin< 3 :s of their dwelling. The queen 
“ ufed the fame freedoms with me as flic had done the day before 
“ with Mr. Cover, and, when gratified, put my fliirt neck and 
“ fleeves again in order. With one holding each hand, I was led 
“ about for a confiderable time, and might perhaps have been fa 
“ moll (jf the day, had I not intimated that 1 had bufinefs to do 
within the houfe. He immediately , walked with me to the door, 
but would not enter, bccaufc the houfe would then become facred 
“ to himfclf. 

“ However, before he let me go, he introduced a woman named 
“ Whycrlddc, the filler of Iddcah, and alfo wife of Fomarre: her 
“ Otoo wiflied me to take as a tayo. And confidering that I was 
“ but a tranfient vifitor, who knew not how far a refufal might dif- 
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oblige him, I confented to exchange names, and was immediately 
« wrapped in cloth ; befides, in the courfe of the day, fevcral hogs, 
“ both alive and ready drelTcd, were fent me as prefents.” 

The fjrft thing we fet about with the houlc was to clofc it quite 
round with the thicker fort of bamboo, fixing a door on each fi le, and 
by this means to keep the natives.from crowding fo much upon u.s. 
The fevcral births or apartments w'crc next planiied, and partitions of 
fmaller bamboo begun; but in confcqucncc of the great dilfance the 
natives had to go up the valley for thefe bamboos, the work went but 
flowly on ; though one man llrippcd his own houfc to fupply us. In 
the arrairgemcnt, the married people had a part of one fide to them- 
fclvcs, and the finglc men the other fide: all thefe apartments were 
at one end, and chofen by lot. Next to them were marked out a 
ftore-room, library, and a place for the doAor and his medicines. To 
cnclofc the whole, a partition went from fide to fide, with two lock 
doors. I'hc remaining fpace was left for a chapel, and into it tiic 
outer doors opened. 

Several of the arrcoics of Ulictea having arrived here about the fame 
time as w^c did with the fliip, they with their heivas made much the 
fame llir in Matavfii as a company of {trolling players often do in the 
fmall villages of our own country. Probably the hopes of plcafing 
the Englifli itrangers was alfo a fpur to their exertion, for cither in 
our fight or our hearing they were engaged the whole day in Ibmc 
fport or other. In the afternoon they collected in great numbers 
before the door of our houfi?, and began a kind of box-fighting or 
wrcllling. Firft forming a ring, within it ftood about a dozen of the 
floutcft fellows, with their backs to the crowd and faces towards each 
other, 'fhen the game began with an ad:! of defiance or challenge, 
made by beating heavy ftrokes with the flat hand upon the left arm 
above the elbow, where this part was quite black w ith the repeated 
flrokcs it had received. At laft one fteps forward to the centre of 
the circle; another, who thinks himfelf an equal r.iuteh., ad\ ances 
to meet him; fometimes only a fmart bleu or tvN o eufiics before they 
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fall back agjan into their places. At another time, after advancing 
and gazing at each other for a while, one will fuddcnly plump the top 
of his head into the face of his opponent, and this caufmg him to 
retire in the dumps, fets all the crowd a-laughing. The word of the 
game is, when one gets an advantageous hold of his adverfary: a fc- 
vere wreftling then takes place, and it is only at the cxpenle of llrength, 
and blood, and hair, that they will fubmit to be parted. 

Mannc Manne fent us in three hogs ready drefled for dinner, with 
baked bread-fruit, cocoa-nuts, &c. He laid them on a large piece 
of doth, and invited us to fall to, but not before we had called upon 
God to blcfs it. We found it very good, though we had yet neither 
difli, fpoon, knife, fork, table, nor chair. Innumerable prefents came 
in from the various chiefs who were courting our friendlhip ; and \vc 
were all drefled in Otaheite cloth. 

During the day the houfe was crowded with natives, which made 
it prudent to keep a guard over our property, though there appeared 
no defign nor attempt at depredation. At the approach of evening 
wc commanded filence >; and, having fung an hymn, Mr, Jefferfon 
offered up prayer to our Lord: during the fervice the natives behaved 
very orderly and attentive. At night we requefted them to retire, and 
return in the morning, which they did in the moft peaceable manner, 
and we received not the leaft diflurbance from them. Wc then held 
our ufual daily family worfhip; and, having fupped on the plenty of 
provifions which remained, we retired to reft, admiring the wondrous 
providence of our God. Lord, thou haft been better to us than all 
fears r grant us firmer faith in thy care, that wc may be able to truft 
thee more in a future day ! 

How gracioufly has the Lord difplayed his arm for us fince leaving 
our native fliores, in traverfing a tracklefs ocean, and opening a door 
in thefe heathen lands, wc truft, to diffufe his cvcrlafting gofpcl here. 
May the Lord make us burning and Ihining lights ! ’ 

The king held all our hands, and fhook them, as did the queen, 
examining our clothes very minutely, and took particular notice of 
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Mr. Lewis’s umbrella, which, on his expanding it to Ihcw its ufe, 
tlicy both made figns not to lift it over their heads, left it Ihould, 
according to their cuftoms, become thereby facred to their own ufe. 
Their attention to us is Angularly engaging. 

9th. This morning the natives came to our houfe before feven 
o’clock, made a fire, boiled our water, and prepared the bread-fruit 
and cocoa-nuts. The king and queen vifited us feveral times in the 
courfe of the day. 

This morning alfo Inna Madua, the widow of Orecplah (brother 
to Pomarre), lately deceafed, paid us a vifit, accompanied by two 
chief women. Orecplah was much attached to the Englilh; and his 
widow, fuppofing us forry for his lofs, on entering the cabin burft 
into tears, and continued this expreflion of grief till we all fympa- 
thized with her. However, this did not laft long; for they foon 
became cheerful, breakfafted, and dined on board, as did Mannc 
Mannc, and towards evening they all went on fliore; but as no fuit- 
ablc prefents wxre yet got out of the hold, they were defired to renew 
their vifit the next day, when fome things fiiould be in rcadinefs for 
them. Thefc, with the tayos of the crew and raiflionaries, filled all 
parts of the foip with hogs, fruit, and cloth. 

Otoo paddled round the fhip in his canoe, as he had done the day 
lx;fore, and calling out for fomething to cat, the captain fent him, 
in one of our dllhcs, half of a roaft pig, and fome bifouit, with which 
he fet off for the fliore, fecmingly much plcafed. 

The bufinefs of the houfe did not go on to-day with much alacrity, 
owing to the natives flackening in their oflicioufnefs, fo that w'e got 
but few bamboos; however, in the afternoon fome were difpatchcd, 
taking my w'ord, as an earcc of the pahic (an officer of the fliip), 
that they fliould be rewarded for their trouble ; accordingly in the 
evening wc had as many brought to the houfe as w'ould keep us 
employed all the following day. As on board, fo at tlie houfe, 
uumberlefs prefents were brought, confifting of live hogs, cocoa-nuts, 
bread-fruit, and cloth, which arc their ftaple articles; and befides 
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thefe, more read}vdrcflcd meat was brought than the • brethren and 
the natives employed could confumc. But in the midft o,f this pro¬ 
fusion, Some were apjirchcnfive of its being followed with inconve¬ 
nience and embarrafl’ments, and therefore wholly disapproved of 
making tavos fo Soon. ' 

W’hilll the bufincfs was going on afhorc, the crew were employed 
in weighing the anchor, warping I'arthcr up the bay, and mooring the 
Ihip with the two bowers, Peter, the Swede, alfo brought liis canoe, 
and fuch things as the miiruniaries firlb wanted were difpatchcd on 
Ihore. Thermometer 70 p’. 

10th. The wind eafterly, moderate and jileafant weather. The 
people employed hoifling out of the hold and fending Sundries alhorc 
on account of the million. 

To-day the captain landed for the purpofc of prcfentlng Ibme fhcwj 
drelies to the young king and his wife. They met him at the beach 
as ufual. Peter informed him of what was intended, and, (hewing 
him the box which contained the trcalure, dclired Otoo to walk to¬ 
wards his houle, a temporar}' (lied they had crctled for the purpole of 
being near our people. This w'as complied wit}\; and when they 
came near, the captain, ftopping under a tree, ordered them to form a 
ring, and placing the box in the midft, Otoo w'as requefted to alight, 
that the brethren might drefs him ; he replied. By and by, and gazed 
Sullenly for a. considerable time, till the patience of the captain was 
pretty well exhaufted ; repeating the requeft and receiving no anfwcr, 
they opened the box, and on taking out the drefs for the queen, Ihc 
inftantly alighted from the man’s Iholildcr, and Otoo followed her 
example. The fancy cap fitted her exceedingly well, atul (lie Seemed 
very proud of it, but it was only by unripping that the other articles 
could be put upon her or Otoo. The Captain told him that the carces 
of Pretanc thought he was not yet fo (lout a man. Drclfcd complete 
in this gaudy attire, the Surrounding crowd gazed upon them with 
admiration. She, true to the foibles of her lex, appeared delighted, 
but Otoo thought little of them, Siying an ax, a mufket, a knife, or 
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pair of fciffars were more valuable: which was faying more for him- 
felf than we expelled, or that he had even i'cufc to do. 

.lult as the ceremony was ended, Manne Manne appeared before 
the houfe, and calling the captain to him, clothed him in a ’Tahcitcan 
drefs, putting an elegant brcaft-plaLc over all. Tlicy then ^valked 
towards the Britilh houfe, where they lound the work going on very 
well; and it being paft noon, the old prieft accompanied the captain 
on board to dinner. 

\ 

1 ith. The crew employed in fending fundries on Ihorc on account 
of the million. At the houfe they were very buly fitting up the 
.apartments for the women, whom it was intended to land in the 
altcrnoon. The brethren had Informed the natives, that next day- 
being the day of the Eatooa, no work would be done, nor any thing 
rccci\ cd; th.erefore, on this account, they brought what provifions 
might lerve till Monday, but w'cre in reality fufficient to laft a week. 

After dinner the pinnace was manned for the -w'omcn and childrcxO, 
and by the captain’s defire I accompanied them on fliorc. Vaft num¬ 
bers of the natives crowded to the beach to gratify their curiofity, all 
Ijchavlng with great refpetT and very peaceable. Otoo and his -wife 
kept for a while at a little dlllance, fcemlng in doubt whether he 
flrould approach the women; but thinking it proper to falutc him, he 
was a little encouraged: however, he ftlll ke|)t filcnec, and all the way 
as we walked to the houfe, gazed llupldly, like another C} mon. 
The houfe was furrounded all the afternoon by the natives, who 
were much delighted with toe two children, and lent often for them 
and the w'omen to flicw themlelvcs at the door. In the dufk of the 
evening they all retired; and this, the brethren remark, they ha\c 
rinil'oriuly done fince they full landed. Orders being likewife given 
at the fliip for none of ■ heir canoes to come near on the Sunday, they 
fixpplied us in the fame plentiful manner as they had done the mif- 
fionarics. 

As Miiunc hlannc had already diflinguifiicd himfelf as a very ufeful 
man, bclides bringing fevcral hogs, fruit, itc. the captain, to reconi- 
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pcnfe him in part, made him a handfome prefent, leaving it to him- 
felf to etrumerate the articles which he moll needed; to do tliis he 
was at no lofs, having great prefence of mind on fuch occafions; 
therefore he run off a long lift of things which he wanted for a fmall 
fehooner which he was building at Eimeo; of thefe fuch as we had 
to lj)are were given to him. 

As yet we have had no rcalbn to complain of any improper beha¬ 
viour in tlie Otaheiteans, men or women. Neither have we loft a 
fingle article to our knowledge, though many have unavoidably been 
much expofed. 

The goodnefs and love of God to us ftiould be graven on the tables 
of our hearts. After prayer the brethren retired to reft. 

Before the Otaheiteans departed they were informed no work would 
be done the next day, and they alked if it would be more devoted to 
prayer than the other days, and were told it would. 

The Sunday pafled very c^uietly, not one canoe coming near the 
Ihip; and on Ihorc no interruption w'as attempted, the natives, with 
the king and queen, attending, and conducting thcmfelves in peace 
and good order. A difcuflion took place among the brethren con¬ 
cerning the propriety of fpcaking to the natives upon the important 
fubjeCt of their million, when it was agreed that the prcfulent 
(Mr. Jell'erfon) Ihould addrefs them through the medium of Andrew 
the Swede as interpreter. Accordingly, at three o’clock in the af¬ 
ternoon, they met for this purpofe, fcvcral of the natives being prefent 
both within and without the houfc; and as foon as Andrew inter¬ 
preted'the hrft fcntcncc, finding the difeourfe dlreClcd to tlicm, they 
placed thcmfelves in attentive pofturcs. When they underftood a little 
of what was laid, they put very pertinent queftions; among otlicrs, 
doubting vvlicthcr we would beftow aught that could be cftccmcii 
a beuclit equally on all. They afkcd, whether the meftage of the 
Britillr God was to the toutous as well as to the king and chiefs ? 
They were anfwercd in the affirmijjtivc; and further, Mr. .Telfcrfon, 
pointing to his brethren, told them that they were the mcllcngcrs of 
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the only true God; and that though all men had offended him, he 
was, notwithllanding, a merciful God ; conferring on thofc who be¬ 
lieved his w'ord great blcffings in this life, and after death took them 
to a ftatc of eternal happinefs. Otoo was prefent, but, according to 
human judgment, his llubborn, imtcachable nature feems to be the 
lad: that any Imprcffion can be made upon. We retired to reft, thank¬ 
ful for the occurrences of the day, and for the promifiiig prolj)cd;s be¬ 
fore us through the providence of our God. 

13 th. Wind caftcrly, and pleafant weather. The crew employed 
in hoifting up goods, and fending various articles on fliore on account 
of the million ; two of the brethren from each party dividing a large 
chcll of books. 

The natives had perfectly underftood that the prohibiti<)n was but 
for yefterday, for early in the morning fcvcrul canoes w'crc alongfidc, 
and in one of them, with our conftant friend Manne Manne, came 
fcveral chiefs and their wives; but the principal perfon to be intro¬ 
duced at this time was the father of Pomarre, Otew, formerly 
Whappai, w ho is a very venerable looking man, aged about feventy, 
his head covered with gray hairs, and his chin with a remarkable 
white beard : his name had once been Otoo; but, on the birth of his 
foil, in compliance with the general cuftom, he changed it to Otewv 
As ufual, he prefented the captain wdth a piece of cloth and a pig, 
receiving in return, and on account of his rank, two axes, four pair 
of feiflars, and four knives, two looking-glaflcs and two old fliirts, 
VN hieh was all he aiked for; and it appears that their requefts always 
Include the utmoft bounds of their e.xpe<ftation; fo that to add aught 
more is quite fuperlluous and utmcceflary. When breakfuft was rcadi-, 
moft of our vifitors went upon deck, fecmingly through a fenfe of 
good manners and a fear of offending, which w e may fuppole them 
to have learnt from former vilitors, who, for their ow n fakes, might 
have taught them thus much; for it certainly would be very uncom¬ 
fortable to have them crowding .at meals continually: hut Manne 
Manne had no fcruples, and, as if confeious of a right, placed himfcif 
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next his tayo at table, and being exceedingly tend of fhe tea and our 
bread and butter, played rather an ejdcurean part. In the forenoon 
Otoo and the queen fent oti' t(i beg leave of the captain to fend him 
their prefents; to which ceremonial an anfwcr wa.s made in the aflir- 
mative; and in confequcncc thereof we had them prcfently along- 
fide : the king’s confilled of thirteen live hogs, and three ready 
drcll'ed ; the quccn'.s was one drelfed, lix alive, and a bale of cloth ; 
tliemfelvcs followed in a large double canoe, accompanied by Oloo’s 
younger brother, now prince of Tiarabuo. They would not come on 

board, but cxprclTcd a wifli for a great gun to be bred; and, to gratify 
them, two were call loofe: Mannc Mannc took the matcli, and 
though almolb blind with age, he boldly fired them off; with which 
adl of his own courage he was highly tranfported. Their flay was 
fhort; for after they had paddled twice or thrice round the fliij), they 
returned to the fliorc. 

About four in the afternoon Pomarre and his wife Iddeah, havine; 
juft arrived from Tiaraboo, paid their firft vifit at the Ihij); betides 
his ufual attendants a number of others had put thcmfclves in his 
train. When alongfide he refufed to come farther till the captain 
llrcwcd himfclf; this being done, he immediately afeended the fide, 
and coming on to the quarter-deck, wrapped four pieces of clotli 
round the captain as his owm prefent; then taking that off, rejreated 
the opcratioji with the like quantity in the name of Iddeah. While 
he was doing this, I thouglit Joy evident in his countenance, and 
was glad to find in him a piefture of good-nature very ditferent from 
the miorofe figure which reprefents him in fomc editions of Cook’s 
^■oyagcs ; and could not help thinking that his prcfcnce, which w’c 
now enjoyed, would afford pleafure to thoufands in refined Europe, 
Avho have heard fo much of the hofpitality and favour this prince 
of favages has alwa}'s llicwn to his vifitors. 

The firft ceremonies over, he told the captain that he would fend 
provifions and whatever wc had occalion for while wc ftaid at Ota- 
hcltc. When feated in the cabin, he expreft'ed his regard for the 
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Engllfh, and called King George his friend. On this the interpreter 
was dcfired to inform him, that King George loved him, and that t’ne 
carces of Prctanc did the fame : and that out of rc!r;.rd for him and his 
people, they had fent this flilp with feme of the belt men, puipofely 
to do them good; and then dcfired to know, whether he was picafed 
tliat part of our number fliould rclidc on his Ifland. He iu)mediately 
anfwercd in the affirmative. A piece of laud for their ufe \va.s nc^tt 
mentioned to him ; to which, after a few words with liis privy coun- 
fcllor Iddeah, he anfwercd, that the whole diftriA of Matavai fliould 
be given to the Englifli, to do with it what they plcafcd ; obferving, 
thatPyteah, the prefent chief of the diflrid, was a good old man; 
that it wmuld be for the benefit of our people to perjuit him to hold his 
refideuce near to their dwclling-houfe ; and that he, according to or¬ 
ders which fhould be given him, Avould enforce obedience from the 
natives, and oblige them to bring whatever the Englifli wanted of the 
produce of the diftridl. 

Thefe mofl; important matters to us being fettled, as far as they could 
be for the prefent, the chief thought it was time to inquire after enter¬ 
tainments ; and firft: fky-rockets, next the violin and dancing, and 
laflly the bagpipe, which he humouroufly deferibed by putting a bun¬ 
dle of cloth under his arm, and twifliug his body like a Highland piper. 
When we told them that we had none of thefe, they feemed rather de- 
jcifled ; therefore, to revive them a few tunes were played upon the 
German flute by Mr. Bowcll and one of the feamcn, though it plainly 
appeared that more lively mufic would have pleafed them better. 

Pomirre intimating a wilh to fleep on board, it w^as granted; he 
then afleed leave for his wife and fervant, which was alfo complied 
with. It may be proper to remark here, that Iddeah, though Hill con- 
lidercd as the wife of Pomarre, has not for a confiderablc time coha¬ 
bited with him, but with one of her toutous (or fervants), by whom 
Ihe has had one child, and is again pregnant; her younger lifter, 
Why’reedc, next cohabited wdth the chief, but left him through dif- 
likc for one of far inferior rank ; and his prefent wife is a very ftout 
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young woman, but of what condition we.could not learn. However, 
it is evidently clear, that they hefitate little about mixing with the 
lower orders of the people ; but if ifluc Ihould be the confequence of 
thefe connexions, it is rarely the pride of rank fuffers the poor infants 
to live an hour after they arc born. At fupper the chief devoured a 
whole fowl, with the addition of about two pounds of pork, and drank 
proportionally. 

At the houfe all was peace and quietnefs with the natives, and 
nothing particular is noticed in the miflionary journal, except a few 
expreflions of diflatistadion concerning their brethren leaving them to 
go to the Friendly Iflands. 

To-day received as prefents tw'^enty-two live hogs, and five ready. 
drcfTcd. 

14th. This morning Manne Manne and fcvcral others came on. 
board, all behaving refpedlfully to Pomarre. The captain, in order, 
to cultivate his friendfhip, made him a prefent of an excellent fingle- 
«afed metal watch, with which he was very much picafed ; obferving, 
that none before ever made him a prefent of the kind. As we knew 
him quite ignorant how to manage a w'atch, Peter (the Swede) was 
direded to wind it up for him every day. Thermometer 7f)®. Pomarre,. 
bis young w'ifc, Iddcali, and the old prieft, breakfafted and dined with, 
us. The tea. juft fuited their taftc; and at dinner the two chief> 
drank of the wine eagerly. The captain.fhewing fomc unwillingnefs- 
to indulge Manne Manne to a greater degree, he anfwercd to the 
following purport:—that as he was going on fliorc to facrllicc a man. 
to the Eatooa, he took it to, raife his courage. Exprefting our abhor¬ 
rence of fb cruel a defign, he became filcnt; and his friend Peter dc-- 
fired him never to mention.any tiling of the kind to us. 

By a letter from Mr. Jcftcrfon (thG preftdent), it appears that the: 
apprehenfions of thofe on fhorc, both for their perfons and property,, 
are much increafed; alfo their fufpicions of the profclTcd friendfliip, 
of the natives, who, they hear, have formed the defign of rufhing upon/ 
them and taking all away j in,confequence of.which they urge the nc- • 
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ceffity of the whole body fettling at this place. But for fuch fufpicions 
there does not appear the fhadow of fear; nothing can be more peace¬ 
ful, kind, and fubmiffivc, than the natives, affifting them readily in all 
their preparations. Pomarre and Iddcah, in the afternoon, vifited the 
houfe, and ^'Icwcd the improvements made with wonder and delight. 
Tlicy partook of a difli of tea with us; one of his attendants poured 
the tea from the cup to the fauccr, and then held it to his mouth: this 
is the way at every meal; his dignity will not permit him to feed him- 
fclf. \\ hen he had finifhed, he requefted the faucer might be kept fop 
his future ufe, and tlrat no woman might be permitted to touch it. Wc 
were furprifed to fee fo ftout a man, perhaps the largeft in the whole 
iiJand, fed like a cuckoo. 

15th. Moderate brce/cs and plealant weather; employed on board 
hoilVuig up goods, and landing them on account of the miffion. 
Received ten butts of water by fwimming them off. Thermometer 

On fliorc the brethren were bufied making a faw-pit, and fitting 
Up their apartments. Among the remarks of this day they fay, 
“ Several Otaheitcans vifitcd us as ufual, continuing to bring hogs, fruit, 
“ &c. Pomarre and his attendants were with us at family worlhip; 
** after which the prefident informed him of the nature of our miflion, 

to teacli them our God and Sa^ iour; to’ learn them to read the 
‘‘ fpeaking book of wifdom, and to inlfruil: them in all ufcfiil arts; 
“ which he applauded, as he had already done at the Ihip, and faid it 
“ was my ty, my ty, verj> good ; and added, that he would fend his fons 
" for inftrudion.” 

He came not near the Ihip to-day, but returned his watch ver}' much 
damaged, which we fuppofe to be the rcafon why he abfented himfclf; 
no doubt a hatchet would now have been efteemed a prefent of greater 
worth, though the glitter of a watch pleafed him more at firft. 

By another letter from the prefident it appears that the brethren 
are ftill more atraid of the natives than before; and this in confe- 
<|uence of being told by the Swedes that an attack upon them is In¬ 
tended (hortly to be made : they therefore requeft an addition of amis* 
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and ammunition, and farther urge the apparent ncccflity of the 
whole body remaining at Otaheite. The captain wrote a few lines 
in anfwer, whicli brought Mr. Jetfcrlbn on board; when, in a con¬ 
ference witli the brethren intended for the Friendly Ifics and Mar- 
quefas, he laid before them the grounds of their fears, and rc([uellcd 
they would join them. To this they faid they could not give a dircc‘l 
reply, but dcfired to have till the following day to confider the matter. 
This leems a mere bugbear and artifice of the Swedes. 

16th. The brethren on board having debated the fubjert of yefter- 
day, and concluding the above-mentionfid fears groundlcl's, and by no 

means caufe fufficlcnt for them to confine the w hole effort of the fo- 
ciety to one iflancl, and thereby dlfappoint the hopes of many of its 
valuable members at home ; they therefore returned their ultimate an- 
fwer in the negative. 

This being the day appointed by Pomarre for ceding in form the 
diftrid of Matavai to the Englilh, the captain landed upon Point Ve¬ 
nus ; was there received by the chief, and conduded near to the mif- 
fionary houfe. Molf of the brethren from the fhip, and all on fliorc, 
were prefent at this ceremony. Peter the Swede took, as ufual, the 
office of interpreter. “ The fcenc,” fays Mr. Bowcll, “ was laid bo- 
fore the door of the miffionary houfe, at fome diftance from which a 
‘‘ rope was Itretchcd to keep off the crowd. Pomarre, Iddeah, Otoo, 
“ hts wife and brothers, went alfo without the rope. Manne Manne, 
“ vs ho alone aded the part of conveyancer, remained within with 
tlu' captain, and brethren. He then dcfired Peter to <011 the captain 
“ all that he fiiould fay, aiui began by prefacing his oration with tbwa, 
“ towa, //ear ! in order to attract general attention; then went on enu- 
“ mcrating all the Eatooas of Otaheite, Fhmeo, and the Society Ifles; 
“ next- the cliftrids and tlieir chiefs in regular order; and laftly the 
“ finps and their commanders, from Wallis, Bougainville, and Cook,, 
down to the Duff and her captain: concluding with the formal fur- 
“ render of the diftrid of Matavai; obferving, that we might take 
w hat houfes. trees, fruit, hogs, &c. we thought proper. This flrangs 
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“ /peech was delivered very deliberately by the old prieft, who, w bile 
** he fpoke, fat in an odd pofture, half bent upon his heels, holding 
“ with one hand the rojK, and frequently feratching his head and 
“ rubbing his eyes with the other. Thole peculiarities were caught 
“ by his mimicking countrymen, who afterwards turned them into 
“ humurous pantomime.” 

A converfation now took place between the caotain tiiid Manne 
Mamie, concerning the going to war with his enemies. Manne 
Muiine importuned tlic eaptaiii to alTitt him againft Ulictea, of which 
he had been king, but was driven from it fcvcral years ago. Being 
told that we had no orders to fight, except in our own defence, and 
that other lliips might come witli different inftrmfHons, and who 
might have no objcdlion to join liim in fuch enterprifes, he replied, 
that he might be dead before that might happen, “ Well, then,” 
fays the captain, “ your fon may adl in your place, and be reinftated 
“ in your kingdom.” To this he anfwxred fmartly, “ I would rather 
“ fee it done with my own eyes.” The brethren obferving his reluc¬ 
tance to a poftivc denial upon this point, Mr. Cover laid, that they 
would afiill to finifla the vefl'cl which he was building ; and when they 
had learnt the language, wmuld go to Ulietea and talk to the people 
on the fubjcct. This for the prelimt fatisfied him, and the bufinefs 
ended; Pornane, Otoo, e.nd the other chiefs, fliaking hands with the 
captain ami bred ire u. Thus a door feems opening for the gofpcl at 
IJlietea, whith r ibmc of the brethren purpofc to go as foon as they 
have the language. 

1 / th. Wind eaftcriy, with moderate and plcafant weather. Set 
up our rigging, and rafted alongfide fifteen butts of water, whieh 
completed our ftock ; and us we propofed to fail in a day or two, feve- 
ral articles were font on fnore to enable the brethren to go on with 
their work, with a quantity of nails, &c. for trade during our ab- 
Icnce; allb tea, chccfc, and what elfe we could fpare of that nature. 

None of the chiefs came near us to-day, and but few' canoes. The 
young king and Pomarre paid a vifit at the huufc, when Mr. Jefferfon 
took occafion to fpcak to him concerning the education of his clul- 
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drca ; rcprcfent'mg it as a matter of the greateft importance "both to 
them and the people of Otaheite; and that he would be highly blamc- 
ftblc to neglcdt the opportunity which tlieir coming afforded. The 
chief’s mind feemed impteffed with the truth of what was faid, and 
be immediately fpoke to Otoo, who returned a very unfavourable.an- 
fwer: “He did not want to learn Englifli.” “ J;bave a very bad 
“ opinion of Otoo,” fays Mr. Jcffcrfoi^., And certainly appearances 
arc much againft him ; however, we may reaibnably' hope, that the 
example ol our people, and the exhibition of arts which muft appear 
Avonderful in their eyes, may in time excite in his mind a thirft after 
knowledge. They cxprelfcd high delight on the garden engine play¬ 
ing, and cafting water on the thatch of the .houfc. Thermometer 76^*’. 

18 th. Wind from N. E. to E. S. E. moderate and pleafant wea¬ 
ther ; employed clearing the jliip for fea. In the afternoon Pomarre 
and Iddeah came on board, accompanied by Mamie Mannc, and Peter 
to interpret. A prefent of cloth was made the captain, and by a large 
cheft which they had brought with' them in the canoe, we could fee 
what they expelled ; but feigning not to underftand, as they handed 
rftup the fide, the captain inquired of the chief what he meant to do 
with it. He feemed greatly perplexed how to anfwer this queftlon, 
till at laft he faid, that he only wanted tlie lock repaired. He was 
then diredlcd to take it on fliorc to the blqckfraith; but this embar- 
raffed him more than before; and feeing no other way to free hini- 
felf, he faid with a' fmile, that it was intended to hold the prefent 
which the captain might be plcafcd to make to him and Iddeah ; and 
requefted that it jfhould be put into the cabin, to prevent his people 
ffom feeing what he received. When_feated below, he was afked 
what he would like to have; but feemlng at a lofs what to name, the 
old pridf, whofe wits arc always ready, helped him out: and firft 
axes ahowroo, ahowroo, that is. twice ten, or ten for hlmfclf, and ten 
for Iddeah; then for each five lliirts, eight looking-glafTcs, fix pair of 
lehilTars, fix knives, fifty nails, and five combs: bcfidcs thefe, were 
udded to his part, one caft-iron pot, one razor, and a blanket. The 
whole was put into the chcfl, and fccurcd by the lock, which was 
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rcry good. He then acknowledged himfclf content; but going after¬ 
wards betwixt deseks, where the brethren had fcvcral tilings lying; 
Toole, he craved for fomething of all that he faw; but as they knew 
how well he had fared in the cabin, they gratified him with very little. 

I'have been thus particular, becaufe the incidents of this day do, in a: 
mcafurc, chara<fterizc the chief. 

The brethren intended for the Friendly Iflcs, confmering that none 
of the ordained minifters were to accompany them, chofe from them 
number Mr. Seth Kcllb to be their paftor, and urged to thofc on Ihore 
the propriety of ordaining him and John Harris previous to their de-- 
parture. This they very readily confented to, and the next day, be¬ 
ing Sunday, was appointed for that purpofe. Thermometer 

1 pth. The fame orders being illlicd as for laft Sabbath, but two or^ 
three canoes were off in the bay, and feeing that we took no notice of 
them, they foon returned to the Ihore. To-day, at the miflionary 
houfc, were ordained Seth Kelfo and John Harris, minifters to the 
places of their rcfpe<ftivc deftination. 

The tranfadions of this day being fingular, a'more hill report can* 
not but give fatisfadion, and tend to encourage greatly our hopes as 
to the ultimate objed of our miflion. 

It having been made known that wo intended to addrefsthe natives- 
this morning, numbers of them adembkd early round (,ur dwelling; ' 
among them was Pomarre and his lifter: he had been inquiring a day- 
or two before concerning our fpeaklng to them, and fald, “ he had' 
“ been dreaming about the book which Ihould be lent him from the 
F-atooa.” 

At ten o’clock we called‘the natives together under the cover of 
fome lhady trees near our houlc; and a long form being placed, Po¬ 
marre was requefted to feat himfelf on it with the brethren, the reft', 
of the natives ftanding or fitting in a circle round ns, Mri Cover j 
addrefled them frorri the words of St. John, God fo loved 
“ world, that he gave his only begotten Son, that they who t^licve 
bn him Ihould not pcrifli, but have evcrlafting lifethe Sweden 
interpreting fcntencc by fentence as he fpoke. The Otaheiteans w'crc- 
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filcnt and fblemnly attentive. After lervlce Pomarre took brother 
Cover by the hand, and pronounced the word of approbation, “ My 
“ ty, my ty.” Being alked, “ If he had underftood what was faid 
he replied, Tliere were no fuch things before In Otaheitc; and they 
“ were not to be learned at once, but that he wo\ild wait the coming 
** of (the Eatooa) God.” Defiring to know if he might be permitted 
to attend again, he was told, yes. Being conduded into the hoiife, 
he and his wife dined with us, and. departed. 

About three o’clock the ordination folemnity of the brethren Kelfo 
and Harris took place; they were let apart for their work by the im- 
pofition of hands of our ordained brethren. Brother Cover preached 
the ordination fermcMi, and delivered the charge; brother Jeffeifon 
having made the inquiry of the candidates refpeding their call and ob- 
jeds, and brothers Lewis and Eyre prayed at the commencement and 
end of the lervicc. The communion clofcdthe /blernnity, which was 
to us all a moft rcfrcfliing and comlurtable ordinance; and for the 
firft time the bread-fruit ol (Jtaheite was ufed as the lymbol of the 
broken body of our Lord, and received m commemoration of his dy¬ 
ing love. 

Manne Manne was prefent during the whole fervicc, and very at¬ 
tentive, particularly during the adminillration of the I^ord’s fupper; 
he placed himfelf in the circle with the brethren, and when they paf- 
fed him he Ihiftcd his fituation farther on, in hopes of partaking with 
them. 

20 th. . Pomarre, Iddcah, and all our. Saturday’s guefis, vifitcd us 
again to-day, bringing more cloth and fomc fowls for tea-fiock. They 
ftaid dinner; the chief, fed by his head man, ate heartily, and drank 
a large ihare of a bottle of wine, evincing rather a covetous defire for 
it, as he would hardly allow Manne Manne to have a glafs with him. 
On the appearance -of rain they took their leave, wilhing us a good 
voyage, and expreffing a hope of our fpeedy return. 

As Peter the Swede had oifered to go with us to the Friendly 
Iflands, the captain conferited, thinking that he might be ferviccabk 
■on feme occafions as interpreter. He purpofed taking with him a 
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young womaa named Tanno Manno, with w hom he had for fomc 
time lived as his wife, a man the mutineers had named Tom, and 
a boy called Harraw'ay. The two laft Mr. Crook, who had already 
made great proficiency in the Otaheitean language, thought might 
be great helps to him. On this account the captaln'pcrmittcd them 
to go with us alio. The natives underftood we were now about to 
leave them for fome months, but the captain’s intention w as to lie a 
few days at Eimeo, and, previous to fetting off for the Marquefas, to 
touch again in Matavai bay, when we might probably learn how the 
natives were likely to behave during our abfencc. Matters being thus 
fettled, we took with us Mr. William Puckey, by trade a carpenter, 
to examine Manne Manne’s vcffel, and fee whether fhe was worthy 
their affiftance to finifh her. After dark in the evening a canoe came 
alongfide from Eimeo; in her w'as a Swede named John, whom we 
had not fecn before; him his countrymen reported to be in a ftate of 
infanity, and by his difeourfe we thought him a little fo. On his 
part, he complained much of the treatment w'hich he had receiyed 
from his fliipmates fince they landed; and exprefifed a defirc to re¬ 
turn to Europe. The captain, in anfwer, told him, that at prefent 
he could not keep him on board; that he was on the point of failing, 
and would in a few months return; in the mean while he might ftay 
at the miffionary houfe, and if he behaved well he fliould have a 
paffiigc with us : he is a native of Stockholm, about forty years old, 
amd feems much reduced by ficknefs. 

On Mr. Puckey’s coming on board, Ibme converfation pafled pn 
jthe propriety of the brethren’s arming themfclves on fl\ore, and 
keeping watch night and day; which thole on board difapproved. 
He replied to them very fatisfacftorily, that their intention in taking 
arms was not to injure the natives, ^nriuch Icfs to plant ffie gofpel by, 
human power; but merely a means ordained of God for the 
tedion of their perfoas And jprpper|y during the abfencc of the ffiig,, , 
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CHAPTER Vri. 

Short Voyage to E/nieo, and Return. 

A bout an hour before daylight we weighed, with a light air 
from the S. E. which taking us but llowly out of the bay, the 
natives perceiving the fails fet, hurried off in their canoes, eager to get 
a few articles more before we departed. At feven A. M. a frcfli gale 
fpringing up from the N. E. attended with thunder and lightning, 
we left them, and by ten o’clock were off the north-eaft part of 
Eimeo, -vVhen it again fell little wind. We kept running along the 
edge of the coral reefs towards Taloo harbour, and, at the diftance of 
half a cable’s length off, had irregular foundings, viz. fix, eight, 
twelve, and fourteen fathoms. The reef appeared to block up the 
harbour till wc were nearly abreaft of it, when a good entrance fhews 
itfelf. With a light breeze we run clofe up to the fouth-eaft corner 
of the harbour, and let go our anchor in ten fathoms water, and 
moored with the ftream cable to a remarkably large tree which ftands 
clofe to the water’s edge ; the Steeple cliff at the head of the harbour 
bearing S. by-E. ^ 

Taloo harbour Is on the north fide of the ifland ; the bottom fo 
clear, that you diftindlly fee the coral, with its beautiful branches. 
The mouth of the harbour is about a quarter of a mile broad ; the 
water of an amazing depth : this led into a moft delightful bay, about 
two miles wide and three deep. This bay is beautifully furrounded 
with trees; not the Icall agitation of the water is perceivable on the 
beach, let the wind blow from what quarter it may, it is fo perfectly 
land-locked. Wc lay under a mountain, ten times, as high as our 
topgallant-maft, and perpendicular. There is a fine frelh-watcr river 
tunning up fome miles> which a boat can afeend a mile or two, and 
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liips water with the greateft cafe. It is the fecureft harbour I ever 
aw. It has a border of low land, like Otaheitc, covered with bread- 
ruit, cocoa-nut, and other trees ; and many of a dilFcrcnt kind in the 
uountains, fomc very like lignum vita:; one fmall ifland is wholly 
;ovcrcd with this wood. Being in quell of a tree of hard wood, we 
bund one, but the axe would not ftand againft it, and we were 
)bliged to ufc the hand-faw. 

Here 1 firft faw a tupapow: the flefli was quite gone; the Ikin, 
ike parchment llretched over the bones, remained: the natives feemed 
iverfe to our examining it. Two polls about fix feet long are let into 
he ground at each end; on thefe a broad plank is laid, and the corpfc 
s there extended, wrapped in cloth, to dry, and a fmall filed, like a 
)oat inverted, placed over it to keep, out the rain. 

After dinner, the captain, Mr. Falconer, Wm. Puckey, and Peter, 
ct off in the pinnace to the place were Manne Manne’s vcflel was 
luilding, and on their return gave but an unfavourable account of 
aer. In Icngih Ihe was forty-two feet, but difproportioned in her 
breadth, by being fuller aft than forward, and the timbers were too 
fmall for her fize. In this excurfion the captain fiiot a wild duck and 
two fmall birds, and Mr. Falconer caught with the feinc about a 
dozen fifii. All the afternoon the Ihip was furrounded by the natives, 
among whom were fevcral women, who exprefled, by their loofc gef- 
tures, a great defire to be taken on board, but had the mortification to 
meet with no encouragement. Several articles were offered to barter, 
but no hogs, owing to the rahoo (or prohibition) being in force at 
this time. This rahoo is laid on by the chiefs to repair the defolations 
dieir inordinate fealllngs make, and is always rcligioufiy oblerved by 
:he people. It feems that the whole ifiand of Eimeo was at this 
ime under this injundlion, but at Otaheitc it is only impofed on a 
ew diflri-dls at one time, during which none of the rcfideiits dare fell 
i pig, or kill one for their own ufe. However, they may take hogs 
rom thofe diflricls that are free, and ufe them as they pleafe. A 
ahoo is alfo frequently laid upon the fifli; at w hich time poles with 
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a flag at top arc ftuck upon the reefs, where they are not fuffered to 
be taken. It is not improbable that thi.s cpftom might have its origin 
coeval witli the firft peopling of the iflands, or at leafl when they 
poflefl'cd few animals, and ha\e been introduced from motives of 
economy. However this may have been, it is now become fometimes 
an atit of injuftlcc and tyranny in the chiefs, whole impolitic proceed¬ 
ings are extremely dcllru< 3 :lvc to the general welfare. But pf this 
there will be occafion to fpeak more particularly, when their fevcral 
cuftoms are noticed. At prefent we felt no inconvenience from this 
law, our decks being already crowded with the hogs we had brought 
from Matavai: however, had we flood in need, there were none to 
be got, for in the abfcncc of Iddeah and Mannc Manne no chief was 
here of fufficient authority to repeal it. 

22d. Light airs of wind and pleafant weather, with a few flying 
fliowcrs of rain. The crew employed painting the fhip, making a 
new mizen, and putting the rigging in order. 

An affair happened this morning, of which the brethren made fome 
account: eight of them, by permifTion of the captain, took the jolly- 
boat to a frefli-water creek at the head of the harbour, with the intent 
to wafli their linen, but returned in a fliort time, under a perfuafion 
that the natives meant to rob them of their bundles, and to do them 
further mifehief. “ We put off,” fays Mr. Bowell, “ from the fhip, 
but took no arms with us; a double canoe, full of men, alfo two 
“ Angle ones, followed us; and when the boat entered the creek, 
“ multitudes of people were feen running along the fliorc, fome with 
“ white flicks in their hands: others, with clappers of pearl oyfler- 
“ Ihclls, were fccmingly convening more of their countrymen togc- 
“ ther; and when \vc landed they were crowding from all quarters, 
“ but flill behaved peaceably; and thofe who held fpcars Ihcwed us 
“ in what manner tliey ufed them. Their numbers increafing, we 
“ thought it mofl prudent to keep our bundles fafl, and return to the 
fhip ; as the quantity of linen we had brought was perhaps a temp- 
** tation too great for them to rehfl. This refolution we immediatelv 
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put in pradice; and wc were allowed to return without molcfta- 
“ tion.” 

Soon after they got on board, a meeting of all the brethren was held 
in the cabin, to debate on the propriety of taking fire-arms on Ihore 
with them at Tongataboo. Brother Kelfo opened the meeting in the 
ufual manner; after which the captain, as prefident, informed them 
of the rcafons of being convened; and, after a long converfatlon upon 
the fubjed, there appeared, on a divifion—for taking mulkcts to de¬ 
fend their perfons and property, brothers Harper, Kelfo, Nobs, Shelly, 
Veefon, and Wilkinfon—againllit, Bowell, Buchanan, and Cooper. 

Before the meeting broke up, there were fomc remonftranees ad- 
drefled to Meflirs. Harris and Crook, concerning their going to the 
Marquefas in fo finall a number; to .w'hich they anfwered. That 
having long fince made that place their choice, they were Hill in the 
fame mind, nor did they entertain a doubt of meeting with a favour¬ 
able reception : and on this account they did not think it neccflkry 
for the fliip to revifit them, but would rather, if the propofal met 
with the captain s approbation, tliat the ihip fhould firft go to the 
Friendly Iflands, and then proceeding to the Marquefas, a vaft cx- 
penfe of time would be faved, and the captain be enabled to Hay a 
month or haore to foe them fafely fettled. This propofal w as approved, 
and adopted as our luturc plan. 

About thirty canoes, filled with men and women, kept paddling 
around us all the day; a great number, who had no canoes, but only 
a'log of wood, and fome nothing, diverted themfolvcs in the w ater 
fovcral hours together, and if a fmall trinket was , thrown in, they 
would dive fome fathoms after it, and were in general fure to bring 
it up. 

The night was very dark, and about eleven o’clock the watch faw- 
a naked native {landing in the main chains; and attem})tii!g to Icize 
him, he leaped into the water, and made his cfcapc, taldiig with hfoi. 
four yards of our eledric chain.. 
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23 d. Sent the boat to a creek for a turn of water, but when it 
came we could not drink it, by reafon of a bitternefs, imbibed pro¬ 
bably from the trees and thrubs on its banks; however, on the weft 
fide, ajid not far from the head of the harbour, an excellent fpring 
of water was found. The natives furrounded us as ycftcirday, but 
wdth little to barter. 

24 th. Fine plcafant weather. Many natives from different parts 
of the illand w'cre to-day viewing the fhip with, apparent admiration; 
and perhaps it is no erroneous opinion to fuppofe that there never w’as 
a Ihip in thofc parts fo ornamented with figures to attra<ft their at¬ 
tention. None appeared with arms, but all roguilhiy Ihclined, on 
which account we w'ould not fuff'er one of them to come urx-ti our 
decks; but, notwithftanding our precautions, they found ; to 
ftcal the rudder out of the jolly boat lying along-fidc. Wldl.-; v, ^ were 
at dinner in the cabin a canoe came clofc under the ftern, and a tail 
fellow, getting upon the hack of .the rudder, reached his hand up, 
and fnatched away a book which lay juft within the cabin windows; 
he then immediately fell back, and made a plunge in the water. This 
we heard, and ftarting up, infffted upon their putting the canoe along- 
fidc, but this they refulcd to do, and began to fet off towards the 
Ihorc, as did all the reft that were near us. Thinking this aifflon too 
daring to be overlooked, and clemency, fo often extended, only an 
excitement to greater depredations, a few fmall lliot were fired, which 
made them take to the Water, and fkulk behind the canoe. Two of 
the feamcn in our jolly-boat tried in vain to catch the offender, for he, 
with the dexterity of a wild duck in the water, eluded all their at¬ 
tempts to lay hold of him ; and it w'as only with the help of the pin¬ 
nace, and frightening him with a mufket, that we caught him at 
laft. When alongfidc he trembled through fear of being put to 
death, and .ftrviggled hard to get into the water again, but making a 
rope liift round his body, he was hoifted on board, and lallicd up to 
the rigging, in fight of his countrymen, who ftood ranged along the 
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beacK in cxpe^lation of feeing him punifhed. As Peter was on fhorc 
at this time, the delinquent was kept bound till he returned on board; 
in the mean while, the natives, obferving nothing was done to him, 
came around us as before. When Peter arrived, he was dcfircd to 
tell the nTan in w'hat light w'e confidered his olFence, and that if he 
or any other perfon was found to do the like again, tliey would cer¬ 
tainly be fevercly puniflicd; and that the rcafon why we let him go 
at this time was merely becaufc w'e had not warned him of the con- 
fcquence before. To this he faid, he would not do fo again, and 
took his leave with joy in his countenance. 

The bad condud of the captain’s fteward had been often noted; 
though the mUhonarics were reludant to complain. This had at laft 
exhaufted the patience of the captain, who turned him out of the 
cabin before the maft. This evening, going on fliore with others to 
bathe, he fccrctcd himfclf, having contrived to get fomc of his things 
on fhore unknowm to any but the Swede. This caufed us much 
forrow' of mind, as he had made, -on coming on board, a profeflion 
of godlinefs, though his conduct had very little adorned it. We 
feared that this man, thus leaving the fhip and indulging in all the 
abominable pradiccs of the heathen, w'ould prove a great reproach 
and plague to us; and fo we afterwards found it to be. 

Having now fnlflied the painting of the Ihlp, and put hyr other- 
wife in good order, the ftream cable W'a.s ordered to be caft off from 
the tree on lliorc, and all thing? to be in readlnefs for proceeding to 
fca with the land breeze in the morning. Orders were given allb, 
that a good look-out fhould be kept during this night, as we had 
fome reafon to apprehend that we Hiould be vlfited by thieves in tlio 
dark ; therefore two mulkets w'crc placed iti readineik As we cx- 
pedled, fo it proved ; for about one o’clock in the morning. avIjcu it 
w^as very dark, a man was heard fwimming under the Ihip's hows, 
clofe to the cable, and perhaps with an intent to cut it; a mulket 
was fired, which fet him off -yyith great -prccijiltancy towards the 
fhorc. 
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’ 55 th. At fix A. M. with a light air at S. S. E. we weighed and 
^d(>d but of Taloo harbour, which as we cleared we found the wind 
niorc to the caftward. Several of the natives in their canoes followed 
US' quite out to fca, expreffing a greater defire to trade with us than 
they had done all the time we lay among them. 

Concerning the people of this ifland, we learnt hut little, not caring 
to tfuft ourfelves in Imall pfiities on Ihore, for fear they fliould reta¬ 
liate on us the vengeance which Captain Cook infli< 5 tcd upon them 
for Healing his goats. However, we obferved in thofo who came 
alongfide, that they had not attained to that frank affable behaviour 
towards ftrangers, that the Otahcitcans have in general: neither were 
they fo fkilful in bartering ; and in every point of civilization feemed 
far behind that people; which dllferencc I cannot otherwife account 
lor, than by luppoling them left vifited by ftrangers from Ulictea and 
Ifoe other Iflands than Otaheite is. For it is certain that the vaft num- 
tfer of krfeoies which refort to the latter place do not only, by virtue 
df lheir pfivileges, oblige to the cxercife of hofpitality, the parent of 
many focial qualities, but by their addrefs, knowledge of the iflands, 
and various talents to pleafe, they contribute to inform the minds and 
foften the manners of thofe they viftt. In their perfons they differ 
nothing from the Otaheiteans, except it be in a Jewifli caft of coun¬ 
tenance, which is here more general: and a ^catcr proportion of their 
.women are of a low. ftature, but equal in the lymmetry of features. 

We faw but few canoes, and thofe were very indifferent ones both 
Sd flze and goodnefs, nor were there any figtisbf theit being poffeffed 
fof many. 

’ As for the ifland itfelf, it foems to have Ibffcred great convulfions 
^thcr from earthquakes or other violent caufes. Moft of the hills 
tec high, pointed at their tops, with broken rugged fides, particularly 
about Taloo harbour,'from the entrance of v^hich they' have a very 
ftriking apfkJarajicc. - Tho low grounds ere'covered with cocoa-nut, 
hitad^fruit, and Other trees, all growing lushxriantly, and without care 
•r culture. They have alfo all the roots, &cl in common with the 
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other iflands. And here the cows are that Captain C<x)k. left with 
them, but they arc little attended to, as it is faid that they arc wild, and 
that none of the natives dare approach them : there is no bull. Wc 
did intend to have landed in purfuit of the cows, and to have taken 
them to Matavai; but as all the chiefs were abfent, it was thought 
prudent to relinquifli the plan for fear of mifehief from the natives. 

Towards evening we faw Tethuroa, low land, about twenty-four 
miles from Otaheite. It confifts of fix or feven iflets very near each 
other, not many feet above the level of the fea, covered with cocoa/- 
nuts, but no bread-fruit, which they arc not allowed to cultivate. 
It belongs to the King, but Manne Mannc claims it. The natives, 
about three thoufand, arc employed in filbing for the chiefs at Ota- 
heitc, and bring back bread-fruit and other things in exchange. 

20th. About four in the afternoon we tacked the fliip clofe in with 
One Tree hill, hoifted our colours, and fired a gun; upon hearing of 
which, MefTrs. Cover, Lewis, Henry, Gillham, and others came off 
in a double canoe, and reported that all was well, that they had now 
no reafon to entertain apprchenlion of future mifehief from the na¬ 
tives, who, they fay, ufually leave their houfc about fix o’clock in the 
evening, and revifit them regularly at an early hour in the morning. 
The chiefs alfo were behaving extremely well. Since we left them 
they had made Mannc Manne a cheft, which plealed him. Pomarre 
had juft fet off to another diftriift, after promifing to be with them 
again in a day or two. They were all in good health; and refpefting, 
provifions, the natives continued to fupply them plentifully with all 
that the ifland afforded. This pleafing intelligence could not fail to 
fatisfy us, and alfo to reconcile them to the departure of their brethren. 
Therefore wc took leave of our friends, hoifted in the pinnace, and 
made fail for the Friendly Iflands, after fending on Ihore materials fbc 
a flat-bottomed boat, to be built during our abfence. 

Nothing could have exceeded the kindnefs and attention of the 
natives; every day they attended our worfhip, and heard fuch addrefloa 
as wc were able to make to them through an interpreter. This firft 
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experiment of the fliip .s ahfence had removed till the brethreh’s fears ; 
and they fiw ns (juit the harbour only with the tendernefs of parting 
friends, v. ho liopcd again Ihortly to meet and rejoice together ; wifliing 
their miflionary brethren good fpced in the feverai places of their defti- 
nation ; }'et not w'ithoiit many tears. 

The wind being frclh to eait, v\ e filled our topfails, and left them far 
aftern. The brethren, who had come oli'haftily in the canoe, impro- 
vldtjntly came away without the paddles ; fc\ cral canoes being near, 
they borrowed twx), and fome loofc boards wxrc in the canoe with 
them ; with thefc they tried to pull her ahead in vain, the wind 
blowing from that point to whicli they wanted to go. The crofs piece 
of the canoe, it being a double one, gave way, the lafliing being 
nearly cut through ; fo they palfed a rope round the bottom, and fc- 
cured it. They were, how’ever, obliged to bear away beyond One 
Tree'hill, and travel home on foot, leaving the canoe and her cargo 
to the Care of the natives, who were very faithful, and brought hev 
back tlic next day. 
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CHAPTER Vni. 

Uivtfion (if the M\ifio)uirtes.—Voyage to Totigatiiboo,-—Occur)‘enccs there 

dnr'iug the jirjl Vift. 

W E niuft now interrupt the account of the tranfadlions at Ota- 
helte, to follow' our other brethren through the deep ; on the 
fliip’s return they lhall be recorded. 

The day following our departure from Matavai we paffed to the 
fouthward of the Society Iflands, in light of Huaheine, Ulictea, Otaha, 
and Bolabola; then, with a fine fair wind and plealant weather, 
lhaped our courfe for Palmerllon’s illand, which we intended to vifit, 
as it lay diredly in our way. Accordingly, on the firlt of April, a 
little before day, we faw it bearing weft, diftant about tw'o leagues; 
then running nearer, hoifted out the pinnace and jolly-boat, and 
attempted landing on the fouth-cafternmoft illet; but finding it im- 
pradlicable there, on account of the furf breaking high on every part 
of the furrounding reef, we bore down to the next illet, which is the 
fouth-wefternmoft, and found it almoft as bad to land upon as that 
which we had left. A fquall of wind and hca\y rain coming on, we 
returned to the Ihlp, for fear any accident lliould happen to the boats. 
About eight o’clock the weather cleared up, and w'c made a lecond 
attempt, finding that by reafon of the tide of ebb the furf had fallen 
confiderably ; yet there appeared no place where we could land the 
boats with fiifcty. Abundance of cocoa-nut trees covered the illet, 
and to get at them was our object; therefore Otahcitcan Tom, the 
third mate, and one of the feamen, taking with them the end,^f a 
line, leaped into the water and ventured into the furf, w here* with 
great difficulty, they efteiftcd a footing on the coral rocks which com- 
pole the reef, after getting their legs, arms, and different parts of 
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m\}cb cut with the fliarp points of the coral. They had 
Ilill to walk near a quarter of a mile before they got to the dry bcaclr, 
fo that the finall quantity of cocoa-nuts which they could have brought 
to th<; boat would not have been a recompcncc for the trouble of pro¬ 
curing them; but about half-ebb we obferved a fmall opening or 
gutter in the reef, into which we rowed, and found it deep enough 
for the boats to pafs clear over to the beach, where we could ftep 
out dry, and lie within fifty yards of the trees. We now applied 
ourfehtes to the objeft in view, and foon fent both the boats off loaded 
with cocoa-nuts, keeping the two Otaheiteans on Ihore to climb the 
trees, a talk which they performed with much more cafe than we 
could. The water had now fallen fo much, that on the return of the 
boats they were obliged to lie at the outer edge of the reef, in a fmall 
creek about ten yards wide and twenty long, and covered from the 
force of the fea by the rocks projeding on each fide. They were 
ag^ loaded with cocoa-nuts, and grafs for the ufe of the goats; and 
it now being late in the evening we returned on board, hoifted the 
boats in, and made fail, having got in the courfe of the day five hun¬ 
dred and thirty cocoa-nuts. 

; .Palmerfton’s ifland was difeovered by Captain Cook on his fccond 
ypyi^e ; it confiib of a group of fmall ifiet|, ,!eight or nine in num* 
ber, connefted together by a reef of ,coral rocks, and lying in a 
direiAion nearly circular. The iflet we lanflcd ^pon is not a mile in 
icii:Guit,,and at high water is not, more tliai^ four or . five feet above the 
if^ycief the fea. The foil is coral fand,: wi^ an upper ftratum of 
mould produced from rotten vege|^ahji|Y?* All the inner , area 
ifict is covered with cocoa-nut ttc,es^Mrhich decaying and falling 
Aiccfi^vdyj form a tiaick underwood^:, withopt, ^hefe, near to the 
^. ithcry^harra tree, and-; yprjpps forts. We faw

Wc alfo faw the beautiful iubmdriiie grbito' dde^ibfid'ih Cobk'ii 
third voyage. “At dhfe part of the'reef wh’ich *b6dlEidi'ti'ic'‘like 
“ within, almoft even with the furfacc, there'‘is a l’arge'bcd''of CoVal,' 
“which affords a moft enchanting''proljieft. Tts’Baft; ^VhibH » 
“ fixed to the fhore, extends fb far that it cannot be feen,' fb llhat 'i'^ 
“ appears to be fufpended in the water. The fea was then unrufBcdj 
“ and the refulgence of the fun expofed the various forts of cdtal in 
“ the moft beautiful order; fome parts luxuriantly branching into 
“ the water, others appearing in a vaft variety of figures, and the 
“ whole heightened by fpangles of the richeft colours, glowing frohi 
“ a number of large clams interfperfed in every part. Even this 
“ delightful fccne was greatly improved by the multitude of fifhes 
“ that gently glided along, fecmingly with the moft perfeft fecurity ; 


“ their colours were the moft beautiful that can be imagined, blue, 
“ yellow, black, red, &c. tar excelling any thing that ca* he pro- 
“ duced by art." This is the defeription which they give ■ of this 
grotto, and is nothing exaggerated, for it is certainly a great and 
beautiful produdion of nature. We beheld it with pldafurc, and 
with them regretted, that a woidt fo aftonifhin|^y clfcgaht fhould 'be 
concealed in a place fo fcldom explored by the hitmaii eye. ' ' 

There arc no traces of this ifland having ever bceii inhabited^; 
piece of a canoe lay upon the beach, probably^ the.famte iff was^ ffeert 
by Cook’s people, arid which they conjcdtrfc'might^ hriVb‘ drifted 
from another ifland; Brit as there are rats upon-the illari'd, ‘i^?eh b(3ii:fi 
they and we faw, h'cricri a query is fuggefted, hoi^'or by ^hat rtitahS 
they could come to this place? They fuppodfe it mighri.be in thfe 
canoe, which is hdt'ri't all liUdly,' beekufri‘th^ slffbrd hardljr a pblfi 
of concealment ‘fbf'th^; therb wti'le iridri In Ihe cittttC; 

very probable that ^ftenred^ ifeuch fkirh' hunger, 

Would be abfurd to think they would not fcarch their canod fdr eyeijr 
hidden iriotiel'; or, firiitEng a rat, •tQ fuppofc'they W<^^ 
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is doiibtlcfs more juft to conclude they were drifted herQ on fome 
hono\^' tree or root, whicli being before their place of ftielter, and torn 
up by f'.iuc tempeft, might be call upon this fhorc. 

On W'edncfday the fifth of April wc fav^ Savage ifiand, but did 
.not get near it before dark. In paffing the north end we perceived 
three liglits, and on the weft fide feven more ; by their motion we 
fuppofed them to be on the water, and Icemingly in canoes a-filhing. 
The natives of this ifland lliewed a ferocious and hoftile difpofition to 
Captain Cook and his people in 1774, when he difeovered it; on 
which account he called it Savage ifland. His account of them flicws 
the danger of landing among any of thofe illandcrs who have not 
prcvioufly had intercourfc with Europeans ; alfo the abfolutc neceffity, 
when obliged to land, of being able to repel them by force w):> n at¬ 
tacked. We ought to lay it down as a truth, that neither m j i'ces 
already known, where the inhabitants have a<fted conftantly in a ,ftilc 
manner, nor yet in new iflands which voy-agers may difeover, .e the 
natives to be trufted with the power of their lives; for in gcce:al the . 
are fo tenacious of their territory and of their canoes, fo covetous cv 
all wc pofTcfs, and under a perfuafion that all ftrangers are enemies, 
that they will, either by force or cunning, aim at the lives of thofe 
who arc fo unhappy as to place any confidence in them, till fome 
friendly intercourfc has been eftabliflied. 

-Wc now ftiaped our courfc for Tongataboo, and on our palTagc 
thither, fuch articles were fbrted out as it was thought the brethren 
might with fome fafety take with them on their firft landing. On 
bunday the pth, at ten A. M. wc faw the land; and at noon the 
ifland ot Eboa bore S. W. diftant feven or eight leagues. At half 
paft four in the evening we tacked to the caftward, the fmall ifland 
of Eoo-aijc bearing S. S. W. i W. diftant three miles, and then hove 
to for the night, during which wx had light winds and conftant rain. 
At daylight, it continuing Hill dark and hazy, we could fee no land 
until feven A. M. when it ceafed raining, and the weather gradually 
clearing up, Eoo-aijc bore W. and Eooa S. by W.; the wind alfo

veered in our favour from W. N. W. to N. by \V. and frefbening to a 
brifk gale we ftor)d in for the harbour of Tongatabop. The natives 
of Eooa had obterved us the preceding day; for a canoe with four 
men, which muft have put off from that illand before daylight, was 
now paddling after the fliip. This circumftance gave us fbme plcafurc, 
as it both evinced their defirc for our articles, and.a confidence in us. 

Pairing to the northward of Eoo-aijc, we llcered W. S. W. to the 
entrance, then W. by S. and W. up the harbour, followed by the 
above canoe and fed eral others, which put off from, the caffern part 
of the main ifland and the illcts that lie fcattcrcd upon the reef. One 
of the large failing kind, w ith about fixty perfons upon her platform, 
kept clofe to windward of us, and proved hcrfelf the better failcr by 
running ahead w'ith cafe, then fiackening their fheet and failing aftern, 
then running ahead again, and fo on; the Ihip, at the fame time, going 
fi.x knots and a half by the log, topgallant-fails and ffayfails fet. It 
appeared evident, that, had they chofen, they could have run at the 
rate of Icven knots and a half or eight knots an hour. 

In falling into the harbovir we kept the north reef on board, until, 
we came to the narrow channel which bends to the N. \V. which 
we got through after making two or three Ihort tacks with the tide 
llrong in our favour; then running a little way further, palling Ma- 
kahaii we havded to the fouthward, and anchored in nine lathoms, on, 
a bc^ttom of foft land, about three quarters of a mile from the fmall 
illand of Pangimodoo, and moored with a ftream anclior and cable to 
the S. W. Once more, through a graciou.s Providence, fife unchoicu 
in tlie haven where we would bn. 
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CHAPTER IX. 

Occurrences during the jirjl Vifit to Tonga taboo. 

O UR followers were now all eager to come on board ; but though 
we were willing to grant them every prudent indulgence, yet 
they were too numerous to have free accefs: therefore about twenty 
only were admitted; and by placing fentries along each fide of the 
deck, we fucceeded in keeping the reft off, though very importunate 
to be on board. The commodities they oiFered for barter confifted of 
hogs, bread-fruit, cocoa-nuts, yams, (pears, clubs (which .lone were 
without), and various articles ingenioufly manufaftured; but their 
demands were fo high, that but little was purcha/ed. Neither the 
Swedes nor Otaheiteans could underftand what they faid more than 
ourfelves, which not only increaled the difficulty of trading with fuch 
fcrupulous dealers, but embarrafled us in no fmall degree to know 
how to fettle the more important bufmefs of the milfionaries. After 
dinner, a chief named Futtafaihe was introduced to the captain, as a 
perfon of great power in Tongataboo; and indeed fuch he appeared; 
he was about forty years of age. Rout and well proportioned, of an 
open, free countenance, noble demeanour, and a gait (lately, or rather 
pompous, for by it alone we (hould have taken him for a very great 
man ; and by the attention with which he (ur/cyed every objedt, he 
appeared to poflefs an inquifitivc mind. He talked a good deal in the 
cabin, but all we could colleiR from it was, that he was a great chief, 
and that fome white men were on the iiland, and that he would 
bring them with him on the following day. After the captain had 
made him a prefent of an ax, a looking-glafs, and fome other a.'tides, 
he took hu leave ; and was hardly from the (hip when two Europeans 
made their appearance ; they came alongfide without hefitation, and 
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flipping on board with alacrity, gave us the unfpeakablc plcafurc of 
hearing our own language fpoken by them ; a plcafure which proved 
at once our ncceflity of fuch inftruments, and our great diftance from 
home; for in their countenance, one of them eipccially, there was fo 
much of the villain marked, that in England a well-dilpolcd perfon 
w'ould fliun them as he would a fwindlcr or a pickpocket. However, 
bad as they appeared to be, as they have to adl a part in future, I 
lhall infert their account of themfelvcs. One of them, named Benja¬ 
min Ambler, fays, that ho was born in the parifli of Shad well, Lon¬ 
don ; and that his parents now' keep a public-houfc in Canffon-Street, 
Ho is a bold, talkatn c, prefuming fellow ; feems to fpeak the languagc- 
fluently, and fays that he learnt it with great facility. John Connelly 
is a native of Cork in Ireland, by trade a cooper, and is far Icfs talka¬ 
tive than his comrade. Ambler fays that they left London in a fliip 
called the Otter, in w'hich they failed to America; and there, for the 
fake of better wages, left her to go in an American veflel bound to the 
north-weft coaft on the fur trade. On their paffage outwards they 
touched at the iflands of St. Paul and Amfterdam, where they made 
fome fta)', catching foals; and proceeded thence to the Friendly 
Iflands, in hopes of procuring refrclhments; but having nothing but 
old iron hoops to barter, the nati\cs would not part with their hogs. 
J'his induced thel'c two, and four more, to leave the ftrip; for their 
fait provifions were fo bad as to be fcarcely eatable, and fo fcanty as 
forced them upon a fliort allowance; therefore, dreading their cafe 
might foon be w'orfc, they requefted the captain to difeharge then^. 
This he accordingly did, and they landed upon Annaraooka, where 
another American vcfl'el called foon afterwards, and being in want of 
feamen, engaged three of their number. An Irilhman named Morgaii 
remained at Annamooka, and they two had been about thirteen months 
at Tongataboo. They arc both young men, not exceeding the age 
of thirty. 

Ambler informed us that Futtal'aihc was a great chief, and prefidcd 
over all the eaftern part of the ifland; but that there was an old maa 
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named llbo Moomooc, of great power, arid generally cttccmed as 
king over the ifland: at prefent, they laid, he was in a bad Hate of 
health, for wliich rcafon he could not gratify his delirc to come on 
board when the Ihlp firft came to anchor; but that he intended, if 
polfiblc, to pay us a vilit on the morrow, or day following. From 
their high praifes of this old chief, we underftood that humanity to 
his people, and hofpitality to llrangers, were predominant traits of his 
charafter. This pleafing account of the chiefs encouraged the captain 
to mention to Ambler the purpofc of our vifit, the talents and charac¬ 
ter of the miffionaries, their intentions of fervice and good-will towards 
the natives, and to point out the certain benefits which the latter 
would receive, if our people were fuffered to live unmoleftcd among 
them ; at the lame time he requellcd their opinion of men fettling at 
this place with fuch views. To this he replied, that the natives would 
certainly receive them gladly and treat them with kindnofs; but rc- 
fpeding property, they could give no aflurance of its fafety. Connelly, 
who feemed to fpcak with the greatefi: candour, cxprefl'cd the danger 
their lives would be in if encumbered w'ith iron tools, they attempted 
to defend thcmfclvcs from private robbers, w hich cliaracfler might apply 
to every man on the ifiand when fuch temptations lay in their way. 

As for a houlc, they had no doubt but llbo Moomooc would give 
them one, and alfo prote<S: their perfons; but were of opinion, that if 
nil the ten lived with one chief they would not be fo well fupplied 
with provifion as if thc^ were to Icparatc to dllfcrent parts of the 
ifland. This was nearly all that pafild at this time, or indeed could, 
until Tiba Moomboc was acquainted therewith ; for which purpule 
they now left us, firft promifing to return in the morning with liis 
anfwcr. 

While this was pafting, a large double canoe,approached, in which 
were fevcral chiefs, who, either with a view of obliging us, or to fliew 
their own arbitrary power, began driving the canoes from the fliip, 
forcing them to the ftiorc as fail as they could paddle; fome had part 
4f their crews on board, and could not get fo quickly away, w’hich the 
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chiefs obfcr\'ing, came at a great rate under the Ihip’s tlcrn where they 
lay, ran direct over one canoe, and, as we thought, would have hurt 
the people, but by their dexterity in diving and fwimming th^ 
efcaped fate: the others feemed quite indifferent to what they had 
done, and there being now nothing to obflrucft them, nor any-farther 
fport, they came alongfidc : one of them, a remarkably flout man, we 
were informed was admiral, or rather the navigator of their fleets^ 
when they go on expeditions to the other illands; another of note was 
Feenou, who we undcrflood to be brother to him that was fo attached 
to Captain Cook. Each of them received a prefent, and in a fhort 
time returned to the fliore, when the canoes again furrounded us to 
trade, demanding for half a dozen cocoa-nuts what would purchafe a 
hundred at Otaheitc. On the approach of night they all left us very 
quietly. 

In the c\ eniitg the captain and miflionarics held a meeting, where 
it was agreed, that, if a favourable anfwer was received from Moo* 
inooe, fume of the brethren Ihould land as foon as poflible, to examine 
the place, view the natives in their habitations, and fee how they were 
likely to behave to them : after which they could more cafily deter¬ 
mine what property it was fate to take at firfl, and allb the propriety 
of taking arms. 

During the night heavy rain and fqualls of wind from the N. W. 

11 th. At daylight the large double canoe came alongfidc again, 
and in her fcveral of the chiefs who had vifited us on the preceding 
evening: thefe brought two hogs and a few yams, I fuppofe, in 
return for the prefent which they had received. They introduced 
themfelvcs into the cabin without much ceremony, and fat quietly 
while we brcakfafled: tea they refufed to take, but fomc ate bifeuit 
and butter wdth a feeraingiy good rclifh. About ten o’clock in the 
forenoon Ambler and Connelly canic with a prefent of thi'cc hogs and 
fbmc yams from Moomooc, informing'Its that himfelf intended' to 
I'ollow. Accordingly the venerable chief was very foon alongfidc, but 
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■Was lo’ng Wore lie durft venture up the ladder, fearing he hail not 
ftrehgth fufficlcnt for the talk; he at laft howe\'er made the trial, but 
was fo exhaufted thereby, that he was obliged to reft himfelf at the 
gkti^way; thence his attendants led him tb the quarter-deck ladder, 

altittt he again fat down, faying that he would not go before the cap¬ 
tain till he was iliaved t and to pleafe him in this, Mr. Harris began 
the operation, and finillied it Much to the latisfadtion of this decent 
chief, who then falutcd the captain, and entered the cabin, followed 
by twenty-two attendant chiefs and fervahts: thefe fquatted thcmfelvcs 
itpoh the floor, but the chief was placed in a chair, which he much 
admired, thought he fat eafy in it, and, requefting it as a prefent, 
had it immediately given to him. He attentively fun^cyed the cabin 
and its furniture, exprefling his admiration of all he faw, and alking 
a number of very pertinent queflions: as, of what wood were the 
fhimcs of the looking-glafles, luppoling apparently thfe whole to be 
a piebe with the gilded outfide : the fcime of the different coloured 
painted woods. Nor did they feem to admire the beauty of the whole 
more than the neatnefs of every part of the workmanfhlp. They 
exaniined minutely the jointing of the chairs and of the mahogany 
table’, and exprefled no fmall degree of aftonifhmcnt at finding them- 
felvcs fb far excelled'; for they chcrifli an idea of being fuperior to alf 
thtfr tfeighbours. When told that the men we had brought to live 
amf^'them icouid teach them thofe arts, and alfo better things, they 
ftehied^quitc tranfported. This favourable opportunity the captain 
i4^^pVb^{^;'iBy mentioning every cincumftance' tiiat could raife in their 
fifiitids' ahfiiigh idea Of the miffibriarics; Interfbgking MoomoOc as to his 
for them to refide there, arid alfd What provifion he would 
to which he arifwercd, that for the prefent they 
flibUld near his' own,’Until bhe^tiibre ffhitablc could be

For this purpofe I wasj fent in the pinnace, with Ambler and four 
of the miffionarics, and landed about four niilcs to the vreftprd 
of where tlie llnp lay. The. natives, as the boat approached, ^^ro^ded 
the lliorc, apparently to, gratify their curiofity only, for they all bcr 
haved peaceably, and futFered us to pafs along unmolefled. From 
the beach we had to walk about half a mile, and when arrived at the 
place, we found it furrounded by a fence of reeds fix feet high, 
enclofing three or four acres of ground: on w'hich flood five houfes, 
two large and three fmall: the largcft, intended for tire miflionaries, 
was thirty-fix feet long, twenty broad, roof fifteen feet high in. the 
middle, and doping to the fidcs till only four feet from the ground, 
refling upon w'ood pillars, and open all round; the floor was raifed 
about a foot, and covered with thick clean matting.. On the infidi^, 
there hung to the crofs beams an anchor, about fix hundred weight; 
they had made a fhift to cut the ring out with hatchets, and fhared it 
among the chiefs. It was of Engllfh form, .and probably the fame 
Cook lofl in 1774, though Ambler informed^ US they had it from 
Annamooka, where it vvas left by an Am?5acan brig. , . a , 

From this we pafTed to the other large 1^^, which, we were told 
by Ambler, was facred to the God of Pretwt, and in this old Moo- 
mooc flccps when indifpofed, in hopes to ^obtain a cure, On t:be^df'^Qr 
were four large concb‘fh^^,.witb vihich they alarm the; epufttry 
in times of daugcr :, and pp..thje,raftCji;s,were plape^ bqw^ 

and arrows, to receive fyppa thcar irpa^nary de^ty, fuperpatural .yirpae, 
to render them fucpcisfylj .th^jx, enemies., ^he whole of ,.thi^

Our, bufinefs being dpuc, we returned to the fhip, where we 
the natives taking their departure for the Ihorc. And in this interval 
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of rcil fmm noife and tumult, the captain and mifTionarics met to 
^bnfult on what was nbw belt to be done. The latter had feen the 
houfe, appro\'cd of it, but thought the ground attached thereto too 
fmall for their purpofes of gardening and agriculture. Befidcs this 
objection, another and greater was, that Moomooc, being an old man, 
might loon die; in which cale, cfpecially if they were eltcemed 
iifcful, a difputc might arife among the chiefs about whofc property 
they Ihould be, or who Ihould be their next protedlor; and w'crc thi.• 
to happen before they had attained a knowledge of the language, they 
would not only be in danger of being ftripped of their property, but 
allb of loling their lives. A third objection w’as, that the chiefs mofl: 
ufually refiding at Aheefo, a place at the weft end of the illand, and 
drawing after them the greater part of the inhabitants, would in a 
great meafurc fruftratc their ufcfulnefs. Therefore it was only agreed 
to go to this houfe, if t,hey could do no better; but firft to fend Ambler 
early in the morning tb Fecnou Tbogahqwc, to propofe their refiding 
with him; and, if he willingly embraced the offer, they would imme¬ 
diately land with fuch part of their property only as they confidcrod 
it was abfolutely necelTary to take. 

While Moomooc and the crowd of chiefs w'crc in the cabin, the}' 
regaled themfelves wdth a bowl of kava, which, though a dclicioii? 
treat to them, was fo difgulling to us, that we could not poflibly 
go to dinner till they had finiftied, when it W'as near four in the af¬ 
ternoon. 

12th. By daybreak in the rnoming the canoes hurried off to tlu- 
fllip, endeavouring which fhbuld get nearett, to trade. Among '.our 
vifttors of note the firft was Futtafaihe, who came early, bringimj 
Connelly with him, to fpeak to the captain to' place five of the mif- 
fioharics with him: But for the rcafons above rhentioned, they would 
no't cmifeht to live on this part of the ifland, hdf to feparatc, if poftible. 
till they were better acquainted with the language and people: il 
promife to vifit him when they were fettled give him but little fatis- 
factibn. 
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At nine o’clock Anxblcr came off with Toogahovvc, who had already 
agreed with the former to take all the brethren under his protedion, 
alfo to give them a houfc, and the land attached to it, for their ufc. 
Xbogahowe, by Ambler’s account, is the moll powerl’ul chief in the 
ifland ; is the greateft warrior, and in confcquencc thereof is, noj^only 
a terror to the chiefs of Tongataboo, but likewifc to thole the 
adjacent iflands, which he vifited not long ago in a hoftilc Way, and 
quickly brought them under fubjedion. We were further informed 
concerning him, that on the death of a certain chief, the widow of the 
former Poulalio, refiding in Eooa, fent her fervant to poffcfs the lands 
which the dcccafed had occupied, and which now belonged by right 
to her; but before they arrived, Toogahowe had fclzcd the property, 
and refufed to deliver it up. The wddow, who had many adherents, 
proceeded to drive him off by force; but the attempt failed on iicr part, 
and gave Toogahowe a pretext for feizing all her poffeffions, and 
driving her and her adherents from Tongataboo. Since that he has 
held his neighbours in a ftatc of fear; inlbmuch that it is thought 
w lien Mooniboc dies he will be formally phofqn into his place of 
meat cliicf, or king of the ifland. I:^e is a flout, ;iian, and may be 
about forty years of age ; is of a fullcn, morofc countenance; fpcaks 
very little, but, when angry, bellows forth withia voice like the roaring 
ofalion. . 

As he came near to the Ihip, tlic natives,readily made way for Ills 
canoe, and behaved with fucli great awe in his prelenee as tended to 
confirm the ace'ount we had heard,. and led us to confltlcr him as the 

mofl proper perfon luider whofc protc<^ion we might place the brethren. 
Ambler, as above .mentioned, had already informed him of our defign ; 
hut lor the fatisflic^tion of the roiffionaries, the captain, in their prefence, 
witli Ambler as interpreter, again recited every particular of our inten¬ 
tions, and w'hat we required of them; oblerving, that our Ible induce^ 
merit tt^i^omc fo far was to do them good, on which account we did 
not think ourfclvcs vmd'cr tlie leaft obligation to them for permitting 
us to fettle in their country, as was hinted the day before by Moorpqoc; 
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bet, on Ac contrary, if they were unwifling to rrocive our peoj^e on 
the conditions mentioned, or were not defirous of tlieir ftay, the cap¬ 
tain’s determination was, to depart in a friendiy manner, without 
imding a man. Toogahowc feemed to underftand the greater part 
rf wj^ was faid, Mid made aiifwer, that, if they chofc to land, they 
migHl?€vc there as they pleafed, and that nobody Ihould hurt them ; 
and in the afternoon he would fend a double canoe to take their things 
on Ihorc., However, though the chief comprehended wiiat we deemed 
ftifficiefiit 'ft>r aik prefent purpofe, it would be wrong to fuppofc, after 
all tmr ptnns to make it plain, that he could have a conception of the 
diftnterefted views of the miffionaries, nor yet diveft himfelf of the 
idea of confenring a favour, in receiving, and afterwards maintaining. 
them.T 

Ambier> with Toogaliowe, had not been long on board, when he 
tnfei|Qit|# us of a*^ defigDy which, if ever put in execution, would 
<»Kfe4 if not our lives, at this place. The 

plot, 'he told us, was tdllitsck the Ihip, and at that moment every 
man m «^t and in many hundred fmgle ones, 

were i[iprirrd'(jf1ffh^iWj^^ find prepared to join as foon as the 
attack co uil iip kc edi - 1n|lB^i^;i3arming intelligence; and though w'c 
fbfpedcd yet it behoved us to credit it till 

we had bjr fecrct' atfd u|ii0^ttkkiiia means prepared to repel them. 
Accordingly, the fmaftllnii w^lbid in leadincfs, and the great 
guns caft loofe and loaf^ wkh grape fliot, and every man at his 
quarters. ' We then turnM^ iB Ac natives out of the ihip, excejit 
Toogahowc and his attendants, likevrife oidered all the cmiocs from 
aloi^de; Mid they, obferving an ^unuftial ‘’ttir Upon tine decks, and 
the guns levelled at them, obeyed nuhtr hi^ily; drawing up in a 
range ahwd and fdlern of the ftiip, where Afey lay in'Aat manner a 
confideraMe taihe,' feentirtgly in ctpe^thBi bfl^ Ariii^’a falute to 
divert them, as fbrmcKnavigators ttiight'|ielhlpfe hk^ dC5iic;<^inding 
at laft (hat this was hot 'What«we intended, they wanted to come 
alongfidc again; but only^a few finglc ones v#eit fUffered to approach 
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nor would wc ever after permit the double canoes alongfide, nor to 
make thcir.rOpe faft to the Ihip. 

' Tho'truth: of. Ambler’s information-we could never learn. As for 
the canoes dhecring off fo readily, and lying ahead a:id aftern of the 
fliip, as if no mifehief had been intended, it is no proof of their 
innocence, for cunning and indifference is the lavage manner of 
a<fting till they are openly deteded. What offends them 1:. often c^' 
fo trifling a nature, that, pafling without our notice, their revenge 
comes unexpeded. It was faid that Feenou, who came in the large 
double canoe when we firft anchored, was at the head of this plot; 
and his rcafon for it, that he received nothing in return for a pig 
■which he brought us yefterday, which pig the captain had confi* 
dcred as a compenfation for what he received on his firft vifit: .but 
Feenou, when we faw him, flatly dlfowned ever having thought of 
doing us the Icaft mifehief; however it gave us no fmall fatisfadion 
to fee the canoes difperfe, for they could not contain Id's than thre^ 
thoufand men, each armed with a formidable club or f|5car ; fo that, 
had they made a rufli upon our decks, where were only thirty undifeir 
plined men to oppofe them, they mull have fucceeded. 

Juft as this affair had fubftded, Moomooe called aipngftde with a 
prefent of a few yams for the captain, requefting in return a glaft of 
red wine, faying that what he drank the day before had been lervicef 
able to him: a bottle was accordingly put into the canoe, and he im¬ 
mediately left us, Wc were all^muohs prejudiced in fayour of this old 
chief, and beheld with concern that be Was bailing faft to that bourn 
from whence no travellec rotuensr i ■ 

FuttaHUlie and Mytyte; 4wo ^reat.clucfs,- came down between decks, 
j<^cd with us in ourxktotioais, and Allowed all our attitudes in the 
profbwtideft. iilenco. would. fain have i cn|jaged us to go with 

them; but at /pcrftiafion» Mad, promiie to learn us the laur 

guaga,] we agreed to iu^.atbi9<houfe, : >: :y< I , '. . r * i 
In the afternoon the eanoe onne for the -miflionaries’ things and 
ww >}inf»edihteIydoaded4 Bciwcli^ Buchmian, <?aultpn,tBI[ai;p^ijBbe^lr 

p 
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ky, Vceibn, and Wilklnfbn, accompanied f)y B. Ambler, embarked in 
it, and proceeded weftward to a place called Abcefo. A petty chief, 
named Commabyc, was ordered by Toogahowc to go with them and 
ihe that nothing was loft, Kelfo, Cooper, and Nobs, remained on 
board to prepare the reft of the things. 

1 3th. This morning, finding the natives crowd about us as much 
as ever, and likely to be troublefome, thc.ftrcara anchor was ordered 
on board. A palTagc out of this harbour by the north was a defirablc 
olgcift, cither in cafe of a ftrongeafterly wind er an attack from the 
natives, when by cutting the cable an cfcape might be eft'eded: there¬ 
fore the captain intended to go in fcarch of it; and accordingly we 
were \mdcr weigh by nine o’clock, and, with a fine breeze from the 
eaftw'ard and clear weather, ftrctched over towards the I'mall illand of 
Faftaa, into fix fathoms, broken ground; then ftood towards Attataa^ 
founding as we run along in twelve, thirteen and fourteen fathoms, 
(Until within two miles of the latter illand, where, feeing tlic canoe 
coming with fomc of the brethren in her, we anchored in twelve fa¬ 
thoms, broken ground 

About three o’clock in the afternoon Ihc got al ongfidc ; three of the 
miflionaries were on board of her: they laid that Aiiecfo was farther 
from the Ibip than they at firft tmdcrftood it to be ; aird the landing 
with goods was very bad, by reafon of a fiat which runs from the 
beach about hah' a mile, and over which they, were oblige<i to wade 
up to the knees; and after they got to the bcach had to go further 
than a mile tp. reach the houfe ; difficukios .,)y,hiah made the landing 
of their things fo tedious, that lup.houifij.iyvcre' fully cmjdoyed in 
houfmg them fate ; this .grcatttouWc was degree leffened by 

the natives. Their peribns w?:rc nqtmol)^<^d;. and though it was 
dark not a finglip article of tbeir property, loft., It ,was neur one 

in the momiug) was fafc*,an4itbefl^<9d(^Ji¥?6t(tp^ 

They then went tp-.wft, refigning thejiTr pe^pns-APfd proper^, iiftp tb? 
hands of their (Srod*; and )bpld us when they came next day> tl^tft^ey 
i>cvcr flept founder in their 1 Uxs. In the morhifig the natiyc^ ptqytded 
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a brcakfaft for them after the manner of the country. At nine o'clock 
they fet off for the ihip, and, having the wind unfavourable, were 
juft fix hours on their pafi^e. Every thin^ was in readincls; there¬ 
fore the canoe was immediately ditpatched, leaving on board fiiffi- 
qient for another lading. And tliat they might have whatever w a« 
thought for the prefent ttcceffary, Buchanan-and Nobs ftald on board 
to fee that fuch things were got in rcadinefs. *' 

The cargo brought on ihorc was fiirrounded by a hundred perfons, 
who alarmed brothers Harper and Kelfo; but Mytylc ordered the 
thefts into a houfc near, and difmifled the people, threatening if any 
man, during the night, approached to ftcal, he ftiould be put to death. 
So the brethren lay dow'n on mats, in perfect fccurity, till waked by 
Mytyle, at one o’clock in the morning, to partake of an entertainment, 
which he bad provided, of fifli, hot yams, cocoa-nuts, 6cc. 

Before w'c weighed this morning a woman of rarik paid us a vifit; 
ftie was attended by many chiefs, and a vaft number of females, who 
were all officious in their care of the old lady, wdiofe amazing corpu¬ 
lence rendered her coming on board rather difficult. After her there 
came four ftout fellow's carrying a bundle of cloth, not quite fo large 
but that tw'o of them might have carried it with cafe ; this was pre- 
fented in form to the captain, who gave her in return fuch things as 
fully fatisfied her. The fiiip being under fail we cotild not be quite 
fo attentive, to this great perfbnage, as, according to their ideas of 
ceremony, they might expc<ft; hbwrcvcr, any omiffion of ours they 
found means to difpcnfc with, by-regaling thcmlclves in the enbih 
over the kava bowl tbr about twb hdufs, when 1110 was told that the 
fliip had got a confidcrablc diftance from her houfc : on this they 
hafted into the canoe, arid made fail for the ftlOre. 

The rcfpcdl paid to this cM lady, and to many of her ftx in Tonga- 
taboo, diftingiiifites^fhdt^ ’fl'bm ffie femic condition to which female 
ate fiibje^led in other ftah^s cir>‘ttib^. 'HeUs they poflcls the 

higheft degrees of rank, 4rid' fiij^^drt it with a dignity and firmne/i 
equal to the hlctl. . 

p 2 
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Futtafaihc was on board molt of tliQ day, and was {till very impor¬ 
tunate to have Ibmc of the mlllionarics with him. 

Towards the evening the weather became dark and unfcttled, the 
wind all<j variable from the weftward, which, though not delirabic 
to us, was embraced by thofc who long for the night, that they may 
put their dark defigns in execution. About midnight a canoe with 
lour men was obferved lying a head of the fliip, evidently for no good 
purpofc, but, as we fufpeded, to cut the cable, that the fliip might 
drive upon the coral reef, which at this time was only a Ihort half 
mile aftern of us; however, as we had oblerved them in time, we 
determined to drive them off without firing lliot, and for that purpofc 
the gunricr and his watch mates laid a quantity of cocoa-nut hulks 
upon the forecaftlc. Prefcntly, under cover of a fquall, they dropped 
under the bow: without making the lead noile for fear any of them 
diould get into the water unfeen, and hurt the cable, a volley of the 
hulks was poured on their heads, the fudjdcn furprife of which caufed 
them to leap into the water, feme fwimming one way and fomc 
another, whilll the canoe, totally deferted, drifted aftern: a mulket 
was alfo fired over their heads, that they might know thofc inftru- 
ments of terror were in readinefs by night as well as by day. As it 
was very dark wc loon loft fight of the men, but thinking the canoe 
would prove the circumftance to the chiefs, and lead to a difeovery 
of the offenders, wc therefore lowered the jolly-boat down and picked 
her up. All the while it rained hard and blew frclh, and fometimes 
wc could pcrcc’ivc the white furf breakirig on the reef aftern; fo that, 
had they fuccccdcd in their dcfign, which was doubtlefs to cut the 
cable, then the Ihip at fcaft muft have been loft in confequence of 
their inlatiable defire for her lading. 

14th. 'This difagrccable night was fueccedid by a morning altoge¬ 
ther mild aiKi pleafant; and with a clctir fky and. gentle breeze wef- 
terly, w'c got again'under Weigh in fcarch of the northern palTage, if 
there was a fafe bnb : and as Captain Cook, on entering in 1777» 
ftruck on rocks, and deferibes the w'^ay they came as dangerous, xye 
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explored farther to the weftward. The wind veering to the north, 
we had to ply, bounding in ten, twelve, fourteen and fifteen fathoms, 
broken ground; an officer at the maft-head looking out for flioals; 
on one fpot which ffiewed white we had only fix fathoms. As we 
drew near to the outer reefs an eligible paflage was obferved, for which 
,\vc fleered, and went fafe through, leaving only one of all the reefs 
extending frorti Attataa On our (larboard fide: this reef is of a trian¬ 
gular form, and bears from Faffaa N.W. J N.; and when clofc to it 
on the inner fide, the north end of Attataa bears W. 35“’ S. and 
Mallenboah E. 9*’ S. by the compafs; and thence through the channel 
the courfc is about W. N.W. 

Confidering our diftance from the Ihorc, wc expedit'd to have hut 
few vifitors: on the contrary, fcveral canoes followed us quite "with¬ 
out the reefs ; but, on account of laft night’s adventure, none of them 
were admitted on board except our conflant friend Futtafaihe, who. 
prefented the ca})tain with a fine turtle: he exprefled great difappro- 
bation of his countrymen’s behaviour ; faid he knew the men, but as 
they did not belong to the part of the ifland over which he prefided, 
he could not punifh them. 

Being now without all the fhoals, wc fleered towards the well end, 
to be nearer to the brethren, and at three in the afternoon the canoe 
came alongfide ; Shelley and Cooper were in her. They reported all 
was well; that thcmfelves and thofe on lliore were perfcdlly content 
with their fituation, and had abundant reafon to be thankful for the 
favour which they experienced from the natives. The canoe w'as com¬ 
pletely loaded with the lad of the things which they had laid togethci 
as fufficient for their purpofcs till our return; but they aftcrwrircLs 
thought a few boards might be of fcrvice in building a hoiifc more 
fuitabic than that which they occupied; as the canoe could not take 
thcfti, the captain agreed to w:ait till the next diiy: howewr, as they 
had faws of every kind, there was no abfolutc ncccfiity for the boards; 
and the weather being uncertain, we took an afledionatc leave ot the 
brethren, promifing, notwithftanding, to wait till the following day 
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it’ pofliblc, and tor that puqiofe made fliort tucks without the reefs for 
moll of the night. The wind N. N.W. a frelh gale. 

l.'itli. At four in the niorhihg we reefed the topfails, and tacked 
to the N. iC.; at fix tacked again to the wcllward. By this time the 
wind had incrcaled to a liard gale, which forced us to rclinquifli the 
defigti of Hav ing longer’: our fituation had now become fo critical, 
by the wind blowing dircil upon the red's, that our concern w^as 
how to clear the illand bell upon cither tack: to effed this, we kept 
our llrctch towards the wcllward of the illand, and expeded to go 
clear of all danger ; but as we approached within three or four miles 
of the point, bearing then about three points of the compafs upon our 
lee bow/ we' faw heavy breakers ahead. In this cafe, to bear up in 
liopcs of a palhigc between the reefs and the point, was rilking a dif- 
appointnicnt which mull iner itably prove fatal, as we lliould then 
have no offing to return ; therefore w'e tacked, to try if we could 
wfcathcr the north-call reefs, but foon perceived this to be iinpoffiblc. 
The gale had increafed fo much, that we could hardly carry doublc- 
rcefed topfails, and we found the lliip w'as driving fall tow'ards the 
reefs; fo that by the time we were abrcall of Attataa, we faw plainly 
that, except we could fetch the palfage we had found out the day be¬ 
fore, nothing remained but Ihipwrcck. Providentially wcjull wea¬ 
thered the reef on the wxll fide of the channel by two or three Ihips 
lengths, and running through with alTurancc were foon once again in 
fufety, thankful for fo lignal a deliverance. 

We were now in the harbour, but ha^ing no fufficient rcaffin to 
anchor in fo hard a gale, which allb blew fair for us to proceed to the 
louth-call on our voyage, we llccrcd for the callern channel out of 
the harbour, and were once more alarmed with danger ; for in run¬ 
ning through the narrow palTagc betwixt Moonal'ai and Makkahah, 
by not hauling to the callward in time, w’e nearly ran upon the 
rocks. This was occalioncd by the flying clouds through which the 
lim broke at internals, and formed very dclulbiy appearances upon 
tlie water. The captain was aloft looking out, and thought he faw a

Ihoal on the larboard bow; he called to port the helm, but the 
appearance vanilhing, he ordered it a-ftarboard. That inftant wc 
found ourfclvcs clofo to the Icc reef, and running dircdtly for it. The 
Ihip was ftill under the influence of the port helm, therefore wc put 
it, hard down that way, and in a few fcconds (he was clofc to the 
wind on the ftarboard tack, the reef fcarcc twenty yards to leeward 
of her, and about half a cable's length to run before wc muft hcarc 
her in flays, and upon her not miffing, her fafety depended. The 
crew exerted thcmfclvcs, got the mizen fet, and we had the joy to, 
fee her come about on the other tack, check the current upon the lec 
bow, and foon afterwards, clear of danger and irt good fca-room; 
then fleering betwixt Eoo-aijc and Eooa, wc proceeded to make the 
befl of our way to the Marquefas. Thus, after perils the moflr immi^ 
nent, and providential deliverances the mofl evident, we were pre*- 
ferved in health for the accompliflimcnt of the w'orlr appointed us to 
do, and had planted a feed of divine truth which, we hope; will take 
root and flourifh to the latcfl generations. 
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chapter X. 

Voyage to tin Marqiiefas. — Difcoverles made. — Traatjhidions at 

Chryiiana. 

H appily extricated from the dangers which furrouuded us in 
Tongataboo harbour, and once more pafled into the open fca, for 
the firft five days wc had favourable winds, which fhortened our 
dillance about eight hundred miles ; but afterwards, during moft of 
the time diat wc were to the foutlnvard of the tropic, we experienced 
fucccflive gales from the eaftward, with high feas and ravv cold 
weather. The higheft latitude wc flood in was 39 ” V S. where wa 
expc<5lcd to find the winds prevail more wcftcrly, but there was not 
the lead appearance of it; only w'c had much worfc weather, and 
the Ihip was fuffering in her fails and rigging : therefore we tacked 
to the northward into a more genial climate, and kept in about the 
latitude 30° S. embracing every opportunity to get to the eaftward. 
The cold weather affected our Otaheitcans very much; the boy 
Harraway, however, kept up his fpirits; Tanno Manoo alfo behaved 
very well; fhc had got clear of her fca-ficknefs, and by condudllng 
hcrfclf in a modeft, affable, and obliging manner, was kindly treated 
by all on board: Ihc was alfb of a good natural underftanding, evi¬ 
dently fufccptiblc of improvement, and always ready to communicate; 
and was of great fervice to Mr. Crook and others who were learn¬ 
ing the language ; for by her means many of the fhibboleths of the 
Swedes’ pronunciation were corroded, and better explanations given 
of the words. The captain gave her a warm week-day drefs, and a 
(hewy morning .gown and petticoat for the Sundays; and as Ihc 
always kept berfelf clean, when dreffed fhc made a very decent 
appearance; taking more pains to cover her breafts, and even to 
keep her feet from being feen, than moft of the ladies of England

lia^'c of late done. Tom was under the greateft apprchcnfions, and 
was fully perfuaded that he fliould die before he again reached Ota- 
heite : in one of the gales lie atked the captain if the iliip would not 
die : indeed, during mofl; of the palTagc he was \ ery low-fpiritcd, 
;vnd fuftered more than the others from, the cold. We could teach 
him nothing, and could hardly perfuade him to take any cxercitl-; 

while Harraway became a very ufeful boy in the fhip, could undcr- 
ftand almoft any thing that was faid, and would run to do what he 
was dcfircd with great readinefs. Crook taught liim the alphabet; 
alib to read fcvcral ihort words in the Otaheitean language, of which 
Ik; printed a few for the purpofe. Thus much I have thought fit to 
mention concerning them, bccaufc I think both Harraway and Tanno 
Manoo arc proofs that the Otaheitcans taken young, and kept from 
being held up as fhews by us like Omai, and from the infatuating 
divcrflons of their owii ifland, arc capable of receiving inftrudion. 
However, thefe two were rather too old; they had heard and be¬ 
lieved the ftorics their countrymen arc ufed to relate; and perhaps 
all rcafoiiing whatever would be impofljble to remove the prejudices 
inculcated by thofc ftorics, till the Spirit of God gives conviiftion to 
the confcicncc. 

On the 19th of May the obferved diftance of the fun and moon 
gave the longitude 223“ 5' E. ; the chronometer, at the fume time, 
222 ’ 4(y E. On , the 23d we difeovered land ; at eight A. Tvl. the 
extremities of a low ifland bore from W. 25® S. to W. 32" S. diftant 
about five leagues; and a high hummock, at a great diftance, bore 
W. 3® S.; and another higher W. 2 ’ N. Thw being a new ftilcovcrv, 
we tacked a little before noon, on purpofe to take a nearer a iciv. 
Latitude at noon 23° 8' S. long. 225° *10' E. There being fcarccly 
any wind, we made our approach but flowly, fo that night cahic on 
before we got near; therefore we Ihortcncd fail, and lay liy till the 
morning. 

24th, At daylight we ftood towards the bud, and as we drew; 
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near found it very low and in form of a crefeent, with a lagoon in 
the middle, into which the fca broke in Icveral parts of the fouth-weft 
fide, though no opening appeared that would admit a boat. We 
perceived that it was inhabited; therefore, when within a mile of 
the north -caft fide, we hove the Ihip to, and putting two fcamcn in 
tlic jolly-boat, Mr. Wm. Wilfon and Mr. Falconer, with Peter and 
Otahcitcan Tom, who drefled himfelf for the occafion in a piece of 
his own new cloth, rowed towards the fhore intending to land 
if the natives were friendly; and as a means of ingratiating our- 
fclvcs into their favour, took beads, looking-glaffes, and iron tools; 
alfo fome Englifli coin, to leave as a teftimony of our vifit. But on 
our approach they colledcd themfclves in a body to oppole our land¬ 
ing. As they walked along the Ihore, the women followed with fpears, 
the only weapons we faw; thefe they Ihook in a threatening manner, 
and made figns for us to be gone. Tom flood up, fhewed them his 
fkin, his cloth, and tattou marks; and fpoke to them in his lan¬ 
guage, which they fvemed not to underlland. Intent on their fafety 
only, and the defence of the barren fpot they inhabited, they afted as 
if we were known enemies, view ing us with little curlofity or aflo- 
nifliment. Finding that all our manoeuvres to conciliate them had. 
no effect, and that even to approach fufficiently near to give them 
any thing would expofe us to a flone or a fpcar, and perhaps oblige us 
to fire upon them, we returned to the fliip, and hoifling the boat up, 
fleered for the hlsher ifland, which bears from this W. N.W. about 
nine or ten leagues. 

•''!This was named Crcfccnt ifland, on account of its form ; it is fix 
■<ftr feven miles in circumference, and lies in lat. 23” 22^ S. long. 
i2r>” 30' E. 

There were many of the wharra trees upon it, and fome others of a 
ufcltfs kind. The Ihorc is grey coral fund and flones thrown up by the 
violence of the fca, forming a wall at the fouth-cafl point about 
Iwenty or thirty feet above the furfacc : on this point there were three 
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piles of coral (loncs; two were built round and fmall, and one Iquarc, 
the iidcs of which might be about twelve feet, and fix in height, with 
a hole at one fide feemingly to creep in at., 

The natives whom we faw, were twenty-five in number, including 
three or four women carrying children at their backs; and thefe pro¬ 
bably were all that arc on the illand. They are of a light copper colour 
and of middling ftature ; there is a fimilarity in the accent of their lan¬ 
guage to the other iflandcrs with whom wc are acquainted, but the 
dafliing of the fca againft the Ihorc prevented Tom from hearing fo 
diftindly as to underftand them. 

Some were quite naked, except a piece of cloth round their middle ; 
others had a large piece of cloth thrown over their fhoulders, and 
reaching half way down the leg: one, who perhaps was the chief, 
W'ore a piece of very white cloth round his head in form of a turban. 
Wc could not perceive they wore any ornaments. 

Upon what they llibfiftcd it was difficult to imagine, for they neither 
have bread-fruit, cocoa-nuts, or any fruit-tree, whatever; nor could 
w'e, with the whole ifland in view, fee one canoe wherewith to fifli; 
fo that they muft either be tranfient vifitors from the high ifland, or 
if permanent fettlers, and in any degree fenlible of their fituatlon, 
muft be mifcrably wretched indeed. 

It w’^as noon when we left Crefeent ifland, and foon after wc had a 
frcfli breeze northerly, attended with fqualls and rain, which lafted 
about an hour, then cleared up, and gradually declined to little wind ; 
fo that for a while wc made but little way. At three P. M. a gale 
fprung up at E. S. E. and it again became hazy wdth rain. Wc 
direded our courfc W. N.W. towards ah ifland wdth two high hills 
that lie contiguous to each other, and arc fo lofty as to be dil'co\ cred 
wdicn diftant fourteen or fifteen leagues. Thcfo, for diftindion’s 
fake, were named Duff’s mountains. 

When within three leagues, wc faw a reef aliead, and the fca 
breaking very high upon it: this obliged us to alter our courfo to 
N. J'l.W. which wc expeded would lead us clear of every danger 
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which lay on the caft fide of the ifland ; but in this we were mif- 
taken; for after running thus about an hour we had a better view, 
and it appeared that Duff’s mountains were part of an ifland about 
three leagues in length, witL feveral of confiderable height and 
extent to the fouth and fouth-eaft of it; the whole forming a group 
five or fix leagues long, lying in a direction nearly N. E. by N. and 
S. W. by S.; and a reef which lies off about three miles from the main 
ifland, and probably encircles the whole as a defenfive barrier, ex¬ 
tended as far each w'ay as we could fee with the eye. Upon this reef 
were feveral dry fpots, upon which clufters of trees grew, and ap¬ 
peared like fo many fmall low' illands w ithout the higher ones. It 
was now the dulk of the evening, and we had one of thofe half- 
drowned fpots ahead, bearing N. W. by N. and others in fight beyond 
it; and uncertain what dangers more might lie in our way, it was 
rcfolvcd to I'pcnd the night within the fpacc we already knew; and 
accordingly we hauled our w ind to the N. E. under an eafy fail. The 
natives on the north end of the ifland had obferved our approach, 
and they, to alarm their countrymen, as foon as it was dark made a 
krge fire, which at times prfcfented a v'cry curious phenomenon, ap¬ 
pearing like fix or feven detached lights, then prcfcntly joining fhewed 
as if the fide of a mountain was wholly in a blaze. This light, which 
they kept burning till near daybreak, proved a real benefit to us as a 
guide ; for the night' was v cry dark, with variable w inds tuid fqualls 
and heavy rain. 

At fix in the morning the north part of the iflands bore N. W. 
diftant two or three leagues; when, with a frefli gale from the N. E. 
we fleered W* N.W. clofc to the reefs; and from this ftation obferved 
it to trend fbuth about five miles, then to the S.W. farther than wc 
could fee; thence we hauled tow ards the northernmofl part of the 
reef, where was a fmall iflet, upon which were aflcmbled about fifty 
natives armed witli fpears, aiul as wc paffed the place where they 
flood, within a quarter of a mile, wc obferved boys taking flones 
off the beach, and making gcfturcs as if they w’ould throw them 
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at us: the men alfo fliewing marks of' a lioftilc dil'pofition, walked 
along the fhore to kecj) abrcufl of' the fliip, but as we left them tall 
they retired behind the trees. Thcfe trees feemed to be of the lame 
worthlcls kind as thofe at Crcl'cent ifland; the natives alfo, in eolour, 
ftature, and drefs, exactly the fiiiiie as thofe we faw there. We ob- 
ferved no canoes, though it is moll probable they have fomc, as thcfe 
people mull have come from the high illand cither in a canoe or by 
\fading, which latter feems impradicable, The main illand, and 
thofe fcattered about it, arc, as before noticed, all high, and the 
reef keeping the fea tpiitc Hill about them, they prefent a view ro¬ 
mantic, wild, and barren : the valleys, however, appear covered with 
trees, but of what kind we could not perceive, though Ibme laidL 
they could dlllinguilli cocoa-nut trees ; and it is certainly likely they 
fhould have the fruits and roots common to the otlicr illands, and 
mull have ab\m<lance of filli. 

The tojjs of the hills, to about half way down, are chiefly covered 
with fun-burnt grafs ; and in fome places there arc fpots of reddilh 
loll as on the middle grounds of Otaheite. 

The group was named Gambiefs illands, in compliment to the 
^\ orthy admiral of that name, who, in his department, countenanced 
our equipment. Duff’s mountains, which lie in the centre, arc in. 
hit. 23^^ S. and in long. 225*^ K. 

We had now got fnfliclcnt eatllng, and were in the way of the 
trade-winds, therefore kept on ovir courl'c to the irorthward; all on 
board in good health, and in no real want of any thing. But as the 
palfage from the Friendly Illcs had already been longer than we ex¬ 
pelled, the captain thought it, necefl'ary to pulh on for the Manpieliis; 
and on this account, though we had rcafon to liippolc ourleh es in a 
dangerous parfbf the ocean, we run by night as well as day, only 
put the flfip under a proper fail for altering our courl'e on an> fuddcai 
emergenev. 

2Gth. At half pall live in the morning, jull as the day broke, 
wc thought we fiw low land ahead, and Icemlng to be very cloil'. 
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wore fliip and flooil Ironi it about a quarter of an hour, then tacked 
towards it again, when the day prcl'catcd to our view the imminent 
danger we had cl'capcd. For that part which we wore running for, 
and many others, were even with tl^c water’s edge, the fea walliing 
over them into the lagoon; and it is very probable, that, had the 
weather been hazj, or the day not lb near, we miglit have llruck 

before w’e cither faw the rocks or heard the fea beat upon them, as it 
made but little noife. The ifland is in length about feventecn miles 
Irom eaft to weft, and in breadth about eight or nine miles: and 
upon the reef which cnclofes the lagoon, there are feveral clumps 
of trees, but no cocoa-nut or other fruit-trees that we could lee, nor 
any lign of inhabitants. This ifland, lying in lat. 2 l” 36' S. by 
obfervation, and in long. 224° 30' E. by chronometer, is probably 
the fame called Lord Hood’s ifland by Captain Edwards, who dif- 
covered it in the Pandora, 17 th March 1791- We continued our 
courfc, and in two or three hours w^grq out of fight of it. In the 
dulk of the evening of the following day we thought that we faw 
high land on our lee beam ; but judging that to run down to put the 
matter out of dlfputc would be taking us too much to leeward, c 
left it for fomc future navigator to determine. However, if it really 
be an ifland, it muft lie nearly in latitude 20 ^’ 30' S. and about the 
longitude of 223° 18' E. 

28th. At noon wc.obfcrved in latitude 18° 34' S. and about three 
in the afternoon difeovered another low^ ifland bearing N. E. As it 
is not laid down in any of the charts, and the wind at N. W. being 
againft us, we kept our ftrctch towards it, and as we drew near found 
it a lagoon ifland, w ith patches of trees .on different parts around it. 
On the north-weft end cocoa-nuts were growing, and near them a 
clump of lofty dark-coloured trees. Two clumps alb of the fume 
kind ftood at a little diftance from each other on the fbuth-caft part: 
thefc laft we named Turk’s Cap and Friar’s Hood. 

At half paft feven o’clock we tacked within a mile of the north 
end, then took the topgallant-fiils In, hauled the courfts up, and 
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during the night made fhort tacks under the topfails. In the morn¬ 
ing, the 29 th, wc found ourfelves farther off than \vc expected, 
owing to the Iccwardly current; and the wind changing to N. N. K. 
with our larboard tacks aboard wc ftood in, and at eight o’clock 
had the fouth part of the ifland bearing E. I N. diftant tlirce miles. 
Shortly after it fell little wind,-and wc lowered the jolly-boat down, 

rowed clofc to the Ihorc, and tried to cffedl a landing, but found It 
impradicable, on account of the high furf which beat upon the coral 
rocks. S^ppofmg wc might find a better place, wc rowed along 
fhore two or three miles, till wc came to the fouth-caftfide, but had the 
mortification to find it every where the fame, therefore we returned 
to the fliip. Obferved at noon in lat. 18® 24 ' S. ; the extremes of 
the ifland from N. 14^^ W. to N. .'iO" W. Wc had feen no figns of 
inhabitants, and having loft hopes of finding a landing-place, the 
captain had determined to leave this ifland and proceed on our voyage 
as faft as the unfavourable winds we then had would permit. 

In the courfc of the night we had paffed to windward of the ifland, 
and at fix in the morning had the north-caft end bearing S.W. by S. 
and the fca being' then fmooth encouraged a hope of procuring a 
few cocoa-nuts for ^ur people, and herbage for the goat.s. There¬ 
fore Avc again fliapcd our courfc towards it ; but, before we came 
near it by four miles, it fell almoft calm ; fo that, as the fliip went 
but flowly down, wc hoifted the pinnace out, and I, with the third 
officer and a boat’s crew, ‘with Peter and Tom, fet off in her. 
When wc had got about a mile round the, point, all in the boat 
(except one man and myfclf, who were but indinerent fwimmers) 
got into the water and eftefted a landing, though the furf A\as 
very high. From the edge of the reef they had to walk ab( iit a 
furlong, up to-the knees in water, over a hard coral flat, before they 
came to the trees: and while they were gone, I fliot three or four 
man of war birds, and tried to catch fomc of the hcautil'ul ffli which 
fwam without the furf, but they were too fhy of the bait. Sharks 
of various fi 7 .es were very numerous. 
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At noon, they obfcrved at the fliip in 18” 14' S. the north-weft end 
bearing S. S. W. | W- a mile and a half; and an hour after, in 
rounding the point not more than a cable’s length off fhore, founded 
“with ninety fathoms of line, but found no bottom. 

We had already liauled off a few cocoa-nuts ; but this method was 
do tedious, that all we could procure by it would not repay the trouble. 
But juft about tills time it was low water, and the furf fell remark¬ 
ably, fo that by putting the boat’s ftern to the rocks I ftepped out, 
without ib much .as wetting my feet. This lx>th encouragec^thofe r>n 
Ihore to go on, and being obferecd from the Ihip, induced them to 
fend the jolly-boat with more hands to aftift us. And now we were 
in.hopes of getting a plentiful ftipply without difficulty or danger; 
ignorant tliat .it was poffible only at low water thus to pafs and repafs. 
This w'e were to learn afterwards by unpleafant experience. 

The land at this end of the ifland is about three furlongs in breadth; 
upon it the only cocoa-nut trees grow, and upon that fide next the 
lagoon, confequcntly the fartheft off from us. The way to them, by 
pafting through the other trees, is alio l ery rough and bad ; but by 
fearching, w'c found a plcafant road .along the fide of a creek, leading 
from the fca into the lagoon, and fufficient in depth to admit the 
jolly-boat, w hen the tide was up. Therefore this was propolcd as our 
plan : to get as many nuts a.s poffible before four in the afternoon, and 
then bring the boat in for them. 

Accordingly, by that time we had gof about three hundred ; but, 
contrary to our expedations, as the tide rofe the furf increaled to fo 
great a degree as to render it almoft impoffible either to get them or 
ourfelvcs fafely through it. However, to put it to the trial, the Jolly- 
boat was brought abreaft of the creek, and by watching an opportu¬ 
nity was rowed through the iurf, but not without ftriking on the 
rocks, by which we knew there was no chance for the pinnace to get 
in. As there were thirteen of us on fliore, the fmall boat was infuffi- 
cient to carry ofTthc whole. To make it ftili worfe, we law the wind 
7vas incrciifing, and the fky become ovcrcaft with dark clouds. There- 
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fore, being thus critically fituated, it was adopted as the moft prudent 
plan for thofc who could I'wim but little to make the firft attempt in 
the jolly-boat, and for the others to ftay on Ihorc all night, and fo 
fwim otf to the boats in the morning. Accordingly, four of our number 
Avere pitched upon to make the elibrt, and they probably A\ould hatx 
fucceeded, had not two others, who thought theml’elves as bad fwim- 
mers as any, jumped in, and thereby mak ing the boat too deep, (he 
grounded on the rocks, Avhcrc the; fca broke, and filling her, it was 
with difficulty they g<Jt back into fmr>oth water. This failure damped 
;dl our fpirits, as avc were very anxious to have limic more hands on 
board to work the ffiip, Icfl flic fliould be blown to leeward, and not 
be able to get up to us again. Thus urged by neccllity, the third 
officer, with two men. made a iccond attempt, and tucceeded, but not 
without being again half filled with water. When clear of the furf, 
they rowed to the pinnace, and both returned to the fliip, to Inform 
the captain of the dilligrccable news of myfelf and nine more, including 
the two Otaheitcans, being left on the ifland. 

Our fltuation on fliore wus extremely uncomfortable and alarming; 
how'CAer, to make the beft of it, after feeing the boats lafe olF, w c 
walked up to the large clump of trees, and being thinly clothed and 
quite wet, we endeavoured to make a fire ; but after Otahcitcan Tom 
had tried two hours in vain for a light by fridlion, we were reduced 
to the ncccflity of pafling the night without a fire. About ten o’clock 
it began to rain very hard, and continued till three in the morning, 
when there was a fliort intcrv^al of fair weather, and then conftant rain 
till near noon the next day. To all this we were expofed, fof the 
trees afforded us flicker only till the branches w'crc completel)^ A\ct, 
and this w'as very foon ; fo that I was apprehenflve of fei ers at leafl 
being the confequcnce of this drenching; but, to Icflcn its cfle<ks, 
requefled the men to walk about, and keep in motion, Ai bich they 
did, and cheered each other by faying they fometimes law the fliip’s 
light.

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31 ft. At daybreak the diip flood cl oft in, and the captain, who 
was very anxious for our fafety, fent the pinnace to try and get us otF; 
but with concern we beheld the furf higher than on the preceding 
night, which obliged us to remain and wuit the opportunity low- 
waiter might afford, falling out on this day about one o’clock in the 
afternoon. They accordingly put back to the fhip, and preftntly 
after came again to the edge of the furf, when one .man leaped in and 
got fafe to us with a bottle of brandy? which was of great leriice in 
raifing the drooping fpirits of the people, who had*fpcnt fo bad a 
night, and had.ftill a difficult talk to perform. This done, the boat 
put off again, and about ten o’clock returned with a ftage made of 
fir deals, with dlreftions from the captain to bring the boat to a 
grapnel as cloft to the furf as they could with fal’et}-, and then, after 
making a rope faft to the ftage, to veer it afliorc w ithin our reach, 
when we were to get upon it and be hauled through the furf, one or 
two at a time. Mr. Falconer v/as in the boat, and did as direiled; but 
the back fwcep of the fta prei cnted the ftage from even entering the 
fiirf, fo that wo were ftill in the fame fltuation as before. Thus dif- 
appointed, w e walked along the fhorc, to try if any better place could 
be dlfcovcred, the boat following abreall of us; but we found it alike 
dangerous. At one place two of us tried to fwim off to the ftage, but 
were waflied about, and nearly daflicd to pieces againft the rocks, be¬ 
fore the reft could Help u.s out. 

Low water was faft approaching, and nothing no wremained but a 
chance of getting off at the place where I flopped on fhorc at the firft. 
Wc’accordlngly returned thither, but were greatly diflieartened to find 
it as bad as every other j)lace : w'c rcf’olvcd, however, to watch till the 
time of low water was over ; certain that if no opportunity offered 
then, we muft content ourleivcs w here we were, and that perhaps for 
months, as the fliip was now driving flifl to Icew ard. Low w atcr at 
laft came, but the fta was fllll fo rough that Otahcitcan Tom, Mr. 
Crook, and fom * more, walked up in defpair towards the clump of 
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trees, to try It poffible to procure Tome dry wood, with which to get a 
light and a fire, which they ftood much iii need of, being wet and cold, 
the wind blowing through their thin clothing. But, to our great joy, 
they w ere fcarcely gone, when the Tea at interA als became fmooth ; 
one man got off to the ftage, and was hauled to the boat. Wc in- 
tlantly called them to us, and by embracing every opportunity, fwim- 
ming to the ftage one by one, we at length got all fife off. On trying 
to haul the grapnel up, we found it had fallen into the hollows of the 
coral rocks, which obliged us to cut tlic rope and lca\c it behind. 
Thcl'e hollows add greatly to the danger of fwiinming off to the boats, 
for il' the fea forces up or retires fuddenly, there is a rilk of falling into 
them and being hid under great Hakes of the rock. The dread of this, 
and of drowning in the hirf, banifhed from our thoughts the lharks 
w hich fwam tliick about the place. We now rowed tow’ards tJie fliip, 
w hich had drifted about lour miles to leeward. The captain was 
overjoyed to I'ee us, as were all the crew. The boat was hoifted in, 
and we made fail, fully determined never again to venture a landing 
upon one of thofe low half-drowmed Hlunds, except obliged thereto by 
want or other abfolute neceflity. 

This received the name oi Scrle’s illand, in compliment to a gen¬ 
tleman of that name now in the Tranfport ofiice, and author of 
flora: Sol it ari;e and other valuable works. The latitude of its centre 
is 18' S. long. 22;V' E. ; it is in length from S. E. to N. W. Icvcn 
or eight miles, and in breadth four or five ; it has a lagoon in the 
middle, where we obfcr\ cd fcvcral fmall rocks above w^atcr. The reef 
without and the lagoon within abound with fifh, fcvcral of w hicli 

were of the moft richlv varied and beautiful colours that can be con- 

¥ 

ccived. As Mr. llobfon walked by the fide of the lagoon in the night, 
he obferved thoufands of young fliarks fwimming clofe to the Ihorc. 
Mullet arc very plentiful, and when low water left part of the reef dry, 
fcvcral fpotted eels itfued from luvles, and on our apjiroach reared 
upon their tails, attempting to defend thcmlclvcs with open mouth. 
The birds were the fame as at the other low' iflands; and bcfides 
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there was here a bird about the lize and colour of a lark, which we 
had not feen before; and during the night we heard one whilllc like 
and equal to a blackbird: indeed, by their various notes, there was 
reafon to fuppofe this place gave flielter to may dllFerent fpccies, w'itli 
this peculiar feature, that they fung almoll all the night long, though 
it rained and was very dark. We faw fome rats, plenty of the red 
(fliell) crab, and a kind of land lobller, which e\ en the Otaheiteans 
were ftrangers to. 

The trees are various as at Palmerflon’s illand ; but the cocoa-nuts 
arc fcarcc here, and only found on the north-weft end: thofe which 
form the clumps arc peculiar; they grow about fixty feet high, with 
large trunks from four feet to four or five yards in circumference, 
dividing about half way up into large branches, wdth a broad dark 
green leaf. As the foil is very thin, many of thefe trees bad fallen, 
their branches had taken root, and were again grown up to five or 
fix trees as large as the old one. The wood appeared to be of no ufc 
but to burn. Under fticlter of this grove there was regularly built a 
morai of ftoncs, with one ftone at a little diftance placed upright: we 
idfo found the remains of two or three huts, and a plain Ipacc, with 
only one circular hut near the end. At one place clofc by thefe were 
ftrewed on the ground vaft quantities of clam flrclls. All which 
jfroved the ifland to have been once inhabited; but whether the per- 
fons had emigrated' clfewhere, or become extiinft, there was no 
remaining evidence whereon to form a conjcdlure, as the latter is as 
probable as the- former ' for it is likely they would be no more than 
the crew of one canoe, who, by the number of clam Ihells, muft have 
fubfifted here a confidcrable time, perhaps till their canoe was rendered 
fit to traniport them to another ifland. It is likely alfo that the cocoa- 
nut-trccs, as they grew fo partially and fo near the morai, were of 
their planting; and by the few of theft which had fallen in the ufual 
manner, we ^uppoft it could not be more than fifty years fince they 
were firft planted. 

One circumftancc here, is very ftriking, which is, that however 
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fmall in number the wretched refugees might have been, a moral, 
or place of worfliip, w^as thought by them indifpcnhibly ncceffary; 
it proves, that, however- their ideas of fupcrnatural beings are be¬ 
wildered, they ftill univcrfally hold the fame tradition among them : 
and notwithllanding the inhabitants of diderent illunds give their pe¬ 
culiar names to their guardian deity, the manner of wordiip bcin^ 
every where the fame, proves the tradition originally to be Irora one 
fuurce. 

Concerning the formation of thefe low iflairds the opinions of m(;n 
are various ; but whether fuch a rnafs of matter grows like a flirub, 
or be the work of millions of animalcules, is what I mull: leave to the 
learned. It appears, however, that in their perfert Ibite they come no 
nearer to the furface than where the fca breaks upon tliem. The part 
of this illand that we were upon I fuppolc to ha\ e rifen about two or 
three furlongs in breadth, and by the force of the fea againft the outer 
edge the parts projctling were broken off; thefe, as the fca drove 
them tow ards the lagoon, WT^uld flrike other parts itnd force them olF, 
and a heavy llorm coming on would, with irrefillible a iolcncc, drive 
them up in a ridge at fbmc diftance from the lea-fide, and near to the 
edge of the lagoon. This is evidently the cafe here. The firft ridge 
lies within one hundred ^ards of the lagobn, and about three furlongs 
from the edi>;c of the reef next the fca. The fecond ridee runs w ithin 
ten yards of the firll, and the furrow between is about ten or twelve 
feet deep. The other ridges, of which there are many, are nearly 
about the fame tlillaucc, and the furrows the fame, differing onlv in 
proportion as we may fuppofe the llornts to have done which threw 
them up; theli; being conipt)fed entirely of large coral Hones, prow 
this to have been the caufe ; and the ridges lying Icngthwile in a di- 
reiHion about north and Ibuth, demonftrate that no other than gales 
from the weftward could have produced this ell'e(Jl on this fide of the 
illand: and it is known, that winds from that quarter, thougli not- 
cxceflively (Irong, raifo-a more hollow and hea\y Iwell than aiiy other. 
At prefent, iiljout a furlong from the outer edge of the reef, tlui ftones. 
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after running over a Hat of that breadth, form a H^cep wall not Icfs 
than eight or ten yards above the furfacc of the lea; but even over 
this height the Hones are driven, and fliooting a conliderabic way in, 
co\er Ibmc of tlic former ridges, and form a gradual Hope. Indeed it 
is alnioll Incredible what.large lumps of folid coral lie thrown half way 
wp the fteep wall above mentioned. I remarked no other part of the 
iHand where liich effeds of ftorms were to be leen ; in fome places 
more towards the S. E. and where the land was not more than a fur¬ 
long in width, it w as low and covered wdth tine white coral fand, mixed 
witli rotten vcgcta'bles and lea\cs of trees that grow^ upon it: this in 
general is the kind of foil; even upon the large ftones this rotten mat¬ 
ter and the coral land are blown, and there the trees are more flou- 
rifliing and abundant than in other places. 

From this time nothing material occurred until vve made the Mar- 
quefas. One of the Scrle’s iHand party had a fever I’or three or four 
days, but foon got the better of it, and yvas the only one that fuffered 
from that expedition. As w'C were trufting wholly to our time¬ 
keeper, wc found ourfelves, after fo long a pallagc, contrary to our 
expedation, confiderably to the w'cftward, w hen we faw Santa Chrif- 
tina on the -Ith of June, a little before funrife in the morning, bearing 
E. N. E. diftant nine leagues. Being ’thus to leeward of our port, w e 
kept plying till the afternoon of the Hdlowing day, and took feveral 
compafs bearings, to afqcrtain the extent and relative fituation of the 
iflands. 
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CHAPTER XI. 

Occurrences at the Marquefas. 

.Oth. TT7HEN we had got within four miles of Rcfolution bay, we 
^ ^ fiiw two men paddling towards us in a fmall, wretched 
canoe, which they kept above water by conftant bailing. Not knowing 
their intention to come on boarjl, nor conceiving them of any ufe if 
there, we kept all fall iet, and palled dole by them \\lth great velo¬ 
city ; this they obferved, and being more, anxious to come, aboard than 
wc imagined, one of them leaped into the water, caught a rope we 
hove to him, and expertly hauled himlclf hand over hand to the quar¬ 
ter-gallery, where w'c took him in quite naked. At firft he looked 
round the cabin with furprife, but foon recovered hlmfelf and ran 
upon deck. He was tattowed from head to foot, infomuch as nearly 
to hide his natural colour; he talked very fall, and was tolerably under- 
ftood both by Crook and the Otaheiteans : the earnellnels which he ex- 
prelled was to induce us to tack and pick up his cxuiirade, who he ga\ c 
us to underftand was his father ; and that if w c did not take him in, 
it vvouid be impolliblc for him to reach the llland in fo wretched a 
canoe, as the wind blew ftrong. Howe\er, to ealc him ot his lears, 
wc took the father on board and the canoe in tow^, but Ibe loon 
went to pieces, and drifted away, vNhich feemed to give them little 
concern. Tlic wind, as we drew near the land, beeamc variable and 
fqually, and as wc were llretehing towards St. Dominica, to avail our- 
fclves of a favourable daw, the captain gave orders to tack towards 
the bay. This both tiic natives oppofed, and made ligns, that by 
keeping on the fame tack until w’c ran farther, we Ihould then letcli 
the bay when wc tacked*. Their advice was taken, and anfwering ac¬ 
cordingly, was a proof of no fmall degree of nautical Ikill in them. 
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Wc found it very difficult to \N-ork up the hay, by rcaffin of the 
heavy gulfs of wind ftom the mountains ; however, by feveii o'clock 
we were clofc ui\ and let go our fmall bovver anchor in fifteen fa¬ 
thoms water; veered out eighty fathom of cable as fall as wt could, 
but Ixii'oie it held we had dragged it into thirty-five fathoms. Though 
it V. as !H)\v dark two females fwam off, in hopes, po doubt, of a 
iin ourablc veception ; but finding they could not be admitted, they 
kept I'wimming aboiit the lliip for near half an hour, calling out, in 
a j)itiful tone, Walii?ine ! v.'aheine! that is, Woman ! or. We arc w'o- 
mcn ! They tltcn returned to the fliorc in the fame manner as th'y 
came : our two pilots alib followed tl»em, but not till they had ufed 
all their arguments for the captain to allow them to flcep in the Ihip ; 
and, but for the hike of })recedent, their requeft would have been 
granted, as a reward for the implicit confidence they placed in us. 

0th. This morning we began unbending moft of our fails, and 
ftripping the foremaft, that the rigging .might have a thorough over¬ 
haul ; one of the ffirouds w e knew to be broken in the way of the 
maft-hcad, and now found another gone on the lame fide ; fo that 
had wc not providentially been on the larboard tack when we expe¬ 
rienced the fev erefl: gales, w'c muff certainly have loft the foremaft, 
which we a>uld noC replace in any of theft parts. 

Our firft vifitors from the Ihorc came early; tlicy were ftvxn beau¬ 
tiful young women, fwimniing quite nuked, except a few green leaves 
tied round theif middle: they kept playing round the Ihip for three 
hours, calling •Wuhciiic ! until ftvcral of the native men had got on 
board; one of whom being the chief of the ifland, requefted that 
his fiftcr nfight be taken on board, which was complied with : (he 
w as of a fiiir complcxl<}n, inclining to a healthy yellow, with a tint 
of red in her check, was rather ftout, but poffclfing fuch fymme- 
try ol Icaturcs, as did all her companions, that as models for the fta- 
tuary and painter their equal can ftldom be found. Our Otaheitean 
girl, who vva.v tolerably fair, and had a comely perfon, was notwith- 
Itanding greatly telij>ftd by theft women, and I believe, felt her 
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inferiority in no fmall degree; however, fhe was fuperior in the 
amlablcnefs of her manners, and poircflcd more of the foftnefs and 
tender feeling of the fex ; Ihc was afhamed to fee a woman upon the 
deck quite naked, and fupplied her with a complete drefs of new 
Otahcltcau cloth, which fet her off to great advantage, and encou¬ 
raged thofe in th(^ water, whofe numbers were now greatly increafed, 
to importune for admllllon ; and out of pity to them, as we faw they 
would not return, we took them on board : but they were in a meafure 
jlil'appointed, for they- could not all fuccecd li) well as the firll in get¬ 
ting clothed ; nor did our mifehievo\is goats even futfer them to keep 
their green leaves, but as they turned to avoid them they w'crc at¬ 
tacked on each fide alternately, and completely- ftripiied naked, 

rhe chief alxue noticed is named Tenae, cldell: fin of Honoo the 
reigning prince in (''aptain Cook’s time; he came in a tolerably good 
canoe, and introduced hiinfelf by- prefenting the captain with a 
fmooth Ihilf about eight feet long, to the head of which a few locLs 
of human liair were neatly- plaited; and befidcs this, he‘gave a few 
head and breaft ornaments. Obfervlng a mulket on the quarter-deck, 
he took it with care to th.e cajitain, and begged him “ to put it to 
“ lleep.” lie received an axe, a lool ing-glafs, and neck-chain to 
hang it to, alfo a jiair of fcilfars; the latter, an article much prized 
at the. Friendly and Society illes, he was either inditferent alxiut, or 
totally ignorant of thi ir ufe. Two of his brothers, who were prefent, 
exprclfed not the leali; dcfire for any thing ; they all feemed to have 
a thoughtful c.aft in their countenance, fuch as men acquire who arc 
ftruggling for fubfiftenec and can hardly get it, though they w-ould 
frcvjuently break out into mad fits of laughter, and talk as fafr as their 
tongues could go, and this the women did as well as the men. It 
appeared that this was a ^ery icarce time with tliem, for they kept 
complaining they were hungry and begging for vid:uals all the while 
they were on board ; to fomc vve gave a little, but they were too 
numerous for us to fupply all: as for the women, they arc in that 
Hate of lubjedion, that, if they got any thing and could not conceal 
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it, the nacn took it from them. Towanh evening thofe who had no 
canoes, and who were by fiia the greatcft number, leaped all together 
into the water and fwam on fliorc. 

Our intention of fettling two men among them being made known 
to the chief, he feemed highly delighted with the propofal, and faid 
that he would give them a houfc and a fhare in all that himlclf had. 

After this he went on fliore; I followed with Mr. Harris, Mr. Crook, 
Peter, and Otaheitean Tom. Tcnae received us upon the beach, and 
conducing us a little way defired we would flop, as we thought, to 
gratify the natives, for they formed a ring around us, thofe ncareft 
the centre fitting, to let thofe behind look over their heads: Tenae’s 
filler not following the example of the reft, he reproved her, which, 
brought tears from her eyes. This Ihew continued about a quarter 
of an hour. Afterwards we proceeded up the valley, accompanied by 
the chief, his brother, and many of the young natives. The road 
w'as very indifferent by reafon of tree roots that crols it, and large 
ftoncs which lie in the way; and being all up hill, wx were pretty 
well tired by the time we reached the chiefs houfc, though we refted 
thrice, at which times they brought excellent water in cocoa-nut 
Ihells from a ri\ailet that runs down the valley. The bread-fruit and 
cocoa-nut trees, with a variety of other forts, afforded a comfortable 
lliade from the heat of the fun. Tenae conducted us to one of his 
beft houfes, intimating that it was for the ule of the brethren, and 
that they might occupy it as loon as they pleafi^d. To convey an 
idea of what this and all their beft-built hoiifts are like, it is only 
neceffary to imagine one of our own of one ftory high with a high 
peaked roof; cut it Icngthwife exactly down the middle, you w’ould 
then have two of their houfes, only built of different materials. That 
we now occupied w^as twenty-five feet long and fix wide, ten feet 
high in the back j&art, and but four in frcrtit ; at the corners four ftout 
ftakes are driven into fhc earth, on which arc laid horizontal pieces, 
and from thefe laft to the ground are bamboos neatly ranged in per¬ 
pendicular order, about half an inch diftant from each other; and 
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without them long blinds made with leaves are hung, which make the 
infide very clofe antH warm : the door is about the middle on the low 
fide. They do not ute the leaves of the wharra tree here for roofing, 
as at Otaheitc, but common broad leaves, »which they lay lb thick ai 
to keep the water out; but the greater part of their houles are mife- 
rable hovels. 

I 

The infide furniture confillcd of a large floor mat from end to end, 
fcvcral large calabafhcs, fome fifliing-tackle, and a few Ipcars ; at one 
end the chief kept his ornaments, which he flicwed to us ; amongfl: 
other things, he took out of two bamboo cafes, two bunches of fea¬ 
thers of the tail of the tropic-bird, not Icfs than a hundred in each 
bunch, forming a beautiful and elegant ornament: upon thefc he 
feemed to place u great value. 

They made no offer of any thing to cat, except a few cocoa-nuts ; 
nor did I fee that they had any other thing in ufe but thefe and the 
four mahic. Hogs and fowls were walking about, but in no great 
plenty; indeed this appeared to be their fcarce fcafon; for when wc 
firft landed one fellow ran to me and fluffed a piece of mahie into 
my mouth, thinking, no doubt, that at this fcafon of fcarcity he was 
doing me a great kindnefs. However, in other refpedls, Tcnae 
treated us ^ ery well, and the people were c^idcntIy glad to fee us 
among them. 

On our return to the fliip, the captain met the two brethren in the 
cabin, to ktiow their feiitimcnts of this place, and whether they were 
flill in the fame mind to fettle upon it. Mr. Crook obferved, that he 
was encouraged by the rcccptioxr they had met with ; thought the 
chief had behaved exceedingly well, and approved of the hoiile afligned 
them, the place, and the people; and concluded by fa}ing. that 
though there was not the fame plenty here as at the other illands, he 
had no objedlions Co flay, as he never before nor fmcc his engagement 
bad comforts in view ; therefore tlie prefent flate of the ifland was 
not lb great a difappointment to him. However, appearances‘gavx 
him reafon to think that they had their plentiful Icafons here as well as 
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at the other iflands. Mr. Harris deli\'ered his fcntimcnts with hefita- 
tlon, as if fear had taken pollcflion of his mintJ^ his opinions wxrc 
quite contrary to Crook’s ; he difapj)rovcd of every thing, and judged 
the feene before liim a folcnin c>nc ; and, in fliort, feemed entirely to 
ha\ c loll liis firmnefs and ardour. How ever, as the kind reception by 
the chief and his people had obviated every dlre<^l objetilion to them, 
it was agreed to go on Ihore the next day> take their beds with them, 
and make a trial; after which, if they thought it unfafe to flay, and 
afligned their reafons, they might then return on board, as no com- 
pullion was intended. 

7th. It is remarked, that honelly is no virtue of a South-Sea 
iflander, cfpecially when our articles lie cxpoled to tempt him. The 
natives here had not hitherto appeared folicitous to barter with us; 
but Ibmc of them lall night had found means to lift the glafs cover oil' 
one of our bell compalfes. Hole away the card and needle, and fitted 
the cover on as before. Wc fpoke to the chief and fcveral others 
about it, but found all our endeavours to recover it by mild means 
inclFcclual; and, rather than ufc any other, the affair w as dropped. 
However, they feemed to be conf'eious of ha\ing done Ibmething 
amifs by their not coming to the Ihip till long after breakfall, when 
our decks were again crowded with both fexes in the fame naked Hate 
as on the preceding day. 

In the afternoon Mr'. Crook landed with his bed and a few clothes; 
1 accompanied him, to Ice how he was received. Mr. Harris declined 
goiqg, wifliing to Hay on board and pack up their things in fmall 
parcels, for tire convenience of carrying them up the valley. The 
chief’s brother departed irom the Ihip with us, and 'renae hlmfelf 
received us at the beach, and treated us with rclpeCt and kindnefs, 
as on the day before. Wc proceeded up the valley, followed by a 
vail concourle of people, fonic of whom carried the baggage, and 
depofited.it io the hqufe affigned for the brethren; but a Ihort time 
after it was removed, and ourfelves condueled to another houfe of 
larger dimenfions, about a hundred yards diftant from theiiEft, This 
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hoiifc flood on a fquarc pKatform raifcd with ftones, having a wall 
about fix fact high on tlic lowcfl fide (lor they arc all built on a decli¬ 
vity) ; in the inlidc was a kind of cfcutchcon in memory of lionoo, 
the chief’s lather; it was very cnrloully wTought with fmall reeds, 
laid upright, oblicpie, and horizontal, and about eight feet in height, 
forming a fide of a py ramid. There was a drum at each end, made 
like thole the Otaheitcans \ife, but mucli. longer. Nearly adjoining, 
and upon the fame jdatforin, was another houfe, built on a fmall emi¬ 
nence, leaving a fpacc in front, where wxrc placed two rude ligurc.s of 
men carved in wood, nearly the lize of life; behind thefe, agaiud: tlic 
fide of the houfe, were three other efcutcheons, w rought In the fame 
manner as the one above mentioned ; that in the midille, which was 
the higbeft, had the figure of a bird upon tlie top, and the reeds which 
compofed the wliole being ftained of v arious colours, produced a beau¬ 
tiful and folcmii cflect. The houlc had no d<;or or opening of any 
kind ; but as my curiofity was a good deal excited, I opened a hole in 
the lide of it, to fee what it contained, and beheld a coffin fixed upon 
two Hakes about a yard from the ground. Jiiil: at this time Tenac 
came np, and feeing he was not angry, I again ojicncd the hole and 
})ointcd to the coffin; he inftantly cried Honoo! and repeated it Icvcral 
times, bv w hich 1 knev^' it was his father, and thought him picafed to 
fee me not ice tlic honours he had paid to his mcmoiyc The coffin was 
evlindrical, and bound about with various coloured plaiting made of 
the fibres of the cocoa-nut. This fcpulchre, Crook’s houle, the trees, 
and cvciy thing within the platform, w'as taboo or lacred, ami mull: not 
be approached by women. 

1 left Otaheitean Tom to bear Crook company the firH night, and 
then returned on board. In w'aiking down the valley, I obferved that 
it was well Hocked with bread-fruit trees, but none of them were ripeg 
cocoa-nuts were not fo plentiful: there were plantains, the ahee-nut, 
and H)mc other fruits. Theft arc chiefly encloftd by fqu'rtrc fenew' 
of Hones about fix feet high, within which the ow ner’s houfe Hands ; 
but fbmc of the orchards arc fb over-run with weeds, that they mkrk 
ntore the divifion of property than induHry or labour. 
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When the boat came for me, they brought as mAny of the native^ 
as ihe could contain, they availing themfelvcs of that opportunity to 
favc the trouble of fwimming. The chief’s brother was with me; 
and wiflied much to go on board ; but I refufed to take him, as it was 
near dark: this hurt him lb much, that he filed tears as he walked 
away. 

8th. The weather Hill ple^l^ant, but, as before, hcaiy gufts of wind 
and rain from the mountains. 

The natives crowded on board to-day, infomuch that with difficulty 
we carried on our work at the rigging: the females ivcrc more nume¬ 
rous, and all in the fame naked ftatc as before, which induced our 
people to beftow upon each a piece of Otaheitean cloth. It is proper 
to obferi e, that thefc ivomen drefs decently on fhore; but when they 
have to fwim, as their cloth will not fland the water, they leave it 
behind, and cover their nakednefs with a few leaves only. 

In the forenoon the captain received a letter from Crook, wherein 
he exprefles his perfect fatisfadlion with his new lodgings. As night 
drew on, he fays, he w^as left to his repofe; and after commending 
himfclf to the care of the Almighty, he went to reft, laying his 
clothes uj)on tlic ground near his hammock ; but to his furprife, when 
he awoke in the morning, there wxrc none of them to be feen, and 
he began to think he lliould have a bad report to give after the firil 
night^s trial: but before, he had time to launch out into imjufi: fur- 
mifes, the chief came wdth every article carefully wrapt *up in a 
bundle. Socm after the letter, Tenac, Crook, and the chief’s brother, 
came on board ; they were fhcwii into the cabin, and every endeavour 
made to treat them kindly. ‘ The captain made Tcnae a prefent of 
an ornamented crow n, which delighted him greatly; he alfo gave him 
a piece of cloth, a hammer, and fome gimlets; but what mofl: took 
his fancy was a large conch-fliell; for thefc they barter eagerly, pigs 
or any other thing; one of them gave our cook a broad axe fjr a 
conch: but it may with truth be faid, that they arc in fuch a flatc of 
nature and ignorance, or rather flupidity, that notwdthftanding many 
iron tools, A'c. have been left among them, they have never yet thought 
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of employing their powers to learn their ufe ; therefore they fet but 
little value on what we have, except they can fteal it, which always 
enhances the worth of the article. Nails and tools they think nothing 
of ; cats and goats they fought after with fome folicitude, and got 
fbme of the former; but of the latter we had only females on board. 
The conch-lhclls they ufe when they go a-vifitlng from one valley to 
another, and as they gam the fummit of the hills, they blow them 
with all their might, and take great delight and pride in liftening to 
the long reverberating, echoes. 

Tenac was now more familiar than at his firft vifit; and furveyed 
the cabin with a degree of attention, but not with the penetration and 
difeernment of the Friendly iflanders. Happening to touch the wire 
of the cabin-bcll, he w'as ftruck with aftonifliment and favage wonder; 
he rang the bell again and again, and puzzled himfelf a quarter of an 
hour to find whence the found proceeded. Tenae has a thoughtful 

call of countenance, and looks much like the chief and father of a vil- 

• / 

lage, and to fee him thus employed raifed our pity, to behold a man 
on whom nature, perhaps, had bellowed talents capable of exploring 
her rayllcrics, thus confounded with a rattle ; but, alas! in thefe re¬ 
gions, remote from all the paths of fcience, the talents and virtues of 
infulatcd genius lie hid in darknefs, and, like the beauties of the rough 
marble, want the fkill of the polilher to bring them forth. 

It was not a little affeAing alfo to fee our own fcamcn repairing the 
rigging, attended by a group of the moll beautiful females, w^ho were 
em})loyed to pafs the ball, or carry the tar-bucket, &c.; and this they 
did w'ith the greatcll affiduity, often befmearing themfelves w ith the 
tar in the execution of their office. No llilp’s company, w'ithout great 
rcllraints from God’s grace, could ever have refilled liich temptations; 
and fome would have probably offended, if they had not been over¬ 
awed by the jeaIou%^ of the officers and by the good condudi of then: 
meffraates. 

In the afternoon Mr. Godfell landed a chcll and fcveral parcels for 
the railTionaries, which were taken lafe up to the houfe, Tom and 
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the boy Harraway Raid on fliore this niglit, for the purpofc of ren¬ 
dering Cfook -what lervicc they could; and in the evening our vifitors 
left us in good time, as ui'ual. 

On the (jth the pinnace was font on fliore again with more things. 
Crook Rill rclblving to Ray, attached himlcll' to the place, took to 
eating the four niahie, and contented himfclf with the food the 
ifland iifforded, which is not of a very delicate kind; for the mahic 
being made in fmall quantities here, and clcanlincfs little obferved in 
the operation, it is not fo good as at Otaheitc: but he fays that 
they always ferve him fiiR of the bcR tlicy have; and as he hopes 
to get pork once or twice a week, and frefli filh as oft as he pleafes, he 
thinks he may fu e contented without calling an eye to the luxuries of 
Otalicitc. Tcnac had adopted liiin as Ifis Ion, an ail they e^er after 
hold as facred, cReeming him in tlic fame light as his other children ; 
this they explained to Crook, who, from the pains previoufly taken to 
learn the language, un-derRood almoR all they laid. The cliicf being 
informed that Mr. Harris intended to Ray, delired Crook to im ite him 
mi Ihorc; but he could not be perfuaded, w hieh was certainly doing 
wrong, as he fliould liavc embraced every opportunity of learning the 
real Rate of the ifland, and thence judge of the pradieability of 
fettling upon it, before the day came when he mull either go on 
fliore or lc:ivc Crook alone, w ithout being able to afliga fucli clear rea- 
fons as landing in time might enable him to do. 

loth. About tw'o o’clock in the morning the moon w^as totally 
eclipfed ; but the roughnefs of the weather prevented our obferv ing it 
w'ith fuflicient accuracy to be of any ule. The wind at this time 
came in very heavy guRs from the mountains, and juft as the cclipfe 
ended our cable broke; the beR bower was immediately let go, and 
brought^the^hip up in forty iatlioms water at the entrance of the 1 c,. 

11th, Sunday. The natives crowded off as ufual; but on being hi 
that the fliip w'as tao n for that day, they all fwam back to ihc R< 

12th. The chief and his brothcj's came on board w ith Ota.hcir' ui 
Tom, who informed us that tlie hoy Harraw ay had left them and 
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gone to the other fide of the ifland ; and as he Iiad fald nothing con¬ 
cerning his intention, they thought he meant to remain, for which 
Tom blamed him very much: but the captain, to try Tom’s own 
tegard for his country, which he had conftantly praifed to the Ikies 
fince wc came here, ordered him to put his things into the canoe and 
go on fliorc alfo, afligning as the rcafon, his being privy to Harraway’s 
clopetncnt. The poor fellow declared his innocence, and with tears 
in his eyes collected his trifles and put them into the canoe, and before 
he w ent over the fide fliook hands with all the crew', then put off with 
a heart ready to break with fobbing and crying: when he was gone a 
little way, the captain called him back again, but it was fome time 
before he became reconciled and cheerful. On the other hand, feveral 
of the Marquefiins were continually plaguing the captain to take them 
to Otaheite. 

1 3th. While wc were at dinner one of the natives ftolc a pump- 
bolt, and w^as making olf wdth his prize, when Mr. Godfell deteded 
him, and wdth the help of the gunner prevented his cfcape. The reft 
all jumped overboard, and made for the fliorc. The thief we laflied 
up by way of puniflimcnt, and flicwing him a loaded mulket, he 
fully expeded to be fliot. A man of fome confcqucncc, who had 
come in the I'ame canoe, brought the chief’s fecond brother, with two 
pigs and a plantain-leaf, to intercede for the offender, who was his 
father; thele we rcfufl-.d to accept. It w'as affeding to fee the fbn 
kifs and embrace his father, and take their laft farewell: however, 
not to prolong the anguifli, w'c took up and difeharged the mufket, 
and then liberated the culprit. lie could not at firft believe that he 
was not fliot; but when fet free, and prefented to his fon, both of 
them appeared fo overwhelmed with joy, that they could hardly truft 
their own eyes: dumb gratitude and confternation had deprived them 
of the power of fpccch. Wc added a folemn warning to them in 
future againft fuch pradices, and fent them afliore with the pigs, 
which wc refufed to accept, that they might fee wc had no advantage 
in our view. 


T 
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14th. This morning the wind blew with fuch violence that we 
parted from otir bell bower; and as the fliip was Hill unrigged wc 
were under the neceffity of either letting go another anchor, or drifting 
to fea; accordingly a Iparc anchor which we had in readinels was let 
go in fifty fathoms water, and one hundred and forty fathom of cable 
veered out before the fhip brought up. Wc were now about a mile 
and a half without the entrance of the bay, and the wind continuing 
to blow as hard as ever, we became apprehenfive that the fltip might 
be drove off the Ifland, therefore manned the pinnace, and fet Mr. 
Harris on fliore with all his things. The afternoon we employed in 
putting the rigging in fomc order, and bending the falls, as the captain 
intended to work into the bay the next day if the weather permitted. 
The latter part of this day we had very * heavy rain : but notwith- 
ftandlng the roughneft of the weather, and the great dlftance we lay 
from the head of the bay, leveral of the natives fwam off to the fhip ; 
but as we were fo very bufy, they were not admitted on board, only to 
reft in the boats alongfide, and then return; fome took no reft at all, 
but feeing by the others that the fhip was tabooed, they fwam back of 
their own accord ; a great exertion, clpecially to the females, as the 
diftance both ways could not be lefs than five miles. 

15 th. Early this rnorning we hove up the anchor, and worked dole 
in to the head of the bay, having as much wind as our double-reefed 
topfails would carry, which makes the working in dangerous, as the 
wind is fo variable, that fometimes when the fhip was clofo to the 
rocks Ihe would hardly come about. We anchored at noon in our 
former ftation, or rather nearer the fliore, but were drove without it 
again. All the afternoon we were at work fweeping for our fmall 
bower, and juft as it grew dark wc fvvept the buoy-rope, and made a 
nun-buoy fall till the next day. We alfo unbent the fails, that the job 
at the rigging might be completed. 

On the 16th we hoifted the long-boat out and got the anchor on 
board, but poftponed our foarch for the other till the rigging was put 
in proper order. On Sunday the 18th wc again tabooed the fliip: 
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indeed this was the only fucce/sful mode we had of keeping the 
natives away. On Monday we hauled the ieine at the head of the bay, 
and caught about fix dozen fmall fifh. 

20th. Mr. Harris and Crook came on board, and held a meeting 
with the captain refpedling their ftay. Mr. Harris complained of the 
poverty of the place, faid he could not eat the mahie, &c. Crook de¬ 
clared his determination to ftay, even though Mr. Harris fl’ould leave 
him. The refult was, that they both went on lliore to make further 
trial before our departure. Several of the natives on board as ufual. 

On the 22d a native ftole the cook’s axe, and fetting olF with his 
canoe, was near the lliore before it was known ; when he faw the pin¬ 
nace chafing him, he paddled to the rocks, hauled his canoe up, ran 
into the bulhes, and fo got clear off. They had now become fo adlive 
in Healing, that the failors had fcarce a knife left among them. To 
remedy this, as foon as they came in the morning, each man chofe a 
young lad as his ftorekeeper, who followed his maftcr clofely all the 
day, with his knife, marling fpike, &c. hung to his neck ; and this 
laved them, for they always proved very faithful. 

23d. The boats were fent to fwcep for the bell bower anchor, and 
caught hold of it; but trying to heave it up, the rope broke ; and night 
approaching, it was left till next day. This evening wc obfen ed the 
bay to be unufually agitated, for which we could alTign no caulc, as 
the wind was eallerly, with moderate weather. 

On the 2 4th, the fifherman, whom we hauled in at the quarter- 
gallery at our iirll coming, Iwam olf at break of day, and informed us 
that Mr. Harris had been on the beach all the night with his chell, 
and had been robbed of moll of his things. This affair at lirll gained 
little credit; for w'c could not liippofc him lb imprudent as to bring 
his property down without fending notice, that a boat might be ready 
to receixe them. But, on difpatching the jolly-boat to know' the 
truth, w'e found it to be really the caff. He had come down in the 
dulk of the evening; and as none from the Ihip were on lliore, the 
boats being employed at the anchor, and the lliip lying too far from 
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the beach for him to hail, he fpent an uncomtijrtablc night, fitting 
npon his chefi:: about four in the morning the natives, in order to 
Heal his clothes, drove him ofi the chefi;; and, for fear they Ihould 
hurt his perfon, he fled to the adjacent hills. Mr. Falconer, who went 
to bring him off, found him in a mofi; pitiable plight, and like one out 
of h is fenfes. The furf was lb high that they could not land, and w'crc 
therefore obliged to haul the chefi and its owner ofi' by means of a 
rope. The reafons he gave for leaving his, partner fo abruptly, befidcs 
thofe already merxtioned, were fuch as he might naturally have cx- 
peded : Tenac, it feems, wanted to treat them with an cxcurfion to 
another valley, to which Crook readily agreed, but Mr. Harris would 
not confent. I'lie chief feeing this, and defirous of obliging him, not 
confidering any faxour too great, left him his wife, to be treated as if 
file were his own, till the chief came back atrain. Mr. Harris told 
him that he did not want the woman; however, flic looked up to him 
as her hufiband, and finding herfclf treated with total ncgled, became 
doubtful of his fex ; and acquainted fbme of the other females with 
her fufpicion, who accordingly came in the night, when he fiept, and 
fatisfied themfelvcs concerning that point, but not in fuch a peaceable 
way but that they awoke him. Difeov'ering fo many ftrangers, he was 
greatly terrified ; and, perceiving what they had been doing, was de¬ 
termined to leave a place where the jieople were fo abandoned and- 
given up to vvickedncls: a caufc which fliould hat e excited a contrary 
rcfilution. 

To-day wc put a new tow-line in the boat, and fvvept the bcfl bow'cr 
anchor w ith it; hove it up witli the long-boat, and got it once more 
J'afe to the bows; the rigging was alfo completed, and we began to 
think of taking our departure. This w'as intimated to Crook, who 
fiill remained llcdfafi: in his refolution to flay in the ifland, defiring 
only fuch implements of hufbandry, and other things, as might fiici- 
lltate and extend his ufefulnefs among the people ; obferving, that his 
happinefs w'ould have been greatly increafed had his devoted fituation 
been with a friendly and agreeable affifliant, whofe converfation ancL 
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fympatliy might huA C comforted him in the time of trouble: but fincc 
the Lord had ordered things otherwife, he thouglit that it better fiiitcd 
with his charader and profefTion, to refign hlmfelf to God’s fatherly 
care, and reil in liis promlfes, than to quit a ihition where a door of 
ulefulncfs was fo e\ldcntly opened : and fliould his blefled Saviour 
make lilm the honoured inftrument of preparing the way for fbmc of 
his more able fervants, he fliould at laid have the happinefs to reflect 
that his life was not i'pent in vain. 

Crook is a young man of twenty-two, remarkably ferious and 
fteady, always employed in the improvement of his mind, and applied 
with great diligence to the attainment of the language. He allb j)of- 
fcfTcs a very good genius, and 1 have no doubt will contrive many 
things to benefit the jioor creatures he lives with; and as the valley 
is capable of great improvement, 1 lliould not be furprifxl to hear of 
this and the iflands adjacent becoming \cry plentiful jdaces by his 
means. He has various kinds of garden-feeds, Implements, medicines, 
&c. ; an Encyclopedia, and other ufeful books. 

20th. To-day the captain went' on fliore for the firft time, and 
took with him Mr. Falconer. Their intention was, to afeend to the 
fummit of the hills, and view the neighbouring illes. They landed, 
and w'ere followed by a crowd of the natives, who were exceedingly 
glad to behold the c.aptain in their village. After taking a little rc- 
frcflimcnt w ith Tenac at his houfe, the chief’s fccond brother accom¬ 
panied them up the mountains, which are fo lleep, that in many 
places they were obliged to haul themfelvcs up by the branches of 
trees that grow upon them. The captain did not reach the top, but 
Mr. Falconer did : whence he had a v iew of Trevenen’s ifland to the 
weft, lliou’s and Dominica to the north, to the call: St. Pedro, and 
Magdalena to the fijuth. The ridge at the fummit of the mountain 
is quite narrow, and every where covered wdth trees. The chief prefl'ed 
him much to fire his mufket againfl Trevenen’s ifland, and wxis highly 
pleafed with his compliance. On their return, Tenac entertained them 
with a roalted hog, but not being very fat, fbmc of the by -Handers.

obfcrvcd that it was not good; which affected the chief fo much, that 
he walked ahde in a pet, and was not reconciled till the captain laid it 
M'as gf)od; and refufed to eat, except the captain came and fat befide 
him, which he accordingly did. In the evening they returned on 
board, followed by Crook and the chief, who came to take leave ; ac¬ 
cordingly, after fcvcral articles were prit in the canoe, wc bad him an 
affectionate farewell, and parted. His manly behaviour at this fegfon 
did him great credit; the tears glillened in his eyes, but none fell; 
nor did l;c betray the leaft fign of fear to enter ujxm his work alone. 

27 th. At four in the morning w'c weighed, and ffood out ot the 
bay with a light air eaftcrly. At feven, hove to for a canoe which 
was paddling hard after us ; in her w'as the chief s brother and our 
old fiflierman, who had wept heartily the evening before on parting 
with us, and partly becaufc the captain would not take him to 
Otaheite : at prefent they brought a note from Crook, with a letter 
for his filler, and requefting fome foap which had been forgot. Ac¬ 
cordingly the quantity before packed up for him w^as put in the canoe, 
and a prefent of an axe given to each of the meffengers, who preferring 
to go to Otaheite, left us very rcludantly. Wc now fhaped our courfe 
for Trevenen’s and Sir Henry Martin’s iflands, intending to obferve 
their relative fituation to Santa Chriftina, as w'c had reafon to fuppofc 
them erroneoufly marked in the fketch wc had on board. 

Concerning the culloms and manners of the pcojdc about Refolution 
bay, we learnt but little befides what is already related in our daily 
tranfa^lions ; hir, except myfelf for a few hours on the firft two days 
after our arrival, and the captain and the third mate on the lafl day of 
our flay, no perfon was on Hiorc from the ffiij). But, finding this was 
likely to be the cafe, I wrote a number of queries to Crook, whofe time 
being likewife much taken up with his own affairs, he had not Icifure 
.1 the neccffiiry inquiries to anfwer them all. But, from his 
C v ’• of the language, I think that what he fays of a few may 
' • : n V 1 upon, and they are as follow; 

‘ ! e t, ijgious ceremonies referable thofc of the Society Iflands. 
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“ They have a moral in each dlftrid, where the dead arc buried bc- 
“ ncath a pavement of large ftones, but with fuch exceptions as In il.e 
“ cafe of the chief Honoo. They have a multitude of deities. Thofe 
“ moft frequently mentioned arc Opooamanne, Okcco, Ocnamoe, 
Opec-peetye, Onooko, Octanow, Fatec-^aitapoo, Onoctyc; but none 
“ who feem fuperior to the reft, though the extent of my information 
“ is fmall on this head. They only offer hogs in liicrlfices, and never 
men. 

“ The chief Tenac prefidcs over four dlftrlds, Ohitahoo, Tahewav, 
and Innamel, all opening into Ilcfolution bay, and Onopoho, the 
‘‘ adjoining valley to the fouthward. He has four brothers: Acow- 
“ taytay, Natooafecdoo, Ohcephee, and Mocnccnec; but none of 
“ them feem invefted with any authority; and Tenac himfelf with 
“ lefs Sian the Otaheitcan chiefs. 

“ There is no regular government, eftablillied law, or punllbrnents; 
“ but cuftom i;: the general rule. 

“ As to their food and manners, like moft uncivilized nations, they 
“ have no regular meals, but eat when they are hungry, and here not 
“ in a great quantity at a time, this being their fcarce fcafon. When 
“ they have a hog, they cat of it five or fix times a day ; and when 
“ without animal food, they ufc the roafted bread-fruit, fifli, mahic, 
“ pudding made of it and other vegetables, ahee-nuts, and a paftc 
made of a root refembllng the yam ; and this they do often through 
the day. The women are not allowed to cat hog, and arc probably 
** under other prohibitions as at Otaheite, and feem much more 
“ fervilc to the men, and harlhly treated. They are employed in 
making cloth and matting, but not in cookery, except for them- 
“ fcivcs. I have never obferved any of the men, from the chief to 
** the toutou, at w^ork, except a few old perfons making cords and 
“ nets. The reft idle about, and balk in the fun, telling their ftorics, 
“ and beguiling the time. 

“ The chief is faid to have three wives; the youngeft is with him 
here, the others in different parts of the ifland. He has feveral 
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“ children, feme of which live with him here, and the others with 
** their mothers, Obferving a pregnant woman, I alhcd her ho\'^ 
many children flie had; flic replied, Three. I wilhed to know' if 
they were by the fame man; flic faid. Yes. I afked fnrtlu r, if he 
had any other wife; Ihc faid. No. Whence I am led to fnppole, 
“ that, though Tenac has more wives than one, this is not ufua), ar.d 
“ arid may be the privilege of the cliicf. They ieem to be very foi:d 
of their children ; and when I went up the valley I liiw the men 
often dandling them upon their knees, exactly as I have oblerved an 
“ old grandfather with us in a country village. 

Their particular- cuil:oms 1 am not yet able to deferibe; but 1 
learn the fbn mull not touch the clothes of the father, and mull 
“ w'aJk before him on the road; and the father mull not touch any 
‘‘ thing, nor cat viriluals which have paffed over the head of riic Ion. 
“ Before the age of pul^crty, the operation of flitting the prepuce is 
“ performed; and all the men arc tattou?d, even to the very lips and 
eyelids. Their difeafes are few; I have indeed hardly obferved 
“ the appearance of any; and they are as yet happily free from that 
fatal malady w'hich has made fuch ravages in the Society Iflands.” 
Rcfpedling the pcrfbn.s, drefs, canoes, &c. of thefe people, we 
found them exa<5lly as deferibed in Cook’s Second Voyage, where he 
fays, that “ for fymmetry of lhape and regvilar features, they perhaps 
“ furpafs all other nations. Not a fmglc deformed or ill-proportioned 
“ perfon was feen on the ifland; all were flrong, tall, well-limbed, 
and remarkably aftivc. The men arc from five feet ten Inches high 
to fix feet; their teeth arc not fo good, nor are their eyes fij full, 
as thofe of many other nations: their hair is of many colours, but 
none red; fomc have it long, but the moll general cullom i.s to 
w'ear it fhort, except a bunch on each fide of the crown, which they 
** tic in a knot. Their countenances arc pleafing, open, and difplay 
** much vivacity. They arc of a tawny complexion, which is ren- 
“ dcred almofl black by the pun^ures of the whole body. They 
** were entirely naked, except a fmall piece of cloth round their waift 
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and loins. Thefc pun(5lurcs were difpofed with the utmoit regula- 
rity, fo that the marks on each leg, arm, and cheek, \Nere in general 
“ hmilar.” 

The women are rather of low ftature, though well proportioned, 
and their general colour inclining to brown. We obferved that fomc 
who, on our firll arri^ al, w ere almofl: as fair as Europeans, by coming 
off to the fliip and expofing themfehes to the fun, became afterw ards 
quite dark-coloured. But a few of thefe were pundlurcd or tattoued. 
The chief’s filler had fome parallel lines on her arms, others flight 
punctures on the infide of their lips, and even upon their eyelids. 
They wear a long narrow piece of cloth wrapped two or three times 
round their waiil, and the ends tucked up betw een their thighs : aboi c 
this is a broad piece of cloth, nearly as large as a flieet, tied at the 
upjicr corners: they lay the knot o\er one flioulder, and the garment 
hanging looff rcaciies half wav down the leg. 

“ Their canoes are made of w ood and the bark of a foft tree, which 
“ grow s near the fea, and is very proper for the purpofe; their Icnglb 
is from fixtecn to twenty feet, and about fixteen inches broad, 'd'he 
“ head and ftern are formed out of two folid pieces of w ood; the for- 
“ mer is curved, and the latter ends in a point, which projeffs horizon- 
‘‘ tally, and is decorated with a rude carved figure. Inn ing a faint re- 
“ femblancc to a human face. Some of the canoes have a lattccn fail, 
but they arc generally rowed with paddles.” However, except tlic 
one Tenat had hauled up on the beach, and two or three more, the 
reff w ere fo Indifferent as hardly to fvvim when there was a breeze of 
W'ind. 

The only tame fowls arc cocks and hens, and their quadrupctls only 
hogs ; but the woods are inhabited by fmall birds, whofe plumage i.s 
exceedingly beautiful, and their notes fwectly varied. We left cats 
and llie-goats, and were forry wc had no hc-goat to give them, as they 
were I'o fond of thefe animals, that the chief took them and Crook 
'wherever he went. 

28th. Before daybreak w'c faw fcveral lights upon TreYencn’>s 

u 
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illand; and as \vc run along the call fide in the morning wc obfervxd 
two or three Tandy bays, whence fertile valleys run towards the central 
hills, which lafl: arc broken and nigged, rifing in fevcral places into 
lofty cones, that give the illaird a very curious appearance. From one 
of the bays there came off a canoe w ith four men, who after a length 
of time came alongfidc, and got a few articles from us, for which 
they had nothing to give in return, but, feeming afraid of us, put off 
immediately. Behind the north-eafl point a large double canoe lay, 
with about twenty men in her; they kept clofe to the rocks; wc 
hove the fhip to for them, but they alfo feemed afraid, and kept 
aloof. At this time vs'e faw a fmgle canoe put off from a fine bay on 
the north-weft fide; this canoe was built exactly like thofe at Santa 
Chriftina, and had the fame kind of lattcen fail: they came clofe to 
the fhip and talked boldly, and when they faw Tanno Manoo upon 
the deck, one of them ftood up and made fbme very lafeivious gef- 
turcs. Wc Invited them alongfide; wher-e they at laft eame, but had 
loft their courage, for tlicy trembled with fear all the w'hite they ftaid. 
From them we got the native names of the iflands, as marked in the 
chart. They willicd us to anchor in the bay, but this we had no 
defire to do; fo wc made them prefents and took our leave. They 
were ftout well-made men, differing nothing from thofe about Rcfb- 
lution bay, except in.being rather Icfs tattoued; their canoes, though 
built after the fame fafhion, are neater and ftrongcr; their houfes alfb, 
as fecn from the flrip, appeared to be fuperior.. Tlic bay on the 
north-w eft part of the ifland feems eligible for Ihipping, and may be 
diftinguiflied by a fmall but high iflet lying off it, and a beautiful and 
regular row of cocoa-nut trees behind a fine white fandy beach. 

From the north end of Trevenen’s ifland wc run N. by E. twenty- 
four miles, to within a mile of the fouth-eaft point of Sir Henry 
Martin’s ifland, which point is high and craggy; clofc to the weft- 
ward of it is Comptroller’s bay, large, and fccurc from the' reigning 
winds. At the entrance, and near to Craggy point, there lies a fmall 
rock above water, in appearance like a boat! At the head of the bay- 
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we faw feme houfcs in a cove, a vaft number of inhabitants aflcmblcd 
upon the beach, and fcveral canoes hauled up near them. All the 
valleys about this bay appeared fertile, many of the hills were covered 
with trees, and the interior parts feemed more habitable than at any 
other of the Marquelas. Weft ward of Comptroller’s bay lies Port 
Anna Maria, where the Daedalus lay; and befidc.s thefe, I think it 
hii^hly probable that there are other good anchoring-places about this 
illand. Captain New deferibes the inhabitants of theft irtands as a 
handlbmc race of people, and extremely hofpitablc, which is certainly 
greatly in favour of thoft who would fettle with miflionary views, 
cfpccially wdicn the fuperior natural advantages of the Illand ate taken 
into the account. It being live o’clock in the afternoon when we got 
oft' Craggy point, we bore up, and, running down the fouth fide, took 
our departure for Otaheite, anxious to know' in what circumftanccs we 
might find the brethren whom we had fettled there.

H aving bent our courfc ibr tlic vSoclcty Illauds, we proceeded 
on our yoye'ic with a ta\oundilc cmIc.

July 3d. We I’cll in with Tioi^kca, a lajz;()on illand, many ot’wliich 
lie feattered about this part of the ocean, and render the navigation in 
dark w eatlier dangerous. We faw frnokc afeending in various parts, 
one failing canoe in the lagoon, and two men following us along (bore. 
They ajjpeared dark-coloured, had a piece of cloth tied round their 
middle, and each carried a fpcar in his hand. Cook vifited this place 
on his fecond \oyagc. A lieutenant and the two Mr. Forfters landed; 
the iilanders received them by touching nofes, a common mode of 
falutation all over the South Sea. I'liey found here various plants, 
particularly a vegetable which the natives bruife and nfix with Ihell- 
fifli: this preparation they throw into the tea, vs licrc they pereeit c a 
flioal of lilli, and intoxicating them, they arc caught on thc.fnrlacc of 
the water, without any other trouble than that of taking them out: 
the name, they lay, which this plant bears among the natives h enow; 
but here the Mr. Forfters have evidently millaken the t|uality ot the 
plant for its name: enow in the language of the Society Jllands, 
means bad, and is doubtlefs in this inlbince ufed by the natives to in¬ 
timate that the plant was noxious or pcdlonoa . Hut tlfismlfiake only 
fliew'S how caly it is to fall into others of a linnlar nature. 

lly oblervation at noon wre made the centre of 'Fiookea in latitude 
I f' :50' S. and its longitude, by the chronometer, reduced from the 
Marquefas and afterwards back Trom Otaheite, to be 22' W. 
which is 1^ 12 ' W. of what Mr, Wales makes it. But had we not 
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made Otahcltc very cYaci Ly our chronometer, we Ihould rather have 
been hlent than fiippoled an error In iL t!;ood an authority as Mr. 
Welles. However, to ho certain of this point is of eonfecpietiee, as 
the longitude of levcral otiicrs of the fmall idands i.- deduced from it,, 
and this is the idand a perfon would cdioul'e to make firlt in coining 


from the Marqucfis. '*

0th. At fewen in the morning we law the high land of Otalicitc ; 
and at noon, being clofc in, w'c ran between the Dolphin hank aiul 
Point Venus reef, and came to anchor in Mataviii bay in thirteen 


fathoms water, and immediately moored diip. The natives crowd< d 
off, all exceedingly glad to fee us; the luethren f(dlov\ed in a ilatr 
bottomcil boat, which they had been defued to build fur the purpofc 
bf paffmg the lhallow entrance oi' the ii\er esith the goods. I'hc 
rcpf>rt they gave was pleading to us all. Tiicy had, in general, en¬ 
joyed gO(jd Iica'th. The natives had conftanily oblerved the lame re- 
Ipctlful behaviour towards them as at fii ;r. and had never.-lailed a (kiv 
to fupply them abundantly evith all kinds of pru\ifions. Reljieciii’g; 
the purpofes of the million, it was a point of which they couifl not 
as vet fay any thing more than that appearances were encouraging. 
From the little experience they had gained ot the people, they liip- 
pofed them teachable ; and though rooted in the traditions and pre¬ 
judices of their aiiccftors, they hoped that a knowledge of the. kni- 
guage, and pcrfeveraiKC in their duty, woidd have a,great clfc d iiijon 
the riling generation. Thedr example had already regained the nariiral 
levity of the natls es, and overawed them ; fo that they khioni attempt 
to adl a heeva within their hearing; and when they eome near on tlic 
fubhatli, they always behave with decency. Their dreis and manners 
alfo exhibited great improvement on the fide of motlcllj. 

However, in their own department, thertf had been fomc diftcrcnce 
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of opinion concerning their interior regulations. Conlidering their 
fmall number, tlicir committee and the office of prcfident had been 
dlllblvcd the office of ftorc-Ivcepcr, &c. had alfo been changed ; and 
all public mcafurcs were debated, difapproved, or adopted, by tlic 
Ixxly; a majority fettling thcjnattcr. But their own journals will 
umc the moft accurate ftatement o£^their proceedings during our 
.iih/ence. 


March 20 th« The fhip quitted the bay of Matavai this day, and 
was foon out of fight. Our brethren who laft departed from the Ihip 
4 n a canoe had an unpleafant return, by rcafon of the wind, and were 
obliged to land at a diftance, but got to their companions in the 
evening, and received their canoe and its contents fafe the next day. 

27 th. Brother Puckey informed the brethren refpefling Eimeo, 
and the velfcl he had gone thither to examine. He advifed, that £(S 
Mannc Manne and his people had been exceedingly friendly, they 
ffioukl launch the vclfcI, and bring her to Matavai bay to be com¬ 
pleted. Puckey and Cock were accordingly appointed to go to Eimeo 
for this purpotc. A confultation was held refpeding Micklewright; 
though all condcmtK'd his condu<51:, the majority prevailed, that, if he 
profelfcd repentance, ’he Ihould be received. Some of the brethren 
thought he ought to be w holly feparated from them as a hypocrite. 

28th. A coufidcrable prelent came from Pomarre and Iddeah of 
all forts of pro\ ifions, alTuring us, when thefe were expended, they 
would fend a c^|lant ffipply. 

29 th. We are daily vifited by the king, queen, Iddeah, and many 
of the natives. Some of the Otaheitcans, whom wx have with us as 
lielpers, fpcak many Engllfli words, and arc eager to be taught the art 
of reading; they lun c already learnt moft of the charaiflers of the 
alphabet, though our neccffiiry^ avocations have prevented us from 
paying much attention to this point, or from employing ourfclvcs in 
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the acqulfition of their language. We have provifion in great abun- 
druree; a gracious Providence evidently favours our defign. 

31 ft, Vifitcd by the king and queen; complained to them of the 
deftrueftion occafioned by the rats. Tliey fent in immediately lour 
cats. 

April ift. Vilited by the king and queen, and Mawroa the hufband 
of Pomarre’s fifter, a man of good fcnle and great authority: he 
brought a cheft to be repaired, and requefted Wm. Puckey to be his 
tayo: he hcfitatcd at firft, but, on the reprefentation of the Swede 
how much he could Icrve us, he confented. 

2 d. Though multitudes of natives, with the king and queen, at- 
tendetl our worlliip, for want of our interpreter wc w'crc urwble to 
addrefs them ; but they looked on.filent whilft wc preached and ad- 
miniftcred the Lord’s fupper. 

3d. Took three Otaheiteans to aftift in our cookery and attend our 
hogs. The king and queen brought a largft prefent of cocoa-nuts to 
brother Cover and his wife, deftring to become their adopted children, 
and promifmg to regard them as their father and mother. Pomarre 
and Iddcah brought a larger in the evening, and begged them to re¬ 
ceive the king and queen as their own progeny. The women eroded 
the river to vifit the garden and the country around; the king fol¬ 
lowed them, and paid them every mark of attention, diree^ing them 
to the beft roads, and ordering his attendants to proAidc cocoa-nuts 
for their rcfredimcnt. It is incredible to lee the quantity of provifioiis 
poured, in upon us; wc have not lefs than a waggon-load of fruits, 
beddes the multitudes of hogs and poultry.. Surely the Lord hath 
done this. 

4th. At a quarter paft eight o’clock we adTcmblcd for our monthly 
prayer meeting; w'crc revived with the confideration of the thoufinds 
of God’s people who were remembering us, and at the fame throne of 
grace praying for our fuccefs among the heathen. 

5th. Our daily royal vifitors have taken up their abode of late at 
Matavai, on purpofc to be near us,. Pomarre brought a chair to be 
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repaired, which the captain had given him, with a muilcet and fowling- 
piece : thefe wo cxcufed otirl'elves from repairing, except the chair, till 
the fmith had let up his forge; but he left them with us. Their huts 
Tcrv much relcmble a tra\ clling camp of gypfics. 

Cttli. ICarly this nunniug Otoo fent ten men to prepare wood for 
rrcsling tiie blac!;lhiith's Ihop. Our brethren from Eimeo returned, 
and made ns the picafmg report, that they had been very kindly 
received by the nativ es, vv ho never attempted to ftcal any of our tools, 
and were read\ to give us evCry alTillancc'. Brother J. Puekey, on the 
I .ord's dav, liad addrelled them by Andrew, '■Iiey heard attentively, 
and faid it was ‘nerv ; but it could be o<* no ul- to them t change 
their relnnon, as the brethrei' woul ’ fo loon leave them and carry 
away the jjook. We allured them w'c would return and teach 
them again v ery loon. The natives replied, if any of the chiefs em¬ 
braced our religion they Ihould follovv. 

The \elfcl they had'planked up, fo that ilie w'ould be fit to come 
over in a few days. 

hllektewright s conducl was very difirelfing to us; none of our 
remonifiMiiees could keep liim Injm the natives, 

Btli. One of the arreoies, the tayo of brother Henryk, came to us 
with his wile big with child: they W’ takin *• *-heir leave of us, in 
<irdei‘, din ing their abieiice, to delliov the intant which Ihould be born, 
according to the ordifiauce of tliat'diabolical loc iy. We diought this 
a ]iro;:cr op’Katuiuty to rcinontiratc- w.di them agginfi; thi.s horrid 
cnllom. '1 he .mother tclt w ith tendernefs, and apoiarcd willing to 
Tparr the inkiut; but tlie brutal chief CGntinucd obillnately bent on 
his purpoli, thouyh he acknowledged it a bloody acd, pleading the 
dtabliJiied evdtom, b.is io(s of all priv ileges, and the dillolution of the 
focicty, il' this Humid become general. We ofiered to build them a 
houfe for the pregnant vvoiueu, and take every child which fliould be 
b'orn into our immediate cave. We, threatened him, that fuch an un- 
n ityral act w'ould exclude lam Irom our friendHiip forever, and more, 
that .the Eaci.'oa, i/i.r God, would certainly jmnifli him. He faid, if he 
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fow the arrcoics dcftroyed by the Eatooa for it, he would defift; and 
alkcd if their forelkthers were fuffering for thefe pradiccs. Our bre¬ 
thren failed not to open to him the WTath of God againft all iingodli- 
nefs and unrightcoufnefs -of men. On this he walked off dcjecHcd, 
but not apparently determined to defift from the evil or danger of his 
waj's. A few days afterwards he came, and promifed, if the child 
were born alive, he would bring it to us ; and on another a ifit after¬ 
wards with his wife, rcnewxd his promile on forfeiture of our lavour. 

M iinnc Manne returned from Oparre with .abundance of clothes 
,md provifioii for all the brethren. We took flic opportunity to inform 
Pomarre, that next day w'e flaould fpcak to them the parow no t’Eu- 
tooa, the word oi God; and invited them to come, wdiich they pro¬ 
mifed, 

Qth, Brother LcAvi.^ preached from T//ou Jluih not kill^ to the king, 
queen, Manne Manne, and a number of the natives, wlio heard with 
ferious attention, and find, “ My ty te' parow no Pretanc, ima tippe- 
“ rahai mydu’ .m., pbhlic rba te taata: Good is the w'ord of Britain, 
“ not to kill children, not to lacrifice men.” The high-prieft whif- 
pering fomething, w'c alked him what he faid; he anfwered, he told 
the people to leave ^ff their wicked waiys. 

Pomarre and Id deal came at noon, and going into the married bre- 
tiircn’s ajiart oieut, lound Lucm c fing wdth the arrcoics on the evil 
of deftro)ing inj|auts, Iddcah was particularly addreffed on th^ fubjeft, 
as Ibe too w as pregnant by a toutou wh(> cohabited with her, and wais 
alfo of the arrcoic focieiv. Pomarre and Iddcah had for fomc time 
ccufed to cohabit; he had taken another wife, and flie one of her fer- 
vaiits; but they lived in the fame ftatc of fricndfhip, and with no Ini'; 
of dignit)'. The brethren endeavoured to convince her ot the dread- 
fulnel's of murder, in a mother cfpceially. They promil'cd to receive 
the child immediately, and it fliould be no trouble to lier: but flic 
was fullen, and made no reply. They then addrelletf Pomarre, and 
entreated liis interference in litpprefling fuch aeds of inhumanityand 
to give orders that no more human liicrificcs fliould be offered. He 
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replied, he would; faid, that Captain Cook told him it Ihould not be 
done; but did not Ray long enough to inftnjft them. One of the 
brethren then faid, that we were come for that cxprcfi purpofe, and 
hoped he would hearken to our counfcl; pointing out all the danger 
and difidvantagc to themfelves; and warning them, that if they dc- 
Ipiled our Inftruftions, and continued in their wicked praftices, we 
Ihould leave them and go to another ifland, where wc could hope for 
more attention. Pomarre W'as evidently afFedcd by what was faid, 
and cfpcclally could not bear the thought of our leaving him; and 
promifediie would ufe all his authority to put an end to thefe prac¬ 
tices. He indeed appears of a teachable difpofition and open to con- 
viAion. Mannc Mannc came in during this converfation; and we 
told him freely, that if he offered any more human facrifices he would 
utterly forfeit our fricndfhip, and muft conlider us as his enemies. He 
replied, he certainly would not. On this we informed him, that our 
Lord knew his heart, whether he was fincere in his promifes. 

We renewed our attempts with Iddcah, invited her to continue 
with us, and fuffer our women to take care of her child; that her 
. example would have the happieft effefts upon the nation; and knowing 
her cagernefs for European cloth, we promifed hjj: three fhirts, *and 
any other articles, when the lliip arrived; yea more, that we would 
report her condu6l to Queen Charlotte and the Britifh earec ladies, to 
whom nothing would more endear her; and that the jext fhip would 
alTurcdly bring her very valuable prefents. She faid the child was bafe 
born; had it been Pomarre’s,* it would have lived; but that now they 
were arrcoics—and marched off with her paramour, who fat by and 
heard with utter indifference. 

In the afternoon wc again addrclled the natives through the inter¬ 
preter. Wc afkcd them if they underftood what w’e faid; they an- 
Iwered, Yes, and that it was very good. Among our auditors was 
Mawroa, the hirfband of Pomarre’s lifter, widow of Motuaro, the late 
chief of Eimeo. In converfation with he faid he was refolved to 
throw away the gods that could neither hear, nor fee, nor fpcak, and 
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worfhip the Englifh God. He put feveral queftions to us, particularly 
whether it was not lawful for a man to Have one wife j we told him, 
afluredly; it was an ordinance of our God: to which he replied, 

My ty, my ty, very good.” 

10th. A wet day. In the intervals of the fhowers went in queft 
of a fituation for ereding new habitations, the prefent not having the 
land fo good around them, and being a very fandy foil. We did not 
fix, but the majority feemed defirous to build on the fpot which the 
mutineers had chofen, as having the advantages of foil, as well as the 
eaflerly breezes from the niountain; feveral waterfalls near formed a 
meandering flream through the valley; the foot of the mountains 
abounded in bread-fruit and cocoa-nut, and the land appeared fuited 
for cultivation, being cleared of trees which had been burned down by 
the mutineers J with an opening to the weft, which let in a beautiful 
view of Matavai bay, and a diftaiit profpc<ft of Eimeo. 

12th. This day Iddcah appeared again in public, and Manne Manne 
communicated to us the aftlicftivc intelligence that fhc had murdered 
her new-born babe. It was therefore refolved by the brethren, that 
no more prefents fliould be received from Iddeah; and that our marked 
difapprobation of her condudl fhould be ftiewn whenever fhc came to 
our houfe. Commenced a weekly lc<fture; brother Henry fpokc from 
" The Son of Man* is come to feek and fave that which was loft:” 
the king and many Otahcitcans were prefent. 

13th. Pomarre and Iddcah came with a vaft prefent of hogs and 
vegetables, which were feparated into four parcels. We alkcd Pomarre 
from whom they came; we thankfully accepted his, but refufed to 
touch thofe which Iddeah. offered, and afligned our rcafons, wliich 
Andrew communicated. She was highly offended; faid Ihc had a 
right to do with her children as file plcafcd, and^fliould obferve the 
cuftoms of the country without minding our difplcafurc: and walked 
off with her toutou, leaving the prefent behind: a new cheft which, 
had been made for her, being her ow ii materials, was given her, and 
Ihe carried it off with hct. Yet her unnatural crime did not utterly 
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pafs unpunllhcd; a dreadful milk abfeefs brought her under the fur- 
gcon’s kuife, and repeated ll^arp rebukes; yet her heart appeared ftiU 
hardened. She is u bold daring fpirit, and much more warlike than 
her hufbaiid Pomarre. As we would not receive Iddcah’s prefent, we 
wiflied Mamie Mamie to dillributc it to the natives, inftcad of which 
he carried it off to his own houlc. • 

Yet even this is but one among many unnatural crimes which we 
dare not name, committed daily without the idea of-fhame or guilt. 
Ill various dillriiits of the ifland there are men who drefs as women ; 
work with them at the cloth; arc confined to the fame provifions and 
rule of eating and drefling; may not cat with the ^men, or of their 
food, but have feparatc plantations for their peculiar ufe. 

It is remarkable, that with all thefe horrid vices fo predominant, in 
our prefence they never llicw an attitude or commit an a<fl unfeemly; 
indeed they profefs hardly to know what w^e arc, and fuipciJt we arc- 
not Englillimcn, or like any others they hav.e feen who have ever vi- 
fitcd their illand. 

It may be worth a remark, that Iddeah had not been abfent from 
our houfe two days before flic appeared as if nothing ailed her: with fo 
little inconvenience do the moft painful operations of nature affed; 
thole of that happy climate. 

i -lth. Mamie Mamie brought us morcjiogs, and one of our fow's 
having farrowed, we had now fifty-nine in the fly ; fo that we may 
truly fay the good of the land is before us. Brother Jefferfon addrclTed 
the natives, with the king and queen; fome of tlicm looked fo fled- 
faflly at the minillcr, as if eager to devour every w'ord that was 
fpoken. “ My heart,” fays W. Puckey, “ was much engaged in 
“ fecret prayer for thefe poor fouls.” 

15th. Wanted plank for the blackfmith’s fhop; told the king, 
lie faid, Harry-mlc, come along.” I thought he had fome ready; 
I went with him and fix men; he carried me up the valley, and 
fcarching every houlc took what he liked: many of the people lloutly 
refilled, but his men would not leave a plank. I told the king, w'ith 
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whom we exercife the moft entire familiarity, that he was a thief. 

No,” fays he, “ it is the cuftora of Otaheite.” 

The king was carried on men’s Ihoulders, and through fuch dange¬ 
rous places, that he ran the greateft rifk of breaking his bones; but 
he muft not alight, as every place his foot touches becomes facred and 
his own ground. At lafl we arrived at a territory of* his own ; when 

alighting, he took a majcftic ftride, and ftalking on, “ Puckev,” fays 
he, “ is this as King George walks r” I told him. Yes. Hating gone 
about three miles I dcfircd to return, though the king would have 
gone farther, notwithftanding the rain. lie thep gave me a liog, and 
made the people from w'hom he had taken the plank carr^ it tUnt ii to 
our houfe. i 

I waited two hours, but the rain not abating, I pufhed Jiomew'artls; 
in croffing the river I had like to have been carried away bv the 
ftream, and cried put; one of our fervants immediately plunged in, 
and brought me fafe to land, though drenched to the Ikin as I had 
been the whole day, 

16 th. This day we thrice addrclfed the natives by our interpreter, 
and with their ufual attention; but as foon as they retired, they fclh 
like children, to their own light amulcments. The Lord grant the 
feed fown, may take firmer root in their hearts-! 

17 th. Having given in the plan of the flat-bottomed boat which 
was to be built againfl: the captain’s return, it was approved. Po- 
marre, on application, ordered fix men to attend me: I had liberty 
to cut down whatever I chofe, and had not proceeded far before I found 
an excellent pourbw tree, fufficient to build a vefl'el of any burden; it 
moft rcfcmblcs afli, but the wood is harder; it grows crooked, and is 
very capital for timbers and knees. The natives with me tlcllred me 
not to do any thing, but only to mark where and how to cut, and 
they would do the work. 

18th. Not able to work through pain in my buck, my tayo and his 
wife coming, they dcfircd to chamfer me, which gave me great relief. 
The lliop being finiflied, and brother Hodges with HaflcL at work. 
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the natives crowded round him, but vaftly frightened with the fparks 
and hifling of the iron in water. Pomarre came, fupremely delighted 
with the bclloAvs and forge, and catching the blackfmith in his arms, 
all dirty as he was, joined nofes with him, and exprefled his high 
fatisfadioii. After work they were going to bathe themfelvcs in 
the river, when the young king laid hold of an arm of each, and 
went down with them to bathe. His queen, Tetua, followed, and faid 
to Halfell, ‘‘ Harrc no t’avyc, Go into the water;” but they lignified 
they wiilicd Ihc w'ould leave them firft; on this flic retired : as for 
hcrl’elf, Ihc often bathes at noon-day attended by twenty men, feldom 
ever having any women to wait on her. 

20th. A native llolc a box for the fake of the nails; we feized and 
confined him for three hours, and then liberated him, informing him, 
that, fliould any be caught in future, they fhould be more fevcrcly 
pimifhcd. Soon after Pomarre and Mannc Mannc brought a peac^ 
oltcring of a pig and plantain-leaf. The leaf wc accepted, but wc 
faid wc could not receive the pig, having forgiven the offence. 

21 ft. Two of our brethren went with three natives to procure 
more wood: wc went up the valley; it is about feven miles long and 
a quarter of mile broad, with very little defeent, which makes the 
river meander flowly through it. It is covered with trees, except a 
few verdant fpots from whence the wood is cleared. The mountains 
on both fidcs arc exceedingly high and perpendicular, covered with 
fhrubs and trees, where parrots, parroquets, and a kind of grey thrufh 
which fings delightfully, build their neft. The natives ard numerous 
and flourlfhing; they fee the fim but a few hours in the day, his 
beams being intercepted by the mountains., and a light cool breeze 
blow'S dow nward continually. They have fine plantations of yava and 
cloth trees neatly cnclofcd; and they have all the other edibles in vaft 
profufion, but arc fo indolent, that they hardly are at the pains to gather 
them. I'hcy cat when they arc hungry, and fleep when they plcafe. 
'Fhere were feveral infetfted wdth that horrible dlfcafc Europeans pro¬ 
bably have left them, and f()mc with their limbs ready to drop off. 
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Staying at a houfe till the reft returned, having made my feet fore, 
the kind inhabitant prefented me his wife; and though 1 excuful 
rnyfclf from that favour, he inftantly prepared a hog, which was ready 
as fbon as my companions came from the mountain; whilft our h(jft 
himfelf would wait on his gugfts. 

At our return brother Henry was preaching to the nativ es; and after 
fcrvicc Manne Manne obferved, that we gave them plenty of the 
“ word of God, but not of many other things.” 

22d, 23d. Nothing but the ufual ferv ices: read the articles of 
religion we had fubferibed. 

24th. On a meeting of our fociety we agreed to new regulations, 
abolilhing the committee of five; and as each had his vote in our 
deliberations, a fecretary only wiis thought neceflary, and a prefident, 
to be chofen at each meeting. We drew up rules for every day’s work ; 
the bell to ring at fix; to be afiTcmbled for prayer in half an hour; to 
labour till ten at our various occupations; to fpend from ten till tlvrce 
in mental improvement; from three till night at our ufual employ¬ 
ment ; bell to ring at feven for prayef, and the journal to be read. 
We then proceeded to divide our iron for traffic, and caft lots for the 
watches. 

27th. Purfuing our various employments, and daily attended by 
the nativ'es. Five of us went to Eimeo with Manne Manne to finifh 
his veflcl. The brethren at Eimeo were moft hofpitably cntertaijicd; 
but Micklewright, the fteward, having warped the Swede, and difiiv 
dined him to us, he made a variety of cxcufes for not interpreting to 
the people as ufual. Having an addrefs tranflated, brother Cover dc- 
fired to read it to them, which Manne Manne approving, under the 
fliade of a fpreading tree they fung, “ Salvation, O the joyful found,” 
&c. and after prayer read the addrefs; at the clofe of which Manne 
Manne exclaimed, “ Very good fellow!” and on afking the natives if 
they underftood what was read, they replied, “ Yes. it was very good.” 
They then crofled the bay, fully anfweringGook’s defeription. The face 
of this ifland is very romantic : the land around it is like the ruins of a 
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Itnpcivdous fortification. The cliftricfl of Watawy is lefs mpuntaiuous 
and better cultivated than any at Otaheitc; the foil deep and good. 
W'^c retired to rcll on /bme Otaheitc cloth laid on the boards of the 
vefel. Brothers Bicknell and Cock worked at thevcfel, whilft Cover, 
with Andrew, with much difficulty was preparing a tranlilated addrcis; 

d to omit many fentcnccs for w-ant of words. Set off for Ota- 
hcite; llopt at Popo hay in the canoe, very uncomfortably. The wind 
increaling, we were driven to leeward, and juft made Attahooroo. 
Earneft to reach our houfe for the iabbath, we fet oft' on foot, and left 
tlie canoe on the fborc. 

On the way vve vifited the tuppapow of Oraplah: he is in a fitting 
pofture, clothed in red cloth, under a fired; a native attending day 
and night, and oft'ering provifions to the mouth of the dead corpfc, 
which not hidng. reccired, he eats them hhnfelf. We reached home 
at'tcr twehc o'clock, very much fatigued, not having put off our 
clothes fincc we left Mata\ ai. 

29th, 30 th. Our brethren were a(ftively employed, fawing plank 
for the boat. The natives arc vaftly furprifed to fee us cut fo many 
boards out of one tree, two being the moft they attempt: they arc 
amazed to obferve the facility with which w'c work all our tools. 
Going to the blackfmith’s ftiop, I obferved a chief peeping in ; I afkcd 
him wdiy ho went not within ; he faid he was (mattow) frighted, and 
angry with the fire for’fpittlng at him. As Iboii as tlic iron hift'cs in 
the water, or on the anvil, the natives fl\. 

Tlirec of the brethren accompanied Pomarre in a journey through 
the ifland, in order to make obfervations. 

May I If. The king came with a mulkct and lour piftols to l>e 
repaired and cleaned. On confultation we demuned to the requeft; 
but as he had font a hog and other things to the fmith, we ordered 
<>iie of the piftols to be done, and put oft' the reft fc.r a while. 

2cl. Our monthly prayer meeting. We ftiall tranferibe a palTage 
from one of the journals on this occafion, which others will feel w ith 
Iciifitions of delight as we do: ‘‘ O Lord, how greatly haft thou ho- 
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“ nourcd me, that thoufands of thy dear children lliould be praying 
“ for me, a worm! Lord, thou haft fet me in a heathen land, but a 
“ land, if I may fo fpeak, flowing with milk and honey. O put more 
“ grace and gratitude into my poor cold heart, and grant that I may 
never with .lelhurun grow fat and kick.” 

3d. Employed on the boat. Vlflted by the king and queen, who 
fupply all our wants. Our hogs arc incrcafed to feventy; and wc 
have entreated them to bring no more. One of our Iheep brought a 
fine yoimg ram lamb, much wanted. 

r>th. Held a meeting preparatory t« the communion. Brothet 
Lewis, as eldeft miniftcr, after prayer, examined every one with great 
fidelity and tendernefs, giving fuch exhortation and reproof as was 
ncceffary. A happy opennefs of mind and melting of heart pre¬ 
vailed ; and iymptoms of genuine contrition for any paft improprieties 
towards caeh other. This was the firft meeting of the kind we had 
held, and it was truly profitable: we experienced fomething of the 
healing and rcfrefhing prefence of God with us. Refolved fuch meeting 
fliould be monthly. 

/th. Vifited by a chief prieft from Papara, Temarrcc, who is re¬ 
puted equal to Mannc Manne. He is called an Eatboa ; fometimes 
Taata no t’Eatooa, the man of the Eatboa; he w as drefled in a wrapper 
of Otaheitean cloth, and over it an officer’s coat doubled round him. 
At his firft approach he appeared timid, and was invited in: he was 
but juft Icatcd when the cuckoo clock ftruck, and filled him with 
aftoniflimcnt and terror. Old Pyetca had brought the bird feme 
bread-fruit, obferving it muft be ftarved if wx never fed it. At break- 
faft we invited Temiirrce to our repaft; but he firft held out his Ijand 
with a bit of plantain, and looked very folemn, which one of the na¬ 
tives faid was an offering to the Eatboa, and wc muft receive; when 
we had taken it out of his hand, and laid it under the table ; he fat 
dow'n and made a hearty breakfaft. 

Brothcr*Covcr read the tranflated addrefs to all thefe rcfpc(51:cd 
guefts, the natives liftening with attention, and particularly the prieft, 

Y 
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who Iccmed to drink in every word, but appeared difplcafcd when 
urged to caft away their fiilfc gods; and on hearing the names Je¬ 
hovah and Jefus, he would turn and whifper. The people were 
examined by the brethren it* they underftood what was faid, and re¬ 
peated a ccaiiiderable part of wdiat had been delivered, and feemed 
greatiy pleal'ed. 

(jth. Temarree accompanied the kiftg and queen, and Raid to dine 
with us. He is, we find, of the royal race, and Ion of the famed 
Oberca. He is the firll chief of the illand after Pomarre, by w hom 
he has been fubdued, and n^\v lives in friendihip with him, and has 
adopted his fon. He is alfo high in efteem as a prieft. His name of 
Eatooa engaged our converfation. We told him the Eatboa could not 
die, as he mufir. A by-ftanding native laid, “ that he mull be a bad 
** Eatooa indeed; for he had himfclf fecn one of his kind kijled 
“ with a mulkct; and that they were no gods who could be killed.” 
I'hefe priefts pretend to great power, as .forccrers, to kill and make 
alive; and the people are in much awe of them: but we fet their 
pow er at nought. 

I'Jth. We received afilidivc intelligence that Micklcwright and 
the Swede had fired upon the inhabitants at Eimeo: this grieved and 
alarmed us. We difpatelied a letter to our brethren then with Po- 
marre, ad\ ifing them of what had happened, and hallening their return. 
With thole men we detcmiined to have no more intcreourfe. 

13th. The birth day of little Otoo Hafl'cll : hut this name is To 
fatred liere, tliaC every word into w'hich Otoo enters is prohibited, and 
may only be ufed in fpeaking of and to the king. 

14 th. 'I'lie tayo of Puckey returned from Oparre, and brmrght a 
prelent: it being tbc lyord's day, he declined accepting it till the next 
morning. Fewer natives attended the vvorihip to-day than uliial. 

15th. Our brethren returned in conrc(juencc of our letters, all but 
brotlier Main, who Raid one night with Temarree: he joined us the 
next day. * 

lOth. The account they give is, that they made the circuit of the 
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greater pcnini'ula, and entered Tiarabe'o, which Pomanc reprefented 
as ot very diHioult travel!mg; I’o they returned by the louth, and were 
every where kindly received, and moll holpitably entertained In To 
marree, who prevailed on brother Main to be his tayo, and gate him 
and brother Clodc each a double canoe, (hewing them all his llorcs 
and fire-arms which he got (roni the mutineers; the guns, howx\ cr, 
by the policy ot the Svsed.c'', arc all bent. Pomarre, and the king and 
epiccn, would tain have detained them, not meaning thcmrelvcs to 
rct\jru to Matax ai till the lliip comes. Kvery evening and morning 
the king, or I'omc of the people, reminded them of the parorv, or 
prayer, and joined -w ith them attentively ; but fometimes the natives 
were noify and intenuptl\ e: howe\ er, the brethren daily maintained 
their w'orlhip, and on the fabbath retired, and enjoyed fvveet com¬ 
munion w'ith God. 

Their fingularity of manners in thi.s part of the illand, which had 
not been vifited by them, their finging, and allcing a bleffing on their 
meals, excited furprife and laughter, though probably not the laugh of 
contempt; for every where they w ere treated fumptuoufiy, and fome¬ 
times oir a table, wnth plates, in the Englilh fiilhion. We cannot omit 
an obfervation here made by one of the brethren: “Yet all this kind- 
“ nefs is not the gofpel: were w'C as gods among them, we fhould be 
“ wretched, if they believed not our meflage.” 

“ A pridl, who pretended to great power in witchcraft, produced a 

mfh wrapped up in the form of a bird, and fhew’ed me,” fays one of 
the miffionaries, “ how they worfliipped their god by this inllrumcnt, 
“ and intimated that it gave the divine refponfe as our biblc. To a 
“ curious perfon it w'ould have been a feaft to examine, but my bowels 
“ yearned over their ignorance and idolatry. 

“ The fame prieft very kindly anointed my legs, w'hich were much 
“ affeded, with the juice of an herb, which gave me more rclid before 
“ morning than all the applications I had made for three weeks before ; 
“ fo that they arc not deftitutc of fome medical know ledge, probably 
“ the rcfult of experience.” 
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Paflfing into Tlaraboo, wc vifited Pomarre’s youngeft fon at Mato- 
wce, his diftrid, the beft cultivated and moft populous wc have feen. 
We flopped at Wyotcca, as Pomarre faid the next diftridl was not 
friendly to him; but we went ourfclves and returned, and met the 
fame civilities every where. 

On our return, brother Broomhall, through fatigue, and catching 
cold, had one day a fharp feverifh attack. One of the priefls told him 
this ficknefs was infli<Rcd upon him by the Otaheite Eatooa, who 
was angry, and would kill him. Broomhall iiiid he was not at all 
afraid of their god, who was a bad god, or rather no god; that our 
Jehovah fent it, and would remove it the next day. The faying 
inllantly fpread among the natives ; and Brother Broomhall began to 
fear he had fpoken too hallily and unthinkingly of his fpeedy reco¬ 
very, and that God might be difhonoured if his illncfs incrcafcd: he 
therefore looked up carncftly to God in prayer to heal him. The 
prieft came to him again and again, as he turned in his bed, and 
afkcd if he fhould be w ell to-morrow ? He faid, he trufted his God 
w'ould reftorc him. He had a refrefliing night’s flcep, and on the 
morrow found himfclf recovered, and rofe. Many of the natives that 
day queflioned him if he was well, and feemed aftoniflrcd at his reco¬ 
very. The pricfl, among the reft, defired to know if the Pretance 
God had fent aw'ay the ficknefs ; he faid, Yes ; and took this occafion' 
to fpcak to him about their fupcdlitions, and urged that the gods 
which he and his deluded followers worfliippcd were no gods; but 
the pricll infilled that tliey had gods, and a great many, and that 
they prayed to the good ones to keep away the bad ones; and if he 
did not blefs the food, the bad gods would enter into the men and 
kill them. Brother Broomhall replied, that they were under no ap-* 
prchcnfion of the bad god entering their food, let him pray as much 
as he plcafcd, he fhould cat without fear; but the pricfl faid, he did 
not wifli to do him harm, and walked off confounded. This circum- 
llancc fhew's wc mufl exped oppofition w'hcn wc have acquired the- 
lAguagc, and go forth among them to teflify that their deeds arc evil. 
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O that \vc may rejoice in being counted worthy to fuffer for Chrift’s 
name lake ! 

The accounts of former navigators as to the populoufncfs of the 
country arc greatly exaggerated. We think that not a fourth part lb 
many will be found as Captain Cook fuppofes, perhaps mot a tenth. 

In this cxcurfion we vifited one chief, in whofe houfc w'erc many 
w'oodcn gods, of different names: the "god of the fun, and moon, %nd 
ftars, of men, and women, and children, &c. They had each a fword, 
axe, or hammer in their hands, which, the prieft faid, was to kill 
thole who offended them, unlefs they offered a facrifice or atonement 
for their crime. When they offer any thing, whether men or hogs, 
or a canoe, they fay, “ Take this, and be not angry.”—^Yet to thefe 
wooden reprefentatives they feemed to pay little rclpeff. 

15th. Held a very profitable meeting, to exprefs the feelings of 
our minds refpebting the work in which we are engaged. Haffcll and 
Hodges went to feek free land at Oparre, but found none. EA cry houfe 
offered them fowls, if they would ffay the dreffmg; and at Pomarre’s 
a hog was immediately killed and dreffed ; they got twenty pine-apple 
plants: and as they returned they w'cre met every where by the jitojtle 
with apples, cocoa-nuts, and bread-fruit; and one man forced upon 
them a balket containing a roafted fowl and bread-fruit, which they 
brought home. “ I took occafion,” fays one of them, “ to Jpeak 
“ againft their intoxication with ya\a. I'hey laid it only made them 
“ dance, and tobacco did the fame. I wllh it ncAcr had been brought 
“ here by us.” 

lyth—23d. SeA-eral fuccccding days arc only marked with ordinarv 
occurrences. Happily to-day our filler Henrv increafed <nir uumher 
with a healthy female child, after a fafe and cafy dell\cry. 
inflcad of death making iroads among us, and in a climate fo dilierent 
from our native foil, not one of us is debilitated with dlft'afe. Surely 
the dclire of evciy heart is to dc\otc all our llrcngth to the glory of 
the great Author of it. 

27 th. Tlic boat goes on brifkly, and will foon be fininicd. Two 
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f t* us U'ctit to examine the coral reel* ])elbrc the mouth of tl.e river ; 
on the inlidc tlie dcjOCh is \e.ry Irregular; in Ionic places tlsc’ v.ator is 
tu'O or three fathoms, in others a boat can icarcely puls, 'i uc bottom 
is I'caufirii! ; I»ranching trees of coral, with Ihiell filh of the moll beau- 
tifui and vivid colours fwimming in the mi dll of them. Our v-anoe 
uj)k t, liUt no danger enlued. 

L'ftth. “ This evening, aftef divine fervicc, I vvalked,” fays W. 
I’uckey, “ with a native who had been fome time with us; and from 
“ the beautiful feene of creation around us, I took occalion to dil- 
“ courfe of Him who made all thefc thinsrs. He frid, The God of 
“• lYetane made all things there, but not at Otaheite-; that one of their 
“ gods reached up, and lluck the liars in the Iky ; and that Maw vva. 
“ a being of enormous llrcngth, holds the fun with ropes, lo that he 
“ may not go liiller than he pleafes. I endeavoured to undeceive him 
" refpcfl^ling thefc tales of their priells; and, pointing to the hoiilc at 
“ Oparre, told him they were no gods w'ho were placed there, but the 
“ work of men’s hands ; for there the three great gods, Ooroo, Tanc, 
“ and Taroa arc, to whom they only facrificc in great extremities, 
“ when the priells fay they arc angry. I alkcd the young man, how 
“ they knew they were angry. He laid, By fpcaking to us. I afj "d 
“ how this was done; he laughing faid, on thefe occafions, a priell 
“ wrapped himfelf in a bundle of cloth, rolled up like a ball, and 
“ fpoke in a (harp, dirilh fqueaking voice, ‘ I am angry; fetch me 

hogs, kill a man, and my anger will be appeafed.’ I endeavoured to 
“ Ihew him the folly and knavery of the impollure, and regretted my 
“ want of wa)rds and language to make myfelf better undertlood. 

May the Lord hallcn the happy time, when the power of the gofpel 
“ lliall take root in the hearts of the/e benighted people!” 

2f)th. llefolved, without delay, to credl a building for Mr. Lewis 
to print a vocabulary and grammar ; and that each member have a 
copy, and one be fent to the directors. 

30 th. Manne Mannc lent his tayo, Mr. Cover, a prefent of a 
double canoe, three goats, and about twenty fowls; with thefc came 
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a letter from Andrew, the Swede, directed to Mr. Cover, u herein he 
c.xprcfles a define to have foinc of the carpenters fent o\er to ICinieo, 
to affill in finilhing Manne Mamie’s vcll'el. We much I'ufjiecl tin- 
truth of what it contains, it is as I'ollows : 


SlK, 

“ Upon the rcqucll of your friend Mamie Mamie, I mufl inform 
“ you, that he delires }Tjur brethren would come over to us as fx>n 
“ as poffihle; and if no more than one can be jiiarcd, that he ii ould 
“ bring a liiw along with him, by means of which we may be able 
to proceed in finilliing the vcflel, which, at the prefent time, is in 
“^danger of being burnt down to allies, on account of a fpitc that Po- 
marre’s wife has againft the old n.an and me, and e\cn )(mrfelvcs, 
“ for us telling her^hat fhe was in the wrong in killing of her own 
“ child. She has ordered the yc'iylc in almofl: every diftriCl of Eimeo 
“ to fei/,c upon the old man, and kill him, and us, and every one that 
“ iliould take his part. We were allaulted the 8th of this month by 
“ an inlurre<^lion of about three hundred men, belonging to our own 
“ place, that camcf on purpofe to in/ult us; but we being forewarned 
“ a few days ago of their intentions, they did not fuecced to their 
“ wilh, as the fteward and 1 were on our guard; and, as tde-n ..s t!ie\ 
“began to ini’nlt the old man, by firing a round or tv\ t! among.i: 
“ them they dilperfed w ithout the lofs of any life, or hurt, exr ept one 
*“ man that was wounded by me, at the hill; onlet, with my cutlal's. 
“ 'Phey have lunv aiked mir pardon, and begged jicacc; but are I till 
“ very miftruliful of them, as they have removed what little they !ui\ ' 
“ to a diftant part; that wx* arc under the neecfiity of kcej-ing a gocul 
‘‘ look-out at night, for fear of them fettiiig fire to the 1 \^I^( ll 

“ they have threatened to do. So if you cannot Iparc any <•! rhe ine- 
“ thren to come o.ver, plealc to fend w'ord by the bearer ot this what 
“ you think is beft to bo done. And, if any one Ihouhl come, I would 
“ advife them to bring Ibmcthing of defence w ith them, as that would 
“ greatly add to the fccurity of ourlclvcs, as well as that ol the vclfel. 
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“ He has likcwirc fulfilled his promlle to you, by fending you a pair 
of cunocs, three goats, and fomc fowls. He has alfb fent by the 
“ bearer two pieces of red cloth, which he wiflics you to get made 
“ into an uniform coat, turned up with black or blue, and to have it 
done as fbon as pofliblc, fb that the bearer of this may bring it back 
“ with him when he returns, which will be fome time in going round 
to Tiaraboo. 

“ For my own part, I am forry 1 could not come over to you, on 
“ account of the old man being afraid to flay by himfelf amongft 
“ thofe troublefomc neighbours of ours. We arc Hill contented, and 
“ will be more comforted by hearing that you and your brethren enjoy 
“ good health, uirity and concord amongft yourfeh cs, and peace wj^h 
“ the natives. I have no more new^s at prefent, and thciefore remain, 
“ with efteem, your friend and well-wiflier, 

(Signed) Andrew Cornelius Lind.” 


At a meeting of the brethren, w'hcre this letter was read, it was 
thought unfafe for any of them to go to Eimeo while there was a caufc 
of apprehcnfion and danger. Neither could they 5t that time fpare a 
faw,. as they were employed in much neceflary work of their own. 
But they agreed that the coat for Manne Manne fhould be made with 
all poffible difpatch. 

We have ftrong intimations given us that Mickletvright and the 
Swede intend to feizc Manne Manne’s vclTel as foon as fhe is fit for fea, 
and make for Port Jackfbn. 

This afternoon our boat being completed, with the help of the na¬ 
tives, we got her out of the houfe, and launched her into the river. 
It is twgnty-two feet long, fix broad, forty-fix inches at each end; the 
bottom fcvcntccn; height two feet fix inches. Forty natives and two 
or three brethren jumped in as flic went off, and row'cd down to the 
fea : fhe moves very fwiftly, confideriqg her flat bottom, draws only 
two inches of water, and is about fix tons burden. 

June ift. Held our preparation meeting for the Lord’s fupper; 
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brother JelFerfon, leader: a precious and profitable fiealbn ; great open- 
nefs of heart. Where any grievance had fubfifted, eacdi acknowledged 
his fault, and exprefled tender mutual forgivcnels; and much bleffmg 
tallowed. 

2d, 3d. Employed in fitting up a printer’s fliop. Yifitcd by a 
number of flrangers, and by Whydooi, the younger brother of Po- 
marre, with his wife, a very elegant woman: fitted up a beddead for 
him, with which he was highly gratified. 

-ith. Enjoyed the ordinance of tiie Lord’s fupper; A large body, 
of natives aflembling round us, wc embraced the opportunity of read¬ 
ing to them an addrefs, tranflated by the Swede, which thc) faid they- 
undcrllood, exprefled thcmfclvcs pleated, and fpokc of it to one an¬ 
other. . 

5th. About fifty people crofled the river, fent from lYmarre with 
provifions, confiding of three hogs, bread-fruit, cocoa-nut, and moun¬ 
tain plantain, which each man carried at the cads of a pole pafTcd 
over his fhouldcr. 

Gth. The monthly prayer-meeting at nine. How many holy hands 
arc lifted up for us ! 

7th. The natives who live with u- pilfer from us; one of them 
this morning confefled, and impcacl-.cd hi companions. I'licy charged 
principally two perfons who had left us: t.’.efi <..c fi.*nt for, :nul one 
of them being taken, owned the ftealing of u huge axe, and a elicck 
fliirt. He was imprilbncd, but the ftolen gO(;d.s being brougl'.t hack 
by his friends, he was releafed with' a reprimand ; a cleaver was alfi) 
found at Attahooroo, and brought back. The other thief being at the 
illand of Eimeo, the natives fet off in a canoe to lake him. Jn tin* 
evening I fpokc to the young man we had difehart'■ d, reminded him 
of the kindnefs we had Ihewu him when ill, and h.:s ingratitude; he 
faief, with tears in his eyes, he w'as a taata eno, a ve y hud man. 

gth. Dr. Glllham having his clothes ftolen wh’'-.- he was liathing, 
three or four of us purfued the thief; he fled. licaring a drum, we 
hailed to the place, and havdng intelligence the thief wiis there, wc 

z 
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nifhed in, and fcizcd him finely drefled for dancing; about a hundred 
•fled in a minute ; we begged them not to be frightened, as we only 
wanted the thief, whom we brought off, and chained to a pillar of the 
houfc; yet lie contrived to go off w ith the padlock; but being pu?- 
fued, it was recovered, and he was difmiffcd. None ever think of re- 
fifting; yet, ftrange to tell! though they will run any rifk to ftcal, 
they fcarcely ever ufe w’hat they get, but lay it up. Pomarre and 
Otoo have each more articles than any among us, yet they produce 
none, w'ear only a piece of cloth round them, and arc ever craving for 
more. 

11th. Brother Cover baptized the Infant daughter of brother Henry, 
and preached a vciy judicious difeourfe on baptifm. Many of the 
natives were prefent, and looked with wonder, as If inquiring, what 
can thefe things mean ? They all exj relfed great pleafure that a white 
woman had produced a child among rhem, and arc exceedingly fond 
of the infant. Hearing a hceV4 the other fide of the river, wx called 
to them to defiff. Old Pyatca’s wife came out, and laid they would 
do fo no more, as it w'as the God of Pretaiie’s day, and immediately 
left off dancing. 

We walked up the valley about a mile, where we have thoughts of 
creiting our new manfions; fat down under a tree ; the natives, men, 
women, and children, flocked^ around us, and fat dow'ii; v- v. fung 
an hymn, and went to prayer for the filvatlon of the lieatlieii, in 
which thcmfclves joined in attitude. O how I antedate the time,” 
lays Puckey, “ wdicn I fhall be able to fpeak the language of thefe 
*< poor heathen! wdiat opportunities Ihall l then enj('y! 0 for more of 
“ the primitn e zeal of God’i'faints to declare'his truth!” 

Ii2th. This day the coat w as fent to Eimeo for Manne Manne hy 
a man from Cornelius I/ind, who wiaited for that purpofe. A letter 
accompanied it iti anfwer to that we had tcc^ived. 
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“ Sir, Matiri ' at , June \ 2 th . 

“ Your letter of the lOth ult. I received on the 29 tb, witli a canoev 
•three goats, and fcveral fowls, as a prefent from my ta}o Manne 
“ Manne; for which you will make him my grateful ackuowlcdg- 
“ ments, and aflure him it will afford me pleafure when I fliall bt; able 
“ to render him a more fuitable return. Your requeft that two of the 
‘‘ milUonarics might be fent to affili in fiuifhing the veffcl, I laid 
“ before our body, and it was unanimoufly agreed, that in the prefent 
“ Hate of the focicty we could not part with any of the brethren, bc- 
“ caufe of the work ncceflary to be done before the arrival of the Duff; 
“ which we expect in a few days; and all the time we can fparc will 
“ be needed for getting ready our letters for Europe. 

“ With refped to the infurredlion you mention of the 8th ult. va- 
“ rious reports have reached our ears, which give us great uncafinefs, as 
“ we were informed you had killed two men. Knowing neither tire 
“ caufe which led to the perpetration of fuch an a<H,. nor the confc* 
“ quenccs which might rcfult from it, we were induced to recall five 
“ of our brethren who were on leave of abfence in the diflrid; of Pa^- 
“ parra and Tiarabooi We hope you gave no caufe to the natives to 
“ commence fuch an affault. If it really originated in the breafl of 
“ Iddeah from the part you took in reproving her for her crime, fear 
“ not her difpleafurc; the Lord who hateth iniquity is able to deliver 
‘‘ you out of her hand. You afk our advice,hat is befl to be done; 
“ we really know not how to ccrunfcl you in this refptxH, but hop* 
“ your perfons by this time are out of danger of Iddeah’s refentmentv 
“ Should it continue on. tlie caufe you fuggcH, 'vc lliould afford you 
“ proteftion under oiu: roof; 

“ By the bearer wp fend an uniform, coat for Manne Manne, made of 
the cloth font us, and hopciit will give him fatisliuHion. The brethren 
** join with, me in grateful acknowledgments for all fervices; and 

“ I remain your finccrc friend, 

" J. F. Cover.”

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A faft was reported to ns this day, which, if true, was fhocking. 
In one of Captain Cook’s vlfits he left a great monkey, who was 
made a chief at Attahooroo ; he had a wife and thirty ferrants, and 
abundance of every thing: they called him Taata oorce harrai, till 
great'man clog. One day the woman feeing him catch the flies and 
cat them, v. hich they abominate, flic ran away into the mountains ;■ 
the liionkcy and his toutous purfued, but being met by Temarre, who 
was jealous of his authority, he knocked him down with a club, and 

killed him. 

One of our brethren this evening fitting in his birth writing, a 
young girl carn;p in, and cxpreffed her furprife that we behaved f(> 
different to tliem from what all our countrymen had done. He told 
her that fuch prac^ticcs were wicked, and that if we did fuch things 
our God would be angry. “ Oh,” fliid Ihe, “ but I will conic to you 

in the night, and thcr\ none can fee us.”—He replied, “ Nothing 
“ can be hid' from our God; the night to him is as bright as the day, 
“ and there is no darknels or fhadoiv of death where any of the workers 
“ of w ickeduefs can hide them (elves. But, if you firft put away your 
‘‘ evil cuftoms, then we fliould love you.” 

l lth. Vifitcd by Mawrc'ia, with a vail fujiply of vegetables; three 
arreoies aeconipanicd him, amazingly fat, and tattoued all over. This 
foclcty is conhaatly wandering about from illand to ifland. They arc 
the finefl per/ons vve- haic- I'ecn, are faid to have each two or three 
wires, which tiny exchange with each otlicr; and inhumanly murder 
every infant'tlvit'is born among them. Wherever they go they cxcr- 
eife power to fei/e w'hat they want from the inhabitants. They fmitc 
their hand on their breaft, and fay, “ Harrfe, give,” whenever they 
covet any thing, and none dares deny them. They never work; live 
by plunder; yet arc highly rcfpcc9:cd, as none but perfons of rank arc 
admitted among them. This makes women fofcarcc, and other horrid 
vices fo common. May God hallcn the time of reformation! 

lOth. The weather has been unfettlcd for two or three days. In 
general we have had it delightful and plcafant; and no hotter than 
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wc have felt in England. We have been able to work all day w ltiiout 
inconvenience. 

18th. Opened the day as ufual, and enjoyed much of God’s pre- 
IBncc; embraced the opportunity to addrefs the naLi\ c.s in a written 
difeourfe. They alTurcd us that men, women, and children uadeiilood 
us, and laid, in Engliili, “ Very nice, and very good;” repeating it 
often, but defired we would put away the Pretanc parovv, and I^cak 
to them in tlieir own tongue, which wc promifed them to do ns r<>i>n 
as WC fliould be able. And oh, that He may give us fome of thole 
louls for our hire, who fent us hither! Wc might have a boil of con¬ 
verts if, like many miffionaries, we would admit to baptifm tlK)fe wh» 
confefs our God and religion to be better than their own. But till wc 
fee them created anew in Chriil; Jefus, and turned truly from darkne/k 
to light, and from the power of Satan unto God, wc Ihall not admit 
them to the particij)ation of our facred ordinances. 

A brother took occafion to Ipeak to Tappeoy, one of our affiilants, 
and explain what Mr. Cover had preached in the morning, and .told 
him he had himfelf left father, and mother, and filler, and manv 
friends, to inform him about our God and Saviour Jefus Chriil, &:e. 
He lillencd with attention, and feemed much affeded, faying, Ne\cr 
Endilhmcn there before tolkcd and a<!:lcd as wc did. 

igth. Got up the flag-ltaff forty feet high, rigged like a mall, but 
had like to have loll my life, fays W. Puckey, in procuring it Irom the 
mountains, whither we v\ cut. The natives climb like fquirrcls. I fol¬ 
lowed them till the rock became perpendicular, and I dreaded, when 
I looked down, how to defeend again without being dallied in pieces. 
I committed myfclf to -God, and holding by little pits in the rocks 
very llippcry witli rain, dcfccndcd trembling; one hold failing, I mult 
have gone headlong dowhi the precipice; indeed, without the iiclp of 
the natives, 1 never caul4 have got ^own at all. I immediately offered 
tlicm fill tlie.filh-hooks and beads about me. One llrangcr only ac- 

't .'it,'"-^ , , 

ccptcj^^Tfim hook; the reft refuted to take any tiling from me; find 
he who took the hook laid he would go and get the pole v\ c wanted. 
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A chief had a hog ready drelTcd for us, and faid, any poles we 
wilhcd Ihould be fent on Friday. As we came back we found the 
river much fwollen with rain, and were carried over in many places 
by the natives. The valley was full of apple-trees loaded with fruit, 
and hundreds lying on the ground negiefted. 

On the 24th feveral natives came from other diftri<Jls where the 
bread-fruit began to-be fcarce, to gather fome from the trees in Mata- 
vai; upon which thofe of the diftrid, conlidering the brethren as pro¬ 
prietors, came and complained to them; faying, that except they pre¬ 
vented it, there would be no fruit left. ' Accordingly two of our body 
were difpatehcd to talk with them, and claimed their foie right to all 
the produce of the trees. The ftrangers promifed to come no more, 
only begged permiffion to take what they had got, \Vhich was granted; 
and alfb a canoe lent them, the better to convey the fruit home. 

The old chief, according to promife, brought us the poles, for which 
a knife was given him, and fome red feathers, which greatly delighted 
him. Went to Oparre in our boat for wood; hofpitably entertained; 
vifited the morai, where the great god Ooroo refidcs; reprefented by 
an ugly piece of wood; faw there leveral altars and Ikulls of men who 
had been facrificcd. One of the altars was forty-five feet long, fup- 
ported on pillars of the bread fruit tree about feven feet high ; the 
other about twelve feet fquare, and on the top an arched fhed like the 
tilt of a waggon ; here the wooden god was laid. One fkull we ob^ 
ferved fplit acrofs, and in the midft of the morai a fidt pool with, a 
young turtle.—Oh! when fliall all thefc horrid fcencs be clofed, and 
.Ghrift alone be exalted ? 

:2ith. Service as ufual. The natives are very fond of being drelTcd; 
we have lent clothes to feveral, which at night they honeftly returned; 
but they have committed fome petty thefts, and we hardly know whatr 
to do with them-: we are loth to punilh them, yet impunity emboldens 
them in depredation. 

A native coming into our apartments, a brother took o6cafibn to 
fpeak to him about God. He owned the Otaheitcan gods were enow,. 
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bad, for they ate men, hogs, bread-fruit, &c. which the Pretanc God 
did not, and was a good fellow,” an Englilh term he had picked up. 
He obferved alfo, that when we fpoke to the Pretanc God the good 
rain comes, and when we do not the good rain goes away, and the hot 
fun fhines; a heavy rain having fallen on two fucceflive fabbaths. 

20th. A great quantity of bread-fruit was brought to-day to make 
mahic, as the time approaches when ripe fruit will be fcarce iii' the 
diftrid; for two months. It is truly w^ondcrful to fee how Providence 
has furnilhed this place; as foon as the bread-fruit tails in this diftrid 
it is ripe in another, fo that wc neyer want. Cocoa-nuts and plantain 
we have all the year round ; as the cvee apples get ripe on one tree, 
young ones come on in another. Few trees ever lofc their leaves, and 
arc only deftitute of fruit for about two months. 

27th. A prefent came from Pomarre for the two brethren wlw> 
work at the forge: a pair of good canoes, feven lobfters, a number of 
fine Ihells, feven or eight couple of fowls, two large hogs, with a 
quantity of Otahcitcan cloth; and a melTagc to come to him for more 
whenever they w'anted. 

2ath, A looking-glafs was ftolen by a female native from the 
women’s apartment; wc refolvcd to expel the man and his wife till it 
was reftored. Held our monthly meeting before the communion in 
great union of heart. 

2Qth. Had a neft of fix young vabbits; if tliey profper, the hills 
will f )on breed them in abundance. Met before the communion; 
happy unanimity prevailing among us, and unreftrained freedom of 
communication. Paid a vifit to Oparre; moft hofpitably entertained 
by MawToa: he appears a fteady Iricnd. Alxiut half the beautiful 
valley in which he litxis belongs to him; went with him a-fifliing with 
a fmall feinc; caught plenty of falmon-trout. 

30 th. Preparing-letters lor the return: of the vclTel, and our ufual 
employments. . 

July ift. Otoo fent a meffage, defiring us to difeharge certain per- 
Ibns from the houfe,- whom he delcribcd as great thieves; at the fame 
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tima he nominated others, whom he w illicd to. recommend to us in 
the capacity of fcr\ ants. Thefe the brethren knew to be the creatures 
of Otoo, or, more pro})crly, a part of his mifehievous gang, and faw 
clearly, and without unjuft fufpicion, that he wanted them in for no 
other {nirpo/c than to ftcal with the greater facility ; therefore his mo¬ 
tion was rtje<fted. Though it was true many things had been ftolcn, 
yet we did not think the fervants guilty: but Otoo’s having his own 
men conftantly going about the diftri<fts ftcaling from the poor natives 
whatever they fee, fufhcicntly charadcrizes tliem, and would deter 
our people from keeping any of them about the houfe. 

- 5 th. A grand aifembly of arreoies yifited Pyeteah, and began their 
fports on the other fide of the river; many came over the river, and 
heard brother Cover, forming, as ufual, a half-circle before him. 

0th. A great fliout of the nati\es this morning,. “ Tc pahcc, 
" Te pahec,” brought us out of our houfe, and to our great joy the 
white fails flionc before us; went many of us on board, and rejoiced 
with the captain in the perfed health and fafety of all the crew. 
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CHAPTER XIII. 

TranfaSi'ms durhig our Stay at Otaheitc, and Survey to afceriaht the 

PopuJutwn of the IJland. 

T he tmnfaAions of this fccond viflt will dcfcrvc a dilTlncl conJi- 
dcration. The joy of mcctin'^ was great, hut tlic Itay of tlu' 
fliip being no longer needPary, a fpeed)' departure was announced, and 
every prej aration begun: among thefe was the dil'eluirgc of the re¬ 
maining cargo, and thofe trcafurcs of iron and Heel that were to be 
now finally divided between the miflionarics at the Friendly and 
Society lllands. Accordingly, on the 0th of July, Mr, Harris being 
landed with his property, in the evening the captain went on Iborc ; 
when a meeting was held, wdicre the public journal was read, and 
various matters were difeufled concerning the proceedings of the fo- 
cicty, and how' they Ihouhl divide the things in the fliip between 
them and the party at Tongataboo ; when it was agreed to chooi'e 
two brethren to ad in their behalf, and two for themfelvcs, under the 
inl'pedion of the captain. 

7th. This morning the four miffionarics appointed to di\idc the 
goods began their work; the captain fuperintended, and Mr. .lefferfon 
aded as fccrctary. taking an account of the various articles which each 
party received. This bufinefs, it was forefeen, would cotl much time 
and trouble ; but as no other method could be dcA ifed of giving ail 
parties futisfadion, the captain -promifed to Hay till tliefirH of AuguH, 
which would alfb give the brethren tinac to finilh their letters. Tlie 
captain obferves with pleafure, that the two brethren appointed to re- 
prefent their brethren at Tongataboo were moil attentive to their intc- 
reft, and rather a larger lharc was allotted them than if tw o of them- 
fdves had been prefent. 


A A 
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. An in’vitatibn was ftnt to the wives of the miffionaries, who, agree¬ 
ably thereto, dined and fpent the day on board : tlicy expreffed much 
plcalurc on finding us all in good health and I'pirits, and left us in the 
evening highly delighted with their vifit. As for the natives, they 
crowded on board, few coming empty-handed: many of them were 
in the Englilh drefles which had been given them by the bretluen;. 
and fcvcral of them- fpoke many phrafcs of broken Engliih, fuch as,, 
** Welcome again; (ilad to fee you, CaptaiaWilfon.” 

8th, Iddeah fent a mcITengcr this morning to know if flic might 
come to our houfe. On confultatlon, we agreed that brother Cover 
fliould go and fpcak with her; and that if fliccxprcflcd any concern 
for her cruelty to her infant, and aflured xis flicwould no more oflend 
as w'ith fuchcondud, we fliould be glad to receive her. In this flic 
acquiefce<l, though we hav e no great profpeft of a change: flie came, 
however, under fuch profclTions,and drank tea with Mrs. Cover; and 
continuing with us till dark, returned much plcafcd with her reception. 

Qth. To-day being Sunday, not one canoe was feen ofl* in the bay, 
anti the whole diftrid appeared remarkably quiet. Mr. Cover and 
Lewis came on board to ad. as chaplains for the day : the former 
preached in the forenoon from the fccond epiflle of Peter, chap. iii. 
vcr. 18.; the latter in die afternoon from Pbilippians, chap. i. ver. in.. 

idth. Andrew the Swede came from Eimeo, and prefented the 
captain with a fine turtle. Mawrba, a kind friend to us and the mifr 
ftonaries, brought a hog and a great quantity, of bread-fruit; his. wife, 
named Aowh, was with him; flic was formerly, the wife of Motuara, 
dhief of Eimeo, is the real filler of Pomarre, and mother of Tetua the 
preient queen, Otoo’s wife: flic is aver)' intelligent woman, and Maw> 
r6a bimfolf is better acquainted with, the iflanda than-any man we 
have converfed with. Aowh informed us, that in the family of which 
flic was a branch, the reigning prince had been: called Otoo; which 
nam6 pafled to their firft-bern, whether male iOf femalfc, the infliant it 
was bom; the culcom obliging the father ever after to take fomc other 
name. I mentioned before, that the grandfather of the prefent Otoo 
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changed his to Otey, his Either to that of Tcina, and next to tlxat of 
Pomarre, and fon; tor having loft their royalty by the birth of their 
child, they may change their names as oft as they pleale, but cannot 
before. Otey was the father of Pomarre, Oreepiah (lately deccalcd), 
Whydooa, chief ^f Wapiawno, and Aovvh. WhydrK)a is an arreoic 
ot the firft rank, has a rough, dilgufting look, and is much addldcd 
to ava drinking; he was amongft our vifitors of this day, and received 
a prefent: they were exceedingly glad to fee us, and exprefled much 
attachment. 

It has already been noticed, that feme of the brethren had made 
la tour of the ifland, and fuppofed tlic number of inhabitants on both 
peninfulas to be about fifty thoufand: tlii.s Him, though Icfs than a 
r^uartcr of what Captain Cook calculated them at, was ftill thought 
by us as greatly exceeding the population. 7'hcreforc Captain Wilfon 
agreed with Peter to accompany me in a circuit of the iiland, and to 
try fome method of eftimating the number of people in each diftrldl. 
On Tuefday the 11th we accordingly fet off, having firft engaged a 
man to con\'cy us acrofs the numerous rivulets w hich we muft ncccf- 
farily pafs, and two others to carry my linen and what things Peter 
w'anted. It was about noon when we landed near One Tree hill, and 
began the journey eaftward through the interior of Matavai, w here the 
land is far from being clear of underwood; for the beft roads are un- 
plcafant by rcafon of the long grafs, which bears a bur called by the 
natives pccrcc-pecrcc, and adlicrmg to the ftockings becomes painful: 
the flics were alfb very troublcfomc. The bread-fruit and cocoa-nut 
trees abounded in pcrfc<ftion, and afforded an excellent fhadc from the 
heat of the fun. In this diftri<ft there arc alfb the w'ild cotton trees, 
ibmc of which were in bloom, but being of a very inferior kind made 
no luxuriant fhew; Tome fpots were planted with ava and fugar-canc, 
and in fome places the latter was grpwing wild. 

The river of Matavai receives its fupplLcs from the lofty mountains 
which hereabouts form the interior of the ifland; then running a 
winding courfe down the valley, and through the low groun^l of 
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the rViflru^, pufl^.s chMc by the miffionary houfc, and difcmbogucs at 
tliC extreniitv of I’oiiit Venus. At the eiitrance from the lea it is lc> 
Iba.llow, tii.it no \cirel dr;vv\liig ab()\c two or three feet ■water elm enter 
it; nor can tlicv proceed farther vip'than a qnarter of a mile. When 
we came t(j its hanks, Peter flic wed me tlic fpot%\liere be dilplavcd 
his firll fc:it< in their wars, and which nltimateiy ended f) much in 
fa\our of Pomarre and his fon Otoo. I defircd him to trivc me fome 
account of t!iem. He immediately comphed; but dwelt fo much 
upon his o\Mi performances, as rendered it dilUcult for me to feparatc 
the cfl'entials of the I'tory from his frivolous Kiafting. 

The f rft war, he laid, happened in 1 ’]{)?>, when he had been but 
fve months upon the idaud. It I’cems, that a chief named Whanno 
had luceeeded in wroRing the diftrift of Whapiawno from Whydooa; 
and confeious that by this ufur])ation he W'ould olFcnd Pomarre, lie 
prepared to attaclc him firft, hut did not condufi his plans with fo 
much fecrecy as to prevent his dcfigns coming to the knowledge of 
Pomarre. The latter, though not a warlike chief, prepared to oppolc 
Whanno with all his llrength. Peter and Ambow' were engageef, 
with the Jew, who was a good markfman. Whanno had to afllll him 
almoft every chief on the north-eaft fide of the large peninfula. When- 
all was ready, the latter chief lent word to Pomarre of what he in¬ 
tended ; and a day or two after entered Matai ai with all his mcir. 
Iddcah was at that time on fome bufinels at the caftern part of the dil- 
rrifl, and nearly fell into their hands; they chafed her to the river, 
where Pomarre”s party Hood ready to receive them. Iddcah got fafe 
OTCT, and placed herlelf in the front of the mcH; when one ol’ the 
ertemy, bolder than the rell, ran acrofs the ftreara, and aimed a llroke 
at her; and would, but for Peter, who Hood clofe by, have effccHed. 
her death: he running Jo her aid, and feeing the man lift his club, 
wrefted it out of his hands, chafed him back thfough the river; and 
more of the party coming up,- the man wa^ killed. The body of* 
Whanno’s troops had retired a little back; but one flculking behind 
a tree was fliot. .Tiii& threw all the reft of Whanno’s men into a 
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panic; tliey precipitately fled, and in jrreat confufion; two more were 
llain. in the chafe, from which Pomarre returned vi<^or. ThU fecured 
to him the dlftrids of Matavai, Oparre, and I'ettalia, all he Iccms 
tlicn to have been pofTeffed (^f. Five or Ijx days after this l.c rnullcrcd 
his men, now fluflied, with fuccefs, and proceeded to Whajiawnu. 
Whanno and liis men were afraid; a lainnin;^ took plarc, one 

woman was killed, but tlic warriors (led to tlie mountains. Ilowc'.cr, 
in tliree days they came down and renewed the combat, and were now 
Icvcrcly beaten, no lefs than t\vcnty-fi\c of their numl)er lieing flain ; 
which, confiderin'y their lb)nets to clofc in battle iinec tlu; iiUrouuc- 
tion of a few nndkets, was certainly a great number. This ^ic'■h'.rv 
entirely crudied Whanno, and by it all the iiorthern fl.lc of tlic penin- 
fula, from Matavai to the illhmus, became fubjccl to Pornarre and his 
fon Otoo, Still they had powerful enemies w ho were meditating a 
grand attack upon them ; thc(c were Wyheaiua, king ot' Tiuraboo, 
and Teniarre, ehief (wer all the diftrids on ll'.c tbutli fide from the 
illhmus down to Attahooroo: over the latter clillricl was young 
Towha, who wilhed to remain neuter, but was forced by Poniarre to 
join If.; party, though he was more inclined to favour Temarre, and 
was afterwards charged with having fecrctly concerted matters fo us to 
g.iin him the battle. Tem.arrc encouraged his men by telling tiiein 
that he had mulkcts, powder, ball, and white men, as well as liis ad- 
verliiry; and that tbemfelvcs were more numerous than Otoo’s party. 
The whites he hatl were Ckvnnor, an Irifliman, and .lames Butcher, a 
Scotchman, both of the Matilda’s crew. Accordingly, about a month 
after the battle of Whapiawno, thefe powerful advcrlarics met in the 
dlllridl of Attahooroo ; but being afraid of each other in no fmall de¬ 
gree, the firll day was IJvent and nothing done. In all their movements 
they furrounded the white men, trufting more in them than-ever an 
Afiatlc did in his elephant. On the fecond day the onlct began; but 
in a (hort time T'owha’s men, who were in front, ran away, and all 
Pomarre’s followed their example; which was afterwards charged on 
Tow^ha, as his prccbncertcid feheme: Peter, Andrew,. and the Jew, 
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however, Rood their ground, and fliot four men. Butclier and 
Connor were obliged to run for their lives, and Oammo, the father 
of Temarre, was killed by a mufket fkot. Tlicfc advantages brought 
itheir party back to affift them ; all their advx^rfarics fled, and a com¬ 
plete victory was gained for Pomarre, -whom they found at a great 
dilbincc tVom the fight, quite overcome with -fear, and Ij'ing flat on 
the ground, held fall by the roots of a tree. When they acquainted 
iiim with tlicir fuccefs he would hardly believe it, but continued to 
lie like one out of his fenfes : fo little courage did this chief of the 
victorious armv pofl'efs. The routed party fled to the remoter diRridts; 
fomc took refuge in the hills; one ;uan in particular got up a very 
dangerous precipice, and threw large Rones on his enemies below', 
and kept his Ration till he knew their rage had fubfided. The con- 
fequcncc of this battle was, that Temarre became fubjedl to the vidlors; 
was obliged to give to Otoo the great morai at Pappara: alfo every 
other privilege of the fupremc chief. A houfe was built by Otoo in 
all his diRrifts, where Ibme of his fervants conRantly refide, and he 
occafionally vifits: they reprefent his fovereignty, and none dare to 
pafs them w'ithout Rripping, the fame as to himfelf. Plowever, not- 
withRanding thefc things, the pqwxr of Temarre was Rill very great; 
lie was left in poffcflion of all his diRrids, and exercifes the office of 
chief prieR of the Eatooa on that fide of the iRand. 

Towha being charged with treachery, was Rripped of his diRricl, 
;and obliged to live as a private man in Pappara. Wyheatua had fled 
to Tiaraboo, where in a fhort time after he was defeated, and reduced 
in a like manner as Towha to a private Ration, and Otoo’s younger 
brother made prince of his kingdom. 

Pomarre being now in pofleflion of all Otaheite, thought of re¬ 
venging the injury the chief of Eimeo had formerly done by deRroying 
his canoes and the houfes of Matavai. With this intent he fcilt 
his party againR that illand, where his fiRer Wyreede Aowh made 
fome refiRaqce j, b\it Rven pf her ?nen,|»ing was obfiged 
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licita; In' her ftead Iddcah and Mannc Mannc were made chiefs of 
the ifland. 

Thus Pomarre (the Otoo of Captain Cook), on whom the favour 
of the Englilh had drawn many enemies, and who at different times 
was fo chafed and ftraitened by them, that, afraid of his life, he has 
frequently entreated his vifitors to take him off the ifland, had now, 
at a very good time, extended his pow'cr far beyond all former example,, 
and that without cither courage or talents for war compjirahlc to his 
enemies; fo that I cannot but aferibe it to the providence of' the Al¬ 
mighty, who ordercth all things after the counfcl of his own will, 
and for the accomplilliment of his glory and gracious purpofes. In 
whatever way thefe events arc viewed, they certainly arc much in fa¬ 
vour of the miffion; for it is clear, that thofe employed in it can pro¬ 
ceed in their work with greater fafety than w^hen the natives wcrc.{»n»- 
tiimally engaged in war. 

Ijcaving Matavai river, we came to the caflern part of the diflrid 
of Matavai, called Tcahonoo, over which Wyreede Aowh prcfides. 
She and her fecond hufband, Mawroa, were at Op^c, w'hcrc they 
alio have a dwelling. Their houfe in this pliicc is exceedingly neat 
and chan; before it is a platform of gravel ftones carefully levelled 
and i'mooth, and at the front of this a regular row of coco4-nut trees; 
anil by the fide of the houfe a fine rivulet of frefh w'atcr runs from the 
hills. The low^ land hereabouts is not more than a hundred yards wide^ 
Her fervants were bufy preparing a brown dye from the bark of a tree 
called mohoo, which they broke, fmall into a bowl of water, and let¬ 
ting it lie till foftened, they bruifed it till the liquid became of the 
colour tlicy wanted. We next afeended a high hill called Tappal icy, 
which runs into the fea, and fi-parates Matavai from Whyripoo. The 
hill is.Included in the former diftri<5l, a great flonc on the cart fide 
being fixed*on for the boundary of each. 

From Tappahey the fmall diftriirt of Whyripoo extends near a mik, 
the fhore rtraight, and the low ground about two hundred yards wide; 
it has alfb a valley of fmall extent. We walked about half way along' 
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it, and ftoppcd for a vs hilc at the houfe of Inna Aladua, tlic widow of. 
Orcepiah. She was abfent, but her head fcrvant Ahcinc Eno received 
me kindly, and would have drefled fome fi(h if I had promlfed t<» 
wait; blit wanting to go further, I declined his offer. This man 
having a fhrevvd, intelligent countenance, I defired Peter to communi¬ 
cate to liiin the purpofe of our journey, and to afk how many perfons 
he thought ufually refidcd in Whyripoo.; affigning for our motive the 
A\ ilh of the carecs of Prctiuic to render them lervicc according to their 
numbers: when he inftantly fuggcfled a mode, which I afterwards 
adopted. lie faid that in Whyripoo there were four matteyiias, and 
to each mattcyna there w ere ten tees; and by thefc he efllniatcd the 
number of men, women, and children, to be about two hundred and 
fifty. I dclired him to e.xplain what a mattcyna was, and what was a 
tcc^ The former, he faid, w as a prineipal houfe, diftinguifhed cither 
by a degree of rank in its ancient or prefent owner, or by a portion of 
land being attached to it; and fiimetimcs on account of its central 
fituatlon to a few other houfes: that the mattcyna fets up a tec (or 
image.) at the moral, which entitles it to the liberty of worfliipping 
there ; and the other houfes in tlic department of the mattcyna claim 
a part in the fame privilege, and arc thence called tecs: that in fome 
mattcynas there arc eight or nine perfons in the family, in others but 
two or three ; and that it frequently happens, that a mattcyna or a 
tec is t(it:dly dcieitcd. Therefore, from this account, and what I 
afterwards favv of the thin population, I allow but fix perfons to each 
mattcyna, and the fame to a tec, as the latter is often occupied by a 
larger fanfily than the former, and as both terms do fometimes apply 
to the fame houic; confcqucntly, as often as this occurs, there will 
will be an error of fix In excefs.

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Aheine Eno, the name this man at pfcfcnt went by, means a bad 
woman; it feems that his miilrcls Inna Madua was a character uf 
this kind, and had got this name tiom the natives; but not liking it, 
transierred the name (though npt the odium) to her fondant. This 
diftridt did belong to Whapiawno, but avas lately picfented by Why- 
dooa to his brother’s widow. 

The next projed;ing hill which obltnuflcd our paiTage is called Uow- 
row-apare; it divides Whyripoo. from Whapiawau: we . palled , it by 
the fea up to the ancles in water, and then, had; to walk round a bay 
about a quarter of a mile wide, when we came to a fine border of low 
land, which at this part> being the w'ell entrance of the dlftriilil, is 
about a furlong and a half wide, in length CQaftwile a mile and a half, 
and at the eafl; part not quite a furlong wide; .thence to the eaft eixd 
of the diftridl the hills run dole bo the fea, and the road lies overlKig- 
ged lharp rocks. There is a fine valley which opens about a mile eaft 
of Row-row-apare, abounds with fruit-trees a confiderable way up, 
and is inhabited. This is the only, valley that runs quite acrofs the 
ifland ; on the oppofite fide it opens, fiito Pappara, a little weft of the 
great moral. • i ■ 

.Whydooa refidcs at the weft part of the low land; and as it was too 
late for me to reach another dlftriift, I propoled ftaying ha'c for the 
night. Both hirafelf and his wife I knew were, at the Ihip, but his 
head man, or overfeer, very readily drefled a pig ;• and after \s c had 
dined I took a walk through the diftrid, and Peter with me. The 
houfes here were all neat and well-built, and there was bread-fruit in 
abundance. Wc Hopped at one place whore thre^ houlcsftood, and in¬ 
quired of the owner, how many matteyaas W'cre m tire difnlcl ; to 
anfwer fhis he to<;k fomc fmall rods, and naming each mattcyna 
he counted them into Peter’s hand, made the whole number thiriy- 
two, including Whyripoo, for wiiich he counted the fame as I had 
gotbe&rC; therefore, deducting four, the number is twenty-eight. 
In fomCyhe faid, were ten tees, in others nine, eight, and feven; and 
made the lame obfen ations on their being peopled as Aheinc Etk»

Before we got back to Whydooa’s houfe it was dark, and they had 
all gone to reft but one man, who ftiewed me to a new houfe, where, 
for want of bed or bed-clothes, I llept on the ground, and fpent the 
night very uncomfortably; and might have fpent it worfc, had not 
Peter, towards morning, lent me a blanket, which he had brought as 
a neceflary article in travelling round Otaheite. 

ftth. At daybreak we proceeded on our journey, and paffing fc- 
veral good houies, came to the river, which is here three feet deep^ 
My man Charles took me on his fhoulders, and carried me through 
with great eafe. When we had gone a little farther wc came to a 
very bad road, having to walk over the ftones fallen from the rocky 
cliffs which preyeft here. One f)lace was very dangerous; it is called 
Oratatahah. We had to aftend the cliff half way, and pafs along a 
narrow path where was hardly room to fix the feet. The rock is 
quite perpendicular;, and, had we fallen, it was near twenty fathoms 
above the fca, which beat violently againft the bafe. Here it is faid 
Pomarre once fell, but the tide being up at the time, when he found 
he was going, he threw himfelf well off, and received but little harm.. 
When wc had fafely paffed this fpot, we fat down on the rocks ta 
breakfaft on the remains of Whydooa’s pig; for it is the cuftom here, 
that whatever their hofpitality provides for ftrangers, the fragments of 
it are always brought away. About nine o'clock we came to a fteep 
rock which terminates Whapiawno, and forms the weft point of a 
fmall bay. The caftem point is called Owhoona. Betwixt the two- 
is a fmall diftri(ft called Wharoo-my, over which Wyreede Aowh prcr 
fidcs; it has a valley running up a little diftance; it has but onamat- 
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teyna and nine tees, equal to fixty peribns. A little furtlier caft is 
another fmall diftrlA belonging to Manne Manne, called Hc-wow ; 
it has two matteynas; in one there arc feven tecs, in the other four, 
which makes the number of inhabitants feYenty-cight. Manne Manne, 
who has feveral of thefe eftatcs, was at Eimeo, and the care the 
place was in the hands of Tcboota, his hc-ad man, who was at this 
time carrying on the building of a large houfe for the old prieft. Tc¬ 
boota prefuming on his matter being tayo to the captain, infifted on my 
ftaying to refreth at his houfe, and immediately begap drefling a 
couple of fowls and a young pig. In the interim the people ran from 
every quarter of the diftridt, in order to gratify their curiofity; yet 
when they had all got together and fat down, I could count no more 
than thirty-five, which is certainly no fign of extraordinary population. 
After receiving a good dinner Trom Tcboota, and much kind treat¬ 
ment, my follow'crs packed up the fragments, and I paid our generous 
holl w'ith a draft on the captain for a pair of feiflars; and as they have 
no doubt of the fpecified value of the paper, and have learnt how to 
uegotiate the notes, he feemed quite rich. What a commencement 
of civilization ! 

We next came to the fmall diftrl<5l of Ilahbawboonea, and paffing 
a hill called Otetcawno, reached another almoft equally fmall, named 
Honoowhyah. In the former arc one matteyna and eight tecs, equal 
to fifty-four perfons. The latter has three matteynas, containing in 
all twenty-eight tecs, and one hundred and eighty-fix inhabitants. 

The fhore along thefe two diftrids is a fandy beach, and bending a 
little inward makes a curve. The low land on w'hich the houfes arc 
built forms in each place a kind of triangle, the Interior corner of 
each being joined to a valley, formed by llccp hills on each fide, 
which arc covered with trees to their fuminits, and running in a 
winding diredion: they atford a view remarkably wild and romantic. 
Rivulets of excellent water run through both diftrids, which, not- 
withftanding, hardly deferve to be mentioned for fertility. 

Otoo has one of his regal houfes in Honoowliyah, and, in paflling 
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it, ray company was obliged to ftrlp. Nearly oppofitc is a fmall rock, 
a little way advanced into the fea, facred to the feet of Otoo; for 
none bchdes dares to fland upon it; and I think he deferves to (land 
the ftatuc of Folly, if ever he raifes his own living image there. In 
walking along, about forty people canie with great eagernefs to gaze ; 
had the place been populous, I think more would have come. 

Hounding another hill, w'e came to the diftridl of Nahnu Nahnoo t 
it belongs to Pomarre, and is much like thole I had lately paffed in 
appearance and population; it luis*thrce mattcynas and ei^itcen. tees, 
which makes the number of inhabitants one hundred and twenty-fix. 

The next dividing hill is called Peepe-pce; we walked round it 
over fharp rocks, which are a kind of bafaltes. A little further caft- 
ward there is a gentle dope from the hills towards the beach, and upon 
this dope arc many cocoa-nut and bread-fruit trees, but no houfe or 
inhabitant.' After palling this we came to the diftridl of Otyaree; in 
the middle of it the low land is about a furlong wide, narrowing to¬ 
wards the extremes. The diorc is a llat rock; the coaft bending out 
and in. 1 Hopped at a chief’s houfe; liis name- is Noe: Noe and had 
the following accoiint: namely, two mattcynas and twenty-two tees, 
equal to one hundred and forty-four inhabitants. This chief had a 
double canoe juft linillicd; it w’as the largcft I had feen,. mcafuring in 
length fifty-eight fccti cxclulivc of a lung board which runs over the 
forepart; the ftern was twelve feet high, though a-midfliips only 
three feet and a half. The two -were faftened together in the ufual 
method by rafters, upon which a platform was-made, where a houfe 
was intended to be .placed for the principal perfoiis to fit or fleep in ; 
and this I fuppofe is or\e of the larger war canoes, though not fuited 
for expert manoeuvres. 

i Having done my bufmefs here, I intended to have gonc a few miles 
farther, but had not proceeded many yards when I met Poppo, the tayo 
of Dr. Gillham, who entreated me to ftay all night at his houfe; 
which offer I accepted, being rather fatigued with travelling over bad 
toads all the day. Poppo was very affiduous to entertain me well. A 
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pig was inftantly killed, and a comfortable bed prepared. Here about 
forty people collcfted. The fupper, which was very good, was ferved. 
up with fait water. Before I went to reft 1 made my kind hoil and 
his wife each a fmall prefent, and in return they gave me the clotli, 
which compofed my bed, and alfo an upper garment. 

13 th. At daylight we renewed our journey. Poppo accompanied 
us to the end of the diftrid, which is at a hill called Annabco : from 
hciicc 1 firft got a fight of Tiaraboo, but ftill at a confiderable diftancc. 
from it. The diftrid we were now’ come to is called Wahaw-heinah. 
The low' land is here about a quarter of a mile broad, and the fame 
in length; behind are lofty hills, forming two vallcy.s, whence run 
large rivulets of water, w'hich, after interfeding the low ground in 
fevcral places, unite near the fea, and form a deep and rapid ftream. 
In fording it my man Charles was lip to the middle, fo that in rainy 
weather it niuft be imprai^ticable to crofs at all. The coaft along the 
diftrld bends in; the beach is black coral fand, and on it the fea broke 
violently. 

We ftopped at a houfc as large as that of the miffionarics, where 
were feveral natives, but none pbllclTed the intelligence we wanted; 
therefore one was difpatched to bring a proper perfon, who informed 
ns that in the diftrid were four chiefs, of whom Roorah was princi¬ 
pal ; each is over a matteyna; two of thefe matteynas have cleveu 
tees each, one fifteen, and one fixtccn; the number of people is ac¬ 
cordingly three hundred and forty-two. 

Proceeding thence, the next hill (or cliff) w'C came to is called Boo- 
te-awmoQ, which divides the latter diftrid from Hcdeah, whicl) laft 
runs quite to the ifthmus. Off this place where we now were, and 
diftant about a mile from the fliorc, there lie tw’o fmall illcts; tlie 
wefternmoft is called Booroo, the other Wharre-arra-roo. f rom thefe 
Charles informed me that a reef runs quite down to Mata\ai: it lies 
about two miles, off fhofc, and has in fpme places only four and five 
fathoms water upon it. 
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Turning the point of Boo-te-awmoo, the land bends Southward tp- 
•wards the ifthmus. When we had got a little way we ftopped at 
Peter s friend’s houfc : he was by trade a fifherman, who fupplied his 
neighbours with filh, and received from them canoes, hogs, fruits, 
roots, and cloth. • He had been on the reefs, and came in while we 
ftaid with fome lobfters and mullet, of which he gave us a part, 

and I paid him with a pair of fcilTars. At this houfe were about 
twenty perfons collcftcd, including the family. We left this place ; 
and as I walked along the diftrift, I obferved more weeds and under¬ 
wood than in any part of the road which I had pafTcd : fome places 
of confiderable length had nothing but long overgrown grafs, which 
obftrudtcd all paflage but by the fca-fidc. The houfes were thinly 
fcattcred, and as thinly inhabited; in moft of them they were building 
canoes, but none of a large kind. They all had iron tools; the hatchets 
were taken off the helves, and fixed as adzes. I inquired for a Jiofic 
hatchet, which will loon be a curiofity to themfclves; but they had 
none ; allb how long it took them to build a canoe with iron tools ; 
they anfwercd, about one moon. I then afked them how long they 
formerly were in doing it with their Hone hatchets: at this they 
laughed heartily, and counted ten moons. When we had reached 
nearly oppofrte to Bougainville’s harbour, the natives dire<fled us to a 
chief s houfc, where we found Inna Madua, who, fince the death of 
her hufband, is chief over all Hcdcah: though this was not her 
dwclling-houfe, Ihe ncverthclefs aflumed the command, and ordered 
a dinner iiillantly to be drdfed. In the interim the old chief gave us 
the name of every mattcyna in the diftridt, from Boo-tc-awmoo to 
the ifthmus, follows;

This may be thought but a imall number for fo large a diftritft, 
cfpccially when the magnitude of Captain Cook’s and Lieutenant 
Corner’s eftimations is confidered; but according to the beft of my 
judgment, after palling through it, and paying every attention, I think 
even this fmall number exceeds the truth; and furely it is no argu¬ 
ment in favour of great population, that at this houfe where 1 got the 
account, no more than thirty people Ihould be colleifted at any time 
while I ftaid, including Inna Madua’s retinue, and#iofc whom eager 
curiolity brought to fee mc.. 

When we had dined, Peter informed me that it was too late to- 
proceed, as he knew of no good lodging-houfc but at too great a 
diftance; therefore we ftaid where wc were for the night. My bed 
and Peter’s was laid at one end of the.houfe.. Inna Madua prefonted 
me with more cloth for Ihceting, and I gave her in return a pair of 
foiflars, a looking-glals, and feme trifles 1 had purpolely brought to 
anfwer fiich oecafions. In this houfe was an epitome of their general 
employments: at one end women were pafting clotli together; fome 
men were making linnet and lines, while lomc flept, and others were- 
drinking aya: this laft they drink in an unfocial manner, by one, two, 
or three at a time, and out of a imall cocoa-nut flicll j whereas at thi£: 
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FriowilyJ'flarids, one or two hundred form a ring* and from a large 
bhwhthey fliarc nearly all alike; but itfccms to be fo Icarcc here, thht 
HH)!nc^e3irt;ept the carecs can be Havifhly addid:ed to it. This evening 
X; learnt that, bcfides the members of the arreoy fociety, it is the 
common pradice among all ranks to llrangle infants the moment they 
are born. A perpetrator of tins horrid ad was among thole w’liom 
curiolity drew to vilitus: Ihe was a good-looking woman, and efteemed 
by the natives a great beauty, which I luppo/c to be the inducement 
that tempted her to nnirder her child; for here the number of women 
bearing no proportion to the men, thofe efteemed handfome are 
courted with great gifts, and get fo accuftomed to change their hul* 
bands, to go with tlicm from place to place, and run after the diver¬ 
sions of the ifland, that rather tluin be debarred thefe pkalurcs, they 
ftifle a parent’s feelings, and murder their tender offspring. As no 
odium whatever is attached to this unnatural deed, many hundreds 
born into the world are never fuffered to fee the light. When cither 
father or mother arc difpoled to favc the child, they fometimes fuc- 
cced, but not always; for if the woman fays fhc will not rear the 
child, the man in general fobmits to her will: on the other hand, 
when ,lbc proves humane* and he is ftcady to his cruel purpofe, the 
infant is often faced, for flic orders matters lb ^that Ibmc neighbour* 
fl\^U-interpole, if the child is not inftantly put to death, they dare 
«n<t do it afterwards ; but the moll infcnfible become as fond of their 
chlldicu as any refined people can be. 1 fliall only notice farther, tijat 
both parties do' oftencr maltc up their minds to’ fave>thc male than the 
female, which partiality accounts for the difproportion of the fcitesi 
and is none of the Icaft caiifcs of the thin population; for the men 
that arc not:wealthy in cloth, hogs, or Eriglilb articles, whetAwith to 
purchale a wife* nnift go without one; and this* leads them to pfac- 
tife the gy^eatlcrimc of onanifm to dn eiceffivc idegree^^iand' renders 
than unfit tboohafelt with'women : but til tbehr vices cff^ thisinal^ife 
are too flrocking to be related.. When the afreoies deftroy their chil¬ 
dren, they fay it is to retain the privileges'of th^r focicty'i but what 
cxcufc can thofe make who are not -of their number ? It is faid of 
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Gelon, king of Syracule, that having conquered Carthage, he made It 
tlic chief article in the treaty of peace, that they Ihould abolilh the 
cuftom of facrificing their children. And while humanity rcfle<fbi and 
Ihuddcrs at the behaviour of the Otaheiteans, one can hardly help in¬ 
dulging a w'ifli that either the fword of a Gelon, or rather the fpirit 
of the Prince of Peace, were applied to oblige them to rclinquifli tJicir 
abominable and unnatural pradlccs. 

Mth. About lix in the morning we arofe, packed up our things, 
and proceeded on our journey. Inna Madua accompanied us to her 
proper dvwlling, wliich lies near a mile farther on. Here I thought I 
got a fi'dit of an European garden; the plats of ava-ground were laid 
out in Jiich nice order: each bed formed regular parallclogramH, 
trenched two feet deep, and difpofed with a great degree of taftc; the 
whole cnclofed with a fence of bamboo.* Her houfe, which \fs^ full 
one hundred feet loi^g, Itood on the lea fide of the garden. At thi* 
place we parted from her, and walked about two miles along an irre¬ 
gular coaft, where the low' land in moft places is very narrow', and 
hardly a bread-fruit or cocoa-nut tree to be feeu. We then ca.mc to 
anotlier dangerous cliff called Pah-rah-tou-tea. As we palled along 
the lido next the fea, the footing was extremely narrow', and the fight 
below tremendous. Defeending the oppofitc fide, a valley opens, run¬ 
ning between lofty hills, with a triangular piece of Icfw land near a lur- 
long in length, and a river of confidcrable depth and breadth. Clofc 
to the fea the pafliigc is narrow; there we forded, and al’ccndcd a 
licep hill, from the fummit of \vhich we had the choice of two roads i 
the inner one w’as mucli out of our w'ay, and by the outer we mult 
defeend the cliffs : however, thinking this no worfc than tliofe we 
had palfed already, we took the latter, but prefcntly came to a moll 
alarming place, about lix } ards wide, where there appeared neither 
place for hands nor feet. Here I was at firft afraid, and had thoughts 
of going back ; but with the help of the Otaheiteans, who arc ufed to 
this work, I got along fall*. Oblcrving an old man liad followed us 
fisom Iiuia Madua’s houfe, Peter inquired w hat he wanted; he an- 
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fwGfed> that Inna’s mother had ordered him to follow, and if I gave 
any thing a'way in the diftrid, he was to feisic it, and take it to her. 

When w'c had got w ithin a fliort mile of the illhmus, in paffing a few 
houlcs, an aged W'ornan, mother to the young man who carried my 
linen, met us, and, to expre/s her joy at feeing her fon, ftruck.' licrfclf 
levcral times the head w ith a lliark’s tooth, till the blood flowed 
plentifully down her breaft and ftioulders, whilft the fon beheld it 
with entire infenfibility. I was not aware of this aftion to prevent it, 
but as flic continued it without mercy bn hcrfclf I fpokc to them an- 
grUy, and obliged her to dcfifl. The Ion feeing that I was not pleafed 
with what was done, obferved coolly, that it was the cuftom of Ota- 
heite. When we had gone about a furlong farther we put up for the 
night, at a houfc which lately belonged to a woman with whom Peter 
had lived, but flic was now •dead. . She had been wife to Richard 
Skinner, one of the unfortunate mutineers, who was loft in the Pan¬ 
dora, and by him had two fine girls, who are now about fix or feven 
years old j they are of a fair mulatto complexion, and very lively and 
talkative. Since the mother’s death Peter has taken care of them; 
they were glad to fee him, and received each a fmall looking-glafs, as 
did alfo the woman of the houfc. When we had refted a few minutes, 
Peter informed them that flnee the fun was at fuch a height we had 
not ^en any thing ; this being known, it was impoflible to behold 
with indifference the joy which thofe Icind people expreffed on having 
an opportunity of entertaining me ; they inftantly dreffed a couple of 
fpwls for my dinner, and a pig for the Otaheiteans and Peter; for he 
pretended, that, being obliged to comply with fome of their cuftoms, 
h)C dnrft not eat in the houfe where I was. After enjoying a comfort¬ 
able meal, as the cool of the evening by that time drew on, I got 
Peter, whP> as well as myfelf, was rather tired with the day’s walk, 
to accompany me to the top of one of the acyaecnt hills, on each fide 
of whichf ra»ja deep-valley. From the centre hills towards the fca,‘for 
a little diftance lip, the hills abounded with cocoa-nuts and bread¬ 
fruit, and the more interior parts with mountain plantain, tarro, and 
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a variety of other things, which they have recourli> to when the low 
land cannot lupply all their w'ants. Ailcing Peter what rcafons they 
gave for not cultivating more of thofe articles on the low ground, ' as 
it was evident they would grow as well, or better, there, he faid it 
w'as on account of the havoc made by the arrcoics, and tholh who ac¬ 
company Otoo in his feaftings round the ifland; at which'times, 
though they only ftay tv\o or tlirce days in a dilhrilft,- they cortfiTnie 
and wantonly dcllroy all the prodticc, and often the young plants, 
leaving nothing for the fettled inhabitants of the place to fublift on, 
but what they derive from the mountains: on this account they fubmit 
to the trouble of climbing almoll inaccellible places, rather than ex- 
pofc much of the produce of their labour to thofe privileged robbers. 
From this hill we alfo had a a Icw of the coral reefs which lie intcr- 
fperfed along this coaft, fome of them a confidcrablc diftance off 
fliorc: there arc fcveral openings, and probably anchorage within moft 
of them; but I apprehend the ground mult be rocky, and bad tor 
cables. Refpe6ling the diftri<51: itlclf, from Boo-tc-awmoo to the place 
where I now was, clofe to the ifthmus, it is little better than a w'ilder- 
nefs of rank weeds and ulelefs trees, and that even in places where the 
low land might be rendered moft fertile and valuable, though it no 
where exceeds two furlongs in width. In fome places where we were 
obliged to quit the fta-ftde, travelling became exceedingly fatiguing^ 
on account of the long graft, weeds, marllies, and numerous rivulets 
of water : in others the hills proje<ft into the lea, and form broken arid 
dangerous precipices, fome of w hich I have noticed before. Beftdes 
this, it merits the name of a defolatc diftri<ft, frrim the few houles it 
contains, and its thin population. However, the place where I now 
was might be deemed an exception ; it is about a rnilc long, and a 
furlong wide; and better furriifhed with houles, inhabitants, and 
fruit-trees, than any pket'of equal fi^ in thfe diftri<ft. 

When we returned to thO hoi>le we found afen aht whom PomStre 
had fent to meet and conduct nic to the place in Tiaraboo Where 
himfclf and retinue were preparing for a gre;it fcaft; but Us this took 

c c 2 
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me <»ijt tlid way of my intended route, I lhouid;not have confentcd 
to'it, • had not Peter frequently mentioned die Jirecipiccs at the call 
ch'd'bf the ifland as impaflable by any but the natives; who, tliough. 
ct^eh accuftomed to it, were frequently daihed to pieces; and that, 
without running that rifk, the account I wanted could be equally w ell 
got from the chiefs of the feveral diftri<fts, who would be with Po~ 
marre bn the fouth fide of that peninfula. Therefore I agreed to ac¬ 
company the man acrofs the ifthmus next morning. 

15th. At daybreak w'c rofe. Peter then afleed me w hether I durfl 
fieep in a houfe where there was a corpfc; and Ihewed me the ftull of 
Richard Skinner’s wife, wrapped in cloth, hanging to the roof of the 
houfe. It feems that flic died at Eimeo, and w'as there put upon a 
tupapow till the body was dried; the head was then cut ofl', and 
brought to tliis place, where flie had poflefled feveral acres of ground. 

Departing from hence, w’c afeended a hill, moderately high on the 
Otaheite fide, and walked about a mile over a fine piece of land, which 
flopcs gently from the middle clafs of hills to the ifthmus, and is all 
along covered with a ftratum of rich brown mould, fitter for the pur- 
pofes of agriculture than any fpot on the ifland: a few trees arc ftat- 
tered upon it; but on large fpaces there is nothing but grafs and fern. 
The ifthmus feemed covered with trees quite acroft; and beyond it, 
on the Tiaraboo fide,, the land for three enr four miles appeared cxailly 
like that I was now upon,- covered with fern, and level at' top, but 
broken,’ or rent as it were, into chafms or deep hollows, and rifmg 
with a gradual afcCnt towards the lofty mountains which occupy the 
ttiiddle dnd eaftern divifions of Tiaraboo. - At the fouth fide of the 
ifthmus, where we defeended to crols, a cove about fixty yards wide, 
and of depth lufficient to admit a Ihip, runs'clofeup to the low neck: 
it iHbukfbd' an excellent place for a ftiip to mOOr in, if a £&(& paftage 
could be found bbtwcefi the large-flakes ofcwalwhidh lie without it; 
and I do iiot<thiwk'thft iiripoflible, tfeoiO^V ^cxcepti cominerce were 
brought thithet; it Would be unneceffary, > : - , 

Befides this cbve, Wt cifbfled two more fliallow< oocs,; and-then,

tcred. the firft diftrlft of Ttafaboo, ealled Toa-howtow. Here the low 
ground is fo marlhy, that at every Hep we ^nk almoft kncc-dccp. It 
is alfb covenrd w’ith undervi'ood, but abounding in bread-fruit and 
cocoa-nuts. Farther caftv^’^lrd the ground is more dry and hard ; and 
wc fell in with a few houfes, .wlierc canoes wore building; t and the 
women beating cloth: they informed us that, the diftricl cosatained 
one mattcyna and thirteen tecs, which make eighty-four inhabitantsv 
The next diftritS is Wyoo-roo; the chief’s name Vcc-vce iloo-rah; 
it has fix mattcynas, containing forty tecs, which make two hundred 
and fcvcTity-fix inhabitants; and with refpeft to the foil, fruits, he. 
is exadiy like Toa-howtovv: the low land in both is fcarce a furlong 
Avidc, and the coaft waving. 

It now began raining hard, w hich obliged us to ftop where was a 
chief who knew Peter. His canoe was hauled upon the beach, and 
the little houfe taken off it for him and his wife to deep in. And this is 
their common pradice; fo that wherever they land, if in a large canoe, 
they always have a houfe in readlnefs. While we fat under an ad*' 
joining Ihed, and the chief and 1 were exchanging prefents, a boy 
picked my pocket, but finding himfelf difeovered, he dropt the booty; 
however, the chief was fo enraged, that he immediately went, in pur- 
furt of the boy, and intended to punifh him feverely if he caught him. 

The rain fubfuling, we fct off'again for Mattaluvey, which Avas 
the next drftrld, and where Pomarre was w'ith his retinue.' On our 
way we were met by the young king, fon of Pomarre, and his be¬ 
trothed wife, both carried upon.mens fhonidcrs;; he alkcd for an axe, 
fciffars, &c. but I had none to fparck therefore defired. him to go to 
the pahic (thip), and;they iliouldibe'i^Ycn himw He alfo aficed Peter 
fcveral qucllions conoeroir^ the places and people he'had .'ffen on his 
voyage with us; ’ At iafb wet readied the,theadrquaFters, which were 
no more than a few canoG-houfes.rand i^Pmpowy flicds, the. bell: <>f 
which was ocoutpi|^'hx>Ppi]inMr4^ atHdfSo. jfed lyas c^aidudcd., ,As|for 
himfclf,. they faid he was at a houfe farther on, buficd with his fer.^ 
vants itt.p£eparing cloth*ibiut.tbat a.mdTcngcr was gone to informhinx 
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ofiimy prrlval. Accordingly he came in a Ihort time, expreflied much 
joy on‘feeing me, and Muted noles; he alio inquired for the captain, 
and raicrfli on board. When I alked him his rcafons for not going to 
Matavai, he anfvvered, that at fu-efent he could not poffibly go, it 
being a very bufy time with him, having to colled canoes, cloth, 
hogs, &c. to give away among the did'erent chiefs and arrooics, who 
would attend;him to the great fead at Papparii, which was to take 
place in a few days, and for which all the iiJand w’iis looking up to 
him. This cxcufe I had rcafon to believe, for public care focmed en¬ 
graven on his countenance. However, as he coidd not go himfclf, 
he had feht his prime minifter Iddeah ; who, I told him, would not 
receive fo many things^as if he had gone himfelf. He faid, he did not 
mind the things fo much as the captain’s friendihip. 

I had defired Peter, that if a mawhoo came in our way, he fliould 
point him out; and here there happened to be one in Pomarre’s triun. 
He was drcfl'cd like a woman, and mimicked the voice and every 
peculiarity of the fex. 1 afkecl Pomarre what he was, who anfwcrcd, 
“ Taata, mawhoo,” that is, a man, a mawhoo. As I fixed my eyes 
upon the fellow, he hid his face: this I at firft conilrued into fhame, 
but-found it afterwards to be a womanifli trick. 

Thefe mawhoos chufe this vile way of life when young: putting 
on the ditfs of a woman, they follow the fame employments, are 
-under the fame prohibitions with rcfpcdl to food, &c. and feek the 
courtfliip of men the fame as women do, nay, are more jealous of the 
men who cohabit with th«m, and alw ays refufe to fleep with women. 
Wc are obliged liere to draw a- veil over ■othof-pHwftices too horrible to 
mention. Thcfe mawhoos, being only fix or eight in number, arc 
kepfr'by the principal chiefs. So depraved-are thefc poor heathens, 
that- even tlicir women do not defidfe thofe felten^s, but form friend- 
fhips with themfh • This one was tayo to Iddeah. 

And herd are fumilhcd with another inipeduBjient to population, 
and may afk hbw fiieh a people can poffiMy have a numerous progeny. 

At this placo isioft of th4 chiefs of Tiaraboo were AfTcmblcd j their 
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canoes were hauled upon the beach, and before their huts vaft quanti¬ 
ties of provifions were hung upon ftakcs driven into the ground; and 
more were arriving from the neighbouring diftrids: all which was 
perhaps no fliint image of the ancient Hellefpont and Grecian camp. 
From the dilFcrcnt chiefs I got an account of Tiaraboo, as follows.:

Men, women, and children in Tiaraboo, 4008 


All the caft part of Tiaraboo confifts of high rugged mountains, 
which run to the fea-fide, and form ilciep cliffs' that arc extremely 
dangerous to pafs: on this account the. fow land is narrow, and dHlri* 
buted partiallybut 'frqmf Qhaitapeha bay^ on tlio north fide, ^d 
from oppofitc to it on the fouth fide, down towards the ifthmus, it runs 
from half a furlong to a whole One in width, and where valleys are, it 
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is in confcqiucncc wider. There were not many cotton trees to be lecn, 
and thofc few of no a aluc; indeed, no part of this peninfula is com¬ 
parable to the diftri(^h of Matavai, Oparre, and Attahooroo, in the 
iarp^er peninfula. 

At night I fpiead my bed in the iamc houlc where Peter, Pomarre, 
and fc\eral others lay; but little reft gould be had, as one or other 
was t.ilking all the night. Pomarre afked Peter many flirewd quef- 
tlons concerning the places and things he had feen on the voyage, and 
more particularly about the natives of Tongataboo, as the red feathers, 
and various manufadurcs from thence, have given them a high idea 
of that people. Nothing grows on Otaheite but what they mentioned, 
to know if they had the fame; and m hether they had good land, good 
canoes, and fine women. They alfo inquired much about the Mar- 
quefas, and fpoke of the people there as being as far inferior to them- 
felvcs in civilization as they really arc to Europeans. However, they 
appeared highly delighted with the relation Peter gave them of thefb 
countries; but when he fpoke of the wonderful tilings of Europe, 
they at firft exprefled furprlfc; but not being able to form conceptions 
of the things he related, their pleafurc quickly fiackened: whereas 
the people of the Friendly Iflands and Murtpicfas arc in almoft all 
things llmilar to themfeb'es; alike In pcrlbn, manners, and drefs; arc 
tattoued, have canoes, bread-fmit, cocoa-nuts, and plantains, as well 
as they; and w ithout thefe articles, they admit of no country to be 
really valuable, though they do not deny our.fupcriority In every thing 
ebb. At this time Pomarre and his retinue particularly regretted their 
want of (hips, and knowledge to conduct them to foreign countries; 
and, addrefiing himfclf to me, faid, in a tone of concern, that they 
were able to go no further than Ulictea or Huaheine; and that at the 
rilk of being driven they knew not whither, to perilh: whereas w'C 
could fail for many mcM)ns, and in the darkeft nights and ftrongeft 
gales, and after all could come cxaftly to Otaheite. Thefe were the 
very ideas he exprefted. In anfwer to which, I told him, that we 
once were in the fame predicament, and knew nothing; but that good 
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men brought the fpeaking paper into our country', an^l taught us to 
undcrlland it, by means of which we learnt to know the true God, to 
build and condud ihips, and to make axes, knives, fcidlirs, and the 
various things which he faw we poffefledalfo that his tayo Captain 
Cook had told the carees of Pretanc, that neither the king of Otalicitc 
nor his people underftood the fpeaking paper, nor how to do thcl'e 
things. Therefore they had, out of real regard for him, lent the go(jd 
men at Matavai, to teach him, his children, and people, as we our- 
felvcs were taught: that, as chief of the ifland and regent for his Ion, 
it behoved him to fend his children and the natives to attend to their 
inftrud;ions; for, if they ncgleiVcd the prefent opportunity, no more 
good men would come to them, but they would remain in ignorance 
for ever. 

I believe he paid as much attention to this as lay in his power, and 
faid it wus my ty (good), and fo went to fleep. 

lOth. In the morning it rained very hard, which confined us t» 
our quarters till nine o’clock, when the chief and all his fervants fot 
off to work at the cloth; and as I intended to reft all this day, 1 fol¬ 
lowed foon after, and found them bufied on large pieces of cloth, about 
thirty yards long, and four broad; they had them ftrctchcd along the 
ground, and doubling c^ch, by laying others upon them, ccjuicntcd 
them with a paftc. Pomarre was as bufy as any. Here I law the 
maw'hoo alfo, who wrought with equal dexterity as the women. 

At a proper time of day a line roaft pig was brought for dinner, 
part of which was given me, the reft went to the chief; but I ob- 
ferved thole around him took lb large a Iharc, that himlelf made but 
a fcanty dinner: and this may be the realbn why his head man 
brought viftuals in the dark, on the two nights I ftaid there. It feemed 
that the hogs were not plentiful here, or they were keeping them till 
the feaft. , , 

17 th. I rofc to take leave of Pomarre, and informed him of my 
intention to return to the Chip by the Ibuth lldc of Otaheite nooe, and 
Would tlicteforc thank him for the ule of a can<?c. He immediately 

D o 
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ordered one of Jhc beft fingle ones, which Peter was to keep after our 
arrival at Matavai; he alfo put in it two large hogs, and fent a man 
to Wyere (the firft diftrid we Ihould land at) to prepare another. 1 
had given him a pair of feiflars and what I could fpare: and now he 
begged a piece of cloth, which the chief gave me where we flopped on 
account of the rain; having got it, he call his eye on what I ulcd as 
a bed, as if defirous of that alfo: but obferving his difpofition began to 
work, I bad him farew ell, not without feeling on the occafion. He 
w as much afFcdled, and faid, if poflible he would come and fee the 
captain, and dcfired me to fpeak a good word for Iddeah, that Ihe 
might receive opys (axes), paoutics (fdflars), &c. 

Leaving this place we paddled to the weftward, and having a flrong 
current in our favour were loon paft the ifthmus, and landed in the 
firft diftriifl, called Wyere, over which Maahehanoo (a woman) pre- 
fidcs as chief: to her the fon of Towha is betrothed: they are both 
young, perhaps fifteen years old; he has the moft lively, piercing 
•countenance of any youth I faw. 

X pcii'on named Tootahah, who is alfo defeended from the carecs, 
lived here as guardian to Towha and Maahehanoo; he feemed well 
acquainted w’itli many of our cufloms, and could fpeuk feveral Englifli 
words. Previous to bringing a young hog w^ich they had prepared 
for dinner, Tootahah drove four flakes in the ground, and making a 
table of boards upon them, he fpread a piece of clean cloth, placed an 
Englifli plate before me, and tried to apologize for not having a knife 
and fork, and fuch things as he knew we had on board. Thus, for 
the hrfl tinie, 1 dined in flylc among them. After dinner they put a 
pig into the canoe, agreeably to the order of Pomarre, and made feme 
other prefents, which I repaid as'well as I could, and left them. 

This is a very good diflrid; the low land is of various breadths, 
as twenty yards, a furlong, and in fomc places half a mile. Next 
to it are hills moderately high, forming valleys of fmall extent; and 
beyortd are the lofty craggy mountains, which are covered with trees 
to the fummit. The diflridl wcflward of this is called Wyboreede, 
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and anfwcrs the fame defeription: the hill which feparates them is 
called Rooamo, where the land bends in; and a little further a point 
runs off, and a quarter of a mile without it is the fmall ifland Otcar- 
rawah. Another fmall iflet lies about a mile further along the coall, 
called Tahmow. 

• As it now began to rain hard, we landed to tahe flicker in the 
houfes, which arc here, as in other places, but thinly fcattcrcd: when 
it cleared up, Peter and I walked along the beach, while the toutous 

paddled the canoe. Foot-paths iiiterfedcd the low ground, but It was 

bad walking on them, on account of the weeds and long grafs being 
wet with the rain ; and the trees in fomc places {landing dole to the 
fca, obflrudcd tlic way by the beach, and forced us again into the 
canoe; andjutl as it was dark we reached Attenionoo, a fmall dillrid: 
fituate between Wyooreede and Pappara, and there hauled up the 
canoe. We thence walked to Temarre’s hotile at Pappara, and found 
him quite intoxicated with ava. When they had brought lights I 
laid my bed down, and being tired w'ith the fatigues of the day, went 
immediately to reft. 

18th. Temarre had rifen early, and gone to a place conlidcrably 
to the weftward, to worfliip at a moral he had there, but left word to 
drefs a pig for me. In the interim we applied to an intelligent elderly 
chief for the number of mattcynas and tees which we had pafled, w ho 


counted them as

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A.Vtef'till nc£ur ckven o’clock for brcakfaft, I found, on en-^ 
<^ry,:tbatithe hog they were drcRing was fo large as to require three 
hjour^ to do it iufficicntly y therefore I was obliged to content 
rayfclf without breakfaft, and had but a faint hope of a dinner without 
Raying all day for it. 

The gt:eat*norjai of Oberea Rands, on a point a little to the caR-» 
ward: ^ther I went> to have a view of fo great a curiofity. Otoo 
has.<^B of his reprefenfeative houfes here ; and in paffing it, forac of 
his ifcrv^iitS) judging whither I was going, followed me, and were very 
afljiduous in explaining every thing to me. This moral is an enormous 
pUe .df ^oncrwork, in form of a pyramid, on a parallelogram area; it 
has n-flight of ten Reps <Juite ropnd if, the firR of which, from the 
ground, is fix feet high, the reR about five feet; it is in length, at 
the bafe, two hundred and feventy feet, width at ditto ninety-four 
feet; at the top it is one hundred and eighty feet long, and about fix 
widethe ftep 4 are compofed partly df regular rows of fquared coral 
Rones about eighteen inches high, and partly with blueilh-colourcdf 
pebble Rones ncady quite round, of a hard texture, all about fix inches 
diameter, and in their natural unhewn Rate: this is the outfidc. The 
infidc^ that is, to fay, what compofes thc/yjid (for it has no hol¬ 
low is compofed of Rones of varfons: kinds and thapes. It is a 

wonderful RruRure; and it muR haveiOoft them immenfe time and 
pains to bring fuch a quantity of Rones together, and particularly to 
fquare the Coral of the Reps with the tools they had when it was ^ 
raifed; for it before iron came among and as they were 

ig^orapt of mprtar, pr cement, it required, alf the care they havc^ taken 
to. ^t the Rones regularly to each other, it might Rand. When 
Sir ,Jo^ph Banks faw this place, there was op the centre of the fum- 
mit a rcprcfentatipn;p| A. bird carved in, wopd, ..pnd clofe by it the

iiave alfo gone ruin, and the flat pavement is onlyinfome 
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places cUfccrnible. The above gentlcmail, {peaking of this court, fays, 
“ the pyramid conftitutes one fide of a court, or fquarc, tlic fidcs of 
“ which were nearly equal; and the whole was walled in and paved 
“ with flat floncs: notw'ithllanding which pavement, {cveral plantains 
“ and trees, W'hich the natives call etoa, grew within the cnclofure.” 
At prcflnt there is within this fquarc a houfc, called the houfe of the 
Eatooa, in wdilch a man conflantly refldcs. Sir Jofeph further fliys, 
“ that at a fmall diftaiice to the w'eftward of this edifice was another 

paved fqxiarc, tliat contained fcvxrai fmall llagcs, called ewattas by 
** the natives, which appeared to be altars whereon they placed the 
“ offerings to their godsand that he afterwards faw whole hogs 
placed upon thefc ftages or altars. My guide led me to this fpot, 
which appears alfo to have gone much to ruin: he ftiewed me the 
altar, which is a heap ol' ftones, and how they lay their offering upon 
it; he then went a few' yards back, and laying hold of an upright 
ffonc, like a grave flone, he knelt with one knee, and looking up¬ 
wards, began to call on the Eatooa, by crying, “ Whooo, whooo 
and by afterwards making a whiffling noife, intimated it to be the 
way in which the Eatooa anfwered them. 

The grand morai formerly belonged to Oammo and Oberea, then 
to their defeendant Temarre, and now, flnee the conijucff, to Otoo. 

It was paft noon when I got back to the houfe, and Temarre had 
not returned from his w'orfliip; and, worfe than that, there was no 
{)rofpc<ff of any thing to cat: therefore I propofed to fet off, when 
his wife entreated me to ftay a W’hilc longer. This being complied 
with, they brought the hog fmoking hot, but nearly raw, though if 
muff have been covered up at Icaft four hours, which was owing to its 
llze, being large enough to ierve forty men. Thus both I and my 
companions fuffered by the exceflive kindnefs of our hoft. 

When we had taken our leave, and walked about a mile along the 
beach, we met Temarre on his way home; and when Peter told him 
that we had waited purpofely for him, he feemed much afr^d left I 
ihould be angry, and alked if I was not. On fatisfying him that I 
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not, he l^hcn inquired into the caiifl; of our vifit to Pomarre, in a 
■>yay that^fpoke jcalouty, envy, and fear of that chief. After a little 
convpriation we parted. Teinarre is fu|)pofed to be poffeffcd of the 
Eiatboa, and, in conformity to that fuppofition, fpcaks in fuch a way 
that fearccly any one can underhand him. This at firft made me think 
that he ufed that peculiar language faid to be fpoken by the priefts ; 
but both the Swedes infill: that the pri^fts know no other than tlie 
cenumon language, and can always be underftood, except when, for. 
the liil^e of myftcrioufnefs, they utter their fpecclics in a tinging tone; 
and that e\ cn the young girls cart make their longs eaually unintelli¬ 
gible. It is alfo faid of this chief that he is now meditating revenge 
on Porarfrre^ on account of the death of his father and his own defeat; 
and in hope of obtaining fuccefs he has chofen Mr. Main for his tayo, 
whom he has heard fpoken of as a military man, and to whom he has 
made fevcral great prefents. 

We Hopped at Pappara for the night, in the houfc of my tayo Wy- 
reede: as I had not Icen her fmee my late arrival, llic exprelTcd much 

on the occafion, ordered a pig to be inftantly drefled, and made 
me a prefent of fevcral things; among others, a quantity of human hair 
made into fine finnet. Here were, a number of arreoics with their fc- 
paratc wives, w ho, by the attachment they Ihewed for their hulbands, 
feemed to difcoun^cnance the alTertion of promifeuous connexion, 
with w'hlch they are charged. Their great numbers made the houle, 
which* was one hundred and fprty feet long, appear like a little village, 
where each claimed the place on which hisr mat wasfprcad; and 
almoll all were employed in making mats, finnet, he. As foon as it 
was dark they brought lights, and danced and fung till near midnight, 
and perhaps would have continued all the night, had I not begged 
my tayo to capfe them to defift: for the drums appear not to difturb 
their llecp; bi^t, when tired with dancing, they lie down, and a frelh 
party rifes to the fport: and in this manner the arreoies uliially fpend 
their nights, and thus they train the youths to the fame irregular 
living. 
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rgth. The morning being fine and clear, we walked to the end of 
the diftrid, and croffing a little cove, entered on Ahaheinah. The 
point which, with the cove, feparates the two dlftridls, is called Aboo- 
roo. Pappara is a dlftrid of the middling clafs; for extent of low 
land and fertility it% better than the north-eaftern diftrid^, or thofe 
of Tiaraboo; but inferior to thofc I afterwards came to, viz. Atta- 
hooroo and Oparre: however, the low land feems not to be two fur¬ 
longs in width in any place. Ahaheinah has a ftraight coaft; in fevcral 
parts the hills projed to the fca, leaving a narrow beach or foot-path 
at their bafe, and where there is low land it is no where above a hun¬ 
dred yards wide. A hill called Weypah-toto feparates it from Mah- 
raw, a fmall divifion of Attahooroo: here Captain Weatherhead 
landed in his boats after the lofs of the Matilda, and had his money 
and' clothes taken from him by the natives. 

Attahooroo is divided into two or three departments, over which 
chiefs fubordinatc to Temarre prefide. In the account given me they 
divided it only into two parts, of which the fouth-caft contains fifteen* 
matteynas and one hundred and fifty tees, and the north part ten mat- 
tcynas and ninety-three tees, including the valleys. Here the fliorc 
is waving, and forms a fegraent of a circle as it bends round to Tct- 
taha. The reef lies a confiderablc w'ay off, and within it the water is 
-fmooth and fliallow, and the bottom a fine w'hitc fand interfperfed 
with beautiful coral, which makes the rowing over it delightful. 
Here the ifland puts on its moft beautiful appearance. A large border 
of low ground is covered with cocoa, palms, and bread-fruit. Exten- 
five valleys run confiderably in-latid, and the fidcs of the hills, wluch 
form them, are covered with fruit-trees, arid their tops witli gfaf<. 
The lofty mountains in th«; higher region ^re alfo covcre<l with trees, 
or broken into awful precipices; and by their various fhapes and dh- 
tanccs, and the clouds, which hover over them all the day, add a 
fublime grandeur to the beauty of the fccnc below. ‘ ’ a 

We landed at a chief s houfd oppofite the great valley, arid before 
dinner fet off with the chief to fee a moral, where it was faid thfe ark 
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th^/.Eatooa was dcpofitcd, and which had' been conjeftured by 
ibint Ttfitors to bear a limilitude iii fbhn to the Srfc of the covenant. 
Thouglv it*was about noon^ in the road we went we felt little of the 
beat of tiiG fun: lofty bread-frtiit trees afforded their plcafant fhadc; 
and# as there was but little undervvood, we felt lit* annoyance, except 
from a few dies.' Turmeric and ginger abomided, alfe fhewrild cotton 
tree. The mbrai ftaads on the north fitte of the'valley, about a mile 
cr more from the- beach: it is erefled on level ground, cnclofcd wdtii 
a ftpiarp wooden fence, each f»de of which may meafnre thirty or forty 
yards. -About one half of the platform next the interior fide of the 
Iquferc U paved, and on this pavement, nearly in the middle, there 
feands an altar upon fixtcen wooden pillars, each eight feet high; it 
» forty feet long and fcven feet wide i on the top of the pillars the 
jdatform for the offerings is laid, with thick matting upon it, which 
overhanging each fide, • forms a deep fringe all around it. Upon this 
matting arc offerings of whole ho^, turtle', large fifh, plantains, young 
cocoa-nuts, &c. the whole in a ftatc of putrcfa<flion, which fends an 
offcnfive ihlcll all round the place. A large fpacc on one fide of the 
fence was broken down, and a heap of rough ftoucs lad in the gap: 
upon tlicfc ftoucs, and in a line with the fence, were placed what tlicy 
call tbefe were boards from fix tO feven feet high, cut into 

varknas lhape*. At a. corner near this ftood a houfc and two flicds, 
where men coij^antly attended* We entered the houfc, and foxmd 
at one end the little houfc, or ark of' the Eatooa; it was made cxadly 
Uk* tl^fc they let on their canoes, but fmaller, being about four feet 
three in height and breadth; As* it contained nothing but 
a few pieces of cloth, 1 inquired where they bad hid the- Eatooa: they 
anfweted; that it had been taken in the morrung to a fmall moralncar 
the wateiuftde#' but that they would imhicdiately bring it, which they 
did; m. hbont hjilf' an^ hour* Thoiigh r -haid hot viewed this^ place 
withodt fedhig felt ih'd poor crtatuitesl'yeff 'khehfbcy laid their EatSda 
on the ground I'could hardly reftrain 4 Mugh.- It was iii llmpc cx£^dIy

former four ; a.il^c is then made at the height of the fhorteft two, 
and the carpft,. twing laid, at one end, a thatehed roof is raifed upon the 
four higbcft ftqkes, tp flielter it from tiw rain; the vacant part of the 
frage. is to piiUjt upon, eitoer for rubbing With the oil, or exhibiting 
it to the friends* and relations of the deccafed.

A little before dark vve reached the further end of Attahooroo, and 
.put up at a little place which Manne Manhe had given to Peter, who 
ordered what he pleafed, and had it immediately; and here wc left 
thQicanpc,. as. it .blew too .fref|i to row it againft the eafterly wind. In 
the morning we rofe early; S couple of fowls were ready drefled, on 
which’ we,>breakfafted, and ftt off with a hope of reaching the fhip. 


if nothing occurred to prevent it. 

\^e entejf^ed, Tettaha by aftendin^ aifcll called Opeyhowe. The 
diftrftl almoft throughout is hiliy, a^ordmg but little low land; ne- 
verthelefs it is well inhabited, which may be owing to its fituation, 
lying between the two beft diftrids In the ifland; though I apprehend 
even its own produce is fujfficient for the people who live upon it. It 
has twelve mattcynas and one hundred and thirty tees. Pomarre is 
the chief. The beft grove of cocoa-nut trees hereabouts, and a great 
number of bread-fruit,. arc faid to have been planted by him and Id- 
deah when they were young. We paffed one fpot where Pomarre 
had lately a houft, which contained a vaft quantity of his ftores, and 
had been malicioully ftt on fire and burnt to the ground. At a place 
called Weyto-weyte, which terminates the diftri<fl, there is a houft 
three hundred and ninety-ftven feet in length, and forty-eight wide: 
twenty wooden pillars, each twenty-one feet high, fupport the middle 
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is laid arc about fuc uiLdhes.thlq^ and placed fwcri^ . 

wooden wall, or lence, cnclofes the whole. Here it Is'lSiicli' thi^‘ on 
great oceafions hold feafts for days together, when they a^nydft'tfeftrby 
all the hogs on the ifland. The next dillri^ ^is'piillrt'ei whibfe is 'ii^i 
llored with provilions and inhatKanp, Having fixtdbfi’ itiaitte^hi^ hrid 
one hundred and nlnety-nlhe tees, including'tWd\’nlld;[’-s^. ‘ It^iiis’aWo 

a moral, but is ifaid to be inferior to thit in Attabdotoo? Ihetefote, 
as it rained, I did not go to fee it. Beiitig folfccd do take flielte'r iti a 
houfe, I faw there, a man, one. of whole legs'was fwellcd to d' fize 
little Icfs than a man’s body; the other leg wfis“of its hk^r^Azb, and 
the perfon cheerful, and bufied in making a Mat. *000 of Otoo's 
boat-houfes was adjoining ; it contained a war canoe flxty feet long, 
which is a little larger than that at Otyearce; and'thele 'tn'o, arid one 
from Ulictea of a different conftru^lion, were the only large ones I 
fuw in the courfe of my journey, though I faw feverarof a middling 
lizc, yet not fo many as 1 oKpedled. 

The juft dlfftculty was to get over Taharray, or' One- Trcb hill,’ as 
the rain had made the afteut very flippery.' ,Frohi thence wc Walked 
along the beach to the miflionary houfij,' and ^ot our eldfin’^ aecOunt 
from Pyteah. Matavai has twen^y-fcven mattc'yhas and one'hundred 
and ten tees, which makes eight "I^hdrcd''arid tvv^cnfy-tWo inhabi¬ 
tants. Therefore the population is as follovvs: 
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CHAPTER XIV.

T he Intention of writing thefe pages 1>emg ^ 

the circumftances of a. voyage wliich from its nature awd object 
is interefting to many, I fhall witli this view notice what occurrences 
palTed at the Ihip during my abfence, !alfo in the‘ flibfequtjnl^’days of 
our Hay; and then take leave of Otaheitc, without faying more on 1 
their cuftoms and manners than what lies interfperied in the journar 
already detailed, as all former navi^tors have enlarged oh this lubjc(S;. 
and if errors can now be correfted, it will certainly be beft done from 
the letters of the miffionarles, whole rcfidcnce among the natives for 
five months gave them greatly the advantage over us at the ftiip. 

July 12th. It being the Rev. Mr. Le\vis’s turn to attend the boat 
employed in landing the goods. He expreffed a fear that the divifioi' of 
them, after the departure of the Ihip, would occalion fome uneafincfs. 
In the courfe of the day Mr. Cover and Henry waited upon the cap¬ 
tain, and ijjokc to the fame cffedl, giving it as their opinion, that, to 
prevent any thing difagrccablc happening, the moft prudent way w< vld 
be for them to make a divifion immediately; but this being only a 
propofal, the adoption of which thc.captain left entirely to themlclvcs, 
it was no more fpoken of. Mrs. Hodges and Mrs. Henry alfo vifitcd 
us to-day; and in the evening they all w'cnt on Ihorc in the pinnace. 
Landed the goods, and received from our friends the natives a plenti¬ 
ful fupply of frviit, &c. 

13th. To-day the captain and fix of the mlfilonarles examined the 
diftrldl: of Matavai for the purpofe of finding the moil eligible fpot on 
which to build a houfe: but as there were levcral equally eligible, 
no preference was given as yet to any. ‘ -

14th. The weather ferenc ahd plcafiiht. Ittformation was brought 
to the Ihip, that the young king had cdnie toMatiwai; but a report 
fprcading that he had facrificed a manj'the miflSdnarjesexprdTed their 
marked difapprobation of the horrid a<ft, which fo terrified him, that 
he was fetiing off fot Pappara, the captain landed, and flopped 
him as he and his qu^en ran along the beach. Gn being ajked why 
he was going away fd fqbn, hd alifWered, that, as the miflion*^ries 
were angry, he fuppofcd^'the detain w^ist’lb too, The captain told 
hiih't^at it would be vei^ '^fong to facrifice a man: he denied the 
The captain entrehttdhim to commit no fuch cruelty, and bc- 
fqught him jto return, promifing that he Would lend him a canoe, 
which he had brought ptirpolcly from Tonga taboo. This both recon¬ 
ciled and plcafed hini: hd Accordingly tdok up his rciidencc in Mata- 
vSi. Had he gone off in fear, therfe was ho knowing what the con- 
^quences might be, as he had only to lay the rahooc on the diflriifls, 
to cut off all our fupplics: a circumflancp which, though not expe¬ 
rienced 1^ us, has been fevierely felt by fornc of their vifitor.s* 

15th. l^leaiant 'weathe'r. ’ Thd' captain and the four appointed 
miflionartes erhployed in divldih'^ tMfe goods; the feamcn hoifting out 
of the hold, and pUttihg the Otaheitete^'divifion into the l>rcthrcu’s 
boat In the forenoon Otbh'ahd his w^lb'daifhc alongfide; the Friendly 
Illa,nd canoe was given id hittii' and’after^hfc had luncyctl It near two 
hours, he got into iti atid ^ht dtt flidrc fccmingly much plcafed. 
About four in the afteinoon, Sam (the little'cabin* .x»y) ran from the 
lliip, fuppofed to have gone Out Ai the cabitt^indow. This boy being 
of a dwarfirti fizc, was apprehenfive of fulling tnio'Want in his ,pwn 
country ; therefore he preferred fettling w^re nakednofs was no hard- 
fliip, and'the vegetable diet a!t Icaft of thfciflindjcould always be pro¬

One 
of them was full feverity years old, and fo infirm, and cxh|ulfcd with 
the fatigue of getting on board, that llie laid hcrfelf down on the cabin 
floor, apparently about to expire; but recovering a little, Ihe ftaid on 
Ixjard all the day, and went lafb away in the evening. Iddeab was 
among this clay’s vifitors, and, in fliort, the cabin was quite c^^yrded 
with them; which w ould often be uncomfortable were they not care¬ 
ful to fupply us with a plentiful table. TChefmometcr 72 ®. 

22d. Wind caftcrly; moderate and fine weather. Loofed fails to 
dry, &c. After breakfafl: the miflionarics came off, but without Hones, 
not being able to get them for the fwell of the river. Sent on Ihorc a 
quantity of rod, bolt, and bar iron. To-day the captain gave Peter, 
the Swede, two fpades and Ibme other articles, as he propofed eredting 
a houlc near to the miflionarics. My tayo Wyreede fent me a large 
hog> as flic had frequently done before. 

23d. Fine pleafant weather, and a light air of wind cafterly. Five 
or fix failing canoes went out of the bay towards. Tethuroa. . Thefc 
are the only canoes of the failing kind that we obferved on the ifland, 
though fometimes they will cred; a' temporary malt to run before the 
wind. Service on board by brothers Henry and Broomhall. 

24th. Three of the company made an excurfion for two days with 
Peter the Swede, through Matavai, Oparre, Tettaha, and Attahooroo, 
at which laft diftrldt they flept. Every where they were received with 
proffll^ hofpitality, and had nine pigs roafted to entertain them at dif¬ 
ferent places. 

Moderate and pleafant w’cathcr, with a few fliowcrs of rain. Landed 
fundries, and received fomc ballalt. Our vifitors were Iddeah and my 
tayo Wyreede, with Hicir: hulbands; their prefents amounted to three 
hogs and a large quanflty of bread-fruit. ^ The young king came off 
in his Tongataboo canoe, and paddled Icveral times round the flop. 
The captain gave him an uniform coat of handfbme fcarlet, and en¬ 
treated him to put it on, which he in a fullen fit, with favage eddti- 
nacy, refufed to do. 
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(we had much rain^' thuadcr* and lightning. ' 
w<4Mf«h/ »TW5 firft part of thi* day moderate and ftir i weather. In the 
afternoon the wind veered to the weftward, and blew frelh, with heavy 
»kin<for dbout an hour; then cleared up, and' fi:ll calm : and thus it 
generally happens when weftcrly, from which quarter it feldom blows 
hard or long. The wives of th^'miffionaties dined and drank tea on 
board. Thermometer 7li?. 

26th. Gentle breeSfes and pleafeht weathcf; The captain and mif- 
fionariea employed in dividing the goods. Received one boat-load of 
balliefll;- 'The natives on hem A diverting thcmtelves by leaping off the 
topfail-yard into the water. Thermometer 73 ®. 

.'I'QJ^th; Variable winds and plcafant weather. Received one boat¬ 
load of ftones; 

• In the dulki of the evening, one of our Teamen, William Tuckeny 
made his efcape from the fliip. We had been apprized of his inten¬ 
tion to ftay Oft the ifland, knew that moft (rf his’clothes were on fliore, 
and had t&onghta of ^curing him when we were about to depart, not 
thinking hd wouid go till hear the laft dayi When wc found him 
gone, the boat was inilantly manned, to purfixe and fcarch for him. 
I and the third mate went on this fcrvice-i we landed at Point Venus, 
informed the miflionaries, and the old chief Pyteah, of what had hap- 
pCfjcdi'and employed themvalfo in the fearch, which proved in vain; 
tor* after examining every houfc in the diftr4sft-we were obliged to re¬ 
turn* as we went. The two Swedes (Peter and Andrew) had been 
abtent all the evening, whibh gave us rcatoft t© flippofe them coheemed 
in the affair; for juft as we returned to mifBonary houft^' they 
etme in* quite wef, faying that they hnd beeti 'a-^ftlhing, ah cm^by- 
ment wc knew they never went upon at nights; bcfidcs, their Very 
Ibtdcs'cofidemned them« All that vveconhl lather do in this buftikis 
Was, tOfgo'te the liuts Of Otoo and Iddeahl hnd -dieftre them tO i^d 
men ih'purfint iof Tbdkai which' t^y to do.

Iddcah was oxr board the time, to whom wc applied for help, 
which Ihc promifing, landed, and IcntolF a band of Otoo’s men to 
fearch the thicket, aflifted by a number-of tire miffionades, with my- 
felf and the gunner; but all in vain: he was not to be found this day* 
Wc hoard that he had taken the road to Qpwe, andiintended ibr At-i 
tahooroo; and in conlcquence of this information, Smlil^ M^* and

It appears that Otop ha4.been privy, to the whole 
and had himfcif daily fed Tucker. ' But the captain having 
dropt an exprelfion,. in Iddeah’s hearing, thjit if the fugitive was 
not found he would take Otoo on board; it fo terrified him, tliat 
he fent a man to inform Tucker that he wanted him» and contrived 
to liavc .forne of the miffionaries in ambufli pear the beach, who i'eized 
J»im as he came along, and put him into the canoe, but not without 
a great ftruggle, and many curfes. When wc had got him on board, 
he \yas put in confinement, till we fhould leave the ifland. As for 
Iddcah, fhe was, at this time trembling; and being afkcd the rcafbn of 
it, file faid, it was for fear Andrew fhould be let loofc, for he was a 
bloody-minded man, and would wreak his vengeance on her, and the 
other natives to whom the captain bad,fhewn favour; and that he 
thought very little of running his knife into them. 

aitf ,Fine,pleafant weather. Manne Mannc, who was fo attentive 
andi friendly on our firft vifit, did not till this morning fend his rcfpe<9:s 
and a prefiint to his tayo the captain, and that himfelf would be with 
us in a day or two. Iddcah and fcvcral others came with the ufual 
prefents of hogs, fruit, &c. 

Ai^ft ift. Light breezes dnd pleafant weather. Bought two hc- 
goafe) to carry to the Friendly Iflands; and received feveral prefents 
from the natives. In the evening Manne Maune arrived at Matavai 
in thc.vefl'el he had juft built at £imeo> and brought her alongfide for 
the captain to view her ; cpiafidering her, aS' their, firft eflay, Ihe is a 
vvonderful p 9 rformancc. This, day noon ]ye fired a gun, and loafed 
thic ft>rc«-£optail, iis a fignal for filling; and received Dn Gillham and 
allvhis bagg^ige on board. - . .

■ The natives were now erowdihg the-fliiip riaore- t^iah eVSr,irfdrnany 
of them were very importunate to go tb -Pretanci “Ma'wroa arid' his 
wife my tayo Wyreede, Mannc Marine, Iddeah, and the tayos of the 
crew, laid us In a large fca-flock of ho^s,’ fowls, arid fruit;'arid in 
return for their kindnefs received fuch things as were to them ufeful 
and gratifying. Manne Marine was very urgent for fails, rope, an¬ 
chor, Arc. for his vcfiTel, none of wdiich articles wc had to fpare: on 
which account, though the captain gave him his own cocked hat and 
a variety of articles, he was ftill difconteiited; faying, “ Several people 
“ told me that you wanted Mannc Manne, and now I am come, you 
give me nothing.’’ An obfervatibn fimilar to this he oricc rhadc 
to the miflionarics: “ You give hie,” fays he, much parow (talk) 
“ and much prayers to the Platooa, but verj’^ few axes, knive.s, feif- 
“ fars, or clt)th.” The cafe is, that whatever he receives he imme¬ 


diately dlftributcs among his friends and deperidantS; fb that of all the. 
numerous preferits he had re'ccnTd, he had nothing nOw to Ihcw, ex¬ 
cept a glazed hat, a pair of breeches, and an old black coat, which : 
he had fringed with red feathers. And this prodigal behaviour he 
cxcufes, by fiiying tliat, were he not to do fo, he Ihould never be a 
king, nor even remain a chief of any cbrifeqriencc. 

Unmoored the fhip, drid‘got all'things clear and in rcadhiefs for 
failing on the followirig daj^.'

4th. Light airs of wind. At eight A. M. wc weighed anelior, 
and flood oiit of Mata-v ai bay; the wind variable arid baffling. Great 
numbers of natives crowded on board, to take leave of their rcfpe6:ir e 
friends, and fee what they would further beftow;; for they poflef^ go 
nerofity and felfifhnefs in an almofl equal degree. Sornc at parting 
with theif ^tayos ^t one end of the fhip bitterly, but by only 

w alking the length of the deck they became as cheerful as ever; and 
w'hcn: taxed tvith diffimulation, they lau^ingly obferved, that it was 
the parbw or scaflom of Otaheite to weep and cut thcmfclvcs on fuch 
occafiom, but the latter they omitted becaule wc Imd told them it was 
bad. But as all their paffions or fits arc extremely fliort-lived, cfpe- 
cially that of grief,’ their prefent behaviour was only confiflent with 
their general charadcr and difp<^tion. 

After hoifting the pinnace in we flood off and on, waiting the 
packets of letters, which were brought off at noon by Cover, Henry, 
and fcverail others who had not taken leave. After fuch converfation 
as the oceafion fuggefted, wc took an affedionatc farewell, and parted, 
perhaps never to behold each other again in this life. 

It was the purpofe of the miflSonaries, as foon as the Ihip failed, to 
change their abode to a more eligible Ipot, and to furround their pre- 
mifes with a ftrong wall, fufficient to protcA them from any danger, 
though, while they are united, none is to be apprehended, as they 
have fufficient force to defend thcmfelves againft the whole ifland. 
As foon as this is done, they purpofe building a velTel of one hundred 
or one hundred and fifty tons, capable of vifiting all the iflands 
around them ; forwhich they have materials of ever}' kind, plenty 
of timber, and able workmen. 

We hope they will have widely diffufed the glad tidings of falva- 
tion, with which they arc fent, by the time wemay again, vifit them. 
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CHAPTER XV. 

Return to To7igatahoo.^—^cctirrences during our Ahfeitce, 

H aving paired at a conlidenlble diftancc fouthvrard of the So¬ 
ciety Hies on our former voyage. We now lhaped a dirc<5l courfe 
for them; and by noon on the 5th of Auguft were but a little way off 
Huahcine, its extremities bearing from N. E. by N. to N. W. As 
we rounded the fouth end a few canoes came off, in one of which 
was a chief, with the ufual peace-offering, viz. a young pig and a 
green branch. They came on board without hefitation, and. talked 
with nearly the fame freedom as the Otaheiteans. A few' hatchets, 
knives, and looking-glaffes were diftributed among them; after which, 
feeing that we difregarded their entreaties to anchor> they went into 
their canoe and paddled away. 

When to leeward of the illand, more canoes came alongfidc: in one 
of them was Connor, the Irilhman, one of the Matilda’s crew. To 
onr aftonllhment, he had forgotten his native tongue, being able to 
rccolledl; only a few' words: and if he began a Icntencc in- Englifh, lie 
was obliged to finifh it in the language of • the idands. ‘ Both he and 
the natives begged hard for us to enter Owharr© harbour; but finding 
that we were determined to make no ftay, he .afkcd the-captain if he 
would take him liorac ; which was-readily agreed to, as wchatl reafbn, 
from the conduift of his Ihipmates at Otahcitci to'fuppofc that fach 
as he would prove a hindrance to the iniffion. He then begged the 
captain to give him time to take'leave ofr'hbavife* end child; »whieh 
was alfo promifed him; for that purpofe, we hauled our wind to¬ 
wards the entrance of Owharre harbour; and when off there, Dr. 
Gillham and I went on Ihore with him in the canoe, and, landing, 
walked towards his houfc through a crow’d of natives, 'which he cau- 
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tioned ws to beware of, left, ft>r th? [a^e of our clothes, they fliould 
ftdl lapcm us and do us mifehief: he alfo requcftcd we might not go 
far Crom him. When he made known his intention, ft>mc of the 
women wept, and his wife was much caft down, though he treated 
her with much indiftcrence; indeed, he,had faid that he did not care 
ftrhat became pf her. But when he tpok the child in his arms, a moft 
flcautiful infant about eight or nine months old, the tears gliftened in 
his cye^ and, exprefling his fprrow, he feemed divided in his mind, 
whether to ftay in a fttuation where, by reafon of their wars, he faid, 
his life was continually in jeopardy, or extricate himfclf, and leave his 
beloved daughter to the mercy of the favages. However, as he ftill 
intcuded the latter, he embarked in the canoe, and his wife and child 
accompanied us. In the way, we afleed her if fhe would part with 
her child; her reply was, “ I^o, not for any thing.” As feveral na¬ 
tives and chiefs had colledlcd on board, it was fome time before Con¬ 
nor’s bufinefs could be fettled; which alfo gave him time to confider 
more deliberately what to do. And, as he never let the child out of 
his arms, his afFciftion preponderated, and he told the captain that he 
found it impoflible for him to leave it; which we were all glad to 
hear for tlie infant’s fake. A few ufeful articles were then prefented 
to han, and we imrnediately wore fliip and made fail, whilft they re¬ 
turned to the Ihore. 

He fays, that the wars , here arc far more deftrudivc than at Ota- 
heite, where they will not ftand to light; here they are more coura¬ 
geous, and both by practice and neceflity arc become far more flcilful. 
He relates, that about two or three months before our viftt, the people 
of Huaheinc, (whom he is obliged to aflift, or ftarve) went againft the 
ifland of Ulictea; and in the firft battle, after many falling on both 
fides, th«, latter was de&atcd, and forced to fly for fafety to Borabora, 
leaving the dku mafters of the ifland; but in a' fliort time 

fome of the vii^idpus band lon^g after their wives, returned to Hua¬ 
heinc ; of which their enemies no fooncr heard, than they came upon 
them, with a fuperiority of numbers, kiUed about fifty of their beft war.» 
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; iors, and it was witli great difficulty that Connor and a few more got 
to their canoes, in which, by hartl paddling; they efcaped from the 
{nil fiiit of their enemies. Connor llicwcd the m^rk of a wound on the 
back, which had been deep, but was now healed; by which I fuppofed 
it more than three months lince this"affiiir-happened. He fays, and I 
believe truly, that there is no' Cnd to their wars; aiid thaft to have 
been once beaten was coiifidctcd as a luffidcitt caufc fb? entctin<x on 
frefh wars; for, notwlthflanding their late mfsfdrtuncs, thCy were pro 
jje.nng for another attack. 

C’o;\nor had not been more than five years among the Iflands, in 
V, lileh llrnc lie pnives, that a man may, in all points, become a heathen, 
and en I'orget his own language ; though he had f{)cnt part of that 
time with his fiilpmatcs. He had alfo forgotten what time had clapfed 
lincc the wreck of the Ihip, but fuppofed it to be eight years, which 
w as three years too much. Perhaps fomething might be faid in excufe 
for hi in ; he never could read; but had he poirefiTcd only a fmall lhare 
of literature, it is likely abftrad or fpeculativc ideas Wbilld fometimes 
have arlfen in his mind, to exprefs which, words of Sis native lan¬ 
guage conneded w ith fuch ideas would naturally and of ncccflity 
recur, that of the iflands being too penurious. Add td this, that the 
remotenefs of his fituation from home might cfeulc him to give up 
all thoughts of ever returning to his native country, and' to think no 
more of cultivating or retaining thofc qualities he had occafion for 
there. ! 

From Huaheinc we ftccred to go to the rfofthwitrd' of Otaha ; but 
as it w'as nearly calm we made little way; add riesft dsiy at were 
no farther than between Otkha and Borabora; when we ohferved in 
16^ 28' S. A few canoCs: came off fronS both iflands; but as it was 
Sunday, agreeably td.thc rule we haff !tfvaH'kbl^ ff>llowed, we had ho 
intcrcourfe with thenri^^^eked^t and'hatdh^s, 

which "we took nothing in TfcfS^. '^i'JSverll^reli, as' we lay'bcc^dWi’C<l, 
they hung about the fliip moft of the day; and Svhen leaving us, pro- 
mifed to return on the morro^r. ^ .

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7th. In the evening the wind came from the weft ward, and 
ftrctching on the larboard tack, we faw the fmall illand of I'oubal; 
which at midnight bore W. N. V/. and Mouroa W. by S.; and in 
the courfc of the forenoon w.c pafled between the two, and nortli ol 
the latter, the wind at the time from S. W. by S. fcjually, w itli thick 
■weather and conftant rain-; which continuing, we hauled the forclliil 
up, and run under an eafy fail for the night; and next morning ai. 
daylight faw Howe’s iftand oft' the deck,.bearing S. by W. 

8th. Obferved at noon in latitude lO’ S.; at the fame time faw 
the laud bearing north, and'fuppofed it to be the Scilly iftands, dll- 
covered by "WaUis. We now fiiapcd a courfc for Palmcrfton’s iftands, 
where we had fome bufmefs to do; and on the morning of tlic i2tii 
came in light of them. Hollling the pinnace out, we landed at the 
fimc lllct which we had^formcrly been uj)on, but by a better jiaft'a: .; 
than before. Thi.s lleiJ a little more to the northward. On this dav 
■we finilhed what we intended; got about fix hundred cocoa-nuts for 
the ftiip’s ufe, .and planted (which was our main buftncls) thirty-four 
bread-fruit trees, eighteen plantain and fevcral cvee a]i{)lc-ticcs, of 
which there were none before on die iftand: and if they ftourifti, us 
there is fcarce a doubt but they will, the benefit of them may be found 
by fome poor caft-away iflandcrs, or needy navigator. At this time 
the tropic-birds were fitting on their eggs, and fo very tame, that, had 
we plcafed, we might have caught many hundreds of them. 

1 . 5 th. Hazy weather prevented our feeing Savage iftand. On the 
17th we came in fight of Eooa, and next day moored Ihip in the 
harbour of Tongataboo in nine fathoms and a half, on a bottom of 
fine black fund, Makkahah iftand bearing N. N. E. ^ E. and Attataa 
N. W. d W. 

Before we had anchored, George Veefon, one of the miflionarles, 
came off, and informed -us that the brethren wxrc all well, Ilaac Nobs 
excepted; and that, for reafons judged moft prudent, they had fepa- 
rated into fmall parties, and wxre now with dift'erent chiefs. Bowcll 
and Harper were together with a chief named Vaagec, who rcfides at 
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a place called Ardeo, Veefon with Mulicemar, a chief of the diftri(5l 
of Ahogc, thirty miles from AhSefo, and Cooper with Moorce at 
Ahogc : the reft arc ftill at Aheefo. But before I notice our proceed¬ 
ings in the fhip, it may be neceftary to infert a few extrads from the 
journal of the miffionarics, written lince our departure. 


April l.'ith. Wc were vifitcd by Toogahowc, and many others: 
c\'c informed them of our want of more land and timber, which he 
inftantly faid wc fiiould have; he. would fend a perfbn to fhew it us, 
and wlicn ready it flumld be brought home for us. Wc were dlf- 
appointed in not being able to vifit the fliip once more, and fend 
letters to our brethren at Otaheitc. 

Sunday lOth. About feven o’clock wc had a prayer meeting, when 
lirother Kelfo and Shelly engaged. As wc had fitted up one of our 
cuckoo clocks, the ftriking of it excited great furprift and attention 
among the natives, who confidcred it as a fpirlt, on which account 
they w ndd not touch it, and fuppofed, if they ftolc any thing, the 
l:;:tl fpirlt would deted titem, which was not without its ufe. In the 
f irenoon brotlier Ikicluinan preached frona Jcr. xxxii. 2/. Several of 
tlic natiscs were preient, and behaved very quietly : in the afternoon 
brother Kellb, from 2 Theft, iii. 1. John Connelly (the Irilhman) 
paid \is a vifit, accompanied by a brother of Feenou Towago, a chief 
w ho lay fick at NoogoIlilVa; who having heard that Ambler had a 
day or two ago emptied a cocoa-nut into a Japan pint pot, in order to 
drink the milk, fent his brother about fixtcen miles to beg fuch a one 
of us; for without it, he was afraid he Ihould not get well again. 
Tins requeft wc inftantly complied with, and made a promife to vifit 
him as fooii as poftible. FuttafSihe fent a meftage by C’onnelly, en¬ 
treating us to A ifit him at Mooa; but this we could not comply with 
till we knew more of the language.- Several of us went out to Iwk 
for the Ihip, but law nothing of her. Our patron, Tbogahowe, made 
U.S a prefent to,-day of three pieces of land; two uncultivated of about 
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anj»crili:e><;h, «n4 one about theMfon^ifize lwcllr.ftocked with yams 
>bm»ipia-tre€S; thefe, with' the ieholoihre jwhero our* houfe ftands>. 
n^iako about five acres. In the cycaing he lent us three baked hogs, 
a largii quantity of yams, and a bundle of doth. 

17 thi. Two.of the brethren went to- look -for the fhip, but without 
fuccofs.. We :fent )Tbogahowe a ptefentibfearthcn-warc, two gimlets, 
and'a fewjhiilsw th Sobja aftei bejfenfc iimelSenger, requefting us to go* 
and fing to him before he fet off for Noogdlifva ; but as be was at 
this,time furrounded by Ibme. hundreds who wTre drinking their 
moiiring kava, we declined going, and returned anfwcr, that finging 
was a pact of;ouriworfliip, and we did not make a pra:d:ice of doing 
it at other times; which nnfwer fatisfied hiim He made inquiries 
concerning our dock; but faid, he would not have fuch a fpirit in 
liis houfe. Brother Harper made him a prefent of three fhawls; and 
foon after he font us a hog and fome yams. Some of our number were 
amployed in flubbing up old breadi-fruit trees, and otherwlfe preparing 
our home-cndfofurc. for'garden-feeds: the fecietary, Bowel], writing 
a vocabulary t>fi the language. In the afternoon the mdthcr-in-law 
of AmWer,'with her two daughters, came to fee us; her hufband is 
commander in chief of the fleet of Tbogahovve, and the moll fkilful 
failot on the iflaiid. Shc'inforfned us, that if we fent to her when in 
watit^of pmvifions, Ihe would rcatbl;^ fupply us. Glory to God, wc 
arc not likely to know' any wiuit; he gives us enough and to fpare. 

18thr After feraily worlbip we relumed our different employmtuits. 
Several forts of feeds were fown, and more land prepared. A chief, 
named* Gofawer, brought us a hog and fbmc yams;' and kindly in- 
fornied us, that whenever any of wCni near his refidence, we 
(hould be welcome to what his plantation afforded. To-day Ambler 
left u^ tO' pay*a l4fit tif^’Ii^oorriooe; being 'firll' equipped by' us with a 

fuit of C^ott'^fflits, bre&d-rftUiti’ &c/^bibtjgh*t t»'by fcvcral 

pcopid-durihg't'He’.Jikiy. d)'^ "■ 

iQth. B, Ambler returned again this morning, and informed iis, 
that the old king Mooliiooc fcxpreffed forrie furjtrilfc^that none Of us 
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had vifitcd him Imce i6ai» landing; nbr><<^t hiltt a^ prcfett^^ A fcmne 
t>om Fcenou Tiwagoraccoinpdnied Ambltri hi»^i^after had’>fenthitt»' 
to beg a fork, a plate, an olilamp, and ibmb red water (port wine). 
Some of them, it appears, had fpread abroad,-that the'Pappa Langa 
Tongatas (which is tlie name' wt go by) had ,inl thbir pof&IRon* fome 
fmall things that ga'vr: bettcE'light than themuts ftdck'oh th<i fplinters 
oi' the cocoa-nnt, which they ufcd; and this had hiducbd ToWago to 
lend for one. ■ ‘ ik.; ;• -' ■ T=- -i j < ■; ' • * .

In the time of relaxation from the bulinefi.of the garden we met, 
and confldcrcd the propriety of fbme of out body going to vifit Moo- 
mooc and Futtafaihewlien it was rclblved that brothers Kelfo and 
Buchanan fliould on Monday next accompany Ambler,, and carry to 
each a prefent.' ; . ’ • ’ 

2otli. Early this morning John Connelly took his leave to return 
to Futtafaihe, witli whom he refidcs; with him went the fervant of 
Towago with the fpccified prefents for his- ipaflet. Our fdend 
Mvtylc came, and requefted one of us to fliave him j.’;iwfhich done, he 
let off for Eboa, of which ifland he is the fupreme'chief. - ; 

Our clock excites wondrous attention. Every tool we make ufc of 
attracts th^ notice of the fpcflators, with which we are commonly 
lurrounded. Many of them will mutter out bitter ■ regret and redec- 
tions on their own country, becaufe fo ignorant of the ingenious arts 
with which we arc acquainted, A poor ohjebf, with ulccts round her. 
wrlffs of long ftanjing, applied to us; and in aboUit,liwo months we

Dcfirhig to prepare a forge, -w^Cj cndcavofurcd to form moulds for

Wic .werq viriljcd,,tOtday ,by leveral, wiio bronght fouaB pm- 
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fents of fruit, &c. Lcboolo, a petty chief, Came in the afternoon. 
This man is accounted the firft fpearman in the country, on which 
account Toogahowc has made him his chief warrior. 

22d. In the courfe of this week we have dug and planted about a 
flxth part of our home plantation ; fevcral old trees have been taken 
up, and an enclofurc made for our hogs. Every employment av<? 

engage in excites the attention of the natives, wdio are frcqucntl}- fo 
troublefome, that we are ncceflitatcd to drive them away. Found the 
mufquitoes very unpleafant; fome confined wdth fore feet, attended 
with great itching. 

Sunday 23d. As ufual w'C had a prayer meeting this morning. 
About eight o’clock John Connelly paid us a vlfit, bringing a fine hog 
and fome yams from Futtafaihe, who had allb commiflioned him to 
make us an offer of any iflet we lliould choofe among thofc w hich lie 
Icattercd about Tongataboo, as fevcral of them are his. Fifii arc in 
great plenty at thefe iflcts, and during the‘hungry fcafon w ill be pecu¬ 
liarly ufcful to us. At half paft ten brother Buchanan difeourfed fronr 
John i.: before he concluded, an old chief, named iVttar, came with 
fome kava and a bunch of bananas; he and his attendants fat quietly 
till the fervice w'as over; after which, being told the day w as faered, 
he apologized for difturbing us, and took leave. In tlic afternoon bro¬ 
ther Kclfo preached from Luke xxii. An inftanec of a religious nature 
occurred to-day—the admiral of the fleet fi:t fail for Feejec in a large 
double canoe to fetch a fpirit (an idol), as they term it, to cure old 
Moomooe, who lies at the point of death; and long bel'orc the canoe 
returns, which cannot he in lefs than two months, he nuxfl: be de¬ 
parted, and paft the fpirit’s charm. Oh may the time be haftened 
when they fhall turn from thefe vanities to ferve tlic living God ! 

21th. Early this morning brothers Kclfo and Buchanan went with 
John Connelly to pay a vifit to Futtafaihe and Moomooe at Noogol- 
lifva. The we^ithcr proving very warm, little work vvas done w ithout 
doors. A filler of Feenou Towago, named Onoadaicr, came to fee 
U.S, and in the afternoon flic font us fome hoti. Hpti is a difh very 
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nuicli in rcqueft among the chiefs, and is made in the follf)wing man-^ 
ncr: they lirll pour cv)coa-nut milk into a wooden bow.l, then It rape 
out the kernel with a fliell; gee root is bruifed into the milk, and re¬ 
mains till the latter has imbibed a delicious Iwectncls from it; the 
root is then taken out of the milk, and the kernel mixed up with it, 
’.vliich we found a very rich mcls. Harper vifitcd Moomooe’s fiatooka, 
about hall a mile from the miffionary houfe at Bunghye, a bcautiliil 

folitary place furroimdcd by toa and other trees, on which hung \ all 
multitudes of bats as big as crows, called by the natives beaker. Here 
he iaw two houfes; in one there was a quantity of fpcars and warlike 
implements, facred to the Odooa, or fpirlt; in the other an image of 
a goddefs, called Fyega; to whom they pray for a favourable feafoii 
lor making cloth. 

'i.itln Onoadaicr paid us another vifit this morning, and made us 
a inels of hoti; wliich being done in our own houfe, ga\ c us an op¬ 
portunity of noticing the great cleanlincls which they obferve in their 
cookery. In the afternoon we were vifitcd by a young chief from lyCO- 
f(H}ka, called by Captain Cook, Leefooga; it is one of the Hapac, or 
Harby illands. His name is Foonogge, and he is one of the fiucll 
made men we have yet Iccn. As Ambler has been frequently v. ith 
Iiiin, he has learnt levcral Englifn. words, which the young man fpcaks 
very plain. He indeed difeovered a furprifing facility to learn any 
word or letter which we fpokc, or pointed out to him. 

2(3th. During the night we had copious Ihowcrs of rain, and the 
wind blew frefli. About eight o’clock a chief brought us a pig and 
twenty line yams: in return for which we gave him a few articles ol 
earthen-ware. A lliort time after we received a fimikir prefent. About 
ten o’clock brothers Buchanan and Kelfo returned from NoogoUilva, 
bringing with them fugar-canc, drclTcd filli, pork, and yams. 

The following is a brief narration of their excurfion : “ At hidf jmll 
fix we took our d^arture from Goloobaloo, and after w ading about 
three quarters of a mile upon the beach got into a canoe, in which 
were three of Futl;afaihe’s fervants to convey us to Noogollifva: wind 
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and tide being againft us, we landed about five niilcs f rom our journey’s 
end, and walking about an hour we came to the relldcuce of Fecnou 
Toogahovk'C, w ho, fiirrounded by a circle of attendants, was taking 
his morning’s kava. When we had gone through the ufual falutatlt.)ns, 
and made him a prclent, we proceeded to lee his father, and found 
him removed to a new habitatiom whigh \vas not'quite finilhed; but 
t\velvc or fourteen men being at work upon it, they completed it li>cni 
after our arrival. Poor Moomooc feemed dangeroufly ill, and was 
furrounded by fevcral of his wives, the oldeft of wiion^ is dc\()ted to 
be ftrangled at his death. He feemed very well ])loafed with the pre- 
lent we made him ; a piece of foap was a part of it, which when lie 
favv, he expreffed a \\ilh to he Ibaved, and was much gratified when 
it was done. Soon after’this we were fnrnllhed with a nicl’s of filh, 
yams, • kc. 

About ten o’clock w:c went to Futtafaihe, whom vy c found gi\ ing 
orders to get a large double canoe into -a. boat-houlc, lituated about 
twenty yards from high-water mark. He received us,with great affa¬ 
bility and good-nature, bidding us welcome, and apol<t)gizcd for the 
meannefs of the habitation,„allb for the fmallnefs of the prefents he 
had font us; the rcalbn of which, he faid,. \vtis our living at fo great 
a dlrtancc from him. He received the prefent we made him with 
much good-humour, and without the -avidity fo remarkable in many 
others. When we had partaken of the rcfrclhments lie had provided, 
he took us to the beach, and flicw'cd us Several ifiands, any of which, 
he faid, were at our fervice; but he adviled againft going to examine 
them this afternoon, on account of the roughnefs of the weather. 
Tliercforc, having a little time on our hands, we vifited fevcral other 
chiefs: and being at laft fent for by Tbogahowe, wc immediately 
waited upon lilm in company with Connelly, and found upon our 
arrival, that Moomooe had fent us a la’rge baked hog and Ibmc yams. 
The hog w-as inftatttly cut up with a Splinter of together 

w ith the yams, divided among the chiefs who were prefent; and w hen 
we had fpent a proper time here we returned again to Futtafaihe, 
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who had got a fowl ready difeffed f6r us: and thus it was wherever 
vve went, plentiful provifton was made. When’'w'e had fupped we 
retired to reft, but were rather difturbed by tome 61^ women, uho 
were employed the whole rright in beating the legs of.Futtafaihc. 
Next morning we role before daylight, intending to viftt the Iflands 
and make choice of one of them, but were detained for'fbmc time 
by a miftinderftandihg of Futtafaihe’s orders. However; as the chief 
had been fent for to pay his laft viftt to Moomooe, ftippofed to be 
dying, by Connelly’s exertions we embarked in two canoes, with three 
natives in each to paddle us. After fom’c time we landed at a place 
called Holllfva, where w'c were flicwir a well, which they informed us 
was dug by Captain Cook; it is the- largcft and deepeft we have fecn 
in the country, but the water is bad, and .the land contiguous to it 
much cucuriibercd with underwood. Thence crofting a creek, we 
came to an illand called Noogonoogo: here .w'c breakfafted upon fifh 
and bakctl plantains at the firft houfc We came to; after which, we 
made a lour round the ifland, and found it, like that at Hollifva, 
abounding with underwood; but it had a few plantations ,in good 
order, which feemed to have coft the natives much labour, on which 
account we refufed to accept of it. 

We therefore embarked again, and crofted to another, called Mak- 
kahah; this we found w’ell ftored with cocoa-nuts, plantains, bread¬ 
fruit, and fugar-cane, alfo good frelh w'atcr. Upon the beach we 
found a curious coral rock, much refembling the ftump of an old tree, 
about five feet high and four thick; it was full of holes, in which 
v/?,re a great number of watcr-fnakes. The natives forbad us to hurt 
them, and would foarcc ftiffer them to be touched, faying they were 
agfx s I which led us to fuppofc they were facred animals. Thefe fnakes 
w< re about thirty inches long: the body;' from head to tail is in circles 
cf black and white*alternately, each about half an inch broad; along 
the top of the back is a beautiful^ ultramarine blue. Though not ve¬ 
nomous, the natives reprefent them as dangerous, and fay they will 
kill a man by twil|ing round his neck and biting a hole m his throat. 
We next examined another fmall iftand, called Faffaa, where was

pleaicci. We fbirn^ jPuttaiaihe f^ift witK^ h/foomwe; kc exprefled bis 
approbation b^ouf i^oice'p a very 6 %lij|mg manner^ informed us 
fartiiCT, tkat he had fet three men fit .cordage to a tingle failing ca¬ 
noe, which he ihtehde^ foi’. ouir life. Moomooe w'as how incapable of 
turning hintifclf, and appeared to be haiftening faft to diflblution; ne- 
Ycrthclefs he dciii;ed us to fend him a cuckoo clock, and a few of 
, bur, nuihber to ling pfalms for him. We were greatly fhocked with 
the bshavibur of‘Topgahowe, who two days ago had cauted a young 
man (his own younger brother) to be dranglcd, that his father might 
fccdvcr ., The yiftim he had buried Within a few yards of the houfc 
where yfc were, and he how came to mourn over him, which he did 
by fitting yppn the grave with his elbows upon his knees, and covering 
his face with k^s hands remained a long time In filence, and then de¬ 
parted .yety thoughtful. After fupper Futtataihe went to lit up with 
Moomobe, and we retired to reft; and early next morningembarking 
in a canoe, got home about nine o’clock.” 

27 th. It had rained hard during the night, which prevented us 


from working in the day. A prefent of a turtle and Ibme yams came 
from hJopgoliifva in hl^Qpmooe’s name: this is cftcemed a valuable 
prefeht in this country. Several of our garden-feeds have now made, 
their appearance, and look exceedingly well; but the rats and mice are 
very deftru<5tivc: our, crops ol^peas have fallen a prey to their ravages, 
and we arc afraid the beans will ihafe the lame fate, except wc. find 
fomc means, to. deftroy or drive away thefc vermin. A bKnd chief 
vifited us to-day. . , . 

28th. Weather ftili wet. Orcat numbers of people are dally coming 
into our neighbourhood, bringing doth, hogs, yams,'&c. to be dif- 
pofed of at the funeral of Moomooe, whbfe death 5s hourly expeded, 
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vi'hierc h»s fiaAooJta is, which Itands about half a milp from our houfe.

A young. ,wonjian, arrived at our houfe this morning, and gave an af- 
ieetmg account of the fate of one of,Moomooci s tons. The youth, it 
lecms, lived at fome diftanc^ from Noogoflifya,, Ayhci’c th^^fathcr'lies 
fick, and h^ ii^rdcr of whom^ ^nt tor, "i^il^r prete^n^^^ ofl^avin^ 

his littlc'iingcrs cut pif, a cuflrom commoalipre, and done with a view 
to appcatc the anger of the Oj^ooa, that the fich perifbn nuiy recover, 
hut, in tii^t Kcrmight bc jftranglcd.: Upon tlic arriyal of Colelailo 
]ic w as Ijilu^ed in ^ cordial manner by; his elder brother Toogahowe, 
and fooir after went to fee. hb jrathcr, whofe ^tendants feized upon 
.him with a vieyr to ftran^e him inftantly, whehiip, giicffuig their 
intention, faid, if they would ufc gentler mcaps'he would funinit to 
his father’s will; but they continuing their violcnpe, he, by a great 
exertion beat them ptF. 'fhrcc feejee men wefe thch called, and 
thefc being joined by a filler of the unfortunate Colelailo, they accomr 
plillied his death. Alas, how dreadful the d^rknefs that 'envelopes 
the minds of thofe poor heathens! Tlic prince of darknefs has im- 
prefled the idea on them, that the llrength of the perfon ftrangled 'will 
be transferred into the fick, and recover him. Oh, when fliall the 
happy period come when they lhall fay, What have we to do aiiy more 
with idols ? 

2yth. Foonogge paid us a vifit this morning, and after him came 
our friend Mytylc, who informed us that'Moomooc had departed 
this life about four o’clock this morning. Tlie people wKo palTed 
from Nopgollifva, with their faces bruifed, and blood running down 
their cheeks, were numerous.: inftead of cloth they wore matting 
round them, and a twig of the'chelhut-tree about their necks; this, 
it feems, is their mourning drefs. About Pne o’clock Toogahowe 
arrived; an^d fpon after Ambler, accompanied by brother Bowell, went 
to fee him. He w'as fittir^ in a fmall' neat houfe, giving orders to 
frycrnl chiefs whp fat around hirn, concerning the procuring the vail

Near her I^uttafaihe walked; and 
rieS€\hem .ttvo womens who were devoted tobeftrangled at the tune- 
rat'!- one Was W'Ceping, but the other appeared little conceraed; thejr 1 
bolfr were wives Of the deceafed. Some of us followed them to the 
fiatboka,'near Which they d^ofited thebody for the prefent, in a houfe 
c^t'ribd thithdr-fof the’pOrpofej and which was hung round with black 
eloth> ^liiS ‘flak)oka^is Tituat'ed On a fpot of ground about four acres. 
A moiirttT'rifhs^ with a gcfetlc Hope about feven feet, and is about one 
bundled and twenty yards in'circumference at the bafe; upon the top 
Hands a hbufe neatly made, which is about thirty feet long, and half 
that in Width. The'roof is thatched, and the tides and ends left 
open. ‘Tri the middle; of this houfc iythe grave, the'tides, ends, and 
bottom of which are of -coxal tlonc, with a cover of the fame : the 

floor of the houfe is of fmall Hones. The ctoa atid other trees grow 
round the fiatooka. 

To the left of the tomb, and without the endofure, fat about four 
hundred people: the major part oft them Were men, for whom yava 
was brewing. ' Oppotite to thefc Were placed' five large roafted hogs, 
twenty bafkets of roaHed yanis> and about one hundred pieces of mai 
(or mahic),‘thc four pafte. A'feW paces fibni the prOvifions fat feven 
^ or eight mchj who Were tabooed, and exempt frofti Cai^ihg thcmfelves. 
One of thefe gave orders concerning the dirpufarof 'the hogs, yams, 
and yava; all that drank of the latter were mentioned by name, by a

30 th. During the night gfeal:^nvimber&of ppoplotjyere palftng and 
repafiing. Prcaching /by brothers Bticbanali;:and Kelfb., Many of 
the natives crowded round our gate, and aifewi were admitted.., Pre¬ 
parations for the funetal were carried on with nnrfemit^^^ diligence, 
by the natives.^ vj ■ 

May ift.; Three roafted hogs Were fent us this;morning, one from 
Fefenc Duatonga, one from Toogahowc,, ar^ thp other, from Feenou 
Lucalullo. In return we fent a prefent to.'Toogahowe only; it con- 
fiftcd of a cooper’s adze,. an auger, a gouge, tlvcc gimlets, a plane, 
two chiffols, &C. Several ftrangers came to gratify their curiofity 
during the day, great numbers of whom flood without. the fence,, 
noticing all our adions. Futtafaihe paid us a yifit tliis morning for 
the firft time fmee we have been on fhorc; ope of the brethren fhaved 
him, and whilft he was doing it the natives w^ere afraid any of the 
hair Ihould fall to the ground, in which cafe not otic of them would 
dare to cat under the roof again; however, no accident of that kind 
happened. Great preparations are making atiB»jp^Kje. lor the fune¬ 
ral ; people flocking, from aU quarters with hogs,f. f^uit, . cloth, fpearsj 
and clubs. .. • • ; . .

As the funeral w^s to. -take,place to-tday, brother IJo\y<H went with 
Ambler to *BunghyC'to fee the,ccremony;> and fouud.about four thour, 
fand perfons fitting ropnd the place .where the fiatooka flands. A few 
minutes after our,.-arrival we heard a great fhouting and, biowmg.,of

fatisfied.themielvcs with this manner of torment, they fat dpwn, beat 
their faces with their fifts, and then totU^d., 4?P<>nd party went 
through the farne cruelties; and after them; a third entered, ihouthig 
and blowing the fliells s four of the foremqft held ftoncs which they 
ufed, to knncjciout their teeth; thofe who blew the ilKlls cut their 
heads with them in a ibooking manner. A man,that had a fpear run 
it through- his arm juft above the elbow, and with it fticking faft ran 
djbout the area for fome time. Another, who feemed to be a principal 
chief, a^od as if quite bereft of his fenfes; he,ran to every corner of 
the area, and at each ftation beat his head with.ajclub till the blood 
flowed down his fhoulders. After this brother Bowell, IHockcd, and 
unable to. bean the(||fae any longer, returned home. Futtafaihe, allb 
canie to our, dwelling, and ftayed about two hours. At two o’clock 
in the afternoon four of us went to the fiatpoka, where the natives of 
both fexes were ftlll at the dreadful work of-cutting and manglmg 
thCmfelves. We had not been long there before we heard at a diftance, 
low but cxprclliYC foiunds of the deepeft fbrrow and lamentation: this 
was a party of about >(«ie hundred and forty women marching in fmgic 
file,‘bearing each a bafket of; fand; eighty men followed in the fame 
manner, with each two bafkets of coral fund,-and lung, as they 
marched, words importing, “ This is a blcffing.to the dead;” and were 
anfwcrcd in refponlcs by thp wonicn. Another company of ■women 
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brought 'of'cK&thj their turn'td the 

above rfei^rifes.; Thus ^hfefe bandar- ^Iked' loward^ thfe ’tohrtV 
filling Of cd^riU^ that part of the triount bfetv^rt the houfe dnd tbo 
place where the corpie- lay, and the grave, with fine matai and cloth; 
after which, fbveti''ftien blcW conch-flifelh,''v^Hile othCr^'fiing’''i« a 
doleful ftrain, cYprdTive of the moft heart-felt grief 'The corpfe vtfe 
now conveyed *t6 the grave upon a large'bale of black clotHt lvItfe' 
which, and fine mats,' they covered it. - The bearersy as they - Went, 
w'alked fboping low, and carrying the bale in their hands. WhiKl: 
thefe fervlces were performing, a company of meii and women cafnb 
into the area, and cut themfelves dreadfully. \ After them another file 
of females, nineteen in number, brought each a bag of their moft va¬ 
luable articles *, and twenty-o'fte more had -each a fine mat in their 
hands, all of which’they depofited in the tomb, being, as they call it, 
a prefent for the dead ; and immediately after came a prefent from 
Toogahow^c, confifting of thirty-five bales of eIoth> each bale carried 
by four men on a frame. After the prefents another patty of mourners 
entered the area, fixtecn of whom had recently cut theif little fingers 
off’: thefe were followed by'another party with, clubs and fpears, who 
beat themfelves as before deferibed, and disfigured their faces with 
cocoariiut hufks fixed on the knuckles of both hands. Wc noticed 
that thofe who had held offices, or were related to-the deceafed, were 
the moft cruel to themfelves ; fomc of whom thruft tJwo, three, and 
even four fpears into their arms> and fo danced round the area, and 
feme broke the ends of the fpears in their iflclh. The grave was Co¬ 
vered with a hewn flone about eight feet long, four broad, and one 
tliick: this ftone they had fufpended with two large ropes, hich 
went round two llrong piles drove into the ground at the end of the 
houfe, and thence led to the area, ware about two hundred men held 
by them; and wbilft they Ibwcred it^lloU'ly, women and children 
wept aloud, or feing words importing, •* My father, my father ! the 
beft of chiefe; ^c.” More cloth was then brought to be ptit into the 
tomb ; and another party entered, and abufed themfelves as before..

0th. Toqk’a walk to'M©ocQ,’:al^ne dsavated fpot near the beach, 
with houics and euclofures, bci<?ngklg-^F0bl!«rti Tdwago, who lay 
lick. Wc ftaid with him about four hours. He rriade TSS%-prefenf of 
a fine Americansjdbg, an aninaaly)f whichi^we flood'in'deed. Wc

On our way vm obfesred tlic country^Rttid the mWihef bf freeing 
r,.d cultivating Umr lands, «)it*is m gtliildl-xleiie}, fieffts 

' r fmaller erudofiucs, callcd:aW5e)|i, ancfflbmiEfSfl^ lefrp#htch fijjfrduhd 
the houfes, called kdojoit lliafr'Ieodes drh^fe*^ trench, 
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plaited clofc, and fattened to. flakes iMi til* tattiie, iwhich ftrikc root 
and grow: they contain banana-trees, or yams^ fet^ rows tlwec feet 
afundcr, which were now ripe; between the rmvs the ywa root was 
cultivated, or the talioo, another efculent root; but they left the un¬ 
cultivated parts very tbul, and overgrown with weeds and giMflt. Their 
mode of working is to I'quat down on thw hams, and hoc the 
ground with,an inftrument of luird wood, about fire &et long,«iatiErow, 
wdth lharp edges, and pointed; with this alfo th^ dig -it up. 

Iti the evening Benjamin Ambler made ufc of very improper lan¬ 
guage to the brethren, and defired them <td quit the abbey, and to fow 
no more feeds. On fliis wc applied to our ttiend and patron Tooga- 
howc; Mytylc, who has rendered us fo many kind offices, -accompa^ 
nied us. T6ogaiiow.e received us very cordially, faid he loved us and 
all our brethren, and immediately gaveus a pig and ttventy fine yams; 
and when he had heard our complaint was very angry, and lent im¬ 
mediately for Ambler, who came, and notwithttanding his endeavours 
to palliate what he had faid, he tcccivcd a fevere reproof from the 
chief, w lio told him that he had no right to our houfe, nor any thing 
about us, and dettred he would let us alone in future. 

th. This forenoon Futtafaihe, accompanied by two of his tuck- 
ongers (or counfellors), came, and ftaid about an hour with us, then 
took their leave. 

About ten A. M. brother Buchanan preached from Hcb. xii. 1.; 
ia the afternoon brother Kelfb from Cant. i. and afterwards adminif- 
tcred the Lord’s fupper. As few of the natives were permitted within 
the enciofurc, wc were enaUed to wait on the <5od of our falvation 
without diftnuttioa. 

8tlu Our -friend Toogahowc, attended by a numerous retinue, 
brought us hwo pioecs df doth, and a fpadc which we had given him 
the week before^ he now wanted it cut m pieces, to make ffiiall iron 
took;, th’is was done* and at the gr'uidftone had been fitted up, they 
were allb Sharpened ibr him t havii^ fbmc yAva root by us, we gave it 
to him, lb that arbUe the balinc& of the fpade was going on, they 
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regaled themfcives over a bowl, and afterwards departed much plealed; 
Futtafaihe came to-day likewife, and brought with him a fine turtle. 
More than twenty large double canoes arrived from the Harby iflands, 
carrying upwards of fifty perfons each; in one of them was Morgan 
Bryan, an Irifliman, the former Ihipmatc of Ambler and Connelly: 
he had heard of our arrival fo early as about the time the <hip failed. 
As foon as he landed he caine and ftaid fome time, but during our 
interview gave fuch fpccimens of depravity as excited a wilh for him 
never more to come under our roof. A writing-book forgotten at Fec- 
nou Tobgahowe’s his wife firft denied, and then produced ftripped of 
moft of the leaves. 

9th. Several chiefs came to fee us this morning, and brought tools 
to be fharpened. Morgan came again to fee us, and to our grief we 
are likely to have much of his company. Provifions in abundance are 
ftill brought to Bunghye from all parts of the country. Strangers like- 
wife arc vifiting the fiatooka of Moomboe, whwe they continue the 
cruel mourning deremony, but not' fo much now as a few days ago. 
Morgan, who had in the morning requefted iron tools of us, which 
we did not think proper to give, took the liberty, in concert with 
Ambler, to upbraid us, and to ufe fuch language as much hurt our 
minds. Ambler well knew that our ftock of tools was much jcduccd, 
yet he did not fcruple to fay, that, unlcfs we complied with his re- 
queft, he would, before ten days elapfed, adopt means to fatisfy him- 
felf; and with .this threat walked off. May He who has laid, “Be 
“ not difmayed, I am thy God,” protcdl us with his almighty power 
from the machinations of thofe wicked men ! 

loth. About five A. M. brother Kelfo being on watch difeovered 
a man creeping through the fence; he immediately ftruck the thief, 
and repeated his blows till the man ran off. Mytyle being acquainted 
with it, was very forry the fellow was n 6 t killed.' A After of Tboga- 
howe’s, nanied Fecnou Allawallo, font us a fine hog and eight bafkets 
of yams, and fcveral of her family followed, and ftaid moft of the 
afternoon, which W’as rainy. In the evening Toogahow’c came him- 
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felf, with a chief from Harby j- before he departed he received a cover¬ 
lid from one of the brethren, with; which he was higldy gratified, 

11th. Jedm Connelly informs us, that while the chiefs fat over 
the yava bowl this morning, he overheard them laying plaxis to em¬ 
brace thc.firft opportunity to deprive us of all our poffcl^ion?, but that 
they waited the return of the fiiip, when they hoped we fliould recciyc 
more articles. . The truth of. this report we have no rcafon ,ta. doubt, 
as we know there is not a man on the ifland but would tell us upon 
inquiry, that they are '' matde monucka,” that is to lay, “ dying in 

in love for our things.” This information gave us no fmall unea- 
fincfs, and led us to inquire what fteps were proper to be taken at this 
critical juncture, and which was the path of duty. Wc knew not the 
way of proceeding they might take to cfFcA their purpofe; but as ra¬ 
vages generally work thcmfclvcs up to fury on occafions of entcrprilc, 
we had but little hope that they would regard our lives. After de¬ 
bating the fubjed, we concluded the fafeft plan would be, to feparate, 
and, going two together, put ourfclvcs under the protedion of the 
greateft chiefs, and place our property, alfo under their care; by which 
means we might Iccure our pcrlbns, and, at lealt, favc our books; but 
that wc might have one place w^hercat to meet and commune toge¬ 
ther, it was judged proper that four of our number Ihould remain 
with Toogahowc. 

In the afternoon brothers Bowcll and Veefon, accompanied by 
Connelly, went in quell of Toogahowe, who feemed to difeover little 
concern when he heard of our circumllances; but wiflied that he 
might have his lliare of the property, if we did feparate. On this 
wc invited him to our habitation, and ojx:ned every box to his view, 
from every one of v/hich he took fomctliing, by way of tithe, and 
departed fatisfied. 

12th. The night paffed quietly, and but few of the nati\ cs came 
near our fence; however, the alarm of ycllcrday was by no means 
quelled. Toogahowc wilhed for us all to remain with him, the mo¬ 
tives for which wc could cafdy. fee through; it appearing evident that

On Sanday the-2 ll!,*%miilHer Blichahalfdifcburied from his former 
textj brother KcHo, Wohii Ck^ ''' > / 

'22d. Prcj)arcd i'^iefcC of ground for turnips, which thrive better ‘ 
than any other feeds. Set fome peas and beans ; thofc wc firli ^ahted 
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were in blow in about two months. The peas \i^erc chiefly deftroyed 
by the rats, which abound here. Walked over the weftem part of 
the iflarid, not more then a mile acfofs. The Ihorer rdek'y; a hcawy 
ilirf upon it. Obferveli the natives amufiHg. thcmfclves wdth fwim- 
niing in the furf, and carried bn the top of the whvc; this Tport they 
called faneefo. ' ■ 

The men have begun fcheir divcrfibhs at Moomobe’s fiatooka, and 
pradlfc morning and evening in different parties; under different chiefs. 
Next Sunday is fixed for tlic car tonga lahic, or great toomai; after 
which, w'e are informed, many of the people will difjjcrfc, of which 
,w e fhall be heartily glad, 

28 th. The great toomai was performed by men dreffed in their 
flnefl; fobes, and mats ornamented with feathers, beads, fliclls, &c.; 
the drums called tarraffc founding, accompanied by a chorus of per¬ 
formers llnging, and holding in their hands an inftrument like a 
paddle, called dobochc,. about two feet and a half long, with a Ihort 
handle; making curious flouriflies, with cbrrefponding motions, ajid 
different attitudes; thofe around them joining in the chorus. They 
began in three lines, and fhifted by various evolutions, till thofe in 
the rear became the front, moving in exaft time, and with a graceful 
ftep. Some of our number make a pradlice of viliting one or other 
of the great chiefs every day, by whom we are treated with much 
affcdlon, and they offer us any thing in their poffeflion. They take 
great pains, and difplay much ingenuity, in endeavouring to make us 
underftand their language. Through the week we have had a raoft 
liberal fupply of provifions fent us, and have eleven hogs in our fly, 
more than we well know how to feed. Maintained our ufual worlhip; 
brother Buchanan fpokc from Heb. xil. 2. Kelfo from Col. ii. 18 . 

29th. Two of our brethren being invited by Futtafaihe to Mooa, 
they fet off, and overtook, him in about two miles, having tefted witli 
his party to take their morning draught of kava: they purfued their 
journey in company. The Dooatonga (as Futtafaihe is entitled) being 
unwell was carried by four porters, oa a kind of litter. They pro- 
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cceded not in the direct road by the beach, but turned to the right 
inland, and flopped at the largcft houfc they had feen in the ifland, 
being one hundred and eighteen feet by fifty-fix,, and neatly thatched; 
it is called Naffoola, and is about fix miles from purs. Here 
they icfted about three hours, during which they took a turn to 
Lego, as they call the fouth-weftern part of the ifland, faw much land 
cultivated for yams, but more neglcftcd and overgrown with weeds. 
There were vaft groves of cocoa-nuts, which grew on the bare rocks, 
even to the edge of the cliffs. Below was a delightful fpring gufliing 
out of a rocky cavern, into which, at high water, the fea flows. In 
the evening they went to Togamaloolo, a beautiful fpor at a little 
diftance from the road, where they flept. Before the houfe was a 
large green area, and on each fide a fiatooka containing three tombs. 

30 th. Reached Mooa, the refidcncc of Futtafaihe; they found the 
abbeys and ladores of this village in a very ruinous condition, and the 
fences much out of repair. Here are fcveral houfes, which Connelly 
faid were Jpirits' houfes, where they found logs of wood, ftones, and 
bundles of rags, which were confidcred as fpirits, being brought from 
the Fctjce iflands. Thefc places arc falling down, but fo facred, they 
muft not be touched to repair them. Futtafaihe is very fupcrftitious, 
and himfclf efteemed as an odooa or god; he is alfo much devoted to 
pleafure, finging, and dancing; has fcveral wives, the firft v omen of 
the country ; one, the daughter ot Moomooc, called Dooboumaofer : 
*flic has features and a complexion very like a European, as flic fcldom 
goes out of the houlc, or expofes hcrfelt to the fun and air. 

The lands about Mooa arc ill cultivated, and overgrown with grals 
andtralh; though there arc many beautiful .abbeys planted with a 
variety of trees and flowering flirubs of the moft delicious fragrance. 

31 ft. Very rainy and tempeftuous,. When it cleared up they w alked 
out to fee the abbeys, canoes, &c. The fiatookas are remarkable. 
There lie the Futtafaihes for many generations, fomc vaft ahd ruinous, 
which is the cafe with the largcft; the houfc on the top of it is fallen, 
and the area and tomb itfclf overgrow n with w ood and weeds. Poulaho, 
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the fallher ^he prcfcnt king, is iwd to iiatvc dkd and .been iatertccl 
at V&vao. 

The hiRory, if Ambler’s reportis to .be reived, .is this: that Pou- 
ladio, but more cfpecially his wife Mahoofe, of the £k)ubou iarally., 
were tyrannical in their government, diipoflefling the chiels arbitra- 
,rrily, and rendering themfclves odious. Toogaliawc was theucchief at 
Eooa. Ha majefty, after Poulaho’s dcceafe, dilinUred iitm from hk 
poft, and nominated another. This he rduated, and refuled to fub- 
jnit; and told the meflenger he was a tooa, and not an agee, or chief, 
,clfc he w’ould have challenged him to fmglc combat; but now he had 
only to depart with his train, or he would put him to death. The 
wind blew a ftorm, but he hafted back to his miftrefs, who inquired 
the real’on of his return in iuch a gale.; he related his reception; and 
flic replied, “ Toogahowe has a mind .to be killed, I will punifli his 

iniblencc.”. Toogahowe meantime convened the other chiefs, and 
urged them to join him in fupport of their privileges. The conflid 
proved in their favour, and the queen was driven to Aheefo, and took 
.Ihriter aJt a houfc near ours at Attaboo. Here flic iat with a garland 
of leaves about her ueck, and a gootakoo in her mouth, which fig- 
jiified, I crave mercy, Toogahowe was going to diipatch her with his 
tooea-tooca, or ijBear,’but was withheld by his followers ; and Ihc was 
fuft'ered to efeape to .the Harby iflands, where flie now lives -in cicile. 
Toogaliowc, vidorious, excrcifed great cruelties on his enemies, tying 
dome to trees and burning them alive, and making great devaftations 
at the Harby iflands. In a fight with the people of Vavoa, his canoe 
.outfailcd the reft, and he fought them alone with fuch fury as gainc«l 
/the vidoiy, and raiibd the fame of ins military prowefs to the higheft 
pitch; fb that he is ucivciially dreaded and obeyed. Our miflrionaric.s 
were witnefles to ibme of 1 o(;^howc’s faioge condud. One man 
who difpicafed iiiri had his hand cut off on the ^ot; and another was 
tied up with his arms extended, and two wenieu were ordered with 
iighttd Ricks to tarm him under the arm-pUs. Our tacthren inta- 
/ceded for him, and happily refeued him from tills cruel pimiflimcnt. 
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June iftr TUic brethren returned in a failing canoe to Ahccfa. 
Euttataihe made them a prcfcat of a hog and twenty yams, and ac- 
oompsenied them ta« fmall iiknd in the bay eallcd Makkuhahy .which 
he had given them. 

At Ahdcfo fcMind fevcral chiefs returning to their homes; one oi' 
them, named Moore, invited Cooper and Gaulton to accompau) him 
to Ahoge oi4.a vifit, which they accepted. Se\cral of the chiefs have 
given us preffing invitations to refide with them, and have offered u.s 
houfes, and whatever w'c can dcfire; lb that, whenever we feparate, 
there is no fear of wanting an alylum. ■, 

4 til. Spent the Lord’s day as ufual; partook of the My com¬ 
munion. 

Cth. Bowcll dnd Harper paid a vilit to Vaagee, a chief of great 
influence in the diftrid. of Ardco: he informed us of fomc of the vil- 
lanics of Morgan and Ambler, refpeding fevcral things they had ftolcn 
from us; and we met fomc women drcllcd in the llolcu things. 

(5th. V.iarjce led ns a w'alk acrofs the country to his family fia- 
tookoi. Below the cliti' are caverns on which the furf bcat^,^. and.fhe 
water gulhes back with furpriling violence. 

7th. Bowcll and Harper returned fram.Airdco, higlily plcafcd witii 
tin: treatment they, had received. Vaarjec in(^uire<iK carncllly of ♦•Mr. 
Howell, if we had any who could aflift women in 'difficult labours. 
Tw'O of his forVants attcndal them with a large mat fo llecp on, • and 
to alfurc us of hogs and vams whenever we pkalcd. He lives about teu 
milcsdiifoua us. His land is tlic bell cultivated we havc’"foen; Ifo has 
the lararcll diftrld o‘f any chief at Tonga; and is not obliged to furuifli 
Dugonagalux)la with his ^produce. He employs a great number of 
forvants in different occupations and labovurs. At our return we found 
the materials ready, atHWald at our gate, w'hich Tbogaho^vc had pro- 
mifod to enlarge oi» dwelling. A mattock which we fometimes ufed 
took hi# f&ncy, and was given him. Mytyle objecting to anotha: 
erection witltin the abbey, we fet it up in an adjoining field, which 
we propofod to clear add cultrvatb* 

K K 
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I'Oth*' H^rd that Fecnou Lukolallb was ill) and not likely to JUve. 
A pair of pantaloons were Rolen. Mytyle had ingratiated hiniiclf yrjth-. 
us, by his rcadinels to teach us tl>c language, and w^s a veiy intelligent' 
Stian, but wc were forry to dete<R him in feyeral petty thefts. 

nth. Spent the Lord’s day in our ufual manner. Futtafaihe- 
vilitcd us, and wifhed we would lhave him. We excuied ourfelves* 
from doing itj as we never did any ^manual labour on the odooa day,. 
Our gracious Father has given us great acceptance.; in the fight of this 
people, who cxprcls much furprile at obferving how dilFerent our 
manners are from thofe of our countrymen, whofe time is fpent in 
idlcnefs and profligacy. One of them has four wives, another three, 
and the other two. With fuch men it is Impoffible for us to maintain 
any fcllowlliip, and their envy and enmity we bitterly experience. 

12th. This morning Lukolallp died; and Foonogge, a young 
chief, informed us that Morgan and Ambler had been very induf- 
trious of late to irritate the minds of thfe natives againft'us, telling 
them that wc were only tooas (mean people), and that they were 
agecs (chiefs), aitd fbns of the king *of England. They had alfo re¬ 
commended to them to attack and plunder us. After this-we did not 
think proper to flay in the houfe where wc were, but to remove to 
one larger, which Rood in the enclofurc next to Dugonagaboola, to 
which the chief readily confented, and all things-except our hi^s were 
taken thither this evening. However, next day when we went to 
fetch them wc.found the fty broken, and but one remaining; two 
were near the fty, and after the ftrideft fearch we found only another: 
thus our Rock was reduced from nine to four.. 

I4th. Ambler and Morgan having heard that wc Rifpefted them 
of having driven off our hogs, came to our houfe, i and began to abufc 
us; and Morgan even kicked one of our number. Seeing them 
determined to proceed further, a feuffle enfued ; Morgan-again Rruck 
with his club the perfon he had before kicked; but the blow did no 
great injury. They then dcfiRed, finding- themfclycs overpowered, 
but not from uttering the moft horrid execrations both on us and alfii 
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©rt'^hcmlfelves, if they did not prove bitter enemies, and murder us. 
befo're mo^ng. 

■ In the etching -ive again met to confidcr further the propriety of 
remaining together; when it was obferved, befidcs the rcafon formerly 
given, that we made lefs progrefs in the language than we fliould if 
we had only natives to converfc with. After much converfation, 
there appeared, bn a divifion, eight for parting, againft it two. It was 
then agreed, that a divifion nf the public property fhoul take place. 
On acquainting Dugonagaboola with what we had done, he confented, 
and promifed to come to our houle on the 17 th, and received a pre- 
fent which we had provided for him. 

l.'Jth. A divifion of the public property took place. Morgan and 
Ambler came again to-day, but more peaceably difpofed. On the 
lOth Connelly came and afted his part. He wanted a clock for Fut- 
talalhe, and infifted upon having it, faying that it had been promife<l 
before. But we could not think of complying with fuch prefump- 
tuous demands, cfpccially as we knew no fuch promlfe had ever been 
made; therefore he went away much difplcafed. Next day he came 
again, and received the fame anfwer. He then fworc he would do us 
all the harm he could, and that he would murder the firft of us he 
could get into his power. Thus we experience perils among the hea¬ 
then, but more from our own countrymen. 

Sunday 13th. Buchanan preached from Pfalm Ixxiii. 1, 2, S. 
Kelfb, from Heb. iv. lo. 

20th. Our vifitors arc not half fo numerous now as they have 
been, owing in part to a funeral ceremony about tiircc miles from our 
habitation. This morning Mytyle fent his fervants with one of our 
loft hogs. Vaagee’s funeral fcrviccs ending, he told us he Ibould re¬ 
turn in two nights; and, if we were ready to go with him, would 
fend his fervants to remove our luggage; to which we agreed, and 
•went to Attaboo to ftc our garden; only a few cabbage-plants had 
come up, which we tranfplantcd. But Vaarjee being imexpcdedly 
detained four or five nights longer, we returned to our houfc at Bung- 

K K 2 
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hve. ThitUcr in the evening two chieis brouglit a fine lad, with his 
hands tied togctlier with linnet, and wanted to barter (fuccatow),- 
liim for an axe. We inquired wliat the lad had done, if he was enow, 
a bad boy; they fiiid. No, lllle dbono oofee, allofy fakbw. Good for 
roafting yams and running errands. But we told them we were ta¬ 
booed from all fuch iniquitous pradiccs as felling our fellow-creatures;, 
on vv hieh they carried him away. 

21 th. Went to vifit the fiatooka of Feenou Lukolallo near the fea 
at Valoo; it is on a fine plain lliaded with toa and other trees. Several 
jieoplc fat round the grave, which was covered with black cloth, and 
remarkably clean and neat; we fat down to converfe with them, and 
improve the opportunity for their inllruddion. They fliewcd us two 
logs of wood rudcl}' carved in a human lhape, which they laid were 
odooas brought from Fetjee. We told them thclc could not he fpirits, 
hut mere pieces of wood fit only for the fire. Nor did they feem, by 
the manner in which they tofied them about, to have any idea of their 
faudity. Wc have not yet found that tlicy have priclts, or any Rated 
ceremonial worlhlp, but pofiefs miuiy fupcrllltlous notions about fpi¬ 
rits : and that by ftrangling fome relations of the cliicf when he is fick, 
the deity will bo appeafed and he will recover. 

L'.'Jth. Divine fervice as ufual. Buchanan^ 1 Thclf. v. 9 . Kcllb, 
E])h. iv., (). 

27 th. Shelly and Nobb* accompanied Vaharlo to his honlc at 
Ahoge. This chief has Ihewn a peculiar attachment to ns. Vaarjec 
called on us in confcqucncc of a meflage to him from Dugonagalx)ola, 
W'ho did not chiifc we Ihould leave him, or ratlicr remove with our 
effeds to another chief. However, on making him a prefent he con- 
fented, allured us of his cordial regard, and that whenever wc came 
to Aheclb we Ihould have a welcome reception with him. 

28tli. About a quarter pall: three o’clock in the morning we were 
much alarmed by a Ihock of an earthquake, which lafted'about a mi¬ 
nute, during which time the earth kept a continual trembling; it 
w as fcnfibly felt by us all. Our conllcrnation oa this occafion was 
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much incrcafoi by the natives around us, who feemed quite panic- 
ftmek, and fet up loud cries: and the furf on the beach made a greater 
noife than we ever heard before. This we confidered as a wonderful 
exertion of dl\ lnc power, and a fign at whicli we beheld tlxoic; who 
dwidl at the uttcrmoll parts of the earth tremble. May the time 
hallen when they fliall learn to know and love Him of whom they are 
afraid! Early in the morning we were vihted by foine of the natives, 
to whom we mentioned the earthquake ; the impreliion it made upon 
them teemed to be but momentary; they imputed it to the odooii (or 
fplrit), of which they feem to have very confufed notions, afcriblnsr 
every thing to it which exceeds their comprehenfion, and of w hich 
they know' not the immediate caute. Ambler lays that it is the fourth' 
Ihock tliey have had fincc he landed here about eighteen months ago. 
To-day brothers Eowell and Harper took their departure from us, and 
w'cnt to refidc with ^huirjce, a principid chief at Ardeo, about ten 
miles dilbmt. 

29 th. Bowell and Harper embarked with Vaaviec and his mother 
Dnatnnga I'efcne, wlio feems the firft woman in tlic illand, and was 
going to Mona. They lauded at a imaP. if and in the hav, where they, 
llopt the lirft night. 

Nobbs and Shelly returned from Ahoge, v, here they h.ad U It the 
earthquake as Itnlibly as we had done, and attended vyith much the 
Kimc cireumlianecs. They report tliat they were treated with.the 
groatcll kindr.'cis, not nuly by tluir 'Vitrd. but by ail with whom the\ 
had any intcreuurfe ; as a profT wherdsf. they broeght two hogs, two 
hundred yams, and fix hunclff's oi'coco i-nnts. 

30th. Tiiiding Bovxel! and Harper reading, a bfiok, their fheud 
V'^aarjee inquired what it faid; they cndeawmr'ed to riuike him com¬ 
prehend tlie facred fubjcdl of which it treated, which he Iccmed to 
iindcrftnnd, and mentioned,to his mother, who was littlng by. They 
embarked at eight o’clock; the wind being againll them, they beat 
up to Mooa, and were entertained for the night l>y Kaneer, a friend 
of this chief. Tire next day, the 3 ill, they arrived at Ardeo. Spent 
the evening in .learning the language; thdr Iricud '\ aarjee being an 
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excellent tutor, and improving every occurrence to make flicm ae- 
quairited with the lucauing of words, and the nariie;^ of things, in tlic 
cleared manner. 

July id. (At Aheefo.) Dugonagabool?! lent for brother Shelly, to 
infl^rni liim of his intended departure to Mooa on Monday next^ and 
as he was appr'chenfive that we might >irun fhort of providons in hk 
ahlcncc, he advlfed us to accompany him thither, ahd offered to put 
our property into a place of fafety till his returfi', which he propofes in 
about two moons, or months ; but as we expcA the ihip much fooncr, 
we thought it inexpedient to accept this favour. We could not, how¬ 
ever, fufHcicntly admire the goodnefsof God, who hath the hearts of 
all men in his keeping, thus to Incline this man to fuch a provident 
care over us, notwithdanding the pains our adverfaries have taken to 
•incenfe him againd’us. 

Sunday 2d. Brother Buehanan preached in the morning from 
. 1 Thed'. V. 0-; brother Kelfo, afternoon, from Matt, xxvii. ,35. and 
afterwards difpenfed the Lord’s fupper. 

3d. Brother Veefon went to refide w'ith Mulicemar, in the didrid 
.of Ahogc. We now begin to fee fomething of the defigns of Provi¬ 
dence in cading us at our fird landing into the midd of fuch confii- 
iion and diforder as then filled us with apprehenfion for our fafety; he 
at that time not only made daily difplays of his almighty power, and 
gracious care, in protefting us -from every threatening danger, but, by 
<0110611 ng a yad concourfe of drangers from every quarter, both of 
Tongataboo and the ac^acent illands, and giving us favour in their 
fight, feems already to have opened a door for us to every part of this 
•extendve group. We have received prcfTing invitations to fcveral of 
the neighbouring iflands, which nothing but a want .of the language 
.has prevented .us 'from accepting. But we hope by a diligent applica¬ 
tion to remove tliat obdaele: fo tliat we now look for opportunities 
of promoting-the glorious defign in which We are engaged, which at 
fird we little expeeded. ** The Lord’s way is in the fea, and his path 
“ in the great waters, and his footdeps arc not known.” 

4th. At feveu in jJic morning, being nearly anfwcrablc to the time 
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when we cxped our friends in London to be engaged in the like cx- 
ercife, wc held our monthly praycr-meetingj and encouraged ourfdves 
with the thought that many of the Lord’s people were earncftly be- 
fcechipg at a throne of grace in our behalf; and' truft it will be no 
fin all comfort to them to know, that he has gracioufly heard, and 
feems to be giving anfwers of peace, by continually beflowing on us a 
rich fupply of every needful blefling. 

In the afternoon wc received a letter from brothers Bo well and 
Harper, acquainting us with their welfare. 

7th. We were villtcd'by the wife and daughter of Moore, a chief 
who refides at Ahoge, and to whom brothers Gaulton and Cooper had 
paid a vifit fome time ago. He at that timii had given them a large 
houfe and plantation, to induce them to refidc with him, to which 
they confented; but, being lince prevented, his impatience excited 
him to fend this meflage for thenii They brought a hog and a larg*; 
quantity of yams. 

This evening we fdt another fliock of an earthquake, but it was 
neither fo fcnfiblc nor of fo long duration as the former. 

8th. Brother Harper came to fee us, and fays that they arc very 
comfortable at Ardco with Vaarjecj who is anxious to indulge them 
to the utraoft of his power, and has affigned them apartments w holly 
to thcmfclvcs, and is very ready and ufeful in inftruding them in thc ' 
language.- ^ 

Sunday thc Qth, brother Buchanan preached from 1 Tiicff. v. g.; 
brother Kelfo, from Gen. xxii. 1. 

10th. Brother Harper returned home this evening to Ardco, ac¬ 
companied by brother Wilkinfon. 

12th. (At Ardco.) Laid out thc grafs-plot before our houfe, with. 
brother Wilkinfon’s help, in thc European ftylc, with thc garden;: 
w'hich we began to cultivate. Taught Vuarjec’s men thc method of 
digging the ground with fpades, and planted fome pine-ap])les. Vi- 
fited a chief called Topboocovaloo, a relation of our tnend ; were en¬ 
tertained with great hofpitality, and received from him a fine fow irt 
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pig, and tlirc/ifco^c yams, for which, In return, wc gave him two or 
three tools, and fomc earthen plates. On tlic Lord’s day having told 
T6ob6oco\ alop that we did no work, and fpent the wholp in the \vor- 
iiiip of God, he alked with njuch humour, whether we might cat on 
that day; and ha\ ing informed him, he \ery kindly fenf vis a 
ho<r, on wliich we dined together: he gave us alio a very fine myrtle 
and otl'ier fiirubs, with pine-apples for our garden, which we planted. 
Received alfo a parcel of garJcn-lceds and a fpade from Biinghyc. 

1-1 til. (At Aiiccfo.) After conRant and heavy n^In, wLlch lafted 
from morning until night w ith little intcrmiifion, wx were vifitcd with 
the heavieft ftorm of thunder and lightning which wc have had fincc 
our arrival on the ifland; ■however, fuch weather feems not fo fre¬ 
quent here as njight be expeded from the fituation of the country. 

15 th. The rain ftill continued very heavy all day. In the evening 
brother Wilkinfoii returned home, having been kindly entertained by 
our brethren at Ardco. On his return he loll his waiy, and was cx- 
pofed to fomc danger; but the Lord w'ho keeps all our goings, gra- 
cioufly prcferi ed him. 

lOth, Sunday. Rrotlicr Buchanan difeourfed from Ifaiah, liy. 13 . 
During the interxals of worfliij) we heard a hideous outcry of the na¬ 
tives towards Bunghye, and were aftcrw’ards informed that it was oc- 
cafioned by a nurnher of men juft arrived from Va\ao, who had re¬ 
paired to Aloomdoc’.s tomb, t<) evince their atfedion and refried by 
the fivine cruel ceremonies as had been oblervcd at his funend. O that 
tlie fid'.atlou oi'Ifracl were come forth out of Zion! When God brings 
back the eapt'n itv of this peojde, how^ will our hearts rejoice Ui hear 
thclc horrid boulliigs changed into fougs of priiifc to Him who has 
redeemed his p.eople fi-jm death, and ranfomed them I'rom the power 
of the grave ! In the altcrrioon brother Kelfo preached from Dent. 
xx;\ii. 2. 

l/th. Wc were favoured with a vlfit from brother V^cefon, and a 
fon of Midiccn.ar; they brought a fine hog and yams with them 
from tliat thief, and informed us of the death of Taniaifuma on the 
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1 3 th inftant: he was a chief of great repute for perfonat courage; and 
tills circumftance our advcrfarlcs feem to iniprov'e to fomc purpofc 
againft us, by making tlie natives believe that our God, in anfwcr to 
our prayers, kills them. This being the fourth chief that has died 
iince our arrival, makes them fay they never died fb fall before ; 
and imputing all to the fame caufc, they fay, that if we continue 
praying and fingiug, there will not be a chief left alive. This idea, 
which could only originate from the father of lies, working in thefe 
children of dilbbedicnce, Iccms calculated to create us fomc trouble; 
but ftill it is an unfpeakablc comfort to refleft, that it lhall prevail no 
farther than is confiftent with the holy, wife and gracious dcfign of 
our hca^•enly Father, who, we doubt not, will make his ftrength per- 
fed; in our weaknefs, fo that W'c may boldly fay, “ The Lord is our 
helper, we will not fear what man can do unto us.” 

On the 18 th the fame idea was mentioned to us by different per- 
fons; it feems to gain ground with them very fall, and our endea¬ 
vours to perfuade them to the contrary arc fruitlcfs at prefent. In the 
forenoon brother Veefon took his leave; and on Saturday the 22d, 
brother Bowell paid us a vilit. In the beginning of the week he had 
been at Mooa, where the greateft part of the inhabitants are at prclent 
alTcmbled for the celebration of the annual natche. There he found 
the minds of the people had received the fame dangerous imprelfion, 
and that our countrymen were the foie authors and propagators of it; 
the Lord, however, has gracioully over-ruled it, lb that it has in Ibmc 
degree brought the mifehief they intended us upon their own heads. 
When it was firll mentioned to brother Bowell, Vaarjee was prefent, 
and was much di'fpleafed w’ith the perfon w'ho fpokc of it. Ambler 
had alfo endeavoured to poifbn the mind of Dugonagaboola, who heard 
him with great indignation, and hilTed him out of his prefence. A 
few days after, this fellow quarrelled with one of the chief s carjxintcrs, 
whom he kicked on the breaft, and abulcd him otherwife in a lliocking 
Bianner: on this he complained to his mailer, ^and Ambler, inllcad of 
niaking any acknowledgments for his condud:, thought proper to 
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juftlfy it in the moft provoking manner; upon which he ordered him 
Irom his prelcncc, threatening his Ufc if he ever fhewed his face there 
more : fincc that c hear he has gone to Futtafriihc ; i() that Morgan, 
Connelly, and he, are all together, and, we have no doubt, will be 
adivc in plotting farther mifehief: thus their machinations were dc- 
ftroyed without our interference. How tnie is it, that the wrath of 
man lliall praife God, and the remainder of wrath he will reftrain, and 
that no w'capon formed againft his people lliail profper! 

23d. Brother Buchanan preached in the morning from Ifaiah, 
liv. 13. Kelfo, from Dcut. xxxii. 2.; after which brother Bowcll 
took his leave. 

On the 2uth, brother Shelly, who has had the care of our few me¬ 
dicines fincc brother Harper left us, went to fee a woman w ho, with 
others, had eaten fome filh of a poifonous nature, which w as likely to 
be, to her in particular, attended with bad confequences: an emetic 
was adnrinillcrcd, which removed the caufc of the difordcr> and reftbred 
the poor w'oman to health. According to the cuftom of the country, 
he received ]jis fee before he returned: this was a roafted hog, wdiich 
is generally killed as foon as the dodlor arrives, who is expet^cd to 
W'ait till it is fufiielcntly roallcd; it is then given to him: but this 
being the firft Inftancc of the kind, like an inexperienced beginner w ho 
knew not the profits pf his trade, he divided it chiefly betwixt the 
poor woman and her friends. It wordd be a valuable acipilfitlon to 
tills country, and might lie a means of facilitating our work, to hai e 
a good ftock of "medicines, and a Ikllful perfon 'to apply them. The 
dilbrdcrs w'hich have principally come under our obfervation arc, a dy- 
Ienteiy% of which the perfon is recovered; a dropfy, of which we have 
feen but one cate ; a difordcr among the children, which fpreads all 
over them like the frnall-pox, and feems of as loathfomc but more 
inveterate nature ; for w e found one in this condition at our firll 
landing fcveral months ago, and there feems no alteration upon him 
as yet; its long continuance is probably owing to improper treatment: 
we know not whether it be infedious. What feems moft general is

an ulcerous, fore, to which they are very fubjed. In one fairf.ly of our 
acquaintance there are no Icfs than four i)erf)ns much att'edcu by it: 
the poor man has loft the ufe of his limbs entirely, fo that lie is not 
able to ftand upright, and many jiarts of his body arc aftecb. d; and 
■what renders his cafe truly pitiable, his wife is in little better cf'ndi- 
tion; a great part ot her Irreafts is already coafumed, and one leg and 
arm arc \ ery bad. Two of tlicir fervants arc nearly in as bud a ftatc 
as themfehes; they have often applied to ns lor allilbnce, which couhl 
we afford them, would certainly raife us ftill iuglier in tlicir efteem ; 
but at prefent we have neither proper medicines nor Ihill to effcClany 
thing this way. In fomc cafes we have feen old women apply the 
juice of the. bread-fruit, tied up in leaves, and made liot, with wliich 
they rubbed the wound ; but it feemed to produce no good efted. A> 
they ha\e. not the Icaft idea of phyfic, whatc\ er diforder tlicy are at¬ 
tacked with has its full courfe, and often proves fatal. 

2-1 th. The principal wife of Futtafaihe w^as delivered of her firft 
child, the foil and heir of his dominions; on which occafion very con-^ 
fidcrable prefents were made. 

25th. The great cnudcc, or natchc, deferibed by Cook, was held 
at Alooa. Men in proccffion carried a yam, fufpended on a pole; 
others, armed with fpears, cried aloud to this effed, “ Take care to 
“ keep the road clearand all paffengers ftood at a confidcrablc dif- 
tance. Ambler affured us this was a thanklgiving to the odooa for the 
late ripe yams. We were invited to join the proceffion, hut did not 
chufc to make our (lioulders bare, w hich w'as required, and to wear 
the jccjcc, a w reath of the leaves of a flirub called jee, around our 
vvalft. Particular honour is paid to Futtafailie on this occalion. The 
fame ceremonies arc u peated at the fcafon of early rijie y ams. Th« 
ceremonial clufes with an amufoment called fatarga, like cudgel- 
playing, being fmglc combat with the limbs of tlie cocoa-nut tree, 

20th. (At Ardeo.) Vaarjee aftiftcd us with all his people at our 
i'.bbcy in levelling the ground, and laying out and planting our garden. 
27 th. Our chief took a fecond wife, a daughter of Tooboocavallo, 
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She was accompanied by large bales of anaddoo^ or cloth, of Tonga* 
taboo. In the afternoon he went to finilh the funeral ceremonies for 
his brother, in celebrating the games ufual on that occafion. His bride 
remained at home. We felt this afternoon a fenfiblc Ihock of an earth¬ 
quake at Ardeo; and, as ufual, the natives fereamed. Thc/c fhocks 
arc common, and fometimes, they informed us, fo violent as to fhakc 
down their trees and houfes. 

30 th. (At Aheefo.) Brother Buchanan difeourfed from 2 Tim. 
ii. 3.; brother Kelfo, from Exodus, xxxiii. 18. 

On Monday brothers Gaulton and Shelly went \ipon a vifit to Du- 
gonagaboola at Mooa; and in the afternoon Moore'e (a chief) arrived 
from Ahogc, and brought with him two canoes, in order to convey 
brother Cooper home. This he had promifed fbmc time ago; but 
the fear that Dugonagaboola would be affronted at his taking any of 
us from under his care, had till now deterred him* 

Atxguft ift. Early this morning Cooper and his friend Moorce 
took their departure: he is now the fourth of our number that hath 
left us. What end the Lord may have in view by thus fcattering us 
about, we know not; but hope that it will tend to the advancement 
of his glory, by a more general diffufion of the gofpel over this be¬ 
nighted ifland. About funfet we had another Ihock of an earthquake, 
which lafled about a minute and a half, and was felt o\'er the whole 
ifland. Ambler, we hear, is again in our neighbourhood. 

On the 3 d, brothers Gaulton and Shelly returned from Mooa, where 
they had met with brother Veefon, w ho w'as in health and high favour 
with his i'ricnd ; having lodged one night with him,, they received a 
warm remonftrance for it next day from Dugonagaboola, who alfurcd 
them of a welcome at his boufc, and expected they w'ould make ufc 
of no other. After imjuirlng into our flatc at home, and how we 
fated in his abfence, he informed them of w hat our villanous country¬ 
men had fiiid againft us, and exprefled his abhorrence of them on 
account of it. On their way home they called at Ardeo, where our 
brethren were well, and deiired the whole bedy might, meet once a 
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month .for divine diredion, and mutual counfel and encouragement in 
our vrotk. 

5th. Brother Bowcll arrived in the evening; and on fabbath-day 
brother Buchanan preached from 2 Tim. ii. 3.; in the afternoon 
brother Kelfo, from Ifaiah, liii, 5. ; after which he difpenfed the 
Lord’s /upper. It is furely an unfpeakable favour that the Lord thus 
allows us to hold our folemn fcafts in this land, and from time to time 
is refrefliing us with his abundant goodnefs. If we had the happinefs 
of feeing thefe poor creatures around us impreffed with a fenfe of their 

loft and deplorable ftate by nature, and the excellency and fuitablcncfs 
of the Redeemer’s charader and falvation, which He has wrought, and 
the gofj)cl reveals; if we could but once ftc them compelled to come 
in and partake of our privileges, our joy would be full; however, it 
becomes us not to defpife the day of fmall things, but patiently to wait 
for the falvation of the Lord: He hath fpoken good concerning us, 
and hath done for ns great things, which confirms our hope, that the 
day is not far dlftaiit when He will make bare his holy arm in the 
fglit of the nations, and thele ends of the earth lliall fee his falvation. 

7th. Brother Bovvell determining to remain with ns till our monthly 
prayer-meeting was over, wc the next morning embraced the opportu¬ 
nity of his pi cience to hold a meeting of our little body, when it was 
agreed that we lliould obferve a general meeting the frft Monday of 
ever)'^ month : in the morning, for prayer and religious conference; 
and in the afternoon, lor colleding matter I'or the public journal, re¬ 
porting progrels in the language, and conlVdting with each other on 
the moft probable means of carrying our defigns into ctfed ; all'o that 
our abl'ent brethren lliould be made acquainted with our dc/lgn, and 
invited to join us in it. It was alio rcfolved to hold a weekly praver- 
mcctlng and conlercncc in our refpefth e parties; and that the ^umi-' 
verfary of our embarkation, which is juft at hand, Ihould be olUcrvcd 
as a day of public thankfgiving. 

9th. In the evening wc began our weekly meeting: brother Kelfo 
opened it with jiraifc and prayer, then read the fecund chapter'Ot the 
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firft (if Pdter, and fpnkc from a part of it; after whicli the other bre¬ 
thren-fpokc in rotation. That our attention mis^jht be more partle\i- 
larly fixed on t!ic fubJcA, it was agreed, that, jnevious to next week, 
the portion of fcriptiire to be then difeufied lltould be made known; 
accordingly brother Buchanan propofed the fccond chapter of Ephe- 
fian.s. Brother Shelly concluded this prefeut comfortable opportunity 
in the fimc manner as it was begun. 

1 Oth. The anni\ erlarv of our embarkation comt>letes the firft year 
of our miftion, and the moft remarkable of our lives, wherein the 
Lord has, in anfvver to the many praters of his people, and, we hope, 
for the aceomplilhment of his gracious purpoics, given us nunjberlefs 
mauifeftations of his almiglity power, his infinite vvifdom, and un¬ 
changeable love. While uj)on the mighty waters we were the peculiar 
objet^b of his pro\ideutlal cure and i ounty. His prefeuce luis been 
w ith us in palling through the fire and water; and though they often 
feemed to unite their rage and force againft us, and to threaten our 
dcftruction every moment, they were not permitted to do us any harm. 
Some of us, when all help feemed to fail, were raifed from the 
(>pening grave, to praife him in our little afl’embly ; and we were all 
brought in fafety to our defircd haven, where his hand has been moft. 
wonderfully “ ftretched o\at ftill,” in opening a door of accefs for us 
by the moft uncxpctftcd and improbable means; in giving us favour 
in the fight of the heathen ; in preferving us, though defcncclcfs and 
expofed, from t,heir rage and madnefs; and in making all things fub- 
fervieut to his own moft gracious defigns; in fruftrating the machina¬ 
tions, and carrying headlong the counfcls of our more hcathcnifli coun¬ 
trymen, making them produce the very oppofitc effeefts from what 
they intended. IvO! thefe are a part of his ways; but if we would 
tell of all the wonderful things he has done for us, they arc more than 
w'c arc able to exprefs. “ O that men would therefore praife the Lord 
“ for his goodnefs, and declare his wonderful works to the children 

of men !” 

This day was rendered in fomc mcafurc memorable by the lofs of a 
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large axe, wliich was fnatchcd from one of the brethren while he was 
cutting hre-vvood; and in the evening fume thieves broke into our 
dwelling while we llept, and rifling the firft box they came to, w'alch 
held nothing but medicines, they had gone ofl' with a quantity of bark, 
jalap, nitre, &c.; Init thefe not fuiting their tafte, they left them in 
the yard, where wc found them next morning, lb that they got only 
a few clothes that lay upon the chefts. 

1 Ith. John Connelly lent to know whether we intended to inform 
Captain Willbn of w hat had pafled between us and them, oblcrving, 
that, if wc tiid, it would reduce us to the greateft ftralts, as it would 
both prevent them iVom receiving thofe things they expeded, and 
had promifed to the natives; and allb ctiedually hinder their depar¬ 
ture with him for China, This was accompanied with a hint of what 
we might exoed, if our condud was not fuitabic to their willies. In 
anfwcr wc laid, that wc neither w^anted to injure nor to quarrel with 
them; and if they chofc to go to China, wc would be no hindrance 
to thorn. 

12th. Dugonagaboola font us a prefent of provilions, which w^as 
very acceptable: but in the couiTe of the day we received the morti¬ 
fying intelligenee, that he had acccjited our large axe with much cor¬ 
diality from the petibn v.ho llolc it; and alter Ibmc compliments to 
Ills dexterity, had lent him off to Vavao, to be out of the way when 
the Ihip arrived. This ueT:ion gave xui au idea of w hat we might ex- 
ped when our Intcrcll flood in any degree in competition with that 
of our noble friend ; and yet, llrange as the contradldion leemed, all 
our goods w'crc every day in his power if he chofc to plunder us. 

13th. Brother Buchanan preached from 2 Tim. ii, 3 ; and brother 
Kclf), from liaiah, Iv, 0. The remainder of this week nothing re¬ 
markable happened till Saturday the Kjth, when one of the natives 
brought us the rev i\ ing new's of the Ihlp’s arru al at her former flation. 
Three of our number, viz. brothers Kellb, Buchanan, and Gaulton, 
fet out in quell; of a canoe to carry them to her; but alter a fruitlefs 
cudeavour to procure one, Buchanan and Gaulton determined to travel 
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by: laadtiwhicb brother Kelfo declined, ilill entertaining a hope of 
j’oon |WOcUring a canoe. After travelling about ieven miles along the 
bcai'hi they were met by a great number of the natives, one of whom 
pjrelentcd tliem with a note, which brother Bowcll had difpatched for 
their Information at Aheetb. This man had brought us feveral mef- 
lages of the fame kind on former occafions; and iinderttanding the 
nature of it better than any of his countrymen, he had endeavoured 
to explain the ute of it to thofe who were with him : this excited 
their curlofity to a degree which induced them to bear him company, 
in ortler to fee it delivered, and know thereby whether or not what 
he faid was true. When they fav.' the joy which the opening of it 
gave the brethren, they feemed Rruck w ith amazement, and were 
perplexed in no fmall degree, when they |x;rccived that by means of 
it they knew as well as thcmlclves that the lhi]> had arrived, and 
w'hcrc fhc lay. The whole company, together with tlic bearer of the 
note, loon left the brethren, in order to return to the Ihip, for which 
they were fo eager, that nothing could induce him to proceed to 
Aheefo with the note. In the afternoon the two brethren arrived at 
the Ihip, and had the happinefs to find that all on board had frclh 
ground whereon to ercA an Ebenezer to the Lord, who had gracloufly 
helped them through many imminent dangers, and preferved them 
from many evils wherewith they had been furrounded. Surely his 
goodnefs exceeds all fcarch. O for hearts formed to Ihew forth his 
praile! 

20th. Brother Buchanan preached on board from Plalm v. 12.; 
and brother Bowcll in the afternoon. 

On the 21 ft, early, many of the principal chiefs came on board, 
among whom was Futtafaihe, who, as foon as he faw brother Bucha¬ 
nan, renewed his Iblicitations for him to go and live with him, at the 
fame time reminding him of a promile to that purport, given on our 
firft arrival, alfo of the feveral proofs of his favour ftnee beftowed; and, 
with frelh aflurances of his love and eftcem, promifed, on his part, to 
render every thing as agreeable as was in his power, and to remove 
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every obrtaclc, if brother Buchanan would but mention them to him; 
this, liowcver, at prclcnt he d(' lined to do; but the chief being well 
acquainted with the recent villany of Connelly (who has redded with 
bim ever fmcc he came to the ifland) and his allbciates. Ambler and 
Morgan, tilhcd if he was unwilling to live with Connelly, and being 
anfwcrcd in the affirmative, he immediately propoled to bind him 
hand and foot, and bring him on board; but this propofal ^vas at this 
time rejet^ted, it being more dcfirablc to Captain Wlllbn, and all con¬ 
cerned, that thcl'e fellows flioulJ come on board as they had promiled, 
and depart of their own accord. Brother Ifuchanan could not help 
looking upon tliis jui a plain call of Providence, and determined in his 
own mind to comply with it if he could find another brother willing 
to accompany him, and if the propofal alfo met with the approbation 
of Captain Willbn, and the brethren on board, w hich it did. Brother 
(jraulton readily confented to be his partner. When their intention 
was communicated to Futtafaihe, he cxprclTcd great fatisfinflion, and 
immediately invited them to go on fliorc, and chufc a place for their 
future refidence. In the afternoon brother Shelly arrived from Aheefo, 
and informed us that the thieves had paid another vifit, and carried off 
a duck. 

22 d. Brother Gaulton went to Aheefo, in order to brlna: his own 
and brother Buchanan’s cheft, and other things, to Mooa, w here Fut¬ 
tafaihe had given them their choice of a number of beantiiul dwel¬ 
lings, fituated between his houfe and the lagoon, which runs into that 
part of the country ; and after chufing one about two Inmdrcd yards 
from his own, they returned on board. 

23 d. Connelly having heard of our being at Mooa yefterday with 
Futtafaihe, thought that our hufmefs had been to take hiiu^ and bis 
companions on board; he therefore came to fpeak to tlic captain con¬ 
cerning it, who informed him that he had no defire, to proceed after 
that manner; but it he and the others chofc to Ibip as fcamen, they 
Ihould have the fame wages and treatment ;is his own lailors had. To 

ai M 
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he would return an anfwer in fix days, in which 
tiinc; hp .vyould confult with his comrades. 

•, Fefene Duatonga, the firft woman on the ifland, came on board 
with her principal lady in waiting; their hair yvas plaftered up with 

compofition which very much refembled the powder and pomatum 
©f a hne-drefled London belle. Her feet are kilTcd in token of ho¬ 
mage by all who approach her; and fuch are her ideas of her own 
dignity, that flie admits no fixed hufband as a <;»mpanion, but coha¬ 
bits with thofc of the chiefs whom fhc pleafes to felc(?l, and has fevcral 
children. A fine boy of about twelve years old attended her on board. 
Several prefents of feifiars were made, which, highly pleafed them; 
^nd when they left the Ihip they jumped overboard, and wallied the 
fnpw-wliite decoration from their hair before they paddled on fhorc 
with tlicir canoc. Brother Wilkinfbn brought off a fine bunch of 
furnips of their firft ctop, which had been almoft wholly dcftroytxl, 
by the rats. They contrived a trap, in which they caught a great 
many, w hich were given to the women at their requeft, and eaten raw 
as rellililiig food. Sent fbme cats to the milfionarics, the firft which 
were ever introduced into the ifland. 

20th The noble lady vifited the fliip to-day with tw'o or three fe¬ 
male attaidants; eind the captain fent her on fluuc highly delighted 
an elegant Pmglifli drefs which had been referved for fuch an occafion. 

Our time this week was chiefly employed in dividing, and carrying 
to our refpedivc places of refidcnce, the part of the cargo which, in. 
the di\ ifion at Otaheite, had fallen, to our fhare. In it wc found fuch 
an Immcnfe quantity of ufeful and ncceffary iron tools of all forts, as 
far exceeded our greateft expedlation, and filled the natives, with afto- 
nilhiucnt. Our warmeft acknowledgments arc due, and muft fall in¬ 
finitely fliort of our obligations, to the divine Author of all our mer¬ 
ries, who hath put it Into the hearts of his people to provide, and of 
his honoured fervants, the diredors, to heftow on us fo bountiful a 
fupply of every thing that could be devifed for our comfort, and the 
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furtherance of the work in whicli we arc engaged; but cfpccially for 
tlie wonderful manner in which he has prepared, brought forward, and 
preferved our dear captain, whom we cannot but eftcem as the greateft 
tcilimony of the divine favour beftowed on our focicty. While on the 
\oyage, the profperity and furtherance of the work feemed to engrofs 
his whole attention. To his indulgent care in procuring and allowing 
us every comfort that could be enjoyed by people in our circumftanccs, 
might be imputed that extraordinary degree of health which we en¬ 
joyed. His counfel and advice has often guarded us from the intrufion 
of difeord. His converfation was wholly calculated to flimulatc our 
7.cal. In our aWcncc he has been mindful of our intcrefts, and has 
•cffedlually prevented every complaint. The affability and kindnefs of 
his conduct among the natives has won him tlieir afFc<flions: and in¬ 
deed in what we have rcafon to believe is his principal aim, he ban 
fuccccdcd wonderfully, that is, to adorn the dodlrinc of God our Sa¬ 
viour in all things. May the Lord enable us to do llkcwlfc, and fill 
our hearts with gratitude to himfelf, and to all the lnff.ruments of 
his unbounded goodncls ! May we walk as children of fo many mer¬ 
cies ; and knowing that we are but flcwards of thofe gifts of his pro¬ 
vidence for which we muft ere long give an account, may we be led to 
devote ourfclvcs, and all our enjoyments, to his prailc and glory, that 
•we may give in our account with joy in the day of our Lord Jefus! 
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CHAPTER XVI. 

DcfcrtpUon of Tofigatahoo. 

O UR dear friends and bcncfac^lors in the dirc< 5 lion may juftly look 
for Ibmc account of this country, vvhhrc the Lord in his gra¬ 
cious providence, through their inftrumcntality, has placed us; and 
we think ourfclvcs bound, in gratitude to them, to lurnilh them with 
the fuUcft information in our power: but in this attempt we find 
ourfclvcs much at a lofs for want of the Rev. Mr. Grcathccd’s manu- 
feript account of thefe iflands, which happened to be left at Otaheite, 
and \Vhich if we had brought with us, would have been ufeful in di¬ 
recting our attention to feveral ohjeCls which may have efcaped our 
notice. NotwithRanding the numerous invitations we have received 
to vifit other iflands of this group, we have not as yet feen it our duty 
to comply, as, for want of the language, fuch vifits could he no way 
profitable to the natiies, and would have expofed us to fo many unne- 
ceflliry temptations. 

Our obfervations niuft therefore l>c wholly confined to Tongataboo; 
the iituatlon, extent, and product of which arc already fo well knou n, 
that there remains but little to be laid concerning it. Captain Cook’s 

account is in general fo accurate as to render very little addition or cor- 
rcdlon neceflliry; however, a fpace of many years which has ciapfed 
fincc his lafl: voyage, has produced fomc changes which it may not b« 
improper to communicate. On our arrival we found few of his old 
friends remaining, and their number has llncc been reduced by death; 
but bis name is Rill mentioned with great refpciR by many of their 
fucceifors, who rccolleiR his favours bcRowcd upon them when in a 
Rate of childhood, which they often relate in a manner that bclpcaks 
them to be by no means dcRitutc of gratitude. 
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The government ofl'ongataljoo is To complex in itfclf, and the na¬ 
tives account ot it fo different, t:ach taking a particular pride in ex¬ 
alting his own chief above others, that it is difficult to come at any 
certainty concerning it. The following appears to us moll confident 
with the truth. 

This ifland bears an unrivalled foiercignty over the whole group, 
Feejee not excepted. The inhabitants of Fccjec having long ago dlf- 
covered this illand, fretjuently invaded and committed great eniclties 
in it; but in an expedition which the Tonga people made againft 
them latel}-, under the command of Toogahowc, Filatonga, and 
Cummavic, they completely routed and brought them into fubjeelion, 
fo that they now' pay tribute to Tongataboo on certain occafions,* the 
lame as the other illands, of which w e liiw' an inllancc at the death 
of Mooniooc. Tongataboo is divided into three large dillrids, viz. 
Aheefo, at the north-well end, over which Dugonagaboola reigns with 
abfolute fwav. Mooa, the middle dillricl, is under the liime lubjcc- 
tion to Futfafalhe; and Vaharlo has the fame power o\cr Ahoge, 
lituate at the Ibuth-eall part, each claiming a right of dllpofal over the 
li\cs and property of his own liibjcfts, which w'c ha\c feen cxcrcifed 
mull defpotieally. 'riiefe dillrleds are fubdivided into many fmaller 
ones, which have their refpeclive chiefs prefiding over them, and cx- 
ercile the fame authority as the fuperior chiefs, to whom they are 
ncverthelefs, in liune cafes, accountable for their condiud ; lb that the 

w'hole rcfemblcs the ancient feiulal lyllem of onr anceftors. The go¬ 
vernment feems to have been formerly more in the hands of the Fut- 
tafaihes than at prefent. Ujion the death of the late Poiilaho, father 
of the prefent Futtafaihe, Duatoiiga being then a minor, the intolerant 
ambition of his wlilow, Mahoofe, of the Toubou (or rather D mlvai) 
family, led her to attempt extending her power in ibme parLici.l irs 
further than any of her prcdeceffors had done. This was tamely fub- 
niittcd to by all the other chiefs, except Feenou Toogal.owe. now 
Dugonagaboola, fon of Moomboe, and nephew ot hecnou, the < c;e- 
brated friend of Cook: he at that time reigned over Eboa, and rejecting 
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her propofals, declared war againft her, contrary to the rcmonfttanccs 
of all his friends ; he however fucceeded, drove her entirely from this 
ifland to Vavao, whither he alio followed, and having reduced her to 
lubmiffion, left her there, where flic Hill remains in a ftatc of exile. 

The people fully anfwcr to the moll: favourable reprefentations the 
world has e^ er received of them ; for Hircly no appellation was ever 
better applied than that given to them by our countiyTOen, of which 
they feem very proud, f nee we made them acquainted with it, and 
very ftudious to render thcmfelves more deferving of it. They poflcls 
many excellent qualities, which, were they enlightened with the 
knowledge of the gofpei, \^ould render them the moft amiable 
people on earth ; for inftanee, their bounty and liberality to ftrangers 
is very great, and their gencrofity to one another unequalled. It is no 
uncommon thing for them to complain they are dying of hunger, and, 
as foon as they receive a morfcl, to divide it among as many as arc 
prefent, the firlt receiver generally leaving himlclf the fmallctt fliarc, 
and often none at all. When they kill a hog, or make any mefs for 
thcmfelves, there is alway s a {x^rtion lent to their friends, who return 
the favour as foon as theircircumllanccs will admit; which keeps up 
a conftajit friendly communication among them, and which we have 
never leen interrupted by any quarrel, during a Hay of more than four 
months. 

Their honcHy to one another feems unimpeachable, though we have 
no rciUbn to think the accounts of their dilhonelly to Hrangers exag¬ 
gerated. The murder of children, and other horrid practices, which 
prevail among the Otaheiteans, arc unheard of here. Their children 
arc much indulged, and old age honoured and revered. Female chaf- 
tity is not much cllccmed among the lower orders, it being a com¬ 
mon pra( 5 llcc with the chiefs, in our vilits to them, to offer fome of 
their females tg deep w ith us; the pradlices of our abandoned coun¬ 
trymen inakinL:: them believe this a favour we could not well do 
without. Our lirff refufal feemed to excite a furprife, but has gene¬ 
rally prevented a fecund temptation from the lame jicrlbn. Uhchaffity 
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among females of rank, and erf)cclally after marriage, we have heard 
is punilhcd with feverity; however, we Jiavc not as yet known an 
inftance. 

Their marriages are attended with very little ceremony ; the only 
one we have fecn was thatof Vaarjee, with whom brothers Br)well and 
Harper have been fome time refident. This was conduced in the ibl- 
lowing manner: A young female having attrafted his attention, he 
firft informed his mother that he wiflicd to add her to the number of 
his wives. She immediately communicated this to the darn/el’s fa¬ 
ther, and the propofal meeting his approbation, he clothed her in a 
new garment, and with attendants, and fuch a quantity of baked hogs, 
yams, yava root, &c. as he could afford, flic was font to her intended, 
fpoufe, who being apprifed of her coming, fcated himfclf in his houfc, 
and received her in the fame manner, and with as little emotion, as 
he would have done any other vlfitor: feafting on the proAjfions, and 
a good draught of yava, concluded the whole, and the bride \\ as at 
liberty either to return to her father till again font for, or take up her 
refidencc with her hufirand, which, in this inftance, flie preferred. 
Polygamy is in common prac‘lice among the chiefs, each of wliom 
tiikcs as many wives as he plcafes; but they arc entire flrajigers to ilo- 
meftic broils, w hich may, in a great degree, be ow ing to the abfolutc' 
powxr each man has over his own family, every woman being fo much, 
at her hufband’s difpoliil, as renders her liable to be dil'carded on the 
fmalleft difplcafure. 

Their deities arc numerous; and though we have hitherto been able 
to fay but little to them on this fubjcc% we have reafon to think their 
prejudices arc flrong. Every diflrid; has its own deity; and each 
family of note has one, whom they confidcr as their peculiar patron. 
Talliataboo i& the god of Aheefo, wbich being at prefent the moll 
pow'crful, he is accounted a great warrior. Futtaffuhe prelidcs over 
Mooa and Doobludha, Cartow over the dillri( 5 l ol' Ahoge; each of 
which deities arc on certain occalions reprefented by the fevcral chiefs 
of thofc diftridls; fo tliat we find their natches and other annual cxlii-

bitions arc not mere public ainurcnicnt:<. but religious obllrMinccs, 
whereon U'cv think tlic lives and health of their chiefs, for whom they 
have great afl'c(':Vu)n, entirely depend ; as hkewife the projperity <ji the 
country in general: exjxjtiting the fuccccding crop will be in propor¬ 
tion to the olFerings made at thef'e time?. They have two natclics in 
the year, one when their yam.s arc fet, to procure the favour of I'ut- 
tafiiihe; and the other when they gather them in, cxpreRive of their 
gratitude. The wlnd.s they fuppofc to Ik imder the ctjntrcd of a fe¬ 
male, called Calla Filatonga, who, they fay, is very pt)\verful, but is 
little regarded by tlicm, and is therefore (()mctiincs provoked to blow 
down their cocoa-nut, plaintaln, bread-fruit, and other trce.s, and com¬ 
mits fuel) ravages as oblige them to bring offerings of hogs, yams, and 
ka\a, in tlie moll Itumbic and fubmilfivc manner, to a houie f'acred 
to her, nhcrc a perfon is appointed to ])erl()iuitc her on the occaiinn, 
and receive the offering that is made. Thefe florins being very un- 
freejuent, and generally over before appealing mcafiires are taken, the 
rcprcfcntatlvc is in little danger of being deteded of falf'elu'od by re¬ 
turning a favourable anfwcr. This office of perfonator is only tem¬ 
porary, being alwa\ s chofen for the occalion. 

We have fecn no perfon among them that feems more religion# 
than another, or any thing that could lead us to llippole there is any 
fuch cliaradcr as a juiell among them. In all the ollerings they make, 
each man kills and prelcnts his own facrifiee. Their freejuent earth- 
ejnakes they account for by fuppollng the illand refls upon the flvonl- 
ders of a very powerful deity called Mowee, who has fupported it for 
fiich a length of time as exceeds their conceptions. This heavy bm'dcn 
often exhaufls bis patience, and then he cndcavour.s, hut in vain, to 
lhake it off; which, however, ncter falls to excite a horrid outcry 
over the whole country, that lafls for fonic time after the fhock is 
over: and we have fomctlmcs fecn them endeavour to (picll his dlf- 
e(>ntent, and reduce liim to good behaviour, hy beating the ground 
with large flicks. Tongalocr, the god of the fky, and Fcnoulonga, 
of the rain, they' fuppofc to be males; bcfules thefe, tlicy ha\ e a grcig 
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many others of both fexes, whofc names we cannot enumerate, over 
cartli, lea, and Iky, each ailing in their proper fphcrc, and foinctinics 
coiuitcrafting one another, according as intcrell or inclination leads 
them. They alfo acknowledge the cxiftcncc of a great number of 
ftrangc gods, calling them by the general name of Fyga, among whom 
they rank ours as tlie greatcll; and, when they think it will aidwcr 
their purpofe, they will readily acknowledge him as far wiler, and in 
every refped better than theirs, having taught us to make fo much 
better Ihips, tools, cloth. See. than they have ever been able to do. 
Bolides thefe, they imagine every individual to be under the pow^er 
and control ol a fj)irlt peculiar to hlrnlclf, which they call odooa, who 
Intcrcfts himlclf in all their concerns, but, like Caila Filatonga, is little 
regarded till angry, when they think he inflicts upon them all the 
deadly diforders to wliich they arc fubje<fl; and then, to appeale him, 
the relations and other connexions of the afflicted perfon, cfpccially if 
he be a chief, run into all the inhuman pra<illccs of cutting oIF their little 
fingers, beating their frees, and tabooing thcmfclvcs from certain kinds 
of food. Human facrificcs feem little in practice; the only vi6llms to 
fuperftition which w e have feen arc already mentioned in the cale of 
Moomooc ; though, at our arrival. Ambler Informed us, that when a 
great chief lay fick they often (Iranglcd their women, to the number 
of three or four at a time. When the odooa is inexorable, the death 
of the perfon is inevitable and fure, and the furviving friends feem for 
a fhort time inconfolablc; but their grief is foon changed into the 
oppofitc extreme, and they nm into as great extravagances in their 
feafts as when the forrowful paffions prevailed they inflldlcd on them- 
fclvcs fufFcrings. 

They believe the immortality of the foul, which at death, they fay, 
is immediately conveyed in a very large faft-fiiling canoe to a diilant 
country, called Doobludha, which they deferibe as rcfcmbling the 
Mahometan paradife. They call the god* of this region of pleafurc 
Higgolayo, and cllccm him as the greateft and moft powerful of all, 
the reft being no better than fervants to him. This doftrine, how- 
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ever, IS ■wholly confined to the chiefs, for the toods (or lower order) 
can give rto account whatever; as they reckon' the enjoyments of 
Doobhidha above their capacity, fo they feem never to think of what 
may become of them after they have ferved the purpofes of this life. 
We Ivuve not been able to learn what ideas they form of the origin of 
their exil'tcncc, or any other parts of the creation ; when Ipokcn to 
on tb.cfe fubjcols they feern quite loit; this may, however, be owing 
to the inaccuracy of our cxprcflions, arifing from an imperfevfl know¬ 
ledge of the language, which lias hitherto prevented us from oppofing 
any of thofc grofs ablurdities. But we look forward to that happy day 
when the glorious fun of rightcoufnefs wall arife, and turn this fliadow 
of death into the morning. 

The jiroduce of this ifiand is already fo well deferibed, that it feems 
unncccflary to fiiy any thing of it here. We have been able to add 
very little to it. Our feeds, which have been fown in different parts, 
bid fair to do wxll: this induces us to think any kind of European 
Iceds would thrive here, were it not for the rats, which deffroy them 
as they appear above ground. Hats, with hogs, dogs, and guanoes, 
were the only quadnipcds vve found here. The cattle left by Captain 
Cook have been all deftroyed fbme years ago: the horfc and mare 
having been firft gored by the bull, gave the natives an idea of his 
furious temper, and put them in terror for thcmfelvcs; therefore, to 
prevent any bad accident taking place, they deftroyed him, with thc 
cow and three young ones, which, they informed us, wxre all they 
had produced, except one young bull which had been previoufty taken 
to Fccjec. Captain Wilfon, in his fecond vifit, has left us eight goats, 
three cats, and an Englilh dog, of which the natives are very fond, and 
which we hope will be ufeful in their proper places. The death of a 
ram at Otaheite prevented us from receiving any fhcep, which we 
efteem a great loft, as there is abunidauce of excellent food for thole 
ufeful animals in the moft'neglcAcd parts of this ifland, and they 
might in time prove a great advantage to the natives, not only by fup- 
plying their deficiency of food, from which many of them fulfer much 
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at prclcnt, but by leading them into habits of iuduiliv, to whidi tlicy 
arc llrangcrs ; for tJiough they arc more induftritjus than niotl of their 
neighbours fcattcrcd about this fea, far the greater part of their tiuic 
is fpent in idlenefs. This conjedlurc receives much ftrength from the 
carneft defire they cxprcls for our woollen clothes, cfpccially blankets; 
-which induces us to think, if they had tlie materials, and the lealt hint 
how to make ufc ot thefn, they would foou endeavour to manufaclure 
them thcmfclvcs. 

The foil is every where prolific, and cmififls of a line rich mould, 
upon an average about fourteen or fifteen inches deep, free from Hones, 
except near the bcacli, where coral rocks appear above the furfacc. 
liencath this mould is a red loam four or five inches thick; next is a 
very llrong blue clay in fmall quantities; and in l()mc places has l>ecn 
found a black cartli, which emits a very fragrant fmcll rcfcmbling ber¬ 
gamot, but it fooii evaporates when expofed to the air. The air is 
pure and wholcfomc, much lharper in the winter than we expelled 
to have found it, cfpccially when the wind is from the fouthward; 
but for want of a thermometer, uhich happened to be broken, we 
have never been able to afeertain its true Hate. 

But we mull: conclude our prefent account, hoping our next will 
contain fomcthlng more intcrcHing and encouraging to our dear Iriends, 
whofc prayers we earncflly entreat in our behalf; for furclyncvcr men 
in the world llood more in need of their affilbance in this rcj]>ec:l than 
we do. Our work is great, our Hrength is fmull, very weakncls itfelf; 
our enemies are crafty and powerful, but none vee find lo dangerous as 
thofc of our own houfc, thole c\il hearts ot unbclicl that arc. ahva} - 
ready to draw us from the (Jud t»f our llrength, who is the rock ot'our 
lalvation. But if God be for us, who can be agalntt u;? Ho bi;l> u- 
fi*ar not: and avc have not only tlie alfurancc of his word, but ailo 
the tcllimony of his providence that lie is with u.s and will ncNcr leave 
us nor forfake us. Well then may we go on in divine llrength, re¬ 
joicing in the profpefls of greater trlbulati()ns than w e have hitherto 
experienced, or at prclcnt have in view; trulllng him that ui every 
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conflict which we may be called on to fuftain under the banner of the 
glorious Captain of our fah ation, -we fhall grow ftronger and flrongcr, 
and at length be brought off the field more than conquerors through 
Flim who hath loved us, and given himfclf for us. 

The Duff is now unmooring. We feel all the anguifli that is con- 
fcquent upon a feparation of friends who are bound together by fuch 
endearing ties as fhall endure when thofe of nature fliall be for ever 
diflblvcd. Befidcs our dear captain, we cannot but efleem many of 
the officers and crew as children of the fame family with ourfclvcs: 
all of whom, ourfclvcs, and all our concerns, botir for time and eter¬ 
nity, we defire to rcfign to the fovereign dlfpofal of our gracious hea¬ 
venly Father, and to the word of his grace, which is able to keep us 
from falling, and give us all an inheritance among them that are fanc- 
tified through faith which is in Jefus Chrlft. Farewell. May grace, 
mercy, and peace be multiplied to all who love our Lord Jclus Chrifl 
in finccrity, and arc fccklng the advancement of his kingdom and 
glory! Amen. 


Tongataloo Boads, Sept. 1 / 97 . 
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CHAl^ER XVII. 

TranfaSttons at Tongataboo during the Ship's Stay. 

^ I ^HUS far I have written from the brethren’s journal, judging that, 
though repetitions would unavoidably occur by this plan, the 
incidents related as they happened' would enable thofc intcrefted to 
form a better idea both of the natives and the real fituation of the 
miflTionaries, than by any other method I was able to purfuc: for 
perhaps from things which I might ha\e palTed over, fbmc Ikilful 
triend would draw ufeful and interefting inferences-. 

And as I have brought it up to the day w'e left thofe dear tervants 
of our blcflcd Lord, there remains but little to be fsud concerning what 
patTcd at the fliip; as during this ftay, which was twenty days, the 
whole was fpent in one continued intercourfc of friendlliip and fervice 
between us and the natives: every day we were vifitcd by fome or 
other of them; they laid us in a very large tlorc of fine yams, and as 
many hogs as we were willing to accept; for the Hock of thefe which 
we had brought from Otaheite was ftill fufificient to take to fea. Some 
boars and fovvs of the larger fize w e exchanged with them for others, 
and had the fatisfat^Hon to hear that a fow thus exchanged to Vaarjee, 
Bow-ell and Harper’s chief, had a few days after farrowed niirc pigs. 
For articles of iron they will venture any thing. On our firft arri\ al 
an iron hoop was ftolcn off the ^vindiafs end ; but as no perfon was 
fuffered to come on board till we got it again, it was returned next 
day by FuttaiTiihc. Several other things of lefs conlequcncc w ere 
ffolcn, but as the captain did not like to break the harmony which 
fublillcd for the fake of them, they were never recovered. Among 
other things, the cook’s axe was ftolcn; and to give our tnends- aiv 
i.d(a of the fmall value of a few glittering guineas in the eyes ot thefa 
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people, when pvit in competition with a ulcful iron tool, the captain 
gave the cook ten new guineas to purchare another axe from the na¬ 
tives; but his endeavours to make fuch a purchaic were vain, they 
only laughed at him for his offer, Befidcs iron, our cloth and fmall 
blue and green beads were in high eftimation among them; and fome 
of them even dcfired us to bring Inch on our next vifit. They alfo 
\ allied nails, efpccially of the larger fort. But it may be obferved that 
they arc fo fcmpulous in dealing, that they generally ftand for the full 

v alue of every thing. 

The captain was never on fliorc, and each of us was only permitted 
one day at Mooa, for plcafure. As we refufed to have any divcrfions 
atSlcd for our entertainment, left the idea of pleafing might lead them 
to exceffes Incxculable on our part, none of their cuftoms of this nature 
were ■wltncfled by us, but I fuppofe them to be fully deferibed by 
Captain Cook. The day before vve failed I went to Mooa in the pin¬ 
nace, accompanied by Mr. Falconer, Mr. llobfon, and my brother 
James Wilfon. Several hundreds of the natives lined the flrore, part 
of them entreating us to go firft to Futtafiilhc, and the other part for 
us to vifit Dugonagaboola firft. As I had prcvioufly promifed the for¬ 
mer, we repaired to him, and were received with great ceremony; 
and when we had fpent fome time with him we vifitcd the other 
chief, whom we found near the beach, feated with about an hundred 
others round a bowl of kava, part of w hich they offered to us; but the 
gee root only fuited our tafte. This, being what they conclude their 
morning's repaft with, is fwcet as fugar-canc, and greatly rcfembles 
it, being only a little more pally. Both chiefs treated us well; f utta- 
faihe roafted a large hog for our dinner, after which he accompanied 
us to the fiatookas of his anceftors: they lie ranged in a line eaftward 
from his houfe, among a grove of trees, and are many in number, and 
of different conftruillons: fome, in a fcjuarc form, were not in the 
Icall raifed abov'e the level of the common ground; a row' of large 
ftoncs formed the fides, and at each corner two high ftoncs were placed 
upright at right angles to each other, and in a line with their refpcc-

tive fidcs: others ’were fuch as the. bretliren defcrlbe that of Moomuoe 
to be: and a third ibrt were built iquarc like the firft; the Lirgeft of 
wliich was at the bafe one hundred and filty-fix feet by one hundred 
and fort}-; it had four ftep.-: 
from the bottom to the top, 
that run quite round the pile: 
one ftonc cornpofed tlie height 
of each Ilep, a part of it being 
funk in the ground; and feme 
of thefe fliones in the wall of 
the lower arc immenfelylarge; 
one, w'hich I meafured, was 
twenty-four feet by twelve, 
and two feet thick; thefe Futta-

faihe informed us were brought 
in double canoes from the ifland of Lefooga. They are coral Hone, 
and are hewn into a tolerably good fliapc, both with rcfpeil to the 
llraightncfs of their fidcs and the flatnefs of their furfaccs. They arc 
now fo hardened by the w'cathcr, that the great difficulty we had in 
breaking a fpecimen of one corner made it not cafy to conjedure how 
the labour of hewing them at firfl: had been effcfled ; as, by the marks 
of antiquity which fomc of them bear, they juufi; have been built long 
before Tafman fhewed the natives an iron tool. Bcfidcs the trees which 


grow on the top and lides of mofl: of tlicm, there arc the ctooa, and a 
variety of other trees about them ; and thefe, together with the thou- 
fands of bats which hang on their brandies, all contribute to the aw'ful 
folcmmty of thofc fepulchral manfions of the ancient chiefs. On our 
way back Futtafaihe told us that all the fuitookas wc luid feen were 
built by his ancellors, vvlio alfo lay interred in them; ami as there ap¬ 
peared no rcafon to doubt the truth of this, it proves tiiat a fupremc 
power in the government of the Ifland muft lor many generations have., 
been in the family of the Futtafaihes: for though the re were many 
fiatookas In the illaiul, the brethren, ^^ ho had feen moll of them, faid 
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they were not to be compared to thefe for magnitude, either in the 
pile or the Hones which compofc them. 

One of his wives was Iving-in at this time, an‘d we were condutHcd 
to the apartment where flie w'as: it was extremely neat, and the floors 
were covered with mats. Both hcrfclf and the child had their Ikins 
coloured with turmeric, which gave them a glittering appearance, and 
they faid tliis was their cuftom with women in childbed. She had 
fcveral female attendants; and though Futtafaihe has many other 
children, all the people feemed elate and glad on this occafion. During 
our Hay we \ Ifitcd fevcral chiefs of both fexes, and received prefents 
from each of them. As the evening approached w e took our leave, 
and returned to the fliip. 

Mooa is a beautiful place, cfpcclally where Futtafaihe’s houfe Hands. 
Proceeding from the lagoon about a quarter of a mile through fenced 
lanes, a fpacious fquare green about half- a furlong wide opens itlelf; 
at the farther end of which the dwelling Hands: on the liime green, 
which is as fmooth as if rolled, a few large fpreading trees grow in an 
irregular difpofition, which add much beauty to the fcenc. On the 
caH fide is a neat fence cnclofing the long gro\c where the fiatookas 
Hand; on the wcH arc the dwellings of different chiefs in their cnclo- 
lures; and along the north or low^er fide of the fquare, the great road 
runs from one end of the ifland to the other; this road is in general 
about fix or feven yards wide, but caHward from the green, and for 
half a mile, it is not Icfs than fixty yards wide. In this part there is 
a range of trees as large and fpreading as the largeH Englifli oaks; and 
as their branches meet at the top, and quite exclude the fun’s rays, a 
plcafant walk is afforded by their fliade. Clofc by thefe, brothers Bu¬ 
chanan and Gaulton arc fituatcd. 
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CHAPTER XVIII. 

//‘(5OT Tongalahoo to China. 

/^N Tlnirfday morning, the 7th of September, we weighed, and 
fiiling from Tongataboo by the northern pufliigc, pafTcd clofc by 
the fmall iflands of Honga Harpy and Honga Tonga; thefc are both 
moderately high, and appear fertile: at four P. M. they bore E. S. E. 
twenty-two miles dlflant. After which we fleered N. W. per compaft 
one hundred and tvvxnty-fix miles, and weft thirty-two miles. Ob- 
ferved at noon on the 8th in 18^ 4.3' S. and fuppofed that a current 
was fetting us to the weftward. From noon till half paft five P. M. 
we fleered W. by S. thirty-nine miles; then hove to for two iflands, 
the fouthernmoft of which bore S. W. | S. and the northernmoft W. 
by N. diftance iVom the latter feven leagues. The former had a re¬ 
markable flat top, on w’hich account we called it Table ifland. A little 
before we hove to, the time-keeper gave the longitude of the fliip 
182® 5' E. Before dark we could fee other iflands further to the 
weftward, and fuppofed them either the fame, or very near to thole. 
Captain Bligh firft fell in with after leaving Tofoa in the launch. 

We had brifk gales and a hollow fea all the night; about fix hours 
we lay with the fhip’s head to the northward, then wore to the fouth- 
ward till daylight; in which laft fpacc of time we muft have pafTcd 
clofc to a dangerous reef, named in the chart Providence reef ; but as 
nothing of this kind was in fight before dark, we liad no ajiprchenlion 
of reefs lying in our way ; and even when the day broke we thought 
we had a clear fea, and at fix o’clock bore away, and nin W. N. W. 
about half an hour, when we difeovered fevcral iflands bcfidcs thofc we 
had fecn on the preceding evening ; and perceived that extenfivc reefs 
furrounded every one of them. In viewing owr fitiiation from aloft it 
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appeared verj' critical, and occafioncd the ifla'nd ahead to be called Dan¬ 
ger ifland. A little from this ifland S. E. lay three or four fmall illets, 
and a coral reef extended about tlirce or four miles S, E. I'rom them. 
On our ftarboard quarter another reef trended to the N. E. further 
than Avc could fee, as the weather was ha/y. Thus we were running 
directly for Danger illand, and leaving thofe extenfive reefs upon each 
quarter, when tlic fight of many more itlands gave us rcafon to luppofe 
that to attempt a paiTage through them w'ould be hazardous, if not 
impradicablc. We hauled, therefore, our wind, fet wluit fail the 
fliip could bear, and tried to work out by the way we came in. The 
gale incrcafiug, and the fea running very liigh, we had little hopes at 
firft of gaining ground, or that the fliip would flay in fo heavy a lea, 
Hov\e\er, llic never mllTed flays but once ; the tide likewife appeared 
to be In our faiour; for, after making a few' tacks, at half pafl nine 
A. M. we palled to windward of the S. hb reef, and flood touarda 
Table ifland. As we ran along we faw a large fpace to leeward free 
from reefs, which alniull tempted ns to bear away ; but proceeding 
further, the iflands to the S. W. appeared conne6ted by them. There¬ 
fore we determined to get to the north by the eall of them; though 
there is no doubt but, in fine weat!u:r, a paffage might be found as 
well here as among thofe thrwigh which we afterwards had to thread 
the needle. All this clay and the night was fpc'ut in pKing to wind- 
A\ard. On the morning of the lotli palled Prcnldence reef, which ia 
u final! fpot, and bears call from the fbiith cue! of Danger ifland. We 
afterwards palled the north-eafl. reef, where once more we appeared to 
have a clear fea. Table and Danger iflands, of which we had the 
iiearcfl \icw, wore an afpccfl of fertility, having the lofticfl lulls co* 
\ cred with trees to their fummits. Obferved at noon in latitude 18^“ 
23^ S. 

On the 12th at noon we were in latitude l6° A2' S. and longitude 
18T' i;TE. ; half an hour aftcrv\ards faw land bearing fbuth, for 
wliicli we hauled up, w ifbing to luivc fome intcrcourf’c w’ith the na¬ 
tive;. As w e ran to the fouth w e had a recf on the weather fide juft 
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in light from the deck, and a low iHand on our lee beam hearing W. 
hy N. 1 he wind being E. S. E. wo juft weathered a ivcl'l_ying calr- 
Avard Irom a /inall but high illand: and ftanding a littie fartiicr, 
tacked Ihip dole to the north-call reds of what ue called Sir Chade? 
Middleton s illand, and chole the ground between this and the before- 
mentioned reel to fpend the night in, as we had the bearings of Id, oral 
i/lauds whereby to direct us clear of the furrounding danger. 

At daybreak on the 13th we bore away, and lan along the north fide 
«t Sir Charles Aliddleton’s illand. There appeared no ojvening tlirough 
tl'.e reef, though one might perhaps be found fomcwherc about the 
illand, il'diligently fought for; but on this fide there is none. As we 
ran to the windward, eompafs bearings vrcrc taken of the illind< and 
reefs, to afeertain tlieir relati\e fituations; and t(; the chart conitructed 
from thel'e, w ith the help of the time-keeper and latitude, we muft 
n.'fer thole who may cither ha\c to fail this \va)-, or who wfmld im¬ 
prove the geograjihy of this part of the globe. Leaving Middleton’s 
illand, we lleercd weft per eompafs four or five leagues, and palled 
clofe by what we called Direblion illand. 'riierc were natives on the 
beach with fpcars in their hands; and the illand, wiiich was rnodc- 
jatcly liigh, Iccmcd to abound in the common produce; hut, like thofc 
wc had ahead} leen, was ijuitc furrounded by a reef. Therefore lailing 
thence W. N. W. about fix league.s further, we eumc near to the call 
end of another pretty large illand, culled Hoffs illand, where we linv 
vail numbers of natives alfemhled upon tlie beach, and fmokc among 
the trees; but they alii) were cpiite Iccure, being, like their neighbours, 
llronglv furtilied with a furroinuling reef. Juft otf here wc obferved, 
latitude lf)®*lB^S. and longitude l l’(/per chronometer. Many' 
larger iflands were in light to leeward, which, from examination of 
IHigh’s narrative, wc liippoled to lie N. from the large iliands, which 
lie palled wlien tlie canoes chaled him. 

From the mail-head we obferved a reef trending to the N. E. to 
weather w'hicb we hauled our wind to the northward ; and palling it, 
ilood towards loiue fmall illauds, winch wc called the Clulleis. As 
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night approached, being f'urrounded with reefs and illands on all Tides, 
we put the Hiip under an cafy liiil, and chofe the moll clear fpacc to 
«nakc Ihort tacks in, till next morning. At feven o’clock a low illaud 
to windward bore E. by N. and the highcll of the CIuRcrs bore 
S. S. W.; the wind was eallcrly, and the lea as fmooth as a river. At 
the above time wc Rood to the S. E. by S. under the topfails; and at 
nine o’clock, no danger appearing, we thought ourfclvcs fafe ; but we 
were prelcntly alarmed by the fliip llriking upon a coral reef, upon 
which the lea hardly broke, to give the Icaft warning. All hands were 
upon deck in an lullant, and, as llie Ruck fiiR, became under great 
apprehcnfions of being Riipwreckcd; a misibrtune which prelcntcd it- 
fclf with a thoufand frightful ideas. Wc knew that the Fcejecs were 
cannibals of a fierce dilpolition, and w'ho had never had the IcaR in- 
tcrcourfe with any voyagers ; confiajucntly wc could cxpedl no favour 
from Rich. Imagination, quick and fertile on fuch occafions, figured 
them dancing round us, while we were roafted on large fires. How¬ 
ever, it W’as no time to indulge thoughts of this kind, but to try what 
could be done to fave the lliip. Judging it to be a weather reef wc 
were on, the moment Rie Rruck the fails were hove aback, and in 
about five or fix minutes we beheld with joy that flie came allcrn, 
and Ihortly after was quite afloat; when w c were again delivered from 
our fears, and found the flilp, wliich had kept upright tlic whole time, 
feemed to have received no injury. It was not pollible to afeertain 
at fca what damage had been fuRained, as Ihe made no water; but on 
her coming into dock, we difeovered how very wonderfully wc had 
been preferved. The coral rock on which wc Rruck was providen¬ 
tially diredted cxadly agaliiR one of the timbers. The violence of the 
blow had beat in the copper, deeply wounded the plank, and beat it 
to fliivers. Had the Rrokc been between the ribs of the lliip, it muR 
have gone through, and wc had probably never returned to adore the 
Author of our mercies. Thus the gracious Lord, who Rill guarded 
us with a lliephcrd’s care, was plcafcd to Ihew us the infufficlcncy of 
human prudence; and that, except wc arc kept by himlclf, “the 
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“ watchman waketh but in vain,” O that he would give us hearts of 
gratitude and thankfulncfs, in fome meafurc proportioned to his daily 
mercies extended to us his unworthy creatures! 

When the day fliewed us the dangers which lay hid on every fide, 
it appeared wonderful how we had efcaped fo well, and made us very 
dcfirous to get clear of them as fall: as pollible. With this A-iew we 
ftccred N.N.W. betwixt fcvcral fmall reefs, not larger in circumference 
than the Ihip, and with fcarcc. a vvafli of the fca upon them. 7'hcy 
Iccmed to extend on lx)th fides of us, as far as wc could fee. When 
we iiad palled thefe, and began to bring the illands aftern, we thought 
onrfelves ijuite clear, and were regretting that we could have no in- 
tcrcoiirlc with the inhabitants; who, we had no doubt, w^ould have 
been willing to barter with as, had we found liife anchorage for the 
Ihip; for with thcle people the Friendly idanders carry on a trade with 
the articles they cot from us. At nine A. M. another illand came in 

• s. 

fight to the N.W. for which w'e lhaped our courfe, to try if anchorage 
could be found near it; and the weather fide appearing at our ap¬ 
proach to be clear of reefs, it gave us hopes that the Ice fide would be 
the fame; but it proved otherwife. At noon the body of the ifland 
bore fouth, dillant one mile, and our latitude by obfervation 1.*;" -11'' S. 
longitude per chronometer 180 ’ 25' E. Along this N. fide, there 
being no reef, the fca broke violently againlV the cliffs, which are high, 
and from tlic face of them huge fragments have fallen off, and He 
feattered at their bafe. Thefe cliffs, cfpecially towards the north-weft 
end, have a lels fertile appearance than thofc we had already paffed; 
but towards the caft end the ifland wears a better afpecfl:; and at this 
part there were natives and houfes upon the toj) of the hill. Probably 
there is low ground on the fouth-w’cft fide, where we intended to an¬ 
chor ; but coming to the north-weft point, we ftw' a fhoal clofe to us, 
and a large flat ran S.W. off the ifland: upon which wc hauled our 
wind; and as this was the laft we faw of this dangerous group, it re¬ 
ceived the name of Farewell ifland. 

Thefe are probably the fame as Tafman got entangled among, and 
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Avhich he calls Prince William’s iflancls: however, it may be prefnmed 
tliat but part of thoni have been yet feen by Kuropcansi it \\as cNi- 
(lent that many' large idands lay' to the S, W., the nearell ol wliich we 
could but faintly dlitingullh, and fume were at a dilbincc irom the 
tacks'of Captain Bligh in the launch of the Bounty, and al ters urds In 
the Pnn idence. 

They doubtlefs arc connected with thofc which the people at Ton- 
gataboo call the Feejees, as they He in the direction pointed out by 
them. In general they arc high, and all we could difrinetly lee ap- 
p<eared fertile : tlie loftietl; hills were woody to their fummits, and on 
the top of fevcral was abundance of cocoa-nut trees, which on fomc 
illands thrive only on the low ground; nor is it here as at ('>taheitc, 
where the middle region is commonly nothing but 1uu-burnt grafs; 
for, fr<;m the bcaeii to tlie top of the hills is one continued grove ot' 
trees, and many of thcni-havc fruitful ihirts of low land. 'J'hc vallevs 
of Middleton’s illund appeared delightfully pleal.int, and mull abound 
in all the fruits and roots common to thele parts of the world, in 
jbmc places we faw fpots of eiilth ateil ground, probably of kava. 

Cond reefs furround every iHand, and thofc which lie near eaeli 
other are eoniieided by them. Though there appears to us to be no 
openings tlirough thefe reefs to the refpeClive illands they euelofe, yet 
we cannot venture to lay that there is no liich thing, but tiiink it 
liighly probable that by a more diligent learch both openings and an- 
cliurage might be Hmnd. But as the captain propoled making fomc 
Hay at the Pelow illands, and had to reach China at a fpccilicd time, 
\vc could not with propriety delay longer here in fcareh of an un x-r- 
tainty. Where we palled clofe we faw many inhabitants, and have 
no doubt but that they arc all well peopled ; and they mull be an im¬ 
proved people in the liivage Hate, for the natives of the Friendly 
Illands, who arc unv^illlng to give jvlacc to any^, acknowledge that the 
Fet jees excel them in many ingenious works; that they poircfs larger 
canoes, and are a brave, fighting jieople ; but .d)hor them for their dc- 
toHable prav^ticc of eating their.unfortunate prifouers. They ufe bows

and arrows in war; and from the blackncfs of ithclr complexion, and' 
flic ditfcrcncc of their language and manners, they arc cildcntly if, 
diftind race from the uatiies of thofe groups where millions arc now 
cllablilhed. 

Kith. We obf:rvcd at noon in latitude 1 S'’ 13' S. and at five P. M.- 
fuw the ifland of Uotiunrdi, beariiig N. W. by W. The weatlicr be- 
ing at this time fjnally, \slth rain, we ho\c to fc'r the night. At 
daylight next morning we bore away, and at half path eight o’clock, 
were; oppofitc the north-eaft. end, when leveral canoes can:c otf, con¬ 
taining fnmi three to fix and feven perfons each. At firll they ^^•ere 
Ihy, and I;ept aloof’; but prcfcntly fiime bolder than the red: ventured 
alongfidc, and one with a fov\l iu his hand, taking hold of a rojie, 
drojsped himfelf into the water, and was hauled on hoard. He made 
figns that lie wanted an axe for the fowl, by which we immediately 
knewv that there mull; have been friendly intercourfe between them- 
and (nipta.in i'idvNards of the Pandora, w ho difeoiered this illand in 
Auguft irtH ; but it is probable that they lun e been % liked by none 
befides, as they now beheld ns with much i'lirprife and \n under. This, 
day hainjculng to be Sunday, the rule we had conftautlv obfer\ed 
while in this fea jireveiited trade between us and thef'e people. How¬ 
ever, this man receiied an axe, a few fifb-hooks, and other things, 
whieli m.uie lilm leap i'oi joy. 'I'lnve otliers, cneouraged In liis good 
fortune, ventured after him, and fared equally well; and it appeared 
that many more woxdd ha\c come on board, had they an opportunity ; 
f)r ohleia ing that w'c Ifeered rather from the illand, they pointed to¬ 
wards a bay, as if defnous we Ibould come to anchor. As we ran 
down the fuirth llde tlierc appeared a goial bay near to the welt end, 
wdicre, if the ancliorage be late, (liips may ride Ibeltered from all but 
northerly winds; and perhaps a fituation might he found to he in tiic 
fame bay Diclfcrcd from the/c allb. This l.ay lies to windward ol the 
highcll bhitf hill, on the well end of the juain illand ; a high diet lies 
dircckly north of this bluft'1x111, and they bear a great refemblance to 
each other, being both ftccpell on the north fide. Wcllward of this 
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laft He three more fmall iflets, the iargcft of which appeared to be 
fplit in'the middle, as if broken by an earthquake. 

The main Ifland far exceeds in populoufnefs and fertility all that wc 
had Icen In this fca; for in a fpace not more than a mile in length wc 
counted about two hundred houfes next the beach, bcfidcs what the 
trees probably concealed from our view; this was at the call: end, and 
there was rcafbn to think almoft every part of it equally well inhabit^ 
cd. In the lliapc and hze of their perfons wc could diftinguilli no dif¬ 
ference between them and the Friendly iflanders, except that wc 
thought them of a lighter colour, and fomc difference in the tattooing, 
having here the refcmblance of bird^ aud filhes, with circles and fpots 
upon their arms and Riouldcrs: tlic latter are fccmingly intended to 
leprcfcnt the heavenly bodies. Two or three of the women whom 
Wc faw were tattooed in this laft way: at Tongataboo they keep the 
upper parts clear of all tattooing. The women here wear their hair 
long, have it dyed of a reddifh colour; and with a pigment of the 
fame, mixed with cocoa-nut oil, they mb their neck and breafl;. The 
men who were on board appeared to have much of the fhrewd, manly 
Jenfe of the above people, and many of their cuftoms. One of them 
made figns, that in cafes of mourning they cut their heads with fharks’ 
teeth, beat their cheeks till they bled, and wounded thcmfelves with 
fpcars; but that the wbmen only cut off the little fingers, the men 
being exempt from it; whereas at Tongataboo there is hardly man* or 
woman but what has loft both. 

Their fingle canoes (for we faw no double ones) ucre nearly the 
fame in all refpeds as at the Friendly iflands, being of the fame fhape, 
fewed together on the infide, and decorated in the fame manner with 
fliells; but, being rather fhortcr in proportion to their width, Icemcd 
not fb neat and well finlfhed. The only weapons we faw were fpears 
curloufly carved, and pointed with the bone of the fting ray. The 
natives expreffed great farprize and curioflty at the fight of out fheep, 
goats, and cats. Hogs and fowls, they faid, they had in great plenty, 
which, added to tlie ev^ntly foperior fertility of the ifland, and the 
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feeming cheerful and friendly dij^ofition. of the natives, makes this, in: 
our opinion, the moft eligible place for fliips coming from the caft- 
ward, wanting rcfrcflimeiits, to touch at: and with regard to miffion¬ 
ary views, could one or two young men, fuch as Crook, be found wil¬ 
ling to devote their lives to the inftru<Sion of perhaps live or lix thou- 
fand poor heathen, there can hardly be a place where they could fettle 
wnth greater advantage, as there is food in abundance; and the illand 
lying remote from others, can never be engaged in wars, except what 
broils may happen among themfclvcs. Its latitude is 12® 31' S. and 
longitude 177 ® E.; its length, in an call and well diredion, is not 
above fcjur or five miles. 

From Rotumah w c Reercd N. W. by \V. to W. and W. by. S. for 
eight days; and as u e hove to c^ cry night, wx' had reafon to think 
that no land lay within four or five leagues on each fide of our track. 
At eight A. M. on the 25th, we faw land from tlic mail-head bearing 
N. W. by N. and immediately llccred for it. The weather being 
gloomy, with drizzling rain, we had no obfervation for the latitude. 
About five o’clock in the evening, as wx- drew near to the land, wc 
found that it confilled of ten or eleven feparate iHands, two or three 
of which were of confiderable fize, and faw a canoe coming towards 
us, in which were two men: they approached within hail, but would 
come no nearer; they Hood up and brandillied their paddles, and ufing 
many wild gcllures, hooped and hallooed in a harlli tone, not feem- 
ingly as a menace or defiance, but the cReft of lurprife and a mixture 
of other paffions at lb wonderful a fight, having, in all probability, 
never beheld a Ihip before. They had bafkets of fruit in the canoe, 
and to them they frequently pointed, as if they wanted to barter them; 
but if a conjcifturc might be allowed, I Ihould rather think they meant 
them as oRerlngs; for If they really never did fee a Ibip before, they 
could know nothing of our articles, hbr their ufe or value. However, 
whatfoever ,thcy intended, fear kept them at a diftance, though wc 

ufed every method to allure them ttlongfidc. Nine canoes more were 
now coming off, but they allb ^a^cd with the lame eautidn and fear 
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as the firft, keeping all together aftern of the llfip. When we had got 
pretty near to the illand we tacked, and fliould have pafled through 
among them, had they not perceived their fituation, and paddled to 
windward. After this they were making towards the largcft of the 
iflands, when a heavy fqnall of wind and rain coming on, and obliging 
us to bear before it, we were fo near running over feme of them, that 
the men in one fmall eanoc jumped overboard and fwam to another. 
When the fquall was over, we faw that they had all got near to the 
Hiore, and that the deferted canoe was not fiir from us; we therefore 
Hood clofe to her and picked her up, hoping to have an opportunity 
of returning her the next day. 

This canoe (and they all feemed to be alike) was aboiit twelve or 
fourteen feet long, and about fifteen inches broad, made of one tree» 
lharpened at the ends, and a little ornamented on the upper part: the 
inflrumcnt with which they had hollow'cd her had left marks as if 
done with a gouge. 

Having put the fliip under a fnug fail, we flood to the caflward all 
the night, and at daybreak found we hau ilrlftcd confiderably to the 
fouthward; but as we fllll expected to have fomc M.tercourfc with the 
natives, we let fail, and plied to windward. About clevcir A. M. we 
were pretty near to the largcft iflano, ’vlien five canoes ventured off; 
but aded wdth the fame caution as bt -re, taking great care to keep 
betw'ccn us and the fhore, to which they paddled after about an hour’s 
flay. Seeing them depart we flood clofe in with a reef which lies about 
half a mile from the beach, and feems to extend fome diftance from 
the weft end; and probably the iflands are conne<fted by it. Where 
we were, we found feven fathoms; a fl^t coral bottom. Finding 
that their fears prevailed over their curiofity, and that we were likely 
to have no intercourfc with them, we lowered the jolly-boat dow'n, 
and intended to tow the canoe clofe to the fhore, and there leave her 
with a few of our articles in her. But obferving that the fhip could 
not get near enough to aid the boat in cafe of an attack, thb defign 
was rclinquifhed, and we immediately bore away. 
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The lafgcft of this group we named Difappointment illand, nftd 
the whole cluftcr Duff’s Group : they arc about eleven in number, 
lying in a direffion S. E. and N. W. fourteen or fifteen miles: in 
the middle are two larger' iflands about fix miles in circumference; 
betwixt thefe laft is a fmall iflet, and to the eaftward are three illcts, 
two of which arc round and higli, the other flat and longifli. On the 
north-weft part of the group are five or fix more; fume of them high. 
At the caft end of one is a remarkabif rock in form of an obelUk. 
The fmall iflands arc apjiarcntly barren ; but the two largeft arc en¬ 
tirely covered with wood, among v^ hich were fcveral cocoa-nut trees; 
but, on the whole, they had not the appearance of great fertility. 
The natives appeared ftout and well made, with copper-coloured com¬ 
plexions ; their houfes are built clofe M each other, and not difperfed, 
as we had been accuftomed to fee them* a horde of their dwellings 
was on the fouth-weft fide of Difappointment illand. The latitude of 
the latter is ()* 57' S. and longitude 107 “ E. 

From Duff’s Group we ftcered W. by S. thirteen or fourteen 
leagues, and on the following day obferved in latitude 10" 4' S. and 
were then juft lofing fight of the eafternmoft of the group, bearing 
about E. 13° N. when we again faw land in the fouth-weft quarter, 
and ftcered for it, which proved to be Swallow ifland and Volcano 
ifland; and further to the S. W. we could difeern Egmont ifland : all 
thefe were difeovered by Captain Carteret. Befides thefe we difeovered 
a low ifland, which lies about S. S. W. from Volcano ifland, and fteered 
to go between the two latter, but found that a reef ran from the fouth 
part of the low ifland; to'avoid w'hich we hauled, to the fouthward, 
then bore away; and fteering W. by S. about five leagues, faw two 
more low iflands bearing about W. by N. diftant two or three miles. 
As the moon was juft now fetting, and we had rcafbn to think running 
in the dark would be extremely dangerous, we hove to with the (hip’s 
head towards Volcano ifland. Captain Carteret, in his Narrative, fays, 
that they faw fmokc, but no flame, iflTuing from this volcano; but as 
we pafled it cloici and even when we were at a diftance, we beheld it 
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eiiviltitlg' bright flame every ten minutes; which was to 

me and many on board truly gratifying, who had never before beheld 
fo'graiid a phenomenon. The height of this volcano is from tlie fur- 
face of the fca two thoufand feet and upwards ; and its height is to its 
bafe in the proportion of one to three; its circular form, with ftraight 
fidcs and an apparently pointed top, gave us rcafon to fuppofe that it 
had received this form by fucceffive eruptions of lava iiTuing from the 
crater, and running down' its fidcs: and perhaps if this ever was what 
naturalifls call a primitive mountain, it might not originally be v’cry 
high ; its being furrounded by low iflands, and its fimilar form to any 
commoii heap of matter, naturally enough fuggeft fuch an idea. 

28th. At fix A. M. we had the weft fide of Volcano ifland in one 
with the weft end of Trevanion’s ifland, bearing, per compafs, S.22^*E. 
At the fame time the eaftern extremity of Egmont (or Guernfey) ifland 
bore S. 43° E. and the extremities of two low iflands north of us from 
N. 33° W. to N. 20°'W. diftance of the volcano five miles. Hence 
I conclude Egmont ifland of far lefs extent than it is faid to be by 
Captain Cartaret. Variation 1 0 ° E. 

From fix A. M. till noon we fleered W. by N. by compafs twenty- 
three miles, and obferved in latitude 10° 2' S. and longitude, correded 
from lunar fights and chronometer, 1 05° b' E. ; and at this time the 
volcano bore Bi S. ; but W'C had reafon to think that a confiderr 
able current fet to the northward. From noon we fleered W. N. W. 
twenty-eight miles, and could juft dift^rn Volcano ifland through the 
haze; prolrablyi had the weather been clearer, we might have feen it 
farther off; though cvcn-ttow we muft have t»en diftant from it near 
twenty leagues. 

On the Syth and SOth we had uftfcttled, weather# with thunder, 
lightning, and rain. About noon we |>a^ed to the fbuthward of 
Stewart’s iflands: they are five inifiutober, of no great extent, and low* 
They were difeoveved by Captain Hunter on his. j>af!age to Batavia:, 
after the lofs of the Siriw; -their longitude we male* 'li6i2° 3.0^ E. On 
the follow day we paffed in fight of New Georgia^ > and 9law no more 
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land for fevcral days; On the loth of O^ober we crQfled.tJhe equator 
in longitude l.')2P E. Jwhcrc wc had the windii prevailing generally 
from E. S. E. to N. E. and freflx breezes.' From tlie line to N. 
and betwixt the longitudes of 150° and 140^, we found thpt tlic cur¬ 
rent often let to the caftward ; and as we run down about .ten degrees 
in tbe'latitudc of 7^’ N. we experienced many calms; notwitljllaudlng 
which we all enjoyed an alm-oll uninterrupted date of^ood liealtin 
On the I'.'itir we came in fight of a low illatid bearing W. by N. and 
prcfcntly perceived fomc canoes coming towards us. About nine A. 
M. one came alongfide without the Icaft fear or hefitation ; by w hich 
free behaviour w e judged that they had been acquainted w ith Euro¬ 
peans before; and tlicir frequent mention of “ Capitainc” confirmed 
this conjecture. Thefe lirll were followed by feveral more, who .^Xn. 
changed their fifliing-hooks (made of iliclls) and lines, and Jioir 
See. for any thing that was given them ; and w'hcn feveral of them 
were admitted on board, they, for a coiifiderablc time, fliewcd no in?- 
clination to {leal. How ever, thofe in the cajiocs gave us rcafon to ^dtQr 
the good opinion we had formed of them, by ftcaling the rudder rings; 
a thing which the Ikilful Friendly iflaudcrs had attempted in vain: 
and befidcs this, onC fellow was caught handing a pump-ipcar into his 
canoe. As w e had been accuftomed to fuch matters, we only drove 
them off the decks for thefc firft depredations; bulj;vchde wc lat at 
dinner in the cabin, w e heard them at work trying to knock off the 
bolt-head of the rudder rings; upon which the captain fired Ibmc fmall 
Ihot among them, ,w hich made them inflantly flieer off. Juff at tliis 
time William Tucker 9 dd John Connelly Wjerc difeoyered fwimming 
clofe under the ffern, wdth a view to make their efcape to the canoes, 
and by their fkulking appeared afraid of being fired at likewife; but 
the captain, enraged at itii#, former for his ingratitude and deceit, and 
willing to part with the latter, told them, that if they chofe to go they 
might, for he w«»uH«Ot fire at thbrnu Connelly anfwered, " Thank- 
you. Sir;” and they. both fwam.to-lthe tanoes, and V»^ere received by 
the favagea with gre^t ihouting&’ rfSoon after* a;bree*e.fpringi|t>g- up 
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froijii t^icN. E^^vve rcfumod,our cpurfc,, Tii,nd l.dt,th9.m,bchnvi. Cop- 
nciiy. .>vc'fjad^ferougii^ by tbrcc.fypnj/Torigatib^p, threatening ,tb« 
mimbnarics. During his' • on board he Iwd concluded, himself 
quietly, and being put oil the, ihip’s book?, as an 01 dinaty fcaman, feem- 
cd to be content in his fituation, till this lall adipn proved Iris hypo- 
crify. The fame might be faid of Trucker, who being alfo .rcinl(lated, 
had often faid that he was happy that he had been taken again after 
running fn-ni the fhip at Otaheite; and perhaps he fptd.c his fcntl- 
incnts, as there was rc.afoii to believe that .Connelly had perluaded him 


to this laft rcfolutlon. If Connelly was really a Botany b;.y conviA (as 
\\ c have fmee heard), we may fuppofe him to have I ecu actuated by 
two motives, thc fcar of work, and the fear of punifliment If caught in 
England; and as for Tucker, his condud had long made it evident 
t^iat he was under the abfolutc rule of his fcnfual paffions; whicii is 
the more to be lamented for the fake of an excellent mother, of whom 
lie was the only ion. This' ijrot, on vs'hich tlicy have cholcn to pafs 
their days, is but a fmall illand on the bofom of the deep, being not 
more than two or three miles in circumference, and where the com¬ 
forts and neccflarics of life feem fo fcarcc, that we had rcafon to think 
their whole fubfiftcncx confiftcd only of fifli and roots, cocoa-nut, and 
perhaps the bread-fruit. 

The native^ are not. a ftout race; their complexion is a dark coppe;j;| 
their diipofitions lively. We faw no w'omcn. Their canoes differ from 
all we had met before, being raifed high at each end, and painted red; 
they ha\ c outriggers, and fail either end foremoft. Their fails arc made 
nearly in .the flimie manijcr as.thefmglc -failii^ canoes of the Friendly 
iflands. Tlic latitude of the illand is 22' N. and longitude 14.6^ 4B'E>. 
We named it from the runaway, Tuckers 

With light airs of wind from the N. proceeded on our courfc 
to the weftward, leaving Tucker and his c 6 m|Maio 4 tojcfled upon the , 
unhappy choice they had made; a choice, to all,appearance, fo replete 
with wretchednefs, that we did not imagine a t^ird pe^on could be., 
found .willing to follow' tKeir cxaniplc; but fuch is the prevalence of 
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Habit, and the cnetvatlhg influence of Idlencis <^vcr the mind, that 
Andrew Cornelius Lind .came to thd captain, and begged earncftly to' 
be fet on fliorc upon the next ifland we fliould dircover. To this rc- 
queft not only conferit was given, but likewlfe a promife to let bin) 
have a feleftion of ufeful articles wherc’with to benefit tlic natives, and 
the hfetter to introduce and give him importance Umong them. 

26th. When we had got about ten leagues farther weflward, at 
midnight wc faw another ifland bearing N. and at four A. M. faw two 
more to tlic N. W. and as the day broke Ihortly after, wc counted fix 

of thefe low iflands, the extreme |X)lnts bearing frpm N. W. by. N. to 
N. E. by E.: for the moft foutherly of thefe we fleered, and fbon had 
a great number of canoes about the fhip, into one of which Andrew, 
after taking leave of his fliipmatcs, went, and w as received with joy hy^ 
the ravages. The canoe that took him in foon put off, and, as they, 
paddled away, he flood up and waved his hand, fccmingly more elated- 
than depreffed by his change of fituation. The indolent life he had, 
led at Otaheite, the unobflruflcd cafe with w'hich all his fenfual ap¬ 
petites hud l>ccn gratified there, with his avcrfion to labour, and the 
profpc<5t of its neccffity, which a return to Europe held up to his view, 
ftrongly urged him to prefer a lazy favage life upon thefe unpromifmg 
iflands to his native Sweden, which he knew to have advantages only 
fqt the induftrions. The following are the.articles which the captain 
gave him : vlz^ two hand-ijiws, two hatchets, one hammer, ten look- 
ing-glafles, eighteen knives, three hundred deck nails, two razors, and 
feme trifles bcfidcs; thefe, with w hat he had of his o^vn, particularly 
a bible, will, no doubt, ^akc him an aptjuifTtion to the natives, ami 
may likcwdfc be the means of rendering fer\ ice to the other two, Avhom 
it was our opinion he would cndeaviiur to join. 'J'hc natives of this 


group, their carioc.s, inipiefwnts, and cagernefs for iron, A’c. cyerc ex¬ 
actly the fame as at Tucker’s ifland. The afternoon fet in gloomy and 
rainy, which ncvtifthictcfs. W'as not a Hiridrancc to the canoes, many of 
which folloV^edfiis’ quite out of light of their own ifland; and as we 
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obfcrvcd th^.^aul to the northward in * we concluded that 
they meant to go to fome place in that quarter,. 

2 7til. About ten A. M, we came in fight of. anotlier low ifland, 
bearing S. W. and as we altered our courfe to go to the foutliward of it, 
when weft of us it ibcwed like two diflituft iflands, lying neai; each 
other: here alfo many of the natives came off, and trafficked, as the 
others had done. One thing we had ohfen^ed as peculiar and remark¬ 
able, that hitherto in our range among thefe iflands no females had ap¬ 
peared ; whence w e concluded the men either more jealous than their 
callcrn neighbours, or as placing a higher value on their women; or, 
perhaps, they had at fome period fuffered in defending them from licen¬ 
tious viiitors. The latitude of thefe After iflands is 7” 14' N. longi¬ 
tude 1-H^ 50' E. At four P. M. the latter bore E. by N. two leagues. 
Juft before dark we faw another illand to the W. N. W. diftant three 
or four leagues; and ftccring to go to the fouthward of it, the better 
to avoid any danger that might lie in the way, at midnight it bore 
N. N. E. 

About four A. M. on the 28th, wc difeovered other Iflands, and by 
means of our night-glafs could difccru the extremes from W. N. W 
to N. by W. About this time it fell calm, w’hich continued; and at 
daybreak wc counted fix, which might, from their lize, merit the 
name ot iflands; and feven iflets, or kayes; to the whole of which we 
gave the name of the Thirteen iflands. At the diftance of one league 
their extremes'bore from N. W. J W. to N. § E. by which their ex¬ 
tent may be eftimated. Tlic latitude of the fbuthern part of them is 

lO' N. longitude 114° 30'^E. About fixt;^ canoes came off at firft, 
and afterwards fome of our people counted one hundred and fifty in 
figlit, each of which, on an average, cqi^ncd feven men, which is 
one thoufand and fifty ; and if we add h^ tis many left on ftiorc, and 
double that number for the women and children, the population of 
this group alone will amount to three thoufand one hundred and fifty 
fouls, which, according to the appearance of the iflandsr muft often be 
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pinched for food. Here, for the firll time, wc got a fight of their wo¬ 
men, who, to the number of a dozen or more, came off in three canoes: 
in two they were accompanied by the men; the third was occupie d 
by young women only. For a confiderable time they kept a!t» f, v. M’dl 
their own men feemed to eye them witli attenoon ; but obrcr\in.r that 
we did not regard them with any particular notice, they were Inffc red 
to approach w’lthin a few yards of the fliip, which, as well as onilclves, 
they appeared to furvey witli delight. Some of them were w ell fea¬ 
tured, having neither very thick Ups nor broad faces, though Inclining 
to both. Their hair is bkick and long. In complexion they diiFcr 
from the men by a fickly kind of whltllhinffs that is mixed w ith the 
natural olive. As w'c faw them almoft naked, their grcatcll ornament 
and hlgheft praife was the decency and nvulclty of their bcinniour. 
The greater number of the men were naked alfo: fomc had a fifli mat 
wrapped round their middle; others added an ornamental belt round 
their body, near the navel: thefe belts arc about an inch broad, com- 
pofed of bits of black and white lliclls, bored and fining aftei* the 
manner of beads. Some of them wore a broad conical hat, in form 
not much unlike that of the Chincfc. Thefe illands feemed alike in 
every refpeft, no one appearing to afford greater natural advantages 
than the other, except where the groups derive fomc enjoyments from, 
neighbourhood ; and perhaps more cxtcnfive llioals and finooth water 
afford a'covert where the tilli may flicltcr from the fiorm. Thus they 
may find greater rcfourccs than on the ifland that is fohtarv. How¬ 
ever, witli refpedl: to articles of exchange, they appeared to be equally 
fiored : of thefe the fiaple i.s kolr rope, thirty fathom of w hich \-. e 
could pin. hafi for a piece of an old iron hoop fix inches long: this 
rope is in general about an inch thick, and equal, if not fuix-rior, in 
ffrength to our llemp-made ropes. As they every where exprcllcd the 
moll eager dcfirc for iron, at the abdvc price we might, by delaiing a 
few hou's at each ifland, have almoft filled the fliip with it, ami 
would certainly have done it, had we know n wdiat w e have fmcc learnt,. 
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that it will frequently fetch a good price in China. Tiieir filhing- 
tackle differs little from what wc had fecn in the callt rn iflands; but 
their matting was flriking and curious, being wove and made in the 
form of a Spanifli fafh, with a fancy border at each end, wrought in 
with black threads. The natural adour of thefe fafhes is white; but 
many of them are dyed of a beautiful yellow with turmeric. It is im- 
polfiblc to behold thofe neat-wrought fafhes, and their rude manufac¬ 
turers at the fame time, without wondering, and wifliiug to know how 
they came by the art. It is not improbable that they might have been 
taught by the Jefuit miffionaries; two of whom were font by the Spa- 
nifh government from Manilla in the year 1710 ; but as the fhip that 
took them thither was driven away by the currents, the Jefuits were 
never heard of more: however, others were fent, who continued their 
efforts a few years, till having informed themfelvcs of the general po¬ 
verty of the iflands, and certain that they never could be of value to 
the Spanifh monarchy, they quitted them, and fincc that time (about 
1720) they have been totally negledcd. This makes it the more 
worthy of remark, that through fo long a period this ufeful art fhould 
ftill be retained; and while it refleds credit upon their original teachers, 
is an encouragement to our miffionaries to endeavour all in their power 
to introduce the mechanic arts, as it proves that their labour will not 
be in vain- Turtle is among the articles of their fubfiftencc, as we 
purchafed one of about twenty pounds weight for a piece of iron hoop 
about two feet long. 

They manage their canoes with great dexterity, and go from ifland 
to ifland apparently without fear; from which free intercourfc, and 
having no weapon, except a fling, among them, we concluded they 
had but few wars. Their language differs much from all that wc had 
heard before; and except a few words, as, Ipoloo (iron), capitaine, &c. 
we undcrflood but little of what they /poke. Their numerals are a.s 
follow: 
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Fngiidi.

We now, as it proved, had taken our leave of the Carolinas, for after 
the Thirteen illands wc no more of them» To vifit the Pelcws 
being our next objed, we accordingly lliapcd our courfe thither, but 
had rather a tedious palTage of nine days, owing to light and variable 
winds. 

November 5 th. We obferved in latitude 7'^ 25 ' N.; and at funfet, 
being about two leagues more to the northward, we thought that we 
law land in the fouth-weft quarter, but could not be certain of this by 
reafon of the dull gloomy weather which at that time prevailed : 
however, as wx Judged ourfelves to be at no great diftance from the 
iflands, wc fliortened fail, and tacked to the S. E. The Ihip now 
having to contend with a head fea, pitched to fiich a degree, that the 
forc-topfail yard broke in the flings: as this was of conlequence in 
our prefent fituation, it wxs immediately font down, and replaced by a 
fparc Crofs-jack yard, until a proper one could be made. During tlic 
night wc had fqually and rainy weather, which lalfcd iincil near eight 
A. M. on the Oth, when it became more fettled, and wc got fight of 
the land, bearing W. S. W. diftant ten or eleven leagues. As wc 
were fleering towards it, wx were fuddenly alarmed by the cook’s 
caboufc catching Are : every man inftantly excrtcvl hirnfclf to extin- 
quifli it; and happily this was loon cffccled; though, had not the

Tao hundred perfons, 
or more, Avere collected upon the beach, and prcjinaly al.'out a dozen 
canoes were lecii upon the Avatcr, fome ol winea were under fail, and 
others paddling; hut as the weather at tins time Avore a moll gloomy 
afped, three of them oniy carnc fir enough ofl' to gcL alongfide. The 
natives in thefe had a piece of Avhitc cloth tied upon a flick, which 
they waved as they drew near; an emblem, as aa e liippofed, of peace. 
They approached without fear or the leafl helitatiun, and fpokc to us 
as to a people witli whom they had been long acquainted ; but their 
language wus quite unintelligible ; nor could we, e\eiiA\ ltli the help 
of Cajvtaln Henry Willbn’s A'ocabulary, make them underlland one 
word, except a few of their proper names; they however kept talking 
very fall, aecompa; ig Ing their Avords with violent and fudden geflures 
of the hands and body, cxpreffiv^c of their eager drfiro liir us to anchor 
at a place to the north-vvefl, tow ards which they }xhnted ; and one of 
them, who w e afterwards learnt w as a rupack, with a clunfly bone on 
Ins wrifl, came up the fliip’s fide in great hafle to enforce the reiiuefl, 
and Avas folloAvcd bj two more, who were equally folicitous; hut all 
their entreaties, added to our intention to make fome flay at this cele¬ 
brated group, were of no avail, as we could fee no place where it w'as 
probable that a fliip could fdf^ly anchor, and wx had not Lieutenant

Macluer’s chal't fen board to gnidc us, ■ft Our mentioning tlic naftic 
ot Abba Tliullc, thej repeated it fe\t:ral times, facing, S'Thullt, 
S’Thullc, and pointed to tlie land. Thejiamc of Lee Boo wns not 
Ipokcn, ior they talked fo faft and fo conftantly, that we had tcarcc 
any opportunity to afk quelHons; and probably the weather, whlth 
now threatened a florin, kept him out of their minds. As their com¬ 
rades in tl'.c canoes bawled loudly for thofc on board to rejoin them, 
the captain prefented a few knives, looking-glaflcs, Ac. when they 
liatlily, though rcludantly, took their leave ; but before they paddled 
otF they were, at ibme pains to flrew' their gratitude, by thron ing upon 
our decks with difficulty a couple of cocoa-nuts, which was all they 
bad : they then made for the Iborc. This was all the intcrcouric we 
had with the Pclcw iflauders, a circumflancc much regretted by us, aS 
it had all along been the captain’s intention to flay here a few days, fur 
the purpofc of learning w hat we could of the inhabitants rcl'pec^ling the. 
expediency of fettling a miffion alnong them ; and to prepare the way 
for milllonarics, by diflributing fome ufeful articles retained in the fhij) 
for the fcand the Fetjec people, from a hope of being favoured at both 
places with fafe anchorage and friendly intcrcouric ; but, lor the pre- 
limt voyage, we concluded every thing of this nature at an end, and pro^ 
cccdcd to make the beft of our way to China, cherillung the hope of 
there receiving letters from our dear friends in England, to whom wc 
now thought ourfelves drawing near, though llill at the dillancc of 
many thoufand miles. 

Soon after we bore away, and had Hiapcd our courfc N. I E. avc 
fell in with an cxtenfive reef, trending N. E. about tw’o leagues frem 
the north end of Babclthoup, and difeerned three fmall iflands l\ing 
furtlier to the N. enclofed by the above reef. When v.e bad i nn 
nearly five leagues, the northerumoll of the three bore S. \V. by W, 
and at this time wc reckoned ourfclvcS pall the north point ot the reel; 
and though very dark, with conllant rain, tve continued our courl'c 
for two leagues more, when wc liiw two other illands to the N. N. W. 
and at only a Ihort dillancc from us, on which account w'c hauled to 
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the caftward, and hov^c to tilifUie moon Ihould rife, which it did about 
eight o’clock, when we refumed our courfe, and afterwards fell in 
with no more dangers. 

If we admit the few which we faw of the Pelew illanders to be a 
fpccimen of the whole, they are, in our opinion, inferior in exterral 
appearance of the Marquefans, the Society or Friendly iflanders; they 
have not the ftature and fymmetry of the two firft, and fall far fhort 
of the mufcular, bold, and manly look of the latter. They approach 
the ncareft to their neighlwurs, the Carolinians; for, like them, they 
are neither a ftout nor handfome race. Among fome cuftoms which 
they feem to have in common at both places, is that of hitting the ear, 
through which fome of them put vegetable ornaments, at Icaft an inch 
thick. In tattooing at Pelew, their legs and thighs appear as if they 
had been dipped in a dye of blueilh black, the fame as at the Carol inas; 
but they mark their bodies alfo with figures, like fingers, or gloves. 
They appeared before us quite naked, without feeming conicious of 
fhame, and fhewed their kindnefs and hofpitality by the carncR invita¬ 
tions they gave us to vilit their habitations. 

From November 7 th, when we left the JPcIew iflands, till our arri¬ 
val on the coall of China, nothing very interefting occurred. The 
winds were fo unfettled, that we experienced hardly any thing like the 
N. E. raonfoon, until within two or three days fail of the Balhecs, the 
moft fbuthern of which we faw the evening of the 17 th; they appeared 
to be very high, and diffcant about ten leagues; Having no chart on 
board upon the accuracy of which we could depend, we kept our wind 
for the night, ftrctching to the northward. At day-break, fiippofing 
that we could clear the northern rocks, we bore away weft, and with a 
little alteration of our courfc, failed clofe paft the northernmoft ifle, 
which lies in the latitude of 21® N. longitude 122® f/ E. 

The Bafhecs confift of fix or feven iflands; two to the S. E. are high; 
fome of the others are of moderate height: the moft northern except 
one is high and craggy at top; and between thefc two lie two fmall 
rocks above water. After palfing this group in about 21® 10'' N. we 
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fleered W. N. W. I N. twenty-five IcagiS^s, then reckoned ourfelves iij 
latitude 2 l“ 42 'N. and longitude 121" E. the fouth point of Formofa 
bearing at the fame time N. | E.; we faw the rocks which lie to the 
S. E. and had a good birth of them as we pafled. 

20th. Wc got into foundings, and pafled feveral Chinefe fifliing- 
boats. The next day, at feven A. M. being within two or three leagues 
ot the Great Lemma, a pilot came on board: at firft he aflecd about 
one hundred dollars to take us to Macao road, but afterwards accepted 
thirteen, befides giving us two fine fifli. 

21 ft. At,ten A. M. wc paiTcd between the Grand Lemma and 
Potoy, and leaving all tiic iflands, except Lingting, to the fouth of us, 
wc failed through with a fine caftcrly breeze. At three P. M. came 
in fight of Macao, and at half paft four anchored in the road, the town 
bearing W. tw o leagues. The pilot was then difeharged, and a fignal 
made for anotlicr; and that no time might be delayed, our own boat 
was lowered dowai, and an officer difpatched on Ihore to bring a pro- 
j)cr pilot off, as alfo to learn what European fliips were at Canton; but 
to our great mortification we found that not one had as yet arrived, 
confcquently there w^erc no letters for us. Nor was this the only dif- 
appointment: the Chinefe had lately refufed to permit any vcflcl up 
to Whampoa, except fuch as brought cargoes thither.. One fliip from 
Port Jackfbn had been lying fix weeks in the Typa, at the entrance of 
the river, and had not as yet obtained leave to proceed upwards; and 
on our applying to the mandarin at Macao, we were told, that, as wc 
had brought no cargo, no pilot would be fent on board until the Ho¬ 
nourable Company’s fupercargocs could prevail on the Chinefe govern¬ 
ment at, Canton for a pafl'port. The boat, however, brought us a va¬ 
riety of refrcfliments, of which, though received as very falutary after 
along pafTage, we did not ftand in fuch need as many preceding navi¬ 
gators who had neither failed the diftance, nor been fo long at fca as 
ourfelves. We had run from3;hc time of leaving England upwards of 
thirty-four thoufand miles, and had been out fourteen months, eleven 
of them at fea; yet in all this time we had fcarccly experienced any 
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ficknefs, and were at prefent, to a man, in good health. We never 
made ufe of anti-fcorbutics, as malt, fpruce, &c.; but being a crew 
fmall in number to what arc ufually on board ftiips upon voyages of 
dlfcovciy^ wc were enabled to lay in a fufficient ftock of freih provi- 
fions at one group of iAands, to ferve, with a little oeconomy, till wc 
got to a place tb procure more; lb that our fail'ors always had frdh 
meat at leaft twice a- week; and for nearly half of the time that we 
were in the South Seas they lived entirely upon the hogs of the dif* 
fereht iflands; and wc may venture to fay, that thofe who can- be thus 
highly favoured need not be folicitous about any other antifcorbutics. 
On our arrival in port the captain obferves, he was exceedingly (liocked 
at hearing around him, once moi^ej- that great and awful name blaf- 
• phemed, which, for fourteen months, he had never heard mentioned, 
hut with reverence; it was a found as grievous as unufual. 
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CHAPTER XIX. 

Oecurrnices at China, and Voyage home, 

November 22d.. 

E arly in the morning Captain Wilfoti went in the pinnace to 
Macao, to endeavour to have the obRaclcs to our going up re* 
moved, Vfhilc the crew were employed painting the fbip, and putting 
her otherwife in order; and in a few hours we had the {)lcnfurc to I'ce 
her look almoft as fmart as when flic left Spitheud. Towards evening 
a flrong gale came on from the north, and increafed to fuch a degree, 
that in the coiirfc of the night we drove a confulcrahle way with botli 
anchors ahead. The next morning we M'cre glad to embrace the op¬ 
portunity of the windward tide to weigh our anchors and run into the 
harbour of the Typa, and moored clofc to the Britannia, Captain Den- 
net, the fliip we mentioned from Port Jackfon. A chop (or paflport) 
had this day been fent for that veflcl to proceed for Whampo.i, and 
Captain Wihbn judged it a good opportunity for hii\i to go up in her, 
fuppofing that by being on the fjiot he fhould the Iboncr obtain the 
leave he wanted. 

On the 25 th the Britannia left the Typa; and that our fiilp might 
be in readinefs, we began to ftrlp the rigging off the mall-heads, whicli 
we examined, and found it ncceflary to put new checks to the main- 
mall. The whole of the rigging was thoroughly repaired; and jull as 
this work was upon the finilh, the captain arrived on the pth of De¬ 
cember with pcrmilTion for the fliip to go up the ri\ er. 

On the 10th we weighed from the Typa, and as we worked out had 
the plealure of feeing three large fhips at anchor in the caltcrn road: 
thefe, we hoped, had, what we anxioully longed for, letters Irom Eng¬ 
land : and fb it proved. 
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' Ontlve ISthWcmooredatWliaimpoay where we found ftiips of dif- 
fe^fcAt dfttioinfe. Swedes; Danes;'Arnerlcans, and EngUfli; of the latter, 
belonging to the Honourable Company, were the Glattoa, Canton, 
Boddam, and Arniflon, beddes fome extra fliips. Tlic three former 
have recently'fuffered mrich by a tiffoon in the China fea, and were re- 
turncil to refit. The Arnifl-on had two or three days ago arrived, from? 
England, having toHched at the Cape of Good Hopeand by her wc 
learnt the politick ftate of our rwtivc country^ 

We now expected to be three months at Icaffi before we fhould re¬ 
ceive our cargo, and be difpatchcd home, which w 4 fuppofed would be 
with a fleet compofed of Indiamen,.}uflr at this time arrived;. But the 
fupcrcargocs having determined to di^atch the Glatton, BodfJam, and 
Amazbn packet, they ordered an immediate furvey to be made of our 
fliip, and the report of the committee appointed for that purpofc be¬ 
ing, “ That the Duff was in excellent order, and fit to receive a cargo," 
Mr. R, Hall, the head fiipcrcargo, told oiir captain, that if he could 
take in our lading, and be ready to depart in the courfc of five or fix 
days, he would difpatch us. This the captain promifmg to perform, 
teas were immediately fent alongfide. But though the fliip was in 
every refpeA in very good order, fhe was by no means clear for receiv¬ 
ing a cargo; our hold was half full of watcr-cafks, bread puncheons,, 
tiercea of beef, and various articles of ftores beyond our confumption„ 
and for which we had as yet found no purchafers; fo that to difpofe of 
thefc, and td 'remove them from place to place as we advanced in our 
lading, gave'US more trouble and expended more time than taking in 
the cargo vtfolf. However, by the 3 iff of December we wae com- 
■plctcly laden, and in a fhorter time than perhaps ever Ihip was before; 
and having, by the kindnefs of the fupcrcargocs, got over the difficul¬ 
ties which the Chinefe are continually throwing in the way, wc that 
fame day ran down the river, and joinedi the othee fhips at a place 
called the Second Bar;juft as they were getting under ftik • 

The fingularity of our manners at China cotUdnot fail twuttrad no¬ 
tice; and as all immorality, was utterly difcounteiliancedi net an oath 
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fwoiti, and an appearance of unufoaV devotion maintained, the <om- 
paiiy wtj had now joined -were ploafcd wittily‘to. new-chriften the Duff, 
and called her The Ten Commandments. . 

January 2d, 1798 *' We got down to Macao, where We found three 
Engitfli men of war, and feven of the Bombay cotton fiiips, at anchor, 
wJiitihg for us to fail with them. 

Thfc: Honourable Company’s fhip Glatton,. commanded by Charles 
Drummond, Kfq. was appointed to convoy us home, to take the country 
lliips bound to Bonrbay under his care; and tlie Fox and La Sibyllc 
were to iiccompany us for a few leagues down the China fca. Every 
thing relative to the fleet’s departure,being arranged, and the fliips in 
readinefs, early on the iith we put to fea, with a frclh gale from the 
north, and found that the Duft' was fully competent to keep up with 
them, though we had been apprehenfivc of this, as our Indiamcn arc 
remarkable for their faff failing, cfpecially when it blows hard. 

Our paffige down the China fea was as favourable as we could have 
wifhed it to be. Some time in the courfe of the firft night the frigates 
left us, and we faw them no more.. 

On the 10th w'e paffed Pulo Sapata, and, continuing our courfe for 
the ftraits of Malacca, at ten A. M. on the Hth vs^e came in fight of the 
Malay coall:; at the fame time faw a ftrange fiil ahead* Having heard 
that an enemy’s fquadron was cruifing in the ffa:aits,. weat lirli thought 
this might be one of them fent to look out; and thia feem^d the opi¬ 
nion of our commodore, for he made the fignal for the fleet to prepare 
for adlion, and that one of the faflefl failing fhips fhould chafe. But 
we foon recognifed her to be a Portuguefe vefTeJ: which had departed 
from Macao three days before us. In the afternoon we rounded Cape 
Romania, and fpoke a fhip from Bengal that was at anchor under tho 
lee of the point, which removed all our fears of an enemy. The ftraits 
-of MWacca are accounted dangerous to navigate in the dark; ’however, 
as the wind was fair, our commodore kept the, fleet running all the 
night. Next day wi had calms, which obliged us to anchor ; but a 
brecre Springing up at N. ^ we foon weighed, and the wind increa^ng 
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at midnight,, wo, pafled .the Wa^cr.fUland^, ap.d at^t^vo A^M. on the 
]bth cainc to with the fmall.Jbower in. Miilacca.road, in fcyen liit horns 
water, the flagftaff on the .citadel bearing N.. 04 *^ E, the Outer Water 
ifland S. 30 ‘’ E. diftant from the town two or three miles. The reafoa 
of our touching at this place being to fill up our water, and gain in¬ 
formation for the fafety of the fleet, at daybretdt in the morning the 
boats were hoiflcd out,.,and mofl; of the commanders went on fliorc, 
but were difappplnted^in the hope of intelligence, as there was none 
of later date than what we had received at China. As this f})oke only 
of war, our duty was to prepare for all events on the palfagc; not that 
we had feins. The ability and care which we had oblcrved in our 
commodore, and the flrcngth which would be with us after the Horn¬ 
by Ihips had feparated, gave us confidence. The Glatton mounted 
forty guns, and the Boddam about thirty, and both fhips had a few 
troops on board; befides, at the Cape of Good Hope or St. Helena w c 
cxpciftcd to join others of the Honourable Company’s fhips. 

On the .17th we received about four tons of water, which is brought 
off in bulk fey fmall veflcls kept here for the purpofe. Wc alfb received 
an addition to our live flock, and could have gone to fca this evening, 
bur that the large fliips had not completed their water; .and one of the . 
fleet which had .lain fcvcral months laden at Whampoa had fprupg a 
leak, and was (^bli^cd to ufc tedious and laborious methods to find the . 
place where the Avatcr entered. This they happily found, and it dc- 
ferves notice as a hint to fliipwrights and to thofe who arc more intC' 
refted: by ripf>ing the eppper off’ the under wales a bolt-hole was , 
fopnd left without the bolt; an ad of . ncgligcpcc which might, have , 
proved of the,mou fatal confe(j[ucnce, had it not been difcovcrc-d^ . j 

M.afacca in profped affords little beauty ; th& houfes, excepting a 
few, have a poo^,.anJ rnean look ; and the thoi^gh,, convenient, 

arc ncltheg laijge ppr hgh^ly. .Thc fortlficatiqi^.iwfeich/fw^ -.the,;, 
town have origii^al^ j^n^e^^^opg, but at pref^ntiarfblhpughtltbtfi weak . 
to ftand, thc,^9pk^pf|Can^p^,p|*3M upup tl]Msm,p|g p^^^ £<»• this > 
detcv% oytf, 
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ftrcngthcned tlic lines and ouh\wks, fo^fkat they Could now make a 
very good defence. The ftrccts within the rampitts crbfs each other 
at right angles, three or four lying caft and weft, and as, many liorth 
and louth. The ftiops arc fliabby^, prefenting for falc nothing that Is 
enticing to an European; and their market has all the appearance of 
allegro market in the Weft Indies. Until the Englilh nu-dc a fettle- 
ment upon Pulo Pinang, or Prince of Wales’s illatid, this city was tlie 
only place of trade in the ftrait; and from our darlieft knowledge of 
India, is mentioned as a place of great importance. They export tin» 
nutmegs, canes, &c. Provifions wxrc at this time fcarce and dear. The 
inhabitants are a mixture of Dutch, Malays, and Chinefc: the garrifon 
at prefent is Engbfli. • ’ ' 

On the 20th we failed with the fleet, and proceeded down the ftrait 
until we came in fight of Pulo Pinang, when the Bombay {hips left us 
and ftccrcd for that ifland. Our fleet was now reduced; confiftiug 
only of thb Glatton, Boddam, Amazon, and our own fliipi 

31 ft. We finiflied the laft of our yams, which had plentifully lup* 
plied us live months. We had a very good paifage, with few gales of 
\\ ind, and met with no difafter; nor did we fee a ftrange fail to alarm 
us until the lOth of March, when in the morning we made the Cape 
land, and fell in with two tranfports from Amboyna, which joined us.' 
At night we hove to, and w’altcd for day to run for liable bay-, where 
we were direiftcd to fill up' our water, and rcfrefli the crew. 

At daybreak on the 17th, after we had borne away, one of our boys, 
going up the main Ihrouds to loofc the main-topgallaht-fall, flipped 
his hold and fell into the fca; the jolly-boat was*inftantly lowered 
from the ftern, and providentially faved him juft on the point of 
finking: we got him on board, and though far fpent, after dlfcharglng. 
a quantity of water, he ftibh recovered. At three P. M. we anchored 
in the bay, where we found Vlquadrori of men‘of war under the com¬ 
mand of Adhiiraf Chriftihn; two outWard-b’ciu'M with 

fcvcftil PortQgucfti Dhridi,' Atbiericans, ahcl oth'cr vcflels. I'ri the eveh'injg 
the hcalth-boit ti^e^^txaroiric'iBi ^hat 'ftktc Ahc crciv arid, 
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bh ^thding; us all well, gave pcrmiilion for fr<;e comriniinicatlon with the 
llibfc.’ After them tl'x- adry^iral’s boat upon guard too^ aceount of the 
llilpj whence Hie. eainc,’ &c. From fomc of the flilps they imprelTcd a 
few men, hu't took none from us. When they had left the admiral’s 
excellent reguhitioas, which arc given^ to all vcflels coming into the 
h;iy, they departed., In a feyv days we had got vvhat water and ftock 
we wanted, but it was npt until the ill of April that (the fignal for 
filling was made, and we put to tea, with the addition of the tranf- 
port Bcllona to our fleet. ' The fame day we got out of light of the 
Cape, and fhaped our courfe for the iflaud of St. Helena, where we 
arriSed on the I 5 tlu Seven Iirdiamcn, l^cfulcs extra flup.s, and two 
Sbiith-Sca whalers, lay in the bay'all liomcvvard bound. 

;On the Jf)th the Albion, an extra flilp, was dilpatched for England 
by the governor, with advice of the fleet being on their paflage. 

On die ift of May we failed. Captain Drununond, being the fenior 
in cbnihaandi hkd the charge of the fleet, confifling of twenty fail; 
during our paflage we faw only two or three Arrange flilps. In lati¬ 
tude 20° N. we fell in with a fmall Spanifli veflel from Cadiz, bound to 
Vera Cruz: flie was made a prize by our commodore. 

On the 23 d of June we faw the coafl: of Ireland, weft of Kinfalc ; 
iirid on the day following put into Cork harbour for a cbiivoy. The 
Et^alidh, jbajptdin Cduhtcft, was appointed for that purpofe by Admiral 
Kingfnitfl; and, after a detention of eight days by contrary winds, w'c 
fet fall, arid on. the 4 th of July faw the coaft of England. On the 8th 
we palled the Downs • on the 1 Ith came to anchor in tlie river Thames; 
and ih a feW days difeharged our cargo of tea, which was landed in as 
perfeA order as we received it in China. 


have we ftniidicd a voyage, in whicl^ yhcMiftionary Society, 
and our Chriftlan brethren in connexion wi^ tlicm, were fo deeply 
interefted. Their prayers have been heard for us, and eminently an- 
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fwcicd: fvicccfs beyond our moft fanguinc cxpedations has crowned 
our endeavours in every place wlicrc the toirtions have been fettled. 
We have not loll a finglc individual in all our extended vovage: we 
have hardly ever had a fick lift; we landed every millionaty In perfeft 
health : and every ftaman returned to England as well as on the day he 
embarked at Blackvvall. We feel our gratitude riling high to the Au-* 
thor of all our mercies, and cantH)t but believe that every man whp 
lhall candidly perufc the foregoing fliccts w ill join us in acknowledging 
the gracious providence that hath fupported us- hitherto ; w'hilft the 
generous and humane condu<ftors of this benevolent undertaking will 
be aninrati'd by the faccefs which hath attended their firft attempt, to 
purluc with incrcafiug energy an,obJe< 3 ; which appears.fo fraught wdth 
blcflingsto mankind. The way into the fouthern ocean is now open,, 
and the facilities for enlarging the miflionary labours greatly incrcalcd. 
The Icttlcmcnts formed will every day continue to widen their.circle 
of influence and ufcfulnefs ; and new and vaft countries around them, 
equally aceeflible, afford an inexhauftible field for the moft vigorous, 
exertions of Chrlftlan zeal. The more all circumftances are weighed, 
the more it muft appear that this hath God done: and can we perceive 
that it is his work, and not at Icaft confefs our obligation to further 
thefc efforts to the utmoft of our power ? It is to he .ho^ed that every 
objcdlion to this bleffcd undertaking will be now removeft;^ that the 
cautious will confefs thcmfclvcs fatisfied, and demonftrate th^jr appro¬ 
bation, by a more liberal afliftance, becaufc of paft delay; that the pre¬ 
judiced will nobly lay afidc their oppofition, and redeern unlayputablc 
fuggeftions by immediate and generous acknpwjedgcnierits that they 
knew us not; and that a miffion to,the heathen, planned with;.much 
deliberation, inveftigation, and zeal, and executed with eminent Ikill, 
pcrfcvcrancc,. and fuccefs, bears a ftamp of divine benedidion upon it, 
which ought to commend it to every, man’s confcience in the fight of 
God. How rnuch tharikfulnefs, delight, apd fatisladion, it muft pro¬ 
duce in the hearts (if'tidfe wto have: bcen'moft aftive jn the fcryicc, 
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and Inch eminent benefadors to mankind, I need not fuy: thcii- Work 
itfclf is their firft and higheft reward. Having fiuiihcd, as one of the 
inferior wijccls in this great machine, the revolution which received its 
impulfe from tlic main fpring, I am for a while rcpofing 04 thefe happy 
fliorcs of Britain; but my prayers will never ceafe for the profperity of 
Zion, and for the furtherance of the mitTionary labours, of the com¬ 
mencement of which having been a favoured fpedator, 1 cannot but 
indulge the pleafmg expeftation of abundant increafe; and wait, with 
the multitude of thofe who beUeve the promilcs will be fulfilled in their 
feafon, to hear that 'kingdom 'is advancing, who (hall afluredly re¬ 
ceive the heathen for his inheritanec, and the utmoft parts of the cartJi 
for his pofiefCon. The -JLord haRcn it in his time ! 



APPENDIX. 


INTRODUCTION. 

XN the following Appchdii of mifccllancous matter rci])C(5ling the 
country, its inhabitants, cuftoms, natural" hiflory, &c. ftiould any 
thing be advanced apparently different from the preceding reprefenta- 
tions of former vifitants, it will be proper to remark, that thefe papers 
have been drawn up from manuferipts attended with every mark of 
authenticity, and from converflitions with a variety of perlbns who 
have licen lately on the fpot, and whole veracity is highly to be rc- 
fpedlcd. It muff be obvious to every intelligent pcrfoir in ffarch of 
information, that fome arc ftruck with one objed; which another over¬ 
looks, and that the ffrongeft trait of charader and manners is often 
drawn from the limpleft trifle, which is ready to be difregarded or not 
mentioned for its feeming inflgnificancc; and where the fame thing is 
noticed, inferences may be drawh by one concerning it, of which an¬ 
other may entertain a different opinion. We hope, however, on the 
whole, that the body of information here colleded from thefe fourccs 
w'ill be found ftrongly corroborative of the trxith of the fads in the 
preceding narrative, and cannot but afford fatistadion to the curious 
and inquifitivc into the real ftate of men aird manners in the ifles of 
this vaft ocean. "Wc hope, alfo, to be able hereafter to prefent a more 
explicit and full account, if it pleafcs God to crown our prefent expe¬ 
dition with any limilar fiiccefs as the paff: and wc cannot but flatter 
■ourfelvca that the public, on an impartial furvey' of what has been 
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done, will confidcr the Miffionary Society as among the real bcnefiic- 
tors to mankind, and fupport an undertaking which God has liithcrto 
Angularly blcffied; and which purpofes, as its firft objed, the divine 
glory, and the falvation, temporal and eternal, of thofe whom hitherto 
no man hath cared for. Names, feds, and parties, have no place 
among us—w'c mean nothing political, partial, or cxclufive. One is 
our maftcr, even Chrlft : we delire to know and teach nothing but 
him crucified; to interfere in no contefi:, to difturb no government 
fftabliihcd, or introduce any pepuliar modes of religious worffiip, but 
to leave every man to the book of truth for his guide, in the fpirit of 
mecknefs ; to unite in one centre, Jefus Chrift, the fame yefterday, 
to-day, and for ever; and to love one another, out of a pure heart, 
fervently. Time and better information, it is to be hoped, will diffi- 
patc every prejudice entertained againft fo benevolent an undertaking. 
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SECTION I. 

k 

Country. 

T he ifland of Otalicltc confifts of two pcnlrifula^ conitCiJKxl hy a 
low ifthmus about three miles acrols, covered Avith trees ami 
flirubs, but wholly uncultivated; though no part of the ifland leems 
more capable of improvement, and of admitting the plough if cleared 
from wood. The larger, Otaheitc Nooc, is about ninety miles in cir¬ 
cumference, and nearly circular; the Idler, orTiaraboo, is about thirty 
miles.- They arc divided into a variety of dillrids, in enumerating 
which the former reporters differ, as probably' they are fubjed to 
changes, and divided and fubdivided by the chiefs among their towhas 
and relations. I lhal! therefore refer to the map, as containing the 
latdl and moil: accurate account. The ifland has a border of low land 
reaching from the beach to the rifing of the hills, in fomc places near 
« mile, in others hardly a furlong, and in fcveral points the mountains 
abruptly t,erminatc in high clifls, again which the lea beats, and form 
difficult paifages from one dlftrld to another. The foil of the low 
lands and of the valleys, which run up from the fca between the moun¬ 
tains, is remarkably fertile, confilllng cf a rich black ifli mould covered 
w-ith bread-fruit, cocoa-nut, plantains, cvee apple, the ybute, or cloth 
plant, and many others, which will be hereafter deferibed. The moun¬ 
tains aflbrd a great variety of trees of all forts and fixes, and arc, in 
moil places, co\ cred to their very tops with wood, in others with bam¬ 
boos of great length, and in fomc by fern and reed, which at a diilanec 
appear like a fine green lawn. The hills rife very deep, and fvvcll into 
mountains almoil inacccifiblc; but every where produdiveof plantains, 
yams, and a multitude of wild roots growing fpontancoufly, and Ibmc- 
times ufed for food. In thefe higher regions only is to be found the 
precious fandal wood, of two kinds, yellow and dark-coloured; Irom 
■whence the natives chiefly draw the perfume for the cocoa-nut oil, 
■with which they anoint thcmfclvcs. 

The country exhibits a mountainous afpec^l, and riles A’cry high in 
the centre ; but it is intcrfcdlcd by narrow valleys, which receive innu¬ 
merable dreams from the hills, fomc of which tall in beautiful cafeades, 
and fill tire rivers, which meander through them, amidd the verdant 
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fccncry, to tl\c fca. During thc.rain}j feafons thcfc fwcll hito torrents, 
ahd fotttetiniHcs loOfch rocks arid'(tecs from tlfe precipices, and c^rry 
them dCfWti'ihto the \fidleys, which they overflow, and occafion much 
dtimage. During the greater part of the ycarth'cfc valleys afford a paf- 
fage from one fide of the ifland to the other, tliough always difficult 
when you afeend the mountains; but in the rainy Icafon this becomes 
imprarticable, and the communication between on^ diftrid; and another 
is kept up by canoes, which pafs within the reefs in. fmooth water with- 
great facility; uling this precaution only, that as the iiorthernmoff part 
of the ifland has a ftcep rocky Ihore, and in blowing weather the. 
landing is dangerous, thofe who wifli to go to windward proceed in. 
their canoes weftward, where they fcldom find tlic trade wind, and 
the fea breeze lets in from the weftward; the high land obftrudling- 
the eafterly wind, and the ifland of Eimeo lying in a dirciftiou N. and 
$. forces a frefli wcftcrly current up the fouth fide of Otaheite, whiclr 
w^fts the canoes to tlic ifthmus; where hauling them acrofs, they arc 
furc of a fair wind home. This is at preftnt done on rollers and by. 
ropes; but a carriage with wheels would wonderfully facilitate the. 
operation: and probably, ere long, a prafticablc road w'ill be formed: 
for this purpofe, as has been fuggefted by one of the miflionarics. 

When the trade wind gets far to the fouth, and blows frefh, it ge¬ 
nerally rains on the fouth fide of the ifland, bringing the clouds from- 
the mountains of Tiaraboo, and emptying their contents at Pappara 
and the adjacent diftrifts. This occafions a great difterenee in the 
bread-fruit fcalbn between the north and fouth fidcs of the ifland ; as 
on the north the rain is Icfs frequent and lefs violent, and the trade 
wind conftantly blow.<, except when the fiin is vertical. Hence the; 
great bread-fruit harveft commences on the northern fide about No¬ 
vember, and continues till the end of Januarj^; whilft on the fouth. 
fide, in fomc parts, if begins in January, and continues in different 
diftrids till November. But though this is the cafe w'lth the general, 
harveft on both fidra the ifland, there are fome kinds of bread-fruit, 
though .fearce, in leafon all the year, efpecially in the dlftri<ft of Atta- 
hooroo. The .different fpccics of the fame tree amount to thirty. At 
our arrival in March we found plenty; it continued till we left the 
ifland in Auguft: they faid it would be fcarce for two mouths at 
Matavai. 

As foon as you begin to afeend the. hills, the foil changes from the 
rich loam into various veins of red, white, dark, yclknv, or blucifli 
tarth, clay, marl: in the red are found ftoncs rciembling cornelian 
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or fliiif ; but being full of veins, though they will ftrike fire with fteci, 
they break oh a fecoiid ftrokc. The white appears a pipe-clav, or 
fuller’s earth ; the darkj a fine fat mould, probably the decayed parts 
of vegetable fubftances ; the yellow is mixed with gravel;' the blue a 
marly fubftance. Thefe are all found m digging ten or twelve feet, 
and the under-ftratum appears a foft fand-ftone of a brownilh c (dour, 
intermixed with hard rock. 

The hills allb atlbrd a blackilh ftbnc, which fcem.s a lava, in pieces 
eight or ten feet long, and from four to ten inches thick ; of which 
they formerly mVde their ftone tools : it is of a fine grain, though not . 
very hard, nor apt to Iplintcr; which ahfwcrcd beft the purpofes of' 
the natives, as they could thus bring them more cafily to an edge; but 
at every ftrokc almoft their adzes retpiired whetting, and two-thirds of 
their time nearly was employed in this labour. 

The beds of the rivers confift of ftoncs and gravel; many of which 
contain a glafly fiibllancc, and will melt in a llrong fire; others arc ■ 
more infufible, and many are found like pumicc-ftonc. In powder the 
magnet attra<^b many particles. This,' with other high iflands, ha» 
evidently a volcanic origin. 

In the diftri(fl of Matavai there is a fingular cliff, called Pceha; 
which one of the miflionarics deferibes as formed of an immenfi; 
number of oblong pieces of ffonc, ftrongly cemented together, and 
hanging in a very romantic manner. The cliff' is about eighty or 
ninety feet high, and twice as broad ; at the bottom runs a river, the 
largeff in the ll'an l. ddiis is probably bafaltie. 

The mountains are in foiuc parts bare and full of precipices, broken 
as by earthquakes. In tlu: boiom of thofe which bound the diffrieff ot 
VyeorCde there is a rennrlvably large frclh-watcr lake, called Vychecrcti, 
which the natives lay cannot be loundcd with any line, and contains 
eels of a monllrous fi/,e. On the banks ot this lake many inhabitants 
arc Icatcd, who have plenty' ol all forts ot provilions, except the bread¬ 
fruit, for which they fubftltntc the mountain plantain. This lake- 
empties Itl'clf into the valley of Vycorcdc. Here alfo they make valt 
(piantitics of a grcyifii cloth highly prized, beat from (ne* bark of the 
mountain floe tree; and a number of arreoics frequent the' place tor 
this purpofc, as they j)rcfcr the cloth to any other, atid e;ill it oiaa. 

The bay of Matavai affords fafe anchorage during ciglit months ot tlie 
year, but is dangerous from December t 5 March; the bottom is a blackilh 
land, from lix to eighteen fathom. The channel between the reel and 
the Dolphin bank, on which the water is thirteen tcct only in the Ihoalcr 
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part, cactends not niore tlian half a cable's laigth, ,but has l;\ycnty-tw« 
fathoms of water; yet, ia a.weakly manned fhipi this paffage feems 
preferable to palling to the well:ward of tlic haplc, ask frequently'hap' 
pens that the wind conies olf in fqualls from One Tree hiU in a fouthern 
direction, and often falls into a dead calm ; both which may be avoided 
by keeping the reef clofe aboard, with ten fathoms water, and, bringing 
up u liere you pleafe, as there is no foul ground to windward of the 
Dolphin bank, nor any rocks but what arc vifible. The funken rocks, 
called T6,a, the natives know, and are ready to point out. The only 
harbour to the weftward is that of Oparrc> ealied Toa rba, or Long 
rock. 

Water is convenient and abundant in all parts of the ifland, 

The weather, during our (lay, from March - till Auguft, w^as ferene 
and pleufuit, the thermometer never linking lower than Oo^, and Icl- 
dom higher than 73 " ; and lb cool at night as to make a blanket wel¬ 
come. When vie came, tlic weather was a little fqually and rainy, 
being the end of the rough Icalbn, which commences fomc time in 
December and lalls till Miirch: during thefe months the wind fre¬ 
quently blows hard from the weft, with rain, and throws a heavy fwcll 
and furf on the Ihore into Matavai bay; thp reft of the year the wind 
blows from the call, but with an alternate land and fca breeze arouiul 
tlie iiland, wliich extends its inllucnce about a league from the fliorc. 


. SECTION n. 

Gmermnent.—Ranks m Society.‘^Property', 

THE govcjnmcnt of Otalieitc is monarchical, and hereditary in one 
family; of this two branches fubfift. Temarre, the fon of Obereaand 
Oartimo, reigned when Wallis firft vifited the ifland: he was then a 
child, and Oberca his mother \Nas regent. Oammo luid Ihc had quar¬ 
relled about fa' lng the child, which he wilhed to deftroy; w hether to 
retain the linercignty longer, or lUfpcding that the child did not be¬ 
long to him, the lady not being fparlng of her favours to others. On 

his acceffion, Oiimrao retired to a private Nation in his own diftrift of 
Pappura, and left his wife, an adllvc woman, in truft with the reins of 
go\ crnmcnt for her fon, O^mo was fon of Tcnac, and elder brother 
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of Whappai, who fincc has aflumcd the name of Otey. Whappai’s 
fon Otod was then a child of fix or’fcvcn yeiars old. Tootaha, dicijr 
younger brother, was chief of Attahooroo. 

Wars and various changes appear to have preceded tlie laft grand 
revolution, when the partifans of Otoo, w ith the affiftance of the mu¬ 
tineers, recovered the royal maro from the men of Attahooroo. By 
one of thefe inteftine wars Temarre, the Tirritlirri of Cook, had been 
prcvioufly depofed, and Otoo, the prefent Pomarre, advanced to the 
dignity of earcc rahai. But the chiefs of Attahooroo, w ho, under Tod- 
tana, had been the principals in effecting this revolution, feized the re¬ 
galia, the royal maro, and the ark of the ICatooa, and carried them 
off to their ow’n dirtricl; and tlujugh incapable of ufing them, as not 
being of the feed myal, they kept poffcffion of them for the honour of 
their dirtricl; and having cilahlilhed their warlike charatfer, none 
dared contend with them. To Attahooroo, therefore, on all great Ib- 
Icmnitics, were all the other chief’s obliged to repair, and were fbrne- 
times Infulted or jdundcred by the way. This occafioncd continual 
difputes; and the Attahooroo chiefs giving an afylum to all thole who • 
fled for crimes from other diftrid:s, they became liich a terror to the ■ 
reft, that Tcmiirrc, though dethroned and reduced to his private patri- - 
mony, as chief of Pappara, joined with Gtoo to attack them.. 

Tlaraboo allb had revolted, and fet np at Vayheeadooa. A general; 
war commenced; Eimeo leagued with Attaliooroo; and Malicinc 
(the uncle of Motuaro, king of that iflaiul, w ho had married Otoo’s 
lifter, as Otoo had married his) ulurpcd tb.c right of liis nephew, and 
forced him to take refnge with his brother-in-law at Oparre, juft at. 
the time Cook arrivc<l in 177 - 1 , who liiw the preparations for war, but 
did not wait Its ilfue. 

Otoo (now' Pom;ftre), after many conflltfts, maintained his aritho- 
rity, though not wnihout Ivieh defeats as liimetimes drove him to the • 
mountains, and alnioft annihilated his maritime power. The war ca¬ 
noes of Otaheite ha\ c nearly difappeared. Otoo having cultivated the 
fricndflilp of the Europeans, continued to be acknow ledged fupremc 
chief, though holding a po'carious dominion, till the fettrement of the • 
mutineers at Matavai. Tlicm he engaged in his intcrclt; and as they 
could incline the balance to whichever licle they plcafcd, by their 
means he \ancjuiflicd Attahooroo, recovered the royal maro, and eftab- 
liilicd his Ion’s dominion on a more fotid balls than it had ever been ■ 

before. Motuaro alfo recovered his loll dominion in Eimeo; and', 
ftrengthened tlic government of, his nephew by acknowledging his fu- 
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prcmacy. Pomarre (the name aflumed by the father fmec his fons 
acceflion to the title of Otoo) continued, as regent, to manage the 
affairs of government; and by the help of his European friends, the 
Icflcr as well as the greater peniufula bowed to his dominion, and his 
flag paffed with reverence through nil tln^ diftrids. 7 'enaarre firft paid 
it due homage, and,it proeecded from iiim through Tiur.(boo. It waj 
a union jaek, given by the captain of a veflcl which liad touched there, 
and decorated with breaft-rplatcs of pent Is and red feathers. This was 
carried to the great morai, w'^here all the chief people of the diftridt 
attended, and received it with ceremonious reverence. 

Pomarre, from king become the firll fubje<fl of his fon and regent 
of the Rate, fupports his fon’s dignity with all his w eight and influence. 
Temarre is joined in the ftridlcft friendlhip with him, and, having no 
children, adopted Pomarre’s daughter, fiiice dead. Eimeo acknow¬ 
ledged the young king’s fovereignty ; and his dominion was no where 
openly refjflcd, though in Tiaraboo more than one diftrid iHll appears 
difcontcntcd. 

As the ceremony of invefling the young king wdth the royal maro, 
like a coronation, is a folcrtmity which fevy can witnefs, the following 
account from a fpedator will be interefting; 

AlTcmbling at the great morai at Op^rc, the maro oora, or red fafli 
of royalty, recovered from Attahooroo, was laid on the morai: it is 
made of net-work, and thrummed with red and yellow feathers. The 
tiiata orero, the public orator (probably Mannc Mannc), opened the 
ceremony with a long fpccch, which fet forth the rightful authority 
of the fon of Pomarre to the royal dignity; and invcfled liirn with the 
regal cindure. Motuiiro, the chief of Eimeo, who had rccoAxrcd his 
authority, firft paid his homage to the young king, w'ho was borne on 
a man’s flioulders, and furrounded by all his chieftains. He brought 
three human vidims from Eimeo in his canoes ;• from each of which 
the prieft, fcooping out an eye, prefented it to the fovereign on a plan¬ 
tain leaf plucked from a young tree in his hand, accompanied with a 
long ceremonial difeourfe: the bodies were then taken away, and in¬ 
terred in the morai. The fame ceremony was repeated by every ci-ief 
in rotation, of the fcveral diftrlds of Otaheite, fomc bringing one, u'/td 
fome two human facrifices, fixed on a long pole; and buried after the 
prefentation of the eye. 

The rcafbn afligned for this horrid oblation was, that the head being 
reputed facred, and the eye the moft prtcious part, it w'as to be pre- 
liinted to the king as the head and eye of the pcqilc. During the 
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prefe^atiou the hlng liolds hij moutli open, 
they ■'Imagine he receives addition;;! \v 
his tiitelar ilcity pn fide^, to accept t!ic (in'riuce, and, b) the conmni- 
nication of the, vll;d p-;iiic:p;e, to iircDgdien the iouioi hts royal pup.l. 
Hogs iniiumcraldc wuc llrang'ed., and iniincnlc quantitirs of 
prclentcd. The royal main, worn only on that d ay, ^yiis depofited in 
its place at the niorai, au<l the laced canoe.-, v\liic;h brought tnc hu* 
mp‘' ’^ccriliccs, were I'.auled up thitiur. The king and chiefs t.ken .de- 
par"^., \o deva.nr tl.t' hog.*:, turtle, fools 
f.<r ti.cm in tlic

occai’.on were innumerable, tlic yava abundant; and uiorc tlou one 
oi the cliiefs paid for their cxcelTcs with their li-rc.’. 

Otoo, tlic prcl'cnt king, is about Icvcutccn, and very ia’-go limbed, 
promlling to be of, a fize like hl.s father. Though he is ablhlutc, he 
lives in the grcatdl familiarity -fslth the lowcil of his fidiiedt;. He is 
dirtercully reprclented : fome fay he looks folid, and of a thoughtful 
afp( ; v. hilft others call him Ikupid, and his countenance Aacant. 
His ((ueen, Tetua, dauglitcr of W^rcede, relict of Motuaro, is about 
his own age, and rather the larger of the two. Her countenance is 
plcafing and ojicn, but mafculinc, and widened by the ufual method 
of prelliire, called touroomc. It is confidcrcd as the dillind;ivc mark 
of their regal dignity, to be every w’hcre carried about on men’s 
ihoxddcrs. As their perfons arc cftccmed fiicrcd, before them all mult 
unc(Her below the breaft; and I'rom this mark of homage their own 
father and mother are not exempted. They may not enter into any 
houfe but their own, bccaufc, from that moment it would become r^, 
or liicrcd, and none but themfelvcs, or their train, could dwell or eat 
there; and the land tlieir feet touched would be their property ; there¬ 
fore, though they often came off to the Ihip, ate what was handed down 
to them, and baled the water out of their ow-n canoe, they would never 
come on hoard; and when they daily vifited our millionary houle, 
they never came fartlicr than the door. Yet this had not been the 
cafe with the father, when king, who freely entered the Ihip, tiud vi- 
fitcd our people on Ihore : perhaps fomc ceremony is yet to pais, when 
the king comes to a nvore'advanced age, when he will have the fame 
liberty. 

The king and tluccn were always attended by a number of men, 
as carriers, dbmcllics, or favourites, w ho were raa, or facred, living 
without families, and attending only on the royal pair; and a worlc 

T T 
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ffet o£ men the whole ifland does not afford for thievery, plunder, and 
impurity. *. . . . ' 

The queen has had as yet no child, nor is it likely. Ihe fhould pro¬ 
duce any, .as, if the reports our miffionaries have received are true, flic 
is a perfeff Meffalina, and lives in a promiicuous intercourfe with all 
her porters. l . 

The mode of carrying the king and queen is. with their ] hanging 

down before, limited on the fliouldcrs, and leaning on ^hc7 j*j{^icir 
carriers, and very frequently amuflng thcmfelvcs with pickiUv*^ the 
vermin, which there abound. It is the Angular privilege of the "queen, 
thatj of all women, Ihe alone may cat them; which privilege flic nc\ cr 
fails to make ufe of. On their oWn lands they fometimes condefceiid 
to alight, and walk; but fcldom move without their porters. 
Among thclc attendants is to be found one of the Angular curioAties of 
the ifland, a native of a complexion quite different from his fellows; 
reddifli, and of a Swedifh call of countenance, and his hair white and 
Aiic as flax. There arc a few others fomething Amilar, like the white 
negroes, ian anomalous breed. 

The iicxt in rank to the king is his owh. J^ther, Pomarre, who affs 
as regent for his Ion. He is reprefented as of wry amiable manners, and 
peculiarly attached to u.s. He is the largell man on the ifland, being 
%«bovc Ax feet four inches high, and fltrong built. Our tailcfl; men in 
the Ibip hardly reached his Ihouldcrs; and he wquld weigh agalhft 
three or four; yet is no warrior, and in military prowefs exceeded by 
his wife Iddcali, a woman of a moft maffulinc appearance and difpo- 
Atipn. They live together in great harmony, though they have ceafed 
1 tojqphafeit.. He Aril took, her younger filler to wife, and then another 
■ woman; and Ihe has a lervant of her own,^by whom^he hasjh;id more 
children than one, all of whom have been murdercdj^^hc beiftg now a 
member of the arreoy focicty. , p - 

The ncxtiii dignity are the chiefs in the levcral- diftriiSls : Ibmc of 
whom are fupremc in more than.onc dillrl<fl, and cxercifc in their own 
territories ail regal power, yet Itill fuhjed to Otoo as fovereign para¬ 
mount,; and liable to be called upon, lor alAft^nce: thele, allo, have 
houfes and lands in many dillriCls, which, as they cannot occupy 
thcmfclves, they commit to the care of luperintcndants, called meduas,. 
or give them to their tayos, who enjoy all the ufufruits without being 
called to any account, and lhare them with the chiefs, when they 
come to refidc themfcives. 

Next to thefe arc. the towhas, the near relations, xir younger brothers. 
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or tayos, of the chiefs: and if there arc more chiefs than one, the 
diftrid is divided into different padtdoos, or pariflics, and each of thefc 
have towhas under him. 

The next rank is the ratirra, or gentleman, who has one portion to 
the tovvha’s three. Thcfe fmaller eftates are called rshbe, from the 
power the ratirra has to lay a prohibition on his own land, or on any 

particular fort of provifion, as well as the towha on his portion, and 
the chief on the whole; but this power, though ibmetlrnes abided, is 
ufually employed after a great confiimption of provifions, or to accu¬ 
mulate them for fome magnificent feall. The principal objeds of the 
rahoc arc hogs, though fometimes it extends allb to other forts of pro- 
vilions : as when they find the fhell-fifli fcarce on the reefs, the ratirra 
can rahoe his portion, which is done by flicking up at the extremities of 
it two branches of a tree, to which a white cloih is attached: and no 
perfon dares fifh there whilft the/e remain. When the rahoe is taken 
off, and the ofi'ering of a hog and fifh is made, the place is again free, 
and a fcafl given by the perfon who put on the rahoe: this is called 
oroa; and bcfidcs feafling the gucfls, it is expeded that he fliould 
preflnt them w ith large quantities of cloth; fome of this is thrown to 
the populace to fcramblc for, which makes fport, the cloth being torn 
into ribbands; and however fmall, they prefer it to a larger piece, 
which they might have for afking: thefc narrow flips they wear as 
favours in honour of the feaft. The young men w reflle, the women 
dance, and the feafl is often prolonged fer eral days. 

When fuch a feafl is made by a chief on taking off the rahoe from 
a whole diflrid, it is called towTha; then larger quantities of cloth, 
live hogs, bamboos of oil, and even canoes, are given to be fcrambled 
for. At thefc greater entertainments moll of the chiefs of the ifland 
arc prefent, vaft numbers of thearrcoics, and all deferiptions of people. 
The towrba refcmbles a country fair, to which every one who goes 
brings home Ibmething to lliow where he has been, with this ditlcr- 
cnce, that here it cofls them nothing; and bcfidcs the fport of the 
herroo, they are fcallcd all the time. Hogs' innumerable are cirdfed 
on this occafion; and a flrangcr would fuppofe every one on t)ic ifland 
had been colledlcd The cloth and canoes ftldom fall to the Ibare of 
the fame perfon, but arc mofllv rent in pieces; and he who gets the 
largdl piece is the bcfl man. If fcveral of a family fci/C and carry olf 
the canoe, it is their own; and he who lirlt catelics the hog, carries 
it home. 

The things appointed fi>r this fport are all brought together in an 
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open fpacc. The chifi'’s men hold the. hogs lull, till the prieft has 
made a long priiyer on the ocailion: at the conclufion of it he throw* 
a^young plantaia int(j one of the canoes, which Rand in a row, with 
maRs crc<ttcd to fpread the doth, and hang the bamboos of oil; im¬ 
mediately on this figncd, the hog8» .goats, and fowls, are let loofe, and 
the young men and women begin the chafe, which continues a con- 
fidcrablc time btdbrc all are caught, and affords many a laughable inci¬ 
dent: after this, the prefents are given, and the fcaft ferved up. 
VVrcllling and dancing occupy a part of every day and night -w hile the 
fcaft contiiuxes. ‘ . , ■ 

They have other fcafts, held at the ratirra’s moral, called oboo noe, 
where they meet in. fnwller companies, baking, a hog,* and eating it 
on the fpot; and if not cleared the firft, day, they muff come the 
Icoond, or the third, as none tpuft be removed from the moral. The 
chief of the padtdoo, and the prieffs, arc always invited on thcl'e oc<'Li- 
lions ; and if ahicnt, a portion is put by for them till they arrive, which 
they fdclom fall to do. If the chief does not come, the prieffs arc 
entitled to bis {)or.tion. At this feaff no woman, nor any of her male 
attendants, can be prefent, or partake of it. At all thelc they brew 
plenty of }’ava; and they who can get it, drinl; it greedily. 

When the hog is taken from the oven, the pricll offers a long 
prayer, and on a plantain-leaf colIetRs a fmall portion of all the pro- 
viilons, w'ith a bit of yava root, placing them on the altar, as an obla¬ 
tion to the Eatooa. The hog is then divided into as many lliares as 
perfons; each eats as much as he pleafes, and puts the remainder into 
a balkct, cov'crcd with leaves, till he returns to finifli his portion. If 
a ftrangcr pallcs by at the -time, he is ^alvvays invited to partake, pro¬ 
vided he declares himlelf raa, or a clean perfon; if not, he refulcs, nor 
dare they tell a Jie; for ffiould the impohtion be dctcf^led, death only 
could expiate the offence. 

The women and their fervants have their feparate feafts alfo, called 
ochumoo. Thcfc are generally of fifh, and not kept on lacred ground. 
Any man who is invited may partake with them. 

The lowcft clafs in foclety, after the rattira, is the manahbunc; they 
cultivate the land, and moff refcmble our cottagers: f()mc arc raa, or 
hallowed: and others common or unclean. Thele hold under the 
tow has and ratlrras, anfwer all their demands to the. heft of thqir ability, 
make cloth for them, build their houfes, or allift in any laborious work 
rccpiircd of them; yet their v^affalage compels no conftant fcrvicc qr 
rcficleucc: they may change chiefs, and go to another diftrid. 
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The fcrvants of’ whatever, clafs arte called ioutoii\ and fuch as tvait 
wholly on the women, thti’, :nor is it uncommon to find youn|i men- 
ot the firlt laniilies fb dehafed ; thou'd’- hy fueli I'emlnlue Icrvicc they 
become excluded iVom all religious l'oiemnitie.s. 

There yet remains a fet of men of the nioft execrable caft, called 
viahoost alfcdting the manners, drefs, getlurcs, and voice of females, axrd 
too horrid to be deferibed. 

In the feale of rank, birth enjoys fmgular diftinidiinn.' A chief is 
always a chief; and though expelled from his eommaixd, lolintr his 
dillrirt, or ha\ing his honours transferred to his child, he continues 
noble and rcfpedlcdon the other hand, no acquifition can raife a 
common man to a higher ftation than that of tbwha, or rattira; yet 
the meaneft are in no. llavilli dependence. The honour and refpeit 
which they pay their chief, is rather through force of euftnm than 
the fear of punifliment. They are admitted as their companions on all 
occafions, and treated vN'ilh perfeel ifcedom ; indeed, in outward ajiT 
pearance they can hardlv be dilfinguilhed. The king is not a\crfc to 
converfe with the loweft of his lubjccts, or to be their vifitor; and 
never treats them with hauteur. His retinue is often changing ; no 
man ferves him longer than he pleales. They have no wages, nor 
engage for any Hated time, though fome remain in tlie fame family all 
their lives; and thefe ancient domefties are- as much vefpeClcd as their 
own relatlon.s, giving diredions to the rnunger branches, and ma* 
naging, as Howards, the affairs of the houfehold without control. 

All are friendly and generous, even to a fault; they hardly refufe any 
tiling to each other, if importuned. Their preleiits arc liberal, even 
to profufjon. Poverty never makes a man contemptible; but to be 
aHluent and covetous "is the greatcH lhame and reproach. .Should any 
man betray fvmptoms of incorrigible avarieioufhefs, and refufe to part 
with what he has in a time of neccflity, hi.s neighbours would foon 
deHroy all his property and put him on a footing with the poorelt, 
hardly leaving him a houfc to cover his head. They will give their 
clothes from their back, rather than be called peerc pCere, or Hingy. 

Kefpeding//-o/rr/y^ they have no vvriting or records, but memory 
and landmarks. Every man knows his ow'n; and he would be thought 
of all charaders the balcH, who fliould attempt to infringe on his 
neighbour, or claim a foot of land that did not belong to hun, or his 
adopted friend; for the tayo may nfe it during his friend s liietimc, 
and if he has no child, poHefs it at his death. 

If a man beejucaths his proporty to another on his death-bed, no 
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perfon difpntes the' bequeft, as there are always w itneffes abundant to 
tlic gift, if the heir is not prefent. The landmarks let by their ancef- 
tors, the father points out to the fon or heir; and fliould nny difputc 
arile, through their decay or remoyal, multitudes know where* they 
flood, and the matter is in general cafi|y fettled. Indeed it is much 
the tame in all litigations; the cafe is referred to a by-ftandcr, and the 
party which he declares in the wrong flibmits, and makes the Other a 
peace offering of the plantaih-lValk. Men fcldoni or never fight in con- 
3fc<iuonce of any perfonal quarrel. If any matter of icrious offence is 
given, the whole family or diftrift take it up, and go to war with 
their adverlaries; but if they ebufe not to fight, a peace-offering muft 
be made, which is never refufcd; if they will fight, the weakeft muft 
fuffer.; and as all the relations adopt the quarrel^ there is Ibmetimcs 
much bloodlhcd, and it frcqifently leads to a general war. Such broils, 
indeed, arc fc)ractlrnes [)roduced by what appears to us a \ ery trifling 
matter; fuch as fcurrilous words fpoken againft the. heir of a large 
eftate, or even of a fmall one; negledt of proper rcfpc^l to a child, and 
other things trivial; for inftance, as tjie child from the moment of 
its birth becomes the head of the family, tlic boundames of his land arc 
new marked with rude Images; and if this new-born infiint be a 
tbvvha, or ratlwa, a number of kittle flags are fet up in different parts of 
the boundary ; to thefc. all perfons of interior rank muft imcover them- 
fclvCvS as they pafe, wiiethcf by day or by night; and fliould this mark 
of homage 1^ coniemptuoufly iicgie<Red, the mother flics to the fliark’s 
teeth and cuts horfetf, and the party emft make his peace-offering with 
the plantain: fliould-this be refuted, tlie father and mother would tear 
off the clothes' from his back,- and w'cfl drub him into the bargain. 
The friends and mlations oft both tides tbmetimes arm, and fatal con- 
fcqucnces fullcfw.. Even a chief has bi’en known to he driven from his 
dillrid on account of a difputc origlnatihg about a poor man’s child 
ifuppofed to be affronted by.onO of the fame rank with himfclf. 

The famous, or rather infamous arrcoy tbclety, cqnfitling of noble 
perfons in gcncnil, have alfo diftcrent ranks amon^ themfclvcs, like our 
■freematohs, known by the manner ol* their tattooing. The higheft arc 
called ava’ bly areema tatdvtc: the next, arocma bly; the third, ahow- 
boa; the fourth, harrotea; the fifth, ic ote ok; the fixtl> and teyenth, 
poj and mo,'yuuUw traming up, Y

hihahltants, — Men^ Women, ajtd Children. — Abodes.

THE natural colour of tli^e inhabitants is olive, inclining to copper. 
Some are very dark, as the filhcrmen, who are’moft expofcd to the fun 
and fca; but the women, who carefully clothe thcmlch es, and avoid 
the fun-bcams, arc bnt-a ftiadc or two darker than an European bru¬ 
nette. Their eyes are black and Iparkling; their teeth white and even; 
their fkin fbft and dclica.te; their limbs finely turned ; their hair jetty, 
perfumed, and ornamented w'ith floweijs.; but we did not think their 
features beautiful, as, by continual prelTurc from infancy, m hich they 
call touroomc, they widen the face with their hands, diftend their 
mouth, and flatten the nofc and forehead, which gives them a too riraf- 
culinc look; and they arc in gener^ large, and wide over the flioulders; 
we were therefore difappointed in the judgment we had formed from 
the report of preceding vifitors; and though here and fher^ was to bc- 
lec'n a young pcrlbn who might He cllecmed comely, we faw few who, 
in fa<5l could be called beauties; yet they pofl'cfs eminent feminine 
graces; tlicir faces arc never darkened with a'fcowJ, or covered w'ith a 
cloud of fuflennefs or.fufplcidn. ' 

Their manners are'qffal>lc^and^cngaglng; their ftep eafy, firm, and 
graceful; their bchavij^^r freje and unguarded; always boundlefs in 
generofity to cacK other',.,and to ftrangers; their tempers mild, gentle, 
and unane<ded; flow to take offence, cafily paciificd> and feldom re¬ 
taining refentment or revenge, whatever provocation they may have 
.received. Tfieir arms and hands are very delicately formed; and 
though they go barefoot, their feet are/npt coarfe and fpr.cading. 

As in all wami clinaates, the women in geheraV here come earlic 
to puberty, and'^ade looner, than in colder and more northern coun¬ 
tries;' thougl^in Ji^'c^the features continue little changed even to grjiy 
hairs; .and w.^iat isVeniarkablc, fome arc laid to fade, and revive agfiin,. 
r<?faining their coml^inefs beyond thofc w^ho have not experienced' fuch 
a cdiangc. Many, Indeed, who lead a diffolute life, receive their im¬ 
mediate puniftimcnt, and arc old and Wggard at thirty; whiift others,, 
who have lived more decently, or, at Icall, have been Icfs profligate,, 
retain all the fprlghtliucfs and vigour of youth at fifty. 
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^ • As wivfcs.'Mri private lire';''tliey^»c affc» 5 iloniitci tender, and obedient 
to their hJufbands, and t|n(X)'mtttonly fond (if their children; they nurfe 
them with the ntmoil: cafe, and arc'particularly aittentivc to keep the 
infant’s'limhs liipple and ftraight. A'cripplo is hardly e^ or feen among 
them an early life. A ricketty child is ne'^er "'known ; any thing re- 
fcinbUjig it would Tcflcft the highcil dif^racc on the mother. If an 
utter drangef dvfcovers the IcalF defcA inn child, lie makes no feru]d{' 

to blame the mother, and imputes it to h^r w^ant ot icnle and expe¬ 
rience in nnrltng: ,fo that if tlie child is riot born radically defcifti'. e, 
which is feldom the cafe, they will mould it! into a proper Ihaju*. A 
perfon knock-kneed, or bow-lcgged> js fearccly to be found; in the 
whole itland we favv only three hurnp-backCd boys, in tlirec diilcienc 

diftriCts. 

The men in general arc above ouf commbn fizc-; ■ but the chiefs a 
larger race, few of them lliort of fix feet high ; and Pomarre four or 
live-inches higher, and proportionally ‘bulky. They carry their age 
well; and are healthy and'vigorous at a very advanced time of life, 
if not infe< 9 :cd»with difeafe: fuch are Otcy, the grandfather of Otoo, 
and Mimic Mannc, the high-prieft, -and others. The cxa(!:l amount 
of their years can only be collci^led'from circumftanccs, as they keep 
no regular computation'of l;imc ; yet from events which they relate, a 
pretty accurate calculation may be formed. Many were alive in lypi 
who rerriembered the lofr of one of RoggcwCin’s I'quadron at an illand 
north of Otaheite, in 172a. ' ’ . 

. The drefs oi'iboth fexes is nearly the fame, excepting that the men 
wear a narrow piece (if cloth, which, palTing round the waiit, goes be¬ 
tween the thighs, and is tucked in before, named the marro, and- may 
be called their breeches. An ofilong piece, like a piece of printed ca¬ 
lico, not a yard wide, with a hole in the middle to admit the head, 
hangs down before and behind, with the fides open, filling loofe as 
low as the knees, and leafing the arms quite uncovered: this Ts, the 
teboota. A fquarc piece of cloth, doubled, of any fize fufficient to 
pafs once and a half round the waift of the men, and above the breails 
of the women, under the tabbota, is called parii; .this falls down only 
to the knees of the man, but to the mid-leg, jind often to the ankles 
of the woman; and is Ibmctimes tucked in at the comer, or con- 
fined by a girdle of cloth, plaited hair, or find- matting, called 
tatdooa. The women, befides, often wear a piece of clothj ahhSp, 
fpiarc, or oblong, folded, which they throw taitily over all, by way of 
cloak; this is generally of white cloth> and very fine. The other gar- 
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mctiLs are of what colours they fancy moft. Inftcad of the marro, 
worn by the nifcn, the women have a fmaller paru, beneath the larger, 
as an under-petticoat. ‘ ■ 

When travelling, they ufually tuck up the pam, to prevent its being 
foiled or dirty. It pertbns of rank appear with more than the ordinary 
quantity of cloth around them, this is dfefigned for a prefonfc; and they 
generally honour the perfon for whoni it is intended with winding it 
round him with their own hands, . 

The women uncover their Ihoulders and brealb in the prefence of ^ 
chief, or on palling the facred ground. • Their bonnets rcfcmblc the 
green lhades which our ladies ulc in fummer; they are often changed, 
as they mull call them away ©n palTmg the morai: but they are re¬ 
placed in a minute by plaiting, or weaving, the leaves of tlic cocoa- 
nut ; and for this they prefer die bright yellow leaves to the green ones. 
I'hc turban drefs and tambu are never worn by the women but at the 
lieivas, and arc called taao bopo. Both foxes wear garlands of flowers 
and feathers, but no wig, or ai^cial coiffure. The tambii is made 
from the hair of their departed raatives, and held in the higheft efti- 
mation: it is feldom conipofed of more than fix or nine hairs in thick- 
iicl's, but is often five or fix fathoms long. They Ibmetimcs drefs with 
a garland of cocoa-nut fibres, ornamented with bits of pcarl-fhcll, and 
the nails of the thumb and fingers of their dcccafcd relations : thefc 
they ufc as mourning, and confider as very precious relics. The wo¬ 
men have no morai, nor appropriate place of worlliip; nor arc they 
ever prelent at their folemnitics; neverthelcfs .they liippofe they lliall 
be admitted to happinefs with the Eatoo, as well as the men. 

In the tattooing of men and women, there is a fmall fpot on the 
infidc of each arm, juft above the elbow, which is a mark of diftinc- 
tion, and llicws that fuch a pcrlbn may cat or touch his fiither’s and 
mother’s food, without rendering it raa, or focred; it is a fort of leal, 
that all the amuas have been performed. This is generally received 
when the head is made free, which is the laft amoa, except that of 
fricndlliip and marriage. The man who does the tattooing to young 
or old, is called at the plcafurc of the parties, and no conftraint is ever 
ufed. The young perfons will not fulfcr hhu to leave oft while they 
can endure the ftrokc of the inftrument, though they make cries and 
lamentations as if he was killing them, The girls arc always at-* 
tended by fi>mc female relations, who hold them wliilc llruggling under 
the pain of the operation, encouraging them to cry out, which they 
think helps to alleviate the anguilh. When tlic pain becomes excef-

The common dwellings arc about cightecnV'fcet in the ridge-tfcc, 
oblong, and rounded at the ends. The fiirhituric coVifift? ’ of a fciv 
wooden trays and llools for making thCir puddings, potts td 'hang thCir 
bafkets of diderent forts to ftorc their proviflons,'a la^^C cWelt.ofi Which 
the mafier and rnifVrefs of the hbu'fc dfteti^flecp, or bn’thd.floor fpread 
w'ith matting and cloth, and covered with the fanie'V frequently they 
employ a canoc-hdufc juft fufficient for their , ichgth',' arid t^o'low for 
them tp ftand cred : and fometimes a bcdftead i '^ariy^^p fiqC #ckthcr 
fieep. in the open air.

They have no partitions in theirjiow^.; but, it may be affirmed, 
they have in many inllances more .refined ideas of decency than our- 
felves; and one, long, airfcfident, fcmplcs not to Ucolare, that he ncA cr 
faw any appetite, hiingcjt ahd thirft, excepted, gratified in public. It 
is too true, that foir the faX© of gaii^ing-our extraordinary curiofitics, 
and to pleafe our bmtes, they haVe appeared, immodeft in the extreme. 
Yet (Charge wholly at our dOor, and fay that Englilhmcn 

are^aiha^^ of t^i^hing, ai^ that we have led them to public ads of 
iiidcoency neveaf before pradiled among themfelvcs. Iron here, more 
precious, th^n gold, bears down every .barrier of reftraint: honeftyand 
naodefty^yicbl;4> the force of temptation.

' Deifies of >^e South Sects. 

ITJOlJ.GiHl thd ;wodd • was; at firft-of one fpcech and one religion, 
all confeffingLJehovah iti triune exiflence,* the true tradition began foon 
to be obfeured. • On thaidilperfion of mankind, > gods many and lords 
many were, ereated. The Eaft, amidft its^^thoufand ddties^ ftill preferved 
fomc traces of the triune ' God.i Whoever reads the ingenious Mr. 
Maurice’s account of India will receive lingularly curiou.s information 
on this iiibjcd. How'cvcr abfurd the notions of deity and creation 
may appear, now retained by the Otahcitcans, the moil polilhcd na¬ 
tions of;Greece and Rome devoutly embraced equal abfurdities. It 
Ihould afford matter of great thankfulncfs, that we have been refeued 
from the darknefs of idolatry.: So far at Icaft hath the’ world been 
indebted to Chriftianity, that wherever this hath: prevaaled,? before it 
every idol hath rJobulderOd intodulh ; . f .l; *!■ v ' 

The deities of Otaheite are nearly as numerous as the pcrlbns of the 
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inhabitants. Every famiily has its or guardian fpirit, whom they 
fet up, and w'oifliip at the irorai: but they have a great god or gods 
of a fuperior order, dcndtnlnatcd Fw'uanow Po, bdrn of night. 

The general nanie tor deity, in all its ramifications^ is EnTdOA. 

Three are held fiipreme; ftandifig in a height of celellial dignity 
that no others can approach unto: and what is more cixtKtordinary, the 
names arc pcrfonal appellations: > ■ ’ 

1. Tane, te Medooa, 

the Father. 

2. Oromattow, 'Tooa tec te Myde, 

God in the Son. 

3. Taroa, Mannoo te Hooa, 

the Bird, the Spirit. 

To thctc, the dii majorcs, they only addrefs their prayers in times of 
greateft diftrefs, and feafons of peculiar exigency, fuppofing theth too 
exulted to be troubled with matters of Icfs moment than the illhiSft of 
a chief, llorms, devaftations, war, or any great calamity. Indeed, fear 
and fuficring feem to be more motives to worlhip than grhtitudfe.' 
The houfc of thcl'e fwhanow po is at Oparre, where the chief carie 
vahle rcfidcs. 

The following names of other gods arc collcded: Orohho, Otoo, 
Tamaharro, Tey’crec, Orouhatoo, Ochahow, Tamma, Toaheite, Va- 
vcuh. 

For general wwfliip they have an inferior race, a kind of dii penates. 
Each family has its tee or guardian fpirit: beds fuppofed to be one of 
their departed relatives, who, for his fuperior excellencies, has been ex¬ 
alted to an eatooa. They fuppofe this fpirit can inflid: licknefs or re¬ 
move it, and preferve them from a miilignant deity whoalfo bgars the 
lumc of tec, and is always employed in mifehief. 

They have a tradition, that once in theib aiiger- the great gods broke 
the whole world into pieces; and that all the iflands around them are 
but little parts of what was once vemoa mci the great land, of which 
their own Wland is tlic eminent part. A curious converldtibn held w ith 
Marine Manne, the high prieft, and Taata Ordo, the orator and oracle 
of the country for tradition, is as follows, interpreted by the Sw'cde 
Andrew; 

In the beginning, Tane took Taroa, and begat Aa^ c, frefii water; 
Atye, or Te Myde,, the fca; alfb Awa, the watcr-fpout; Matai, the

The Ion he 
left cmjbraGcd-the land of the I'ea, which conceived a fon of the name 
pf 'fcc, and.,a daughter, called Qpqcra; then he allu died, arid returned 
earMri ^ce'toqk his litter Opccra to wife, who produced a 
4;i^htcf Oheem,' Rcene, Moonoa; the mother died, and the father 
mfvi\x-d; in her illncis Ihc entreated her Imfliaiid to cure licr, and flic 
wpidjd do,^ic fame tor him if he fell lick, and thus they might live 
f^ir: ever; ,hut'th^ hi'fhtuid refufed, and preferred her daughter, whom, 
on her d^ejifqV he took for his wife. The daughter bore him three 
^ohs arid three daughters: the fons. Ora, Wanoo,Tytor\ ; the daughters, 
Hennatopmorfobrop, Henaroa, Noowya. The father and mother 
dying, the Ijtothers faid, ,Lct us take our fifters to wife, and become 
many. , So men began to multiply upon the carfli. 

Rcfpc^litjg a. future flatc, they luppole nopcrlon perifhes or becomes 
extin^i* ...They ^llow .po. putiilhrrieht after death, but degrees oferrii- 
nence and fglicity. u§,rricn-have been here-mofl: plctifing ito the deity. 
They regard tlie Ijiifits of their ariceftofs, male and female,'as exalted 
into eatooas, . and their favour to be Ig.curcd by prayers and offerings. 
Every ^Icknefs.anduntovwrd-accident they cflqcrii as the hand of judg¬ 
ment for fqrric offence cpmmifted; aiid therefore, if they have injured 
any perfon, they lend tlVeir peace-offering, and niak'c the rriatter up: 
and if fick,. fend for the prieft to offer up prayeys arid fadnficeij to pacify 
the offended catooa ; giving any thing the prieils 'afk, as'^being very 
rcludlant to die, But if they find their cafe defpc'ratc, they take leave 
of their friends,and commend theni to the.guardluri fpirits, exhqrfing 
them to bc rij.prc^paxcful of ofFcnding; them than'they tlici'ii|elvc's had 
been. iWhen thp ^Ipjrit ,departs from the body, they 'h'ai c arriPti(;a’'it 
is fw allowed by the eatooa; bird, w'ho frequents their bpryinff-pjat^^ 
morals; and p^ffps through Kim iri'older to bb punfibd,' aii^^ tp

They believe the ftars were,the children^ of'the fuh an^ moohL'^t- 
tributing every fuManqc jtO pfotrcative powefV ^nd yhc^'thc fdit bid- 
moon arc cclipfed,. they ruppofe them in tlic acfl of coplilatiop ;' 
pretend to forctel, froiTr their appearance a.t fuch times, 'the* futuffc 
events of war, fieknefs, or the like. ' > o ' 

They imagine when a ftar fhoots (as' we c^l it]i, it .i.s thciEatooa : 
that in the moon there Is-a vaft country with trees n,ud fruits: that a 



With regard to their vvorfliip, Captain Cook does the Oteiheiteans 
but juilicein faying, they reproach rnahy who bcair thic iuuric of Chrif- 
tian. You fee no ihlianccs of an Otahcitcan drawing ncaYtJic Eatooa 
with carelelfnefs and inattention; he is gll devotionf he" Approaches 
tlic place of worlhip with reverential awe f uncovers wlicn he treads 
on ficrcd ground ; and prays with a fervour that would do honour to 
a better profeflion. He firmly credits the traditions of liis iinccftors. 
None dares dilpute the exjftence of deity. They put great confidence 
in drcam.s, and fuppofi.*. inflccp the foul leaves the body under the care 
Cif the guardian angel, and moves at large tlirough the regions of fpirits. 
Thus they fiiy, My foul was fuch a night in fuch a place, and faw fuch 
n fpirit. When a^perfon dies, they fay his foul is fled away, liaire po, 
gone to niglvt. It is fingular, that Pomarrfe declared to the mifTionaries 
that he had, before their arrival, been dreaming about Wicjpdakm^ book, 
which they fhould bring from the Eatoog. 

They entertain a high idea of the power of fpirits. In the beautiful 
and romantic view of Taloo harbour the remarkable peaked mountain 
is faid to be but a part of the original one. SOmq. fpirits from Ulietea 
had broken off the other half, and werq tranfporting it dovvn the bay, 
in order to carry if ^way w'ith them, bu^ being overtaken by ,0c break 
of day, they were; obiiged to drop it near the mouth of the harbour 
v*her.e it now francs cohfpicuous as a rock; for> like the elves aridi 
fairies of our ancefrors, thefe fpirits walk and work by night. 
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Their fupcrftitions notiotis of this kind arc cndlcfs ; unhappily, thcii* 
moft unnatural and cruel euftoms are corineded’With ‘them, and fhey 
arc tchadious of the wo^, fearing the hcgledl of theft,, though hrad- 
vertentlyj would bring down the difpleafhrc ofthe^EatOoa upon them, 
dud expoft them to ficknefs or death.

Triejihood and Sacrj/icfs, 

THE priefts at the Society Iflands arc a pretty numerous body 4 
thcjl arc in every diftri^lMarine Mannc feems to be the fii-ft among 
thcrii fbr knowledge and traditionary information: he isalfo a monarcli 
of Ulictea by right, though cm exile. Tcmarrc, the chief of Pappara, 
of'tlft fted royal, is al/b 'high in the laccrdotal office. The priellhood 
is divided into two orders: the tahowra morai, and the taliowra 
Edtooa. As tahpvvra moral, they officiate in all the prayers and obla¬ 
tions made at the morals: theft prayers arc littered in a chant that 
cannot be undCrftood, and was fuppofed to be a peculiar facred lan¬ 
guage; but that is now thought to be a ml (lake, and tho*obfcurity 
oyving to the mere' manrief of utterance. All the chiefs officiate as 
priefts on foirie occafions, praying for their friends when fick, making 
offierlngs at the morai, and performirig other religious ceremonies. 

The priclts have plcrtty of employment, being called in on all occa- 
fions, births or deaths’, fcafts or ficknefs ; and arc the phyficians as well 
us clergy^ ot'the country. ' They afted to poflefs extraordinary powers, 
to promote Conception or abortion, to inflidt diftafes or remove them 
at their plcafurC, and arc greatly feared on that account. They arc 
fuppofed to be able to pray the evil fpirit into the food, by nibbing.a 
human fleull with a part of the provifions they eatj and fometlmcs ,ta 
kill men outright. Thus Orepiah is fuppofed to liavc died by Mannc 
Mannc’s colouration. They acknowledge that,over us they, have no. 
power, tecaufc tlicy knew not the names of our God and our grand¬ 
father, which is riereflary. They gave us a fpecimf;n pf thek con¬ 
jurors in one of our vlljtsitip Tcmarrc. A man jriefcri|ed himftlf iiuih. 
old bruc'coaC'tufned up with fed^ hi* head fum)pit;de'l .w itii,»tij^erriu^ 
feuthefsj, fo as to hide, his cuuaitenaaec entirely; . he,ifap rip tp us ,wltlj;

terrified, and laid he would kill us. After a while, thc pficfi: returned 
with a club ill his hand, driving like a fury all before him, the women 
and cliildren Ihriciang, and the natives trembling. On this one oi the 
brethren jumped up to protect the ^og, ^.gatnft whom his rage vv;is di- 
reded, and wrefting the club froini^ liimr turned up the feathered cap, 
and dilcovcrcd a well-known countenance^ wlio had run away from 
Matavai after robbing Pyctca. We immediately charged him with the 
theft; on this, he changed coimtenance, and llicwcd the greateft tcarror. 
The natives intcrpofing in hislachalf, white we wore telling them of 
the man and his impoiture, he gave us the flip, and. fled; fo We faw. 
no more of him. ’ ’ ' ■ 


He feems to have been one of thofc called; tabowra Etooa, wh<iaf- 
feft iufpiration. Ofthcle, fomc pretend to belong to the •particular 
deity, others to many: fuck as claim, acquaintance with the three 
liipcrior catboas are the moll: confequaitial, and procure high reverence 
from the part they prefume to aft ; indeed they do it with fo much 
cunning and addrefs, that the Siycdcs whom we found on the illand, 
as well as the mariners who preceded theip, really beVieyc.d the ap¬ 
pearances fupernatural, and that the devil aftually was the agent. 
When they arc called upon to confult the deity, they alTume an odd 
fantaftic drefs, enriched with red' and black feathersto which they 
fay the Eatboa is fo partial, that on their approach him thus, he 
defeends to the earth at their call in one of the facred birds which fre¬ 
quent the morals and feed on the facrlficcs. As foon as the bird lights' 
on the moral, the Eatboa quits the bird and enters the prieft. He iu- 
ftantly begins to ftrctch and yawn, and tub his arnis, legs, thighs, and 
body, which begins to be inflated as'if the flclii of the abdomen would 
burft; his eyes are thrown into various contortions, fometimes flaring 
wide, then half clofed and finking into ftupor ; while, at other times, 
the whole frame is agitated, and appears to have undergone fiimc fud- 
den and furprifmg cliange. The fpccch .now becomes low, the voice 
fqueaking and interrupted ; then on a fu^deu raifed to an aflonlfliing 
degree. Hp no<v fpeaks intcUigibly, though aftefting not to know, 
what he faith, nor the perfons of thole, around him; but his words am 
regarded as oracular, and whatever he alks for tUe^ deity, or lumfcll,. 
is never refufed, if it cari be polfibly procured. Ot this, hew^evor, tht; 
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aclpr,^<;i^;(jOj^»yq npjcpnlJ^ioiirfivefe.; his .aJiicaguc and aiTiHant, rte*

.^Tjiejlr faenfiecs.^and objatiopis arc various and libcraK They offer to 
tHcir gpds nil fhe produa of their, illand, hogs, dogs, fowls, fifh, and 
vcgetahlc5.? .,and at ,cy<pcy^fcaft a portion is prefented to the Eatooa 
before they prefumc! to take, their own refxifti When a, prieft denounces 
the ncceflriy .pf a human Orifice* or, as on the inauguration of the 
king, cufiorp neqpires fuch o^ering^ithc nxanrter of felcbling them is 
by a council of the chief with the'ratlrras, ; The occafion is ftated, 
and the vi£lim pitched upon; he is*ufually aNmarkcd charadlcri who 
has been guilty of hlafphemy, or fome,enormous crime, or a ftrangcr 
who has ned to the dilhi<^ forfheher from fome other part on account 
of his U1 conduit* . The de,eifiQn of this council is kept a profound fe- 
cret, and perhaps the only cme which is fo. They waa^oh the opportu¬ 
nity of the night, when the culprit is afleep, and difpatch him, if pof- 
fiblc with one blow of a ftone on the nape of the neck, to prevent any 
disfigurement of the body; a bone of him muft not be broken, nor the 
corpfc mangled or mutilated. If a man has been bit and disfigured by

The facred ground around the morab affbrils k 'fandnkrji^ for briirii- 
iials. Thither, on any apprchcrifion dinger, they flee, cfpecially 
when numerous facrificos are expeded, arid*canript thence be taken by 
force, though, they are fbmetimes fcduced to tniit thbir klylura. On 
the inauguration of Otoo many took refuge ih the pretirids of tl^C mu¬ 
tineers.’ habitation, which was held facred as thc mdrai, and where they 
enjoyed .full protedion. Our habitation.s Wilikffbrd'ks affured exemp’-, 
tion; and the whole dilltid of MatavSi beirig ceded to' us, rib' riiofe 
human facrifices will probably be deiriandbd frorii rife, 'and flich in ei- 
umplc will have the moft beneficial ten^Jucy IbaboUlh the'btiffom irt 
other diftrids. ? If wc Iball be enabled brily^tb'lput ah endrtb d’ piridjee 
fo inhuman, and to induce the pregnant fcriVales to prefervfc apd com¬

The fcparatioh bif The Womfch ffbm'their hnfbahds on a particular 
occafion. Dr. Gillhani -had biicc the opportunity of remarking. Going 
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into the hut of his tayo, named Poppo, very early, he ohferved him 
laid alone on the bedllead, and his wife lying on the floor. Inquirin'^ 
the reafon, Poppo informed him it was becaufe Ihe was at prefent 
under the Otaheitcan fcminin$^ilificmity^ n 

When a woman brings forth a child, a Icind of hut is raifed within

The fingle yoitrig meh, wKo in the heiyas Indulge inde^^ gei^^^ 
would not dare to do fo at'any other time; and however uyangedy, tirc; 
women ad: in public dances, nb woman of ch‘ara^er ,wouid ,ad^iti,of-; 
improper liberties elftwherd. They never Uncover Vheir Ijrealts hwt- 
when they bathe, nor their libfom knd ihoultjer^ but m thf prefence of r 
the chief. Their ideas, no dOUbt, of ihairie and delicacy arc very dif-, 
fcrciit from ours; they are not yet advanced to fuch a ftate of.civiJi^^' 
tlon and refinement; but the woman whb,failed witli; thp fhip ,fopa 
became as referved in manners and drefs ais any European; and.,the., 
progrefs made in the ifland by the mtffionaries. in ,t]^ls. refpc;<5t when,, 
the Ihip returned, was evident and pleafing. . L vr xu > ' 
If a w'oman has any defed or deformity^ fhe 'cArcm^ 
and when they go into the water they take ^witlij ihjcm hrba,^' leayc^% 
to fupply the place of cloth. Their conftant batjiiiiig.jpreyfnjts, every . 
difagrecablc fmell from perfpiration, and their mouth and !tpQl^.,hehigi 
wallied at every meal, preferves their teeth wWe'^d^ thplr.,breath* 
fwcet. ^ , ' ; ’ .,j 

Th^ extrad every hair from the nofc, arih^pits, dfc.jttjfjpreyent.ib 
harbouring any dull or foulnefs. Their beards "are vilu^hyihc'^tly trim¬ 
med with fliells, and their hair Ihort or long, accor^ihgrt.a their ,f^ 

The women, except thofe who afied to be'4pfhhh?t<?M9S>‘ wear their, { 
hair fhort and decked with flowers,' paying' the 'niccil' regard to their., 
perfons. They adjufl: their brows and eyefalbes, clippi.hg thgm, if too ; 
long, and forming die eyebrows into regular arches. Nor are the men* 
!cfs, attentive to their perfons, and will at the gla.fs dreflingwith the 
greateft complacence. A black cocoa-nut Ihcll'fifled with water feived 
them for a looking*glafs, till wc liipplicd them; with whajt.fhey fl> 
highly prized. Fifh fcalcs, or ifliells, fdrme'd their tvj^czer?, the lhark’s 
teeth their fcilfars^ arid the bamboo their cothh^t fragrant oil 

fuppUes the place of pomatum, and powder and civet can hardly fur- 
nifh greater beaus. At their heivas they put on theif; bell:, and drefi 
in the moll tafty manner' fancy can ihgge^, feoth fexes have dieiy 
cars .bored for orniariaerits; in them the^ wear pearls, or beads, hanging ; 
down about twodrtches in a plait,of hair; fometimes the hole of th'e, 
car is lluck with an odorifenmrfllbwcf. They have pcarjs which they 
value very highly ;■ arid at flifl our^hitc beaus, which fcfcmblc them, 
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•were rrmcK coveted; but when they found they w'crc fpoiled with 
watcr^,* they ccafcd to be in demand. As long as tlicy arc able to move, 
they fiever neglect bathing ; the ddi who can fcarcely crawl, get down 
tt> the river; riOr docs Shy freknefs or difeafe prevent■ them; nothing 
but utter inability’reftrains them from the #atcr. 

They prodUc6 hhc in the following manner: with their teeth, or a 
nrufclc-fheUi" thc^ thai^eh a fbick of porou w^ood, and fixing a larger 
piece of the flime under tHctr feet, they with both hands and a quick 
motion rub a fcofe in the board at theiri feet, till the duft produced 
takes fire; they have dried leaves or grals ready, into which theyfwccp 
this tinder duft, and wrapping it up, wave it in the wind till it kindles 
into a flame: While they are rubbing they continue finging, or chanting 
a hymn or prayer, till the fire is produced, in about two minutes if the 
wqbd completely dry. In wet weather this is a difficult tafk, and 
therefore they ufually then carry about with them fire, which in tlu; 
drv! weather they need "not do. The women arc not fuffi red to kindle 
a fire from that made by their hrjfbands, or any other man, except 
thofc feminine male aflbeiates which attend them, and arc fubjcdl to 
the fame rules. 

They never fuffer a fly to touch their food if tlicy can help it; and 
fliould they find one dead in their puddings, or any of their provifions, 
which fometimes cannot be avoided, they throw it to the hogs. JIcnee 
they all carry fly-flaps; thefe are ufually made of feathers, and fixed to 
a 1 ndlc of wood ten or twelve inches long, fometimes carved, fome¬ 
times plain. The wing bones of the largcll fowls, when cleaned, are 
ufed for handles; and if they have not thcle, they fupply their place 
by a bough from the ucareft tree. Whenever you enter a houfe, or 
approach a place where provifions are preparing, this is the firft thing 
thev ofler you. When the provifions are drcfl'cd and hot before you, 
the Ixiys continue to fan away the flics with fly-flaps, nothing being 
more otfenfivc or difagrecable than that a fly Ihould get into their’ 
mouths; and their averfion to touch them with their hands is fuch, 
that Ihould a dead fly be found on any part of their body, they would 
go inftantly to the river and wafti themfelves. Thefe flics at times 
arc numerous, but not fo venomous as the muflcetocs in the Weft 
Indies: they arc of two forts, the common black fly,' and a gray one 
of the fame fiiie, which fometimes ftings iharply. Tlicy hac-alfo but¬ 
terflies, butterfly hi6ths, mufketoes, lizards, fcorpioris, centipedes, 
beetles,’ crickets^ grafshpppers, fniall Ants, fattd-flics, and others; but 
neither dangerous nor very troublcfome. 
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' The :nikidlc-agcd of all claiTcs generally nooi),. duri}^ 

lUc heat of the day. To this the yava, among thpJc who driri it, 
docs not a little difpole, , The aged, a.s„morc vvatchiViJ, lifcdnot thk 
indulgence; and the.youth, too lively to llcep dufing the. Ugkt» 
find always fome fport or amufement to employ them. , 

During tlic night, if ftrangers lodge .with, them, tf^ey Hurfi the 
candle-nut, ftuck on ikevvers, that they may find their way .in and out 

of the houfe without incommodation from, thole who. llccp on the 

floor, fomctimcvS-to the amount of fifty priixty perlbns. , N^r was it 
unufual to get up and hav e proviiions ready, iu tiic night; and fomc fit 
and chat, and tell fiorics, u'itli .which they are always delighted. We 
olderved that thofe w hicb regarded us, and our European manners and 
cnltoms, lefs intcreiled thean than their own, as their minds were not 
enlarged to a capacity of comprehending the reports which were made, 
and thei'e too often fabulous. One navigator told them, >ve had fliips 
as raucli larger than his as that w'as bigger than their fnaallcfi; canoes; 
that we had vclfcls which would reach from Otaheite to Ulictea, about 
forty-fiA'c leagues ; and of li) vaft a height, that a young man going to 
the topmaft-head grew gray before he came down againthat our 
round tops contained lorelli of fruit-trees bigger than the bread-fruit. 
Pomarre very carncftly preifed Captain Wilfon to fiiy if it was true; 
but though undeceived in this refpc6l, they are as much flaggcred at 
hearing of a houfe of Hone of ten llories, or a bridge over a river of 
the fame materials, a.s wddc a.s w^ould fpan the narrow part of their 
valleys from mountain to mountain. Such gigantic ideas exceed the 
fcope of their intellect: but whatever wais related of the Mjri|uclas, or 
Tongataboo, their inhabitants, country, manners, • trees, c;inoc.s, v\ iis 
heard with the greateft avidity, and always drew an audience about 
the relator, beyond even their favourite national Horics. 

They Hy not the IcaH reflraint upon their children from the day 
they arc born ; being the head of their families,'; they, arc indulged in 
every thing: they have their own amufements, called hciva.tama 
reede; as they gu)W up and advance to raairhood thefe,arc generally 
abandoned.; but .'none ar^; controlled by any authority, and. any one 
nray continue in. tJicm if he pleafes. . , 

Though in fomc. rcfpedl they are notaTall. dclicatc,yet,in cpnfo- 
quence tif.dicij.fpq[quct^t .bathings, iu, the largefi; companies ^th.ere .is 
nothing offenliye but tii.q beat, ilcre, ^ clfewhere, there arc, foipc 
avho make a. trade pf beauty, ;and know' toO;h.ow; to make.their advan¬ 
tage of it, having a number of ,pimi», ;aud .bawds^, non>iual relations,

who agree for and receive the, price of prqilitution. j but if a perfon is 
the tayo bf^ thc hufbemd, he muft indulge in no lihcrticaj with the lif¬ 
ters dr the daughters, becaufe they are confidercd as his own filters'or 
daughters, and inccR is bchl in abhorrence by them; nor will any 
tciuptation engage therq to violate this bond of purity. The wife^ 
however is excepted, and-.confidercd as a common property for the 
tayb. Lieu tenant , Corner , a|ld .added, that a tayofliip formed betwxcU 
different fexes: put the ^tuqll folcmn .barrier againll all pcrfimal liberties. 
Our brethren who arc returned, bowever; think this not to be the 
cafe; or that they have, fince,his vifit, degenerated.. The women of 
quality allow tliemfclyes greater bbertics than their inferiors; and many 
of the arrcoy women pride thcnifelves on the number of their admircrs> 
and live in a, fearfully prpmifcuous. intercourfe. Few children can be 
the cbnfe'^Ucnce, and thefc are univcrfally murdered the moment they 
arc born. *Yef, with all,this, naany afe true and tender wives; their 
large' fiirnilies prove their facred attachment to the individual with 
whom they are united ; and our European failors who have cohabited 
with them have deelarcd,'that more faithful and affedlionatc creatures 
TO thcirl arid their children could no where be found. The hiftory of 
iVggy'Stewart marks a tendernefs of heart that never will be heard 
w ithout emotion :. fire was daughter of a chief, and taken for his wife 
by Mr. !5tcv;^t, one of the unhappy mutineers. They had lived with 
the old chici in the molt tender ftatc of endearment; a beautiful little 
girl liad been the fruit of their union, and was at the bxcaft wlicn the 
I'.indora arrived, feized the.crimiuals, and fccurcd them in irons on board 
fhe Ihip. Frantic viith griefi the unhappy Peggy (for li) he had named 
iier) flew with iier irilant in a canoe to the arms of her hufband*. The 
.interview w'as fo affcciing’and alllic'ling, tliat the officens on board were 
• ■norwlielmcd with annuifii, and Stewart liimlclf, unable to bear the 
heart-rending fecne,-begged flic might not be admitted again on board. 
She was feparated from him by violence, and conveyed on fliorc in a 
ffatc of deljialr and grief too big for uttcranco. Withheld from him, 
and forbidden to come any more on board, flic funk into the deepeft 
dejeellon; it preyed on her vitals; flic loll: all rclifli for food and lile ; 
njoiced no more; piricd under a rapid decay of two months, and fell 
a viiflim to her feelings, dying literally of a broken heart. Her child 
is yet alive, and the tepder objcCl of our care, having been brought up 
hv a liffer, who nurfed it as her own, and has dilcharged all the duties 
of an aflcdioniitc mothey fp the orphan Infant, r, . '' 

'I'hcy arc very fond pf ’ nogs, and clpecially thofe with a bulhy tail. 
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the hair of which they employ in their Unc hrcafl-ptato'; ami ilie ^vo- 
«icn' often not only fondle the p\ipj>ics, Imt fuckle them ut their hrealls,. 

The women are riot permitted to eat with the mcri, nor mi^y they 
<lrink out of the fame cup. Many kinds of food are forbidden 

them; tind thofo which they,may ufc, arc gatliercd a.rid dtpited by 
thcmfclvcs, or by thofe feminine male tiflbciatcs-who wait upon them, 
and live with them. If a man touch" their peculiar footh they are 
obliged to throw it away. No ireprefentation rif ri woman is permitted 
at any of their morals. 

But of all their cuftoms, thofe' marked .'with greatefl: horror are the 
infant murders committed in the arreoy fociety; and of female chil¬ 
dren, too common out of it; their human facrificcs, and their abomi¬ 
nable mawhoos: thefe, with the wars fo frequent, and the dilcafes 
which deftroy the very principle of life, threaten to depopulate a 
country, fruitful as the garden of the Helperidcs; and they muft, it 
our labours do not fuccccd, become in the next generation extinet, 
without fire from heaven. 

A practice of a kind to abominably filthy as fcarce to be credited, 
was communicated by tlie Swede, and confirmed by one of the Ota- 
hcitcans who was prefent—that there had been a ibciety at Otaheite 
and Eirnco, who, in their meetings, always ate human excrement, 
but that it had beetr fupprefled by the other natives of Otaheite. 

They have a mode of lulling themfelves to reft: the hufband and 
wife, when they lie down, .tajic their pipe of three notes, which they 
blow' with their noftrils; one plays w'hilfl: the other chants in unifon 
with it: and this they alternately continue till they fall afieep. 

Their gcncrofity is boundlcfs, and appears exceffive : the inftanccs 
our brethren record are furprifing. Not only cart-loads of provifion 
more than they could confumc were fent in for the whole body, but 
individuals have received the mofi: furprifing abundance, without any 
adequate return even expelled or fuggefted. To one of the miffionarics 
was given as a prefent a double canoe, with a travelling houfc, three 
large pearls, a fine Icinc, a beautiful feathered brcaft-platc, two large 
hogs, landal wood, cloth, and fine mats in abundance, with various 
other things; and fimilar inftanccs may be obferved in the narrative. 

They have not always regular meals; but ufually cat as foon as they 
rife at daybreak. Some are very voracious, cfpecially the chiefs. Po- 
marfc hath eaten a couple of fowls, and two pounds, at Icaft, of pork, 
bcfidcs other things, at a meal with us on board. The chiefs all live 
Uxurioully: they only work for their amufement; have more wives 

y Y 2 
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than one smidil the Tcj^rcity of women ; 4nnk d^Iy the yava^;, yfhen 
^hey lleep afe fanned and chafed by; their women ; and often- fit 
great patt of the nkht at their heway and entertainments. 

They haye a ve^' firailar way of expreifing; their joy as well as 
forrpw; for whether a relation dies, or a dear friend returns from a 
journey, the Ihark's tooth mftmmcnt, with which every woman fur> 
oifhcs licrfelf .at her nic-urriage, is again employed, and the blopddlreams 
down. A? opr bretiuen fignified thein utter. difapprobation of thefc 
rolf-inlli<fl(;d cruelties, they pucyailed with the natives to fulpend for 
us, at Icaft, fuch tokens of delight; and taught them to lhakc hands,, 
or welcome us with fmilcs inftead of ftreams of blood. 

Among the moft uncommoii cuftoms, we may add the diihonour and 
difrefpeft paid to old age. The advanced in years are thruft afide, and 
receive little, or no attention. Even the reverend Otcy (formerly 
Whappai, and called by Vancouver, Taow), with his venerable white 
beard, the father of Pomarre, and the grandfather of Otoo, was Icarccly 
noticed by them: they would hardly permit him to enter the cabin 
when on board; and uhlefs the captain exprcfsly galled to him, they 
kept him alongfide in his canoc. One of our old leamen was often the 
objed of their ridicule. In difeourfe; when any thing refule was men¬ 
tioned, they called it “ old man.” At Tongataboo we noticed the 
very reverfe: in the prefence of the aged the younger perfons obferved 
a moll refpcftful filence. 

Their mode of falutation is very different from ours: they touch 
nofes ; and wonder that we can exprefs affe<9:lon by wetting one an¬ 
other’s faces with our. lips. 

In war they pradife no .difciplinc, and arc under no obligation to 
fight longer than they like; and it is much Icfs dilgraceful to nrn away 
from an enemy .with whole bones, than to fight and be wounded; for 
this, they fay, would prove a man rather foolifh than warlike. Except 
a man has killed an enemy, he js not eftcemed a warrior; and though 
they dread a fear as dilhonourable, they fight with a fury bordering on 
madnefs, as they know the lofs of a battle would be the lols of all 
their property, which, though of inconfiderable value, they arc reluc¬ 
tant to be deprived of, not fo much from any covetous defire of pof- 
felTmg, as from their priding thcmfclves on their generofity, and having 
fijmething to give; and this they do with a grace that adds Hill more 
to the favour. 

When a perfon of eminence dies, even if a child of the luperior 
clafs, he is preferved, and not buried, unlefs he died of Ibme conta- 
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gious or ofRinfiyc difcife.' They take out thb Vifccra; arid dry the bodV 
'With' eiotHj anbihtirig it within and without With the'perfumed oilT 
and this is freq,utntly repeated. The perfon whd performs this office is 
counted unclean, and may not touch provifiotts or- feed hirrifelf for a 
niontli. The relations and friends -wbo are abfent, perform tlieir part 
of the feincral rites at their arrival, each female prefenting a piece of 
cloth to the corpfe; an<l they continue to drofs and decorate the body 
as if alive, and to furniffi it witli provifions, fuppofmg that the foul' 
which hovers round receives fatisfadfion from fetch marks of attention; 
they therefore not only take care of it thus, but repeat before it feme 
of the tender fccncs which happened during their life-time, and wiping 
the blood which the lhark’s teeth has drawn, depofit the cloth on the 
tupapow, as the proof of their affedlion.. Whilft any offenfive fmell 
remains, they fertound the corpfe with garlands of flowers, and bring 
the fweet-feented oil to anoint it. 

If a chief dies, he is carried round the iiland to the diftridls where 
he had property, or where his particular friends refede; and the funeral 
ceremony is repeated: after a tour of feme months, he returns to reft 
at the place of his ufual refidence. Some bodies arc- preferved like 
dried parchment; others, when the flefli is mouldered away, after 
lying on the tupapow, are buriedi 

The preferved corpfes are called tupapow mure, arid' kept above 
ground; and thefe, in war, arc as liable to be taken prifeners as the 
living, and are as great a trophy as an enemy flain m battle. The 
man who takes tlic body affumes the chieftain s nariric;. thcreftire, in 
time of invafeon, thefe are generally the firft things conveyed to the 
mountains, as a place of fecurity; thither, allb, they carry Captain, 
Cook’s pidure, the lofs of which would be efteemed as afflidivc as 
that of a chief; and the conquerors might lay claim to the diftrid 
allotted to him, according to their laws of fticceffion. 

The priells never pray over the dead, unlcfs they die of feme infec¬ 
tious diforder, and then they entreat him to bury the difeafe with him 
In the grave, and not inflid it on any other perfon when he is fent 
back as an eatboa. They throw a plantain-tree into the grave, and 
bury with him, or bum, all his utenfils, that no perfon may be infeded 
by them. ' 

They bury none ill the moral, but thofc offered in facrlflcc, or flairi 
in battle, or the children of chiefs which have been llrangled at the 
birth—an ad of atrocious humanity too common. When, at laft, 
after the flcfti is confeimcd above ground, they bury the boiics, they 
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prfelcrvc th6 ikiill, as a precious tclic, Avrapping it in cloth, and 
keeping it with great care hi a frame or bori^iii their'hohfe, as a tefti- 
tti'My 'of their aifcAion. . ' : , 

When any friend, or a ftranger, vifits a family^ he is received with 
the molt cordial welcome. The matter and miftrefs, and perhaps all 
in the houfc, call out, and repeat it, Mamiowwa, welcome; to which 
the vifitor replies, Harrc mlnay, I am coming: thofc of the hontt an- 

fu'er, Ytmraria: t’Eatooa, God hlefs you; to which the reply is, Tayceay, 
here; and theii fits down. The occattpn of his vifit and his wiflres arc 
demanded by the matter of,the family, and anfwercd with the greateft 
frankflOfi. Inftantly preparatiGn is made of a pig, or fowl, to entertain 
the ttranger; and if it is‘more than can be eaten, it is put into a bafivct, 
and fent with him home: meantime, whatever he requetts is given, 
if in the power of the hoft; and if not, he fends round to his friends 
and neighbours to procure it: this alfo is accompanied with a prefent 
pf cloth and perfumed oil, or fbmething which hath cott them labour, 
as they fay provifions come; fj^ntaneoufly, and are to be made little 
ttore of; but what is nlanufadured, or obtained with toil, is bett fuited 
to be given or received as prclents. If anjr-perfon fncezes, they ufe the 
fame falutiOn, God hlefs you, yourana t Eiitooa. 

They never return thankfij nor feem to have a word in their language 
expreflivc of that idea. Should they not meet with a cordial welcome, 
they would fay fo without fcruplc to the next perfon they vifitcd, 
which would be highly difgraccful to the offender, as their eftablifhed 
law of hofpitality is to entertain all ttrangers; and many make the 
tour of the ifland for montlis together, lure to find every where a 
cordial reception. 

When a; chief, or ftrangcr of rank,'vifits them from another ifland, 
all the men pf his own ttation in life prefent their ootdoo, or peace- 
offering. He is feated in the houfc of ttrangers, feveral being eretted 
fpr this very pnrpofc, vatt and fjiacious; the chiefs of the dittricl af- 
femble round him, th a priett, who makes a long prayer, or oration; 
and having feveral young plantain-trees, he tics a bunch of red feathers 
to one of them, and with a pig or fowl, lays it at the ttrangers feet, 
who takes the feathers, and flicks them in liis ear, or his hair. The 
priefts of the inferior fecondary chiefs repeat a like ottering, and a featt 
is immediately provided, with prefents of cloth, hogs, &c. If a ratlrra 
\ Hits, he will ftill find a more numerous body to receive him; and 
tlunigh the featt may not be as funiptxious, there are fb many to wel¬ 
come him of his own rank, tliat he may ftay a hnonth in a dittrid, and 
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vifit round every day: indeed they are Seldom jnjiaftc. Nor are the 
lower clalLcs Icfs hofpitable according to their albiljtyj .and every where 
there is fuch plenty of food and raiment, that ihnpfe ctf. them continue 
wandering over the illand for many years together^ and never find laek 
of luftcnancc. 

From one caufc or another, they frequently change their names; 11) 
that a perfon ahfent from them a few years, would.be at a lofs to find 

out tliofc with whom he wus heft acquainted* unlefs he ‘ met them^ 

The names of places and things are continued, unlefs thoy happen, to 
confjft of fyllablcs containing the king’s name, in^ which cafe, during 
his lifetime, they arc changed, but at his; death the common name is 
refumed. 

They have an averfion to compare the fizc of any food to a perfon’s 
head., and regard this as a fpecics of blafphemy and infult. A hand 
laid on the head would be a high oftcncc. One of thofe feamcn who 
rcfidcd on the ifland, a brute, in outrage of their cuftoms, would carry 
provifions on his head, and was regarded with horror as a cannibal j 
they have even-diiFcrcnt names for the head of a hog, , a dog,- a bird, 
a fiili. 

If a man cats in a houfc with a woman, he takes one end, and flic 
the other, and they deep in the middle. If a woman has a child, the 
provifions for it miift not come in at the-fame door with the mother’s; 
but there is an opening like a window', through which- they arc re¬ 
ceived ; and it would be reckoned bcaftly in the hlghcft degree for her 
to cat whllft Ihc is fuckhng her child. W hen they travel,- their provi- 
fious mull: be carried in feparate canoes. 

The cullom of uncovering before the chiefs is univerfal. We have 
introduced, however, it is ^id, a mode of evading it: it, any man or 
woman'be clothed in a fhirt, or coat, ot European cloth, or has a hat 
of our manufjufurc, he is not obliged to be unclothed : it fufficcs if 110 
removes the piece of Otahclte cloth which is over his flioulders. 
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Section m 

Amufements. 

THEIR Uifc is without toil, and every man at libert}''to do>> go, and 
ad as he pleafes, without the diftrefe of care, or apprdienlion of want; 
and as their Lcifure is great, their fports and amufements are various. 

Of thefe, fwimming in thc>furf appears to afford them fmguJar 
delight. : At this fport both foxes are very dexterous; and the divcrfion 
is reckoned great in proportion as the liirf' runs higheft, and breaks 
vritfe the greateft violence: they will continue it for hours together, 
till they are tired. Some make ufo of a fmall board, two feet and a 
half, or more, formed with a fharp point, like the forepart of a canoe; 
but others ufo none, and depend wholly on their own dexterity. They 
fwim'out beyond where the Iwcll of the forf begins, which they follow 
as it rifes, throwing themfclvcs on the top of the wave, and fleering 
thcmfelves with one leg, whllfl the other is raifod out of the water, 
their brcaft-repofing on the plank, and one hand moving them forward, 
till the furf, begins to gather way: as the rapidity of its motion in- 
creafos, they arc carried onward with the moil amazing velocity, till 
the furf is ready to break on the fhorc, when, in a moment, they fleer 
themfolves round with fb quick a movement as to dart head foremoft 
through the wave, and rifing on the outfide, fwim back again to the 
place where the fiirf firfl begins to fwell, diving all the way through 
the waves, which are running furioufly on |he fliore. 

In the courfo of this amufoment they fbmetimes run foul of each 
other, when many arc fwimming together; thofe who arc coming on 
noti being able to flop their motion, and thofe who arc moving the 
contiary way, unable to keep their fuificient diflance, fo that they arc 
carried together by the rufhing wave, and hurled neck and heels on 
fhorc before they can difombarrafo thcmfelves, and get well bruifed on 
their landing. The women arc excellent at this fport; aad lddeah, the 
queen mother, is reckoned the mofl expert in the .whole ifland. The 
children take the'fame divcrfion in a weaker furf^ learning to fwim as 
fooH as they learn to .walk, and feldom meet withfany accident; except 
being dalhcd on the beach ;> but hardly ever a peifoit is drowned. If a 
fhark comes in among thcm> they all firround^him, 'ahd. force him oh 
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fliorc, if they can ])ut once get him into the furf, though tliey ufe no 
inlhuments for the purpolc; and dioukl he efeape, they continue their 
fport, unapprchcnfive ot danger. This divcrlion is moll counrhon when 
the wellcrly winds prevail, as they arc always attended with a hcarj- 
fwell which continues many days after the bad weather is abated. 

Their amulements on Ihore arc, throwing the fpcar, or javelin, 
fliooting wdth bows and arrows, wrcllling, dancing, and fevcral other 
games; at all which the women have their turn as well as the men; 
but they always play Icparately from each other. 

The javelins arc lirom eight to fourteen feet long, and pointed with 
the fwharra, or palm-tree. Thclc they liurl at a'inark fet up at the 
diftance of thirty or forty yards, with great cxailncfs. They hold the 
fpcar in the right hand, and polfc it over the fore-finger of the left. At 
this game one dillridl often plays againll another, but never for any 
w'ugcr, only the dillrid; in which tliey play provides an entertainment. 

Their hows arc made of porow, and their arrows of fmall bamboos, 
pointed with toa wood, which they fix on with bread-fruit gum. The 
bovv-llrings arc made of the bark of the roava ; with thelc they Ihoot 
againll each other, not at a mark, but for tho-greatcll diftance. Tlicy 
never ufc this inllrumcnt in war ; and the clothes they w-ear on this 
(Kcafion, arc facred to tlve game, and never worn at any other time. 
Since they have learned the ufc of more dcftrudlivc w'-eapt)ns, the guns, 
which they have procured from us, they are faid to have become ex¬ 
cellent marklmcn. 

They arc dexterous wreftlcrs. When they challenge each other they 
llrike the bend of the left arm w ith the right hand, and if left-handed, 
reverfe it. The arm being bent, rcceixcs the hand on its cavity, and 
makes a loud report. The man who returns the clap, accepts the chal¬ 
lenge, and throws both arms forward, as if to lay hold of his antagonlft. 
The ring is immediately formed, and they dole with each other. As 
foon as the ftruggle iflucs in the fall of either, he filently retires, nor 
incurs imy difgracc, and the conqueror goes clapping rouitd the ring. 
If they wrclllc one dillricl againll another, the women always wreltlc 
firfl, and the men fuccced. At this, Iddcah, the queen-mother, ex¬ 
cels ; and when the party is won or loll, the w'^omen of the vi(^torious 
dillri<5l llrike up a dance. Iddcah is ulually millrcfs of the ceremonies, 
and appoints the number ol falls which lhall be made: the party which 
gains that number firll, is adjudged tlie vi(!'tor; and the vanquilhed 
exprefs not the lead -dilTatisfadion. In general, the women bear their 
foils worle thun the men, and betray moll figns of anger at being 
■worlled. 
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,, They frequently exercife at quarter-ftatf; and are very expert at de- 
Itsuding thoir head, and all other parts of their body:. this they pradlile 
fr<anv!^ir teudercll age. The fcie?w;c of defence is a chief obje«fi; 
for a wound in ^var confers no honour, but rather difgracc; tlierefort 
they always hide the fear, if poflible. 

They pradtlfe the lling for anuifemcnt, as well as employ it in 
battle, and throw a ftone with great force and tolerable exaeftnefs. 
'i'heir llings arc made from the plaited hbres of the cocoa-nut hufk, 
having a broader part to receive the ftone: at one cml is a loop for the 
hand, in order to keep the fling fall when they difeharge the ftone. 
In charging the, fling they hold it round their ihouldcrs, keeping the 
ftone faft in it with their left thumb, and jumping, living the fling 
three times round their heads; holding the left hand grafped on the 
wrift of the right, and thus difeharge the ftone with a ibrce flifficicnt 
to enter the bark of a tree at two hundred yards diftance; the ftone 
flying at an equal diftance from the ground, like a bullet, all the wa}'. 

Their dances are various. The heiva is performed by men and 
women in Icparatc parties. The w^omcn are moft gracefully drefled, 
and keep exad time with the mufic during the performance, obferving 
a regular movement both of hands and feet, though nothing refem- 
bling our dances. The heivu is ufually performed by torch-light. 
The manner is exadly reprefented in Cook’s Voyages. They generally 
dance under cover; but, by day, before the houfes, unlcfs it rain.s, 
having large mats Ipread on the grals. The women’s drcls is a long 
white petticoat of fine cloth, with a red border, and a red llripe about 
ten inches from the bottom ; a kind of veft, or corllc.t, made of white 
or lEoloured cloth, comes clofe up under the arms, and covers tlie 
breafts;. to this they attach two bunches of black feathers at the point 
of each breaft; fcvcral taflcls of the lame hang round the waift, and 
fall as low as the knees. Two or three red or black feathers on caclj 
fore-finger fupply the place of rings. On the back, from the fhouldcr 
to tlic hip, are fixed two large pieces of cloth neatly plaited, like a fan 
or furbelow, and edged with red. Their heads are ornamented with 
the tampu, or vaft braids of human hair wrapped rpund like a turban, 
and ftuck full of fragrant and beautiful flowers, intermixed .with beads 
and fhark’s teeth, : our fine writing-paper was al/o ;fqmqtimc^ spplic^ 
in addition to tfieft ornaments. ’ 

A mafter of ceremonies direfts the movements of the dancers; and 
when the women retire, their places arc fupplied by a chorus, w'ho 
fmg with the raufic, or by aftors, who perform pantomimc.s, feizing 
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the mannfjrs'of their European vifitors, which thty Imitate' in great 
pcrfcAiori : not Iparing the conduft ot their own thiots, when oh)e^ls 
of Jatife ; avliieii Icrvcvas a lalutary check and admonition; lor if they 
arc faulty, they are fure. to lie publicly expofed. ' = 

The liovilcs in which the hen as are pc; formed arc open ahthe ends 
and in front, the hack being fcrcened by matting of cocoa--ntit leaves: 
Tonnd the ends and in front of the houfe, there is a low railing of about 
a foot in height, witliih tvhich the performers exhibit ; and wlthehit, 
the audience lit or Hand ; the area before the houfc arid the floor 'a;r« 
all covered with matting. • ’ 

Any number of women may perform at once; but as die drefs is 
very expenfive, flrldom more tlian two or four dance ; and when this 
is done before the chief, the drefles are prefented to him after tlic 
heiva is finiflicd; and thefe contain thirty or forty yards of cloth, I'rom 
one to four yards wide. ’ 

Tlic ponnara, or evening dance, is performed by any number of 
women, of any age Or defeription, who chulc to attend at the place 
ajipointcd, which is ufually the cool lhade. They are drefled in their 
bell apparel, and their heads decorated with wreaths of flowers. They 
divide into two equal parts, about twenty yards cliftant, and placing 
themfelvcs in rows oppofitc to each other, a fmall green bread-fruit is 
brought liy way of football. The leading dancer of one of the party 
takes this in her hand, and, foepping out about midway, drops it before 
her, and lends it with her foot to the oppofitc row, returning to hci 
place; if the ball efoapes, without being flopped in its courfe before it 
touches the ground, they ftrike up tlie dance and fing, beating time 
with their hands and feet; this lafls about five minutes, avlicn they 
prepare to receive the ball from the otiicr party who have flood llillt 
if they catch the ball, they return it again : if it efcape them, the other 
party dance in their turn. After thus amuling thbml'clves and the fpccy- 
tators for fome hours, the ball is kicked away, and both parties firik’c 
up together. It is at this time they ufe the'lewd geftur.cs ;d^fcmb( d 
by fome of our voyagers: but thefe only arc pradlfclVby tlie ybiuig and 
wanton, who (fays the reporter) are no more to lie faked lor the 
flandard of manners than the ladies in the Strand,-(.r flic fea hymphs 
at Spithcad, would be fpccimeus of our fair countrywomen, '' ' ' • 
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SECTION VIII. 

Provtfiom and Cookery. 

THE country abounds in every thing necelTary for the lufoenancc 
of its inhabitants. They have multitudes of hogs, Vvhich breed rapidly, 
and fome of a very large fort: dogs arc highly relilhed, and rats are 
numerous and troublcfome: common fowls are in great abundance. 
Thefc, with the birds, conftitute the chief of their animal food. 

• Wc had made an effort to increafe their ftock, but with little foccefs. 
The mare only is yet alive at Ulictea, but the horfe is dead. In their 
wars the cattle were carried to Eiiueo; the bull is deftroyed, and the 
cows grown wild. The breed of fheep perifoed. They made attempts 
to drefs the beef and mutton; but having no mode but burning them 
as the hogs, and baking them in their ovens, the hide was tough as 
leather, and the tafte highly offenfive: this made them negle<^led and 
defpifed. The goats have had better fpecd, but are difliked for their 
fmcll and the mifehief they do the cloth plantations, and are fo inferior 
to their hogs and dogs, as never to be eaten by the natives ; they arc 
chiefly driven to the mountains. The cats multiply, and arc ufcful. 
Wc hav'c lately endeavoured to repair the breed of fheep, and though 
the beft ram died, there is a profpeft of their incrcafc under our care, 
unlcfs deftroyed by the natives or their dogs. A neft of rabbits ha? 
been produced, and they can hardly fail of Ipreading. Wc have ducks 
alfo, but they have not yet well fucccedcd. A bull fent to Eimeo 
would continue the breed, though the natives dare not approach the 
cows, which arc grown wild on the mountains. The fame fate at¬ 
tended the vegetables, which the former voyagers carried thither, as 
tlie animals. Not having patience to let them ripen, and tafting them 
when green, they dcf|iifcd the grapes, and trod them under foot; and 
the pines had hardly a better ifl'uc: Imt the latter arc now cultivated, 
and, under our care, will foon be a valuable acccffion to their ftock of 
fruits. The Indian corn w’ould ripen every three months, if they 
thought it worth their pains. Our brethren will probably greatly in¬ 
crcafc the number of culinary articles, though the natives have already 
abundance, and care not for any additions; 

Filh they take of many forts andJn great plenty: and they have 
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fuch a profufion of roots, fruits, and vegetables, as can fcarcely be enu¬ 
merated : the greater part growing fpontaneoufly, and needing neither 
labour nor culture. The principal of thefe is the ooroo, or bread¬ 
fruit. This beautiful, ufeful, and highly efteemed vegetable feems pc • 
culiar to the Pacific Ocean, and is in ti\e higheft perfedtion at Otaheitc. 
The tree is of the fizc of a middling oak, which in its branching it 
greatly rcfcmblcs; the leaves, however, arc more like thofc of t!ie fig- 
tree, both in -colour and fubftance: they are a foot and a half in length, 
of an oblong form, the edges deeply indented, and the ribs jiclding, 
when broken, a white milky juice: from the bark, or flock, a fliong 
bliick gum exudes, which ferves them Inftcad of pitch for the canoes, 
and as birdlime to catch the fmaller birds; and which, by tapping, 
might l)C produced in great quantities. The tree is of quick growth, 
fhotjts again when cut down, and bears fruit In about four years. This 
niofl plentiful and nutritious food grow's as large as a man’s two fills. 
Its furface is rough like net-work; the fkin is thin; the core but linalh 
the intermediate part, which is eaten, white, and \cry like tlic con- 
fiflencc of the crumb of a new-baked roll. It Is divided like an apple, 
and the core taken out, and then roafled in their oven, when its tallc 
is very fimilar to the crumb of the finetl wheaten bread, ^vith a flight 
fwcctiicfs, as from a mixture of the Jcrufalem artichoke. Belidcs fur- 
nifhing the mofl nutritive food, and in the greateft abundance, this 
tree claims pre-eminence, as affording from its bark the moll durable 
clothing; the wood being excellent for building, and for their canoes, 
having the lingular property of not being allecled by the worms; and 
the leaves arc ein]do}ed as wrap^rers for dreffing their provifioiis. 
When the fruit is ripe they gather it in quantities, and iVirrn it into 
a four pallc called mahie, which will keep till the fruit is again inlealbn. 
When gathered for this ule, they ferape off the outward rind, and lay 
it in hcap.s to incllo.v; a deep nit is then dug in the ground, and care¬ 
fully lined with large leaves; tins cavity is filled with the fruit, and 
llrongly thatched down with a ridge like a mulhroont bed ; the whole 
is prclfed clofe with Hones laid over it: there it ferments and fettles: 
when the fermentation is over, they open the pit, ancl put up the ler- 
mented fruit in frclh leaves, taking out the core, :ind lloring it for ufc, 
as we cover up potatoes for winter. Some, prc\ious to this proeef?, 
cut out the core, which makes the colour whiter, but pre\ cuts it ironi 
keeping fo long. 

• At this fcafon alfo of the ripe bread-fruit, they make a large oven 
called oppeeo. The chief, on tliis occafion, fummons all his tenauts 
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a»id'de]^iVda,ht3 to bring; each a certain cfuantlty of'the ripe frurti 
otf a day'dppftintcdi is lodged at hw houle, to <hc anwmit- of firteeri 
cir huiidrcd weight. ■ They next repair’to the dor ‘wood/ 

and having coIlc<ftcd each man his burden, they dig a-holc eigh't'or imie 
ftet deepi paving it, and building it up witli large pebbles ; this they 
fill with wood, and fetting it cm fire, when burnt out, and the ftdnes 
thoroughly lieatcd, they Iprcad the emlx;rs on the bottom of the pit- 
with long poles i thefe they cover with green IcaVcs and* tHe-dmufed- 
fia’k cf the plantain : the pit is filled with the bread -fruit, and 'covered- 
wkh Ralks and leave's af bottom as oil the fidcs, and hot embers fpread 
(^verthem; the oven «’thcn thatched down thickly with grals and 
leaves, and the earth that was dug out caft over the whole. After 
two or thrc^i days it is fit for ufc, when they make an opening, taking 
(ijvt'uis nuich as they need, and flopping it again clofe. Tlii.s paftc 
makes a moll nutrituins I’vvect pudding, and all the children of the I'a- 
mily and their relations fcaft on it eagerly. During this fcllivc fcaforr 
they fcldom quit the houfe, and continue wrapj)ed up in cloth ; and 
it Is furprifing to fee them in a month become fo fair and fiit, that 
tlicv can fcarcely breathe: the children afterwards grow' amazingly, 
'i'hc baked bread-fruit in this flate very mucli in talle rcfcmblcs gin¬ 
gerbread. 

I'his is repeated each returning fcafon; nor is it confined to the 
chiefs, as all may procure it who will be at the pains to provide the 
oven; for he wlio has no bread-fruit of his own, or dependants to 
fupply it, goes round to his neighbours with garlands, like our May- 
diiy- ones, of a Ihnib called percpccre ; thefe arc hollow', and capable of 
containing fufficient brcad-l'ruit for his family: all of his ow n rank 
contribute to fill them ; and if he has hands fufficient to ferape them 
and fill the pit, each brings his portion: if not, he leaves word w hen 
he means to cafl on them, and they prepare accordingly. If a chief 
wants bread-fruit, be fends his garlands round, and they are furc to 
come home full; if he fends cocoa-nut leave.-*, they' form them into 
b'afkets for the liimc pxirpofc. But, w’ithout fcndiiig, he is furc to be 
fupplied with bread-!'ruit, hog.«, and fifli, whenever wanted. The hogs 
arc baked in the fame kind of oven. 

OowuiE, or yams. Thefe grow' wild in the moimtams, from one 
to fix feet longj and-of ditFcrent-thicknefs. They arc Very gfxul 
eating; but being procutcd at a diflance and with more trouble, in 
the bread-fruit fcaibn’they’me little' fought after.’ Thefe alfo are 
I'Ukod. • -0.' ('■ 
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Tarrq, . . The root is from twelve to fixtecn inches long* and ne^ily, 
as rnircH.in girth.. It is cultivated in watered grounds* and the. Icavt.s 
make as good: greens as Ipinach. They muft be thoroughly drefl'ed, of 
they occafion au unplcafant itching in the fundaments 

OoMARUA. Sweet potatoc. Thefe arc in great abundance, but 
very different from thofc in the Weft Indies and America, being in 
fliape like the Englifli potatoc, of an orange colour, refembling the to¬ 
mato, and, like them, growing .on the ftalk. They fccm in taftc 
neareft the Jerufalem artichoke. 

Yappe. a mountain root, larger than the tarro. It requires to 
be wcU drefled, a;? the raw juice is acrid, and ftJts the tongue and lips 
in a great heat, ixit w'hen properly prepared is very good food. 

Pkea. a root like potatoes, and of the nature of caflada. If drefied 
without proper treatment it is bitter, acrid, and impleafaut; to remedy 
this, they grate it on coral into a tray, and pour water upon it, whicli 
they decant next day, and repeat the ablutions for five or fix days, ftir- 
ring it up; by tlii.s means all the deleterious quality is wafhed away; 
they then dry it in the fun, and put it up for life. It rcfemblcs ftarch j 
makes, as flour, excellent pudding; and, mixed with water, forms a 
pafte for joining and thickening their cloth. 

M.ipook a is a ipecie.s of tarro, growing w ild in the mountains, and 
fmallcr than what is cultivated. The juice is acrid and hot; but, pro¬ 
perly drefled as before, is ufed for food or pafte, as the pcca. 

Divve. a common root, growing e\ery where, large as a potatoc, 
but mort like the turnip-radilh. It is of a fiery pungent tafte, but 
lofcs it by being kept all night in one of their ovens, by wliich alfo 
the mapoora bcciimes edible. - 

Tkk. a root of no great fi/.c, growing in the mountains, fwectifli, 
and producing a juice like mohiilcs: wlicn in want of otlier provifions, 
tliey dig it up and l)akc it., The leaves arc ufed to line the pits for,the 
mahic.and to thatch the temporary huts, in their cxeurflous to the 
higher regions. They make ufc of thefe alfb to fjiarc better clothes: 
With ope of thefe leaves round their waifts as a maro, and the plantain 
over, their fliouldcrs, they drefs for fifning, or any dirty work. 

EfitroYE. A kind of fern. It only grows in the .mountains: the 
root when. drc.flcd js good I'ood.—— 1 here-, is a l ancty- of other roots 
itrow.ing fpoqtancQufly, but Icldoirv ufed, except in,a fcarcity of bread- 
fruit» or during imy the raouutalu.s: then,they,dig'up and drefs 

tj;c roots around the^rt, to avoid the trouble of carrying'provifions. As 
they arc expert at killing birds, with which the hills abound, and. at 
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catching fi^h, which the lakes and riyulcts furnifli in plenty, they fcl- 
ciom know want; though luinctimcs they are detained a conliderablc 
time itt i'oarcii oi thx landai vv'ood, dyes lor their cloth, and fwcet 
herbs and dowers for perl'uming the cocoa-nut oil. 

E’ve£, improperly called the yellow apple, is as large as a nonpareil, 
and of a bright golden hue ; but oblong, and different in fmcll and 
■tafle from our apples, more rcfcmbling a peach in flavour, as well as in 
being a llone fniit. It has been compared to a pine-apple or a mango. 
It grows on a large beautifully fpreading tree, three or four in a bunch; 
is propagated by Iccds or fuckers, I'oon produces fruit, and is in feafon 
a great part of the year. The bark tiirnifhcs allb a trairfpnrent gum, 
like that on the plum-tree, called tapou, which they ufc as pitch for 
their canoes. 

E’hey\h is a fruit of a red hue, like the European apple in tafle 
and fubllance, but more watery. It has a great liugukrity, of fila¬ 
ments hanging from it, which come from the core. This ircc is about 
the fj^e of a cherry-tree. Thefc two, with another bearing red flowers 
of an unplcafant Irncll, arc the only ones which annual'y Ihcd their 
leaves; from the cvee they begin to fall in September, and by Clirlfl- 
mas the young leaves and fruit make their appearance; and the apples 
ot Matavai begin to ripen in June. The heyah is ripe in Novcmlx'r, 
and the leaves fall in ,Tunuar\'. The other trees remain in p.erpetual 
verdure, never lofmg their leaves altogether, but the young ones fne- 
cccd the old us they fall. From thcle eider has been made by the 
mutineers. 

Next to the bread-fruit In ufcfulncfs, and almofl equal to it, is the 
itRARKE, or cocoa-mit, which affords both meat, drink, cloth, and oil. 
The hulks arc fpun into rope and lafhings for the canoes, and ufed for 
calking. Of the lea\ cs they make bafkets, bonnets, and temporary 
houfes; and of the trunk, fuel. 

The R ATA A, Of chefnut, is different both in fize and fhape from 
thofe of Europe. The fruit is flattened more as a bean, alx)ut two 
inches and a half acrofs, but much rcfcmbling a chefnut in tafle, and 
is roafled like them. 

Shaddocks, tranfplanted from the Friendly Iflands by Britifh navi¬ 
gators, and called by the natives ooroo pappaa, foreign bread-fruit, 
arc in no eflimation. The European vifitors likcwile have added pine¬ 
apples, lemons, limes, Indian corn, tobacco, ginger, &cc. which how¬ 
ever feem little valued by the iflanders. 

Gf plantains they have fifteen different forts: the maiden grata ; 
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the horfe plantain, paparoa ; tim mountain, fayf,, fzc. Tec generic 
name is mayya. Theikye grows only on the mountains, aiui (llinrs nuich 
from all the other ipecie?, tlic Italk being of a raven or deep pvupie co¬ 
lour, the leaves larger, and of a deeper green. The fruit grows d) 
round the top of the llfjck, which rites upriglit like a j'ugar-loaied 
cflbbage, and clofely wedged in by the fule of each other; when ripe, 
tlie fruit is a reddith brown, and within a greenilh yellow, and has 
Ibmcthing of the fmell of paint; if cut when young, it relemblcs and 
fmclls like cucumber. Of thefe they make a pudding which taftes 
like goo feberry-fool, called popor pave. The root is as good as yam. 
Of plantains alfo they make a pudding, called tooparro, mixed with 
tarro and cocoa-nut, very like a cuftard. The cocoa-nut is grated on 
coral, and mixed with its own milk ; this is wrung dry in a ftringy 
kind of grafs, that cxprcflc.s the w'hltc juice, and leaves the fubftance 
of tlie nut behind: into this juice they grate the tarro, and mix the ripe 
plantain, tying the whole up in plantain-leaves made tough by holding 
them over the fire, Thefe pudding-bags remain all night in the oven, 
and, w hen taken out, the preparation may be eaten hot or cold, and 
will keep for many weeks. 

Say PAY is another kind of nice pudding made of bread-fmit and 
cocoa-nut milk in the fame manner; and often drellcd in fmall quan¬ 
tities, by putting into it heated ffoncs. 

Poe tarro is made of the lame materials, with the addition of the 
tender leaves of tarro broken into it, 

PoE I’EEA is made with the gratings of the pcca into the cxpreflcd 
cocoa-nut juice; and, when well made, relemblcs a luct dum[)ling ; 
tliongh, if the peca be eaten in any quantity, it Ibmctimcs caufes a. 
giddincii in the head. 

PoPOE is a compound of baked bread-fruit and mahic, beat up to¬ 
gether in a tniy w itii a llonc inltrumcnt, and eaten at every meal, 
mixed with water or cocoa-nut milk ; and fometimes is made of bread¬ 
fruit or maliic leparatrlv, according to the fcveral taltcs of the perfons. 
In this Hate it much reli mblcs llumm,cry. Witli this our new-born 
infant is daily fuppliod by old Madam Pyctea, and thrives greatly. A 
multitude of inferior roots and fruits arc cdlhlc, and might he improved 
by cultivation, but the immcnlity of Ipontancous produce renders it 
unneceflary. 

The coeoa-nut oil is made by grating the full-grown cocoa-nut ker¬ 
nel into a large trough; after a few days digeftion the oil begins to 
Icparatc, which they gently pour off, and mix with it fragrant herbs, 
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flovy'crs, the t'arina ot'thc hlofloms of the Iwharra, or prickly palm, and 
fandal wood, leaving the whole to macerate three weeks or a month, 
well ftirring the ingredients every day. When it has acquired a llrong 
perfume, the oil is wrung out, and put up into bamboos for ufc, and 
callc<l manoc. Tlicrc is a quicker method of extrading tlic oil, by 
expofing the nuts broken to the fun; but the oil thus drawn is always 
rancid. 

In preparing a hog for the table, they always either drown or ftrangle 
it: the latter is ufually preferred. If the hog is large, they make two 
or three rounds of ftrong cord about his neck, and with a iHck twifl if- 
till the breath is ftojipcil, Huffing the noftrils and fundament with grab;, 
when the animal quickly dies. They wet it all over, and furrounding 
it with dry leaves or grafs, finge off the hair, feraping it with Hicks 
and cocoa-nut ffiells, and a rough Hone, till the fkin is perl'edly clean. 
With a fplit bamboo, or knife, they open the belly, and take out the 
entrails and coagulated blood, which they divide into cocoa-nut iliells 
mixed with fime fat of the cawl: to this they put hot Hones, and 
make a kind of black pudding, by way of whet, vvhilH the hog is 
baking. The hog being wafhed within, the maw- cleaned, and the 
rcH of the guts, the whole is placed in the pit, or oven, reHing on its 
belly, and with it bread-fruit, yams, taro, &c. covered thick with 
plantain-leaves, hot embers, and grafs, with the earth w hich w as dug 
out heaped upon it till ready; which, in a hog of a moderate fize, re¬ 
quires at leaH two hours; if the pig is fmall, Icfs than half the time 
will ferve. The leaves arc placed fo carefully, that not a particle of 
earth reaches the provifions, either in going in or coming out. In the 
fame manner they drefs all their other food; and they like it well 
dre.fled, except their filh, which they prefer raw. Their cookery is 
Hmply baking or broiling, as they have no vcHcl of their ow-n capable 
<»f bearing the fire. However, they lole nothing bl the delicacy of their 
food in baking; an.d fifli fo drefl'ed is prcfei'ablc to being boiled. 

They make three meals a day when at home, and cat heartily; and 
nothing plcafcs them more than to obfcnc a Hranger cat with appe¬ 
tite. When at a diHance from their ufual abode, and great multitudes 
are aflcmbled in one diHrift, provifions cannot be furniflicd for all in 
proper feafon, and they content themfelves with one meal a day ; and 
when tlius completely hungry they may well pafs for voracious with 
thofc who have their regular meals, and arc fatiated with the plenty 
around them ; hefides, every one endeavours to procure abundance f'^fr 
the Hranger, even though be ffiould go himfelf w'ith a hungry belly 
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The grcatcil part of theix diet is vegetable, and it doc.s not often fall 
to the lot of inferiors to have a regular fupply of animal food. What¬ 
ever the fca produces they eat, affirming that nothing unclean can 
Come from water. 

In eating they fit crofs-lcgged on the ground, or on leaves; they firft 
make their olieriug to tlie if ituoa (for this even heathen,s feel tlieir 
bounden duty), then walh their hands, and begin fluffing their mouths 
full of bread-fruit, and dip their filli or Ikih in a cocoa-nut flicil of fait 
water, which is their lalt-cellar. They arc ever ready to divide their 
proviliou with thoie who have none. Any place ferves for a dining¬ 
room ; they often fejuat down on the grafs, or under a fliady tree, and 
iiiways cat ieparatcly, for fear of incommoding each other with their 
dy-f.aps. Green leaves from the nearcll tree afford them a table-cloth, 
and before them is a cocoa-nut Ihell of fVefli as well a.s fait water. 

Hcfidcs their hogs and poultry, their dogs arc cflcemcd excellent 
f)od, and much preferred to goat’s flclh, being fed wholly on vege¬ 
tables ; the goats, though numerous, w'c never faw them touch. Their 
fowls do not differ from our own ; and in tendernefs and flavour arc 
nothing inferior. 

They feldom plant bread-fruit trees, as they fpring again from the 
roots wherever cut down ; but they make large plantations of cocoa- 
nuts and plantain: a beautiful grove near One Tree hill was fet by the 
hands of Pomarre and Iddcah. Thef'e plantations are ufually the W'ork 
of the chiefs, who generally excel the iow'cr clafles, w'hcther in fports 
or ingenuity. The noble women arc the principal cloth-makers; nor 
is it the Icaff dlfparagcmcnt for a chief to be found in the midfl: of his 
workmen labouring with his own hands; hut it would be reputed a 
great difgracc not to fliow fuperior Ikill. Like the ancient patriarchs, 
they affift in preparing and cooking food for their vifitors. 


SECTION IX. 

Birds. 

THE number of the feathered tribe is very great. Befide the com¬ 
mon tame fbw'l, they have w'ild ducks, parro(juets ofvauous kinds, the 
blue and white heron, fly-flapper, woodpecker, doves, boobies, nod¬ 
dies, gulls, petcrcls, fund-larks, plover, martin, mcn-of-war and tropic 
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birds, with a multitude of others unknown to us. The mountains pro¬ 
duce a great variety of a larger and fraaller fizc, for beauty and for 
fong; thefe arc never feen on the low lands, nor near the fca. 

The tropic-birds build their nclls in holes of the clifts; and as their 
long feathers are held in rccpicll lor their partes and mourning drefles, 
they procure them in the Udlowing dangerous manner. From the top 
of the high cliffs, beaten by the w'avcs beneath, a man is lowered down 
by a rope, fcated acrofs a ff ick: he fcarches all the holes from bottom 
to top, fwingih^ from point to point by a ffaft'he holds in his hand, 
and by the ftoues which prcye(5t, or the flirubs which grow there. 
Wlicn he finds a bird on her neft, he plucks out her tail feathers, and 
lets her fly. When he can find no more birds, or is tired of the labour, 
he gives the flgnal to be drawn up. Dreadful as it may appear to be 
thus hanging thirty or forty fathom down, and four times as mam- to 
the bottom, few accidents ever happen ; though the fport is ollon 
continued for many hours together. 

They fet a peculiar value on the fliining black feathers of the nien- 
of-war birds, which being birds of pafl'age, they watch their arri\ al at 
the rainy Icafon ; a float of light wood is'then launched into the water, 
baited with a fmall fifli, as fbon as they obfene the bird approaching, 
whilft they ftand ready wdth a long pole of flxtcen or eighteen feet 
within reach of the float. The moment the bird pounces on the filh 
to felze it, they ftrike at him with the pole, and feldom fail of bringing 
him down ; if they mifs their aim, the bird cannot be again tcm{)tc(l 
to approach. The cock bird is mofl: valuable, and a large hog will be 
Ibmetimcs exchanged I'or one. 

The fmaller birds are caught with the bread-fruit gum made into 
birdlime, and fpread on flicks of bamboo. Thofe who ireejuent the 
mountains will often kill them with a flone tbrow'n by baud. Ule in 
tlfis fport has made them fine markfmen ; they point at the bird with 
the fore-finger of the left hand, as if taking aim, and feldom fail of 
bringing him down, if at ho great diflance; but on the wing they aa 
feldom fuccccd. 
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SECTION X. 


Fijhery. 


THEIR fifl\lng-tack!c confifts of fcincs of allfizes, from five fathoms 
to fifty, and from one to twelve fatlioms deep. They have lines and 
hooks of all forts. Thefc fcincs and lines arc formed from the bark 
of a flirub called roeva, which fcldorn grows larger than hemp, and 
looks like it when dreffed. Th;-rc arc Icvcral other forts of an inferior 
quality. They twill the filaiiK "s on their thigh with their hands, 
and w ind up the thread into balls, fome of two, lomcof three threads; 
but they fcldorn make their lines of more than two threads, even for 
dolphins; the three threads being more liable to kink and get foul, 
when of any confidcrable length;" and as they always play the dolphin, 
arc more apt to fnap. Their hooks arc made of pcarl-lliclls, though 
they prefer iron, and form a nail into an excellent hook. Our hooks 
were highly cllccmed by them. They hare difterent fizes and different 
lliapcs for the different kinds of filli. Some arc made to reprefent the 
flying-filh, others for putting on real filh, or what other bait tlie lllli 

will take. . .r r M 

For the dolphin they filh ni failing canoes, at four or five nulcs 

dillanca? from land. They ne\er put out a line till they difeover a fifh, 
when they make fare of it, as tliey bait with flying-fifh prepared tor 
that purpofe. When the dolphin is hooked they play him till fpent, 
when they bring him ulongfidc by degrees, and lay hold on ■ the ,tail, 
by which they lift him in, never depending on the hook and line. 
When they have got to the filhing ground they ply to windwar.d. 
About fifty or fixty canoes from Matavai arc employed in tins fiflicj'y 
during the feafon, which lafts about fix months, as thefc fifli follow 
the fun While the fiin is to the north tliey are fcarcc; when lie 
palfcs the line, in great plenty. They fpawn about March, and then 
the fifhery ccafcs, and the canoes are othcrvyilc employed, either m 
trading to the illands, or in fitting for the albicorc and bonetta fiihcry, 


which next commences. n • ^ 

While the dolphin fifhery lafts, numbers of large flymg-fifli are 
caught by the following means: a number of fmall white flicks, fix 
or eight feet long, are prepared, and weighted with a Rone to keep 
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them crc<5l in the water: to each of tliefe they fix a fliort line and a 
hook of bone baited with cocoa-nut kernel. Thete they call out into 
the tea as they are Handing off at a ditbincc from each other, and 
taking them up at their return, generally find a filh at every hook ; lo 
that if they have no fuccefs at the dolphin filhcrv, tlicy do not icturu 
empty-handed, and fometimes bring in lliark:; and other filh. 

To filh for AAitYK, or albicorc, aiul the I’arroa, or bonetta, they 
have a double canoe ; on this a crane is fixed, at the head of which 
they have two lines made faft to a fp'rcading loik, I’orming two 
horns, and at the back a rope. I'hc heel is fixed in a roller on the 
lore part of the canoe, and all but one man arc kcj)t abaft to attcjid 
the back rope. The man v,iu;) Hands forwards baits the hook, and 
when they fee a fifii tliey lovvcr d()wn the crane till the bait touches 
the water. 'J'he man forwards keeps heaving out water with a fcooj), 
and now and then calls out a fmall filh. T.he. moment an albicorc is 
hooked he gives the fignal, and thofc abaft raile up the cra-nc, a:id 
the filh fwings in to the man, who is ready to leiv.c him. Sometimes 
llic filh is fo large, and the canoe fi) I'ght, that, without much care, 
the albicorc carries it under water; yet feldom any other damage en- 
fucs than the lofs of the hook and filh. 

The PEEKARA, or Ikipjack, is caught with a long bamboo and line; 
but from its fizc is more calily lifted in. MoH of the other filh are 
taken w ith feincs, which fometimes cnclofc turtle, or by hook and line 
in fmall canoes; and if they Iiook a large filh, they Hecr the canoe 
after him till he is fpent, and then lift him in. In this manner they 
take the ooroaa, or cavally, the eavva, or white falmon, andlcvcral 
t)f the larger fort. The canoe being light bears little Hrain, and the 
filh is fi)on exhauHed. The marara, or flying filh, arc caught in 
feincs of about twelve or fifteen fathoms long, and one and a half deep. 
With thefe thefy go out in fmall canoes, and Hioot them round the 
fifli; fpfaflilng the w ater and rapping the fidcs of the leine w ith their 
paddles till the fifli dart into the net, and mcfli themfclvcs. If the 
weather is calm, and a number of canoes fall in w'ith a llioal. of filh, 
they join their nets, and furround them; then all leap into the water 
and dive, rifing with a filh in each hand, bcfidcs thofe that are mclhed 
in the nets. They then haul them in, take out the filh, and follow 
the Ihoal, proceeding in the fame manner. Thofe who fifli for the 
dolphin-bait continue out great part of the night, and the darker the 
better. When thus employed they fometimes meet the fword-fifli, 
who ftrikes through the canoe, and repeats the flrokc in two or three 
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places before the fword fticks fall enou-^h to hold him. Thev leap 
(.jyerboard immediately ^\ilh a rone and rnnning noofc, and leenre 
him, but iTuiir initiiiitly liallcii cm fliorc, to jircvcnt the canoe tiaan 
linking:;, llie.y catch alfo iharks, tlion.frh not very larp;c, the linric 
nooted rope. I'lie tmallcr tlfb take rcli:p;c under the canoe, and as the 
Ihark approaches they arc ready to teeure him. Qaantities of 'ine 
roek-fifn are caught in pots. Tlicy are allb expert at doing alter 
them, and the ’roTAKRA, tn’ hedgehog-lilh, which they feidoni c.itch 
in any other way. 3'his tilh, wlien pnrfucd. lakes rei'uge under the 
coral rock; thither tlie dner jnir/ucs him, and brings liim uj) with a 
linger in each eye. They lometlrncs continue under waiter an allo- 
niihing while, challng the filh from hole to hole, and rile w ith. (.ne in 
each hand. Tlic weather mull be calm for good fport, as the kail 
ripple on the water darkens the bottom. In dark nights they emjdoy 
tordics to draw^ the fifh around the canoes, and have ]adin;^-nets ready 
to fcoop them np. When the filb come, into Ihoal Avatcr to /pawn, 
they llrip coeoa-nnt leaves from the Item, and knotting them on a 
line, fvveep w ith, them the reefs and flioal places, till they force them 
near the beach ; when, with lade-ncts or I'mall feines, they take great 
quantities. 

Helides thefe methods of lilblng, they nfe two or tliree-prougcd 
forks of toa wood, darting them at a diflance from the beach, and 
when they Itrlke a fdh I'wim after it; others, with many prong.s, are 
hurled amidll a Iboal from their canoes, and lunietimcs flrikc two or 
three filh at once. 

Whales arc feldom killed, except now' and then young one;: which 
get entangled in the reefs, or are tlirown o\cr them by the heavy 
liirf. When they dlfeovcr one in this htuation, they furround him 
with their canoes, and thrull into him tlieir war fpcars ; but oiten have 
their canoes dallied in pieces before they can dlfpatch him. 

Their filb are numberlefs, ol all fizcs, forts, and colours, common 
to tropical regions ; and many which are peculiar to thole fcas, and lor 
which no I'lnglini names arc known. Their filhing-tackle dilplays the 
greatcll ingenuity, and can only be exceeded by their art in uling it; 
in this no nation can vie with them. The liiherniau builds his own 
canoe, makes his lines and hooks, and bait, and all the neceflary appa¬ 
ratus. 'Fhe hooks arc ground with coral, from pcarl-lhelh, bones, the 
tulles of boars, and Ibmctimcs ol hard wood; and of different fhapes 
and Itzcs, according to the nature of the fiflicry. Some are formed, 
like our artificial flics, and Icrve for btilt and hook together, and 
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though not bearded fehloni lofc the filh ouce hooked; and notwth- 
ftanding the form to us appears moll elumly and rude, they will fuc- 
ceed, when wc, witli our heft hooks, CBiuiot. 

The women who are not of the blood royal, or married to fuch, arc 
forbidden to cat turtle, whale, porpoife, fliark, albicore, and dolphin. 
The turtle not being caught in any great plenty, and regarded as a 
luercd filh, is ul'ually lent to the chief, uiid catcu at the moral. 

The lliell-flfli are abundant; pearl and finall common oyflers, crabs, 
cruy-fi(h, cockles, fome of an enormous fizc, conebs, mulclcs, tigers, 
winkles of various kinds, wilks, clams, prawns, flirimps, fea-eggs, and 
Ihclls of peculiar beauty ; tlicrc arc alfo land crabs, but fcldom eaten. 

During the rains they catch great quantities of fmall fry at the 
mouth of the rivers: they form a large net, or rather a vaft bag, of 
the cocoa-nut hulk lowed together, with a wide moutli to receive the 
ftream, which is held open and fccurcd by Hones to the bottom. With 
cocoa-nut leaves llripped and tied together, called row, they fvvecj) all 
before them into the bag-net, and catch bullicls at a draught. Some¬ 
times the women take each a bag-net and balkct, forming a lincacrofs 
the river, and hold it to the bottom by their feet, and the mouth open 
with their hands ; and w'hcn they have filled their balkct, go home 
and drcf> them. I'licy fcldom return empty-handed, and the queen 
hcrfelf and her mother arc as often engaged in this w'ork as any others. 

They have alfo the fame methods pra^tifed with us, of running a 
dam acrofs tlie river where it is Ihoal, and leaving only Iluiccs open, 
where the bag-nets arc fixed: they go above, and plunge and beat the 
water, to drive the fifli into the net; tlvough to this they have feldom 
rccourfe till tlic waters are low, and the filh become fcarcc. 

WMicn they angle they Hand in tlic fea up to the Hioulders, ufing a 
long bamboo.fifliing-rod, and catch numbers of fine filli, particularly 
the m'ivov, or fca-ciuib, with others of a delicious kind, as the white 
mullet: the red are ufuaily caught in feincs, and ufed as bait for the 
albicore and bonetta. 

There is a fiili oi the conger eel kind which is poilbnous, and aflfeds 
them as fomctlmcs mufcles do us in England, but .in a greater degree, 
producing vaft Iwcilings in the body, hands, and feet, and even de¬ 
priving the limbs of fenfe and motion: they have, however, found out 
a medicine which in a few clays expels the poifon. An Englilhman 
ate of this filh without inconvenience, whilft a native who devoured 
what was left w'as almoft raving mad, his limbs fwollcn, inflamed as 
in the fcarlet feNcr, with excruciating pain, and his eyes rolling as if 
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they would ftart from their fockcts: yet, after ten dr twelve da vs he 
j^ecovered, by a preparation of herbs minillcrcd by a ]')rlcH; with r any 
prayers. *11118 kind ot fifh is about twc'nty inches lon^, the tins ed /ed 
with green, the fkin of a brownidi hue, and called by tlie riati\ es 
pu/thc, ftrrc, rhvfc. It is caught about the reefs, .and ihirc an- not 
poilbmms, though they know not certainly how to diftinguifn ^hc good 
from tlif. had. T'hcrc- is alfo a fmall red crah, no higoa r than a hotl'c- 

bean, ib very deleterious, that it alwap kills the penon who e.bs it. 
The libotdo, like our eoenlns indicus is fumetlmes nied by f!a m to 
intoxicate and poilbn the fdh ; but this never in)urcs the perfon who 
t’eeds upon them. 


SECTION XL 
Tnvs and S/iruhs. 

THEIR trees exhibit the greatefl beauty and variety; two arc par- 
ticul.'cl} remarkable i'or their floviers and fragranec, Tlie tf.whr 
has milk-white flowers, of a delicate fmell, fomethlng like jafmi'u;: 
w'ith thele they adorn their hair, lieing very fond of perfumes. The 
tree is large, and covered with flowers; it grow s in the low land', utid 
is cultivated with great care. The other is a native of the mountains, 
and called booa ; it bears a light yellow flower of fingular beauty and 
feent, with which the women form bandeaus for their hair. *i'hey 
have many other flovvers of !efs fragrance. I lie tobacco planted by 
Captain Cook is fpread over the illand, tlie natives being particulaily 
fond of the red blofl'om it bears. All forts of fvveet-fmcUing flowers 
would be highly pri/.cd by them. They have a variety of fwcet hedo, 
which they em’plo} in periuming their elotli and oil; one fort, a '-.ind 
of mint, they call .maiiooa. Tlie tomanoo nuts afford alfb a perfume 
when j.'ounded; they mix them with water, and Iteep their cloth in 
it, and for many dajs it retains :i povvcrlul fcciit, hut ly degrees it 

is lofl. ^, /-,!•/' 

Voi'TE, the morus papyrlfcra, tlie cloth-plant, or C hinefe paper 

mnlberry : tliere are two kinds in nl’c, the one called mvkruf., the 
•otlier I'oouow. This they c.ircful)y cultivate, fencing^ the plantations 
witii a-ditch, to prevent the hogs ‘and goats from having accefs to 
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tKenrt, cfpeclally the litter, which do much mifehief by barking them, 
and arc therefore tied up, or driven into tlie mountains. The plants^ 
of this tree fliout up like ofiers, and when about ten or twelve feet in 
heiglit, and three inches in circumference, they are cut down and care¬ 
fully Ifripped of their bark: of this their fineft white cloth is made. 
The rind being taken off, is carried to the water, the cuticle feraped off 
carefulh, and well walhed, till the lap and dime arc feparated from it; 
they wrap this in plantain-leaves, and leave It for three days to digcfl, 
by which time it becomes clammy and fit for working into cloth. The 
liark is next fpread of a regular thicknefs on the beam where it is to be 
beaten, about eight inches wide, and they begin with the grooved 
beetle to fpread it out to a proper breadth and equal tliickncfs in every 
part. A number of plantain-leaves arc laid on the ground, and on 
thefe the cloth is fpread to bleach in the early morning dew for fevcral 
day's, remor ing it as the fun grows high: when perfedly bleached, it 
is dried, and rolled up in bundles for uic. This cloth is called hboboo 
and parrawye : if they.wifh it to be clouded, they break the outer 
bark with a ftonc, and w’rap the flicks in leases for three or four days 
before they bark them. 

They mix alfo the inner bark of the tender branches of the bread¬ 
fruit tree with the cloth-plant, and prepare it in the fame manner. If 
a chief, or man of property, has cloth to be made, he fends the mul¬ 
berry-plants in bundles to his tenants, and they mix them with the 
bread-fruit, and bring home the cloth when prepared. If he needs a 
piece of very large dimcnfions, he tells them when he fhall fet about 
it: on this day the w.omen of the dillrid affcmble with their beetles, 
each bringing a quantity of materials; and the ground being covered 
with plantain-leaves, they place their w'ork in a line, and fet to it all 
together, beating time to a fong given out by .one of their principal 
helpers: and when they flrikc up, make a vail noife, two hundred 
fometimes being employed on one piece of cloth four fathoms wade, 
and forty fathoms long. 

Their cloth is made of a variety of colours, black, white, and fcveral 
fhades of crimfon, yellow, gray, and brown. The black is dyed with 
the flip of the mountain-plantain, or under the roots of fuch cocoa-nut 
trees as grow in wet and fw'ampy grounds, where they lay the cloth to 
Ibak for a day or two, then dry it, repeating the procefs t.ill it becomes 
a deep black, when it is walhed in fiilt water to fix the colour. This 
is called oowery. The brown is dyed or tanned with the bark of fe¬ 
vcral trees, efpecially the toa, which gives a fine bright colour, height- 
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cned by the fun. The bark is feraped with a fliell, and after lying to 
infufe in water, and wrung out, the cloth is dipped in the infufton, and 
fpread in the fun to dry, repeating the operation till it becomes a fine 
bright brown, called hecrc and powhecrc. The yellow is extraded 
from turmeric or reya, which grows here in great abundance, the 
country being over-run with it, and capable oi' furnifliing any quantity, 
at well as of poohey, ava, or ginger. The gray is the' natural colour 
of the cloth w hen unbleached; after being half w'orn it may be dyed 
brown, and lined with white, by paftlng tw'O cloths together; this is 
called hopaa. The red is produced from the mattde berry. 

When the brown cloth is worn out they bark the branches of the 
bread-fruit, and mix the old brown cloth with the new bark, beating 
them together, which makes a mottled piece: this they dip in a light 
yellow prepared from the ?oot of a flirub called nono, which gives it a 
beautiful appearance; they line it allb with white, and infufing per¬ 
fumes in the yellow dye, call the cloth opotta potta: they have yet 
another kind of cloth called marra, made of the mulberry bark, half 
beaten: this confifts of fcvcral layers of irregular thicknefs, for upper 
garments. At this the arreoics arc peculiarly expert, though it is 
reckoned w omen’s work, and requires Ikill and nicety in the joining, 
to prevent the part palled on from ftiffening the cloth : this they paint 
w ith a beautiful crimfon called mattde, extraded from a berry grow'lng 
on a tree of the fame name. The expreffed juice of the berry they 
mix witli the leaves of another tree called tow, and imprint fprigs and 
leaves on the cloth by wetting them with this juice, and imprefting 
them on the cloth according to their fancy. The berries of the m.attde 
arc brown when ripe, of the fizc of a lloc; and being gathered, they 
nip them between the thumb and finger, exprefting a yellow drop or 
two, which they fprinkle on the leaf of the tbw', by hitting one hand 
againft the other: tw^o or three drops fiiffice for a leaf. When the 
berries arc all nipped, and the leaves wetted, they are worked with the 
hands in a wooden tray, fprinkling water on them till a beautiful crim- 
Ibn colour begins to appear, when they exprefs the dye Irom the leaves, 
and throw them away. They lay on the colour with a fmall brulh of 
ilringy fibres, made of a rufli called mooo, like a camel’s hair pencil. 

There arc other trees from wdiich cloth is madi‘, but the proects is the 


fame in all. Sometimes they pallc together pieces of different colours, 
cut into curious fliapcs, in which difplay of tallc the arreoii’s evcel. 

The women, with their feminine male alfociate^. make tlie cloth; 
tlie men provide the materials. Tlie beam on whl Iv the bark is ijircad

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js al^out twelve feet long:, made of a hard wood called marra, fquared 
to iix or eight IiicIr '. and finely finoolhcd on the nj)])er fide. The 
beetles are i'ormed oftoa, about fourteen inches long, and two and a 
half fcinarc. 'f'le lidos are grooced of four di do ret it fizcs, as the cloth 
is to be made of a finer or coarler tlire-id ; tlic liandle is round; the 
beetle is called avev ; the beam, tdootdooa.

dbxioTDooA, a large tree like tlic chefnut, hears a nut Hatter, and 
verv oilv. It will not burn well till a little fcorchcd in the oven, when 
it is ftrung on the rib of the cocoa-nut leaf, aiui affords a tolerable 
light. T!u' bark of the root of this tree al/b affords a light brown dye, 
and the ftock is good fuel. 

T!»e fruit-trees haAC been mentioned under the article of provifions; 
it remains only to deferibe the principal trees on the mountains. 

Toa is a large tree, the wood fo exceedingly hard as to be wrought 
with the greatc ff dihiculty, c\cn with the hardefi: iroir tcrol. The beff 
axe is preiently ijioiled, as if cutting againft ffonc; yet of this they 
i'orm their war clubs, fpears, cloth-beaters, and, what is marvellous, 
with their owai tools of ffonc and bone, l^licir clubs are from four to 
lix feet long; and their fpears from fourteen to eighteen feet. The 
bark atfords a brown dye. 

To.manoo, a vaff fpreading tree; out of this they form their ca¬ 
noes, pillows to llecp, and ffc'ols to fit upon, pudding diflics, and trays, 
all wrought with infinite labour mit of the folid wood. The grain 
refembles walnut, and will take a high polilli. It bears a feed, or 
rather nut, whlcb is irfed with other Ingredients to perfume their cloth; 
ami is applied cxtenudly for wounds, and internally, for the ill effeds 
arifing from eating tome kinds of fifh. 

Mauiia, a large tree: the wood hard; and when young, white; 
when old, brovvu. It is of a fine grain like box,.and tiled for building^ 
ciinocs; it al fb makes paddles for W'ar canoes, cloth beams, axe and ad/c 
behes and handles, ('ce. 

Fwiivu wnv grows to the fize of an oak, its grain refernbling the 
white oak, and is ufed for canoes, cheffs, and planks for various ufes. 

Am VI, a clofe-grained wood, refernbling mahogany, has a Iwcct 
fisiell: it bears a pod not tinlike tlic fcarict bean. 'J'hc tree is large, 
and ufed lor canoes, and alfo for all tool handles. When planted in 
the moiais, it is there called roava, and its leaves are employed in their 
T'. llgious ceremonies. The fubffitutc and ambalfador of a chief always 
v anics the branch of this tree in his hand, to give weight to the 
meflage he delivers, this being regarded as an emblem of truth; 
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and he that bears it is heard and received as if the chief himfelf were 
prefent. 

Tuoy. a large tree, tlie wood liard, and nfed for rommon and 
war canoes, i'or frnootli planks on which to Icrapc the cloth-plant, and 
ni.my other uli's. 

.1 ooiiow rclcmbles our elm, and is employed in bulldim/; canoes, 
ratters for hoiifcs, and paddles ; the infidc bark makes v'alhir.y-niats, 
ropes, and lines; fonie oI thefc mats are very fine, and worn in wet 
weather. 

1'VTo. A very kinre tree, the wood a rcddilii brown, like mahogany, 
nearly as hard as toa, and ufed in many parts of tlie canoes. Tlicbark 
affi'ids a brown dvc for cloth, nets, and lines; and, though only ileeped 
in cold water, the colour neycr watbes out. 

'fiCKaoTA v,\, a liard white wood, very toutdi, forms the out¬ 
riggers for canoes, railing for houlcs, and all fuch kind of fencing, and 
is jircfcrrcd on account ol'its durability. 

EtJF.. the yellow and brown fandal vyood, grows in the mountain-^ 
l)ut is Icarcc ; being precious, its growth might be encouraged, by 
jilauling. or jicrhaps a more careful examination will difeover a greater 
abundance. 

Hootdoo. a large fpreading tree, the wood not liard, employed 
in building canoes; bears a large nut, thick in the nfiddlc, and ta- 
ocrlug at ea'd) end. It A^lll intoxicate the fifln v.licn mived with bait, 
■Ji) tliat they rile to the fnrface, and may be taken by hand, but i.s in.'t 
often ufcil. 

'I'ow. A low'tree, with wide fpreading branches. I'hc Ayood is 
white and i'oft; ofOi’s they make feoops fsr bailing the canoes. I'he 
leases, witli tlie maUde berry, form the beautiful f allot dye. The 
iloiyer has a fragrant fmcll. 

MvTToe. is about tlvo iizc of a cherry-tree; the ber-'ics are as large 
as the floe, or \’.l!d giape; when ripe, of a deep brown, Tlie bark 
irirAes lines, and thread for feitics ; it alfo affords a Ipeci.s of cloth, 
and yery tine wlii'tc mattimg. 

Noxo, a linall tree, bears a 
the root produces a fine light yellow' dye 

JdAvvwA. The wild lloc tree. The bark, when young, yields 
the fine gray elotli called oraa, the molt feniceable and yalued ot all 
their m;unitahlurcs. Ihe brandies hang down and take root agaui, 
formin.g a duller, as a trunk of enormous lize. 


fruit like lour fop. The i.niide b.':!: oi 
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Evavye, the filk cotton, grows in great abundance, about the fizc 
of a rofe-trcc; but the natives never gather the pods, nor make any 
ufe of it. 

Roa, a fmall ihrub, like hemp; the bark, when cleaned and drefled, 
anfwers the fame purpofe, and makes, when fpun, the ftrongeft lines 
and cords. 

Ohhe, the baniboo, a moft ufeful tree, grows in abundance on the 
hills, rifing to the height of fixty feet, and of confiderable thickneft, 
though not very ftrong. They ule them, when full grown, for vclTcls to 
hold their oil, plain or perfumed, fait water, and any other liquids. 
They make good fences for houles: fplit fine, they ferve for carving- 
knives ; are ufed for fifhing-rods, for hooking down the bread-fruit, 
for cafes, quivers for arrows, flutes, and a variety of other things. Of 
theiiinaller fort their arrows are made. 

Aeeho, or reed. With thefe, fences arc made; they ferve to lay 
under the thatch and fupport it. They grow very thick on the 
mountains, and are fometimes fet on fire, to clear the ground. 

The OPOBRO, or red Chili pepper, like the tobacco is fpread ovxr 
the ifland. 

Eowtay is a fhrub about the fize of a rofe-tree. It bears a red 
fragrant flower, with w hich they deck their hair. Inwardly it is taken 
as a medicine for fore eyes, a common difbrdcr among the children. 
When beat up in popoc, or pudding, it gives a tartnefs, to many very 
agreeable. 

Fwiiarra. The prickly palm. The leaves are fix feet long, and 
four inches broad, witji (harp prickles on the edges, and down the rib 
in the middle. This forms their thatch, the leaves lapping over each 
other, and fewed on the reed with the ftem of a cocoa-nut leaf. The 
fliarpened rib of a hog I'upplies the place of our thatchcr’s needle. The 
feed of this tree is formed by an aflemblage of nuts, of the fhape of 
pine, of a yellow colour when ripe, and having a fragrant fmcll and 
taftc. The bloffom, which fs of a buff colour, and full of farina, 
highly perfumed, is a chief ingredient in fccntlng the cocoa-nut oil. 
The tree flouriihes on t})e moft fandy barren foil: the outfidc circle 
of wood is veiy hard, and furniflies points for their javelins; the infide 
is foft and fpongy. The roots rife above ground, and fupport the 
ftem like fhores. Handing thick round the bottom. The leaves furnifli 
matting for the canoes, and mats for their heivas; fomc of the latter 
arc ten or twchc fathoms long, and two fathoms wide. 
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Paapa. a fpccics of the former, but without its prickles. Of 
this arc made the finer mats, on whlcli they fleep, and fometiincs wear 
them in wet weather, or in the water. 

PiiiKF.PiRRE is a fmall flirub, of a balfamic quality, not unlike gum 
ciftus. From the kark the matting of the fineft texture is made for 
their maro, or faflies. 

Oporuo vye jsoohe. a fine flirub remarkable for its growth. 
The root, in taftc, not unlike liquorice. The colour white. The flock 
flioots up about eighteen inches, and then branches off into a kind 
of crown : when it dies to the flock, it is renewed by another flioot 
yearly. 

Fay eay. A running flirub, or vine. From this they form their 
baflvcts to catch flicll-fifli, and others called pureta. It is ufed in 
thatching to fix the palm-leaf to the rafters, for railing to their houfes, 
and for lalhings, that arc more durable than cord, 

Yava is a Ihrub, whofc root is peppery and hot: as it furnilhes 
their only intoxicating beverage, it is cultivated with great care. Tiie 
preparation is difgufting: ftveral women have each a portion given 
them to chew, of the ftem and root together, which, w'hen mafticated, 
they fpit into a bowl, into which fomc of the leai es of the plant arc 
finely broken; they add w'ater, or cocoa-nut liquor: the whole is then 
well ftirred, and begins quickly to ferment, when it is ftrained or 
wrung out in the moo grafs, or cocoa-nut fit)rcs, and drank in cups of 
folded leaves. It is highly Intoxicating, and h ems for a while to de¬ 
prive them of the ufe of their limbs: they lie down and fleep till the 
effeefls arc pafTcd off, and during the time have their limbs chafed with 
their women’s hands. A gill of the yava is a fufficient dole for a man. 
When they drink it, thc) always cat fomething afterwards, and fre¬ 
quently fall afleep with thc provifions in their mouths: when drank 
after a hcartv meal it produces but little effed. After fome continu¬ 
ance of yava-drinking, thc Ikin begins to be covered with a whitifh 
feurf, like the leproly, which many regard as a badge of nobility: the 
eyes grow red and inflamed; and thc Idles of thc feet parched and 
cracked into deep chaps, as fome lips in winter. On thc difcontlnu- 
ance of the pradicc, however, thc Ikin foon becomes fmooth and 
clean, and they grow fat, though few are found who deny thcmfclvcs 
thc ufe of it. This vice is confined moftly to thc chiefs and their fol¬ 
lowers ; the common people can feldom proemre Inch an indulgence. 

ToE, or fugar-cane, grows here fpontaneoufly, of a fizc equal to 
any in either Indies, and if cultivated, would be much larger and 
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ri i'Cr; but the natives make very little nfc of it, except to chew a 
pie :e as tltey arc travelling; and when it gets high, they often fet it 
or fire to clear the land. 

Hoo F.RRO TOOMO, the cabbage-t ee, grows in the mountains, but 
to no great fizc. The natives feldom eat it. The leaves refemble 
fern, and form a circle round the top of the tree, the cabbage rifing in 

the middle. The tree is about thirty ic''i high; the bark rough, and 

hanging down like the i'cales of a fttli from lop to bottom. 

Among the herbs there is a kind of crclfcs w hich furnillicsan agree¬ 
able lalad. Radilhes, calliloo, and all our culinary vegetables, aie now- 
cultivated ; but the Otaheitcans arc partial to their own pjocuce, and 
little,reliHi what wc have brought them, regarding them as curiofitcs. 
rather than of any utility. 


SECTION xn. 

Canoes, 

THEIR canoes are of different fizes: they arc narrow, and have 
outriggers, or are doubled by ladling tw o together. The 'tear canoes 
arc always double, from fixty to ninety feet long, about three feet wide, 
and fix in depth : the dern rifes from tw'clvc to twenty-four feet high. 
They arc ffrongly fccurcd by crofs v'ieccs, firmly bound, and extending 
o\er both fules, being fifteen or twenty feet in length. Tlu; canoes 
tlicmleUcs are from four to fix feet afundcr; on tliefe adage is eroded 
for the warriors; in the ffage there arc feuttle-lioles for paddling. 
Each canoe is pad.dled by fixty or a hundred-men; and the larged ca- 
pal 'lc of tarr\ing t hroe hundred pel finis. On tlu: fore-part, a bread- 
work Ojf plank is railed abinit four feet high ; at this the fpearnivJi arc 
p /ded; behind them die dingers, with piles or bafkets of doncs; and 
cvci) paCidlcr lias this wea|,on. Their attacks arc made with great 
fury, running cm boar-.i their adverikr}', and fjiaring none but thofc who) 
.attend tlic lafliings. 'fhe Aampiidied can only favc their lives by 
jumping intv) the fea, and fwimming to the canoes not clolcly en¬ 
gaged. 'Idle canoe taken, is carried off by the conopierors in triumph, 
finch was the late of great part of Otoo’s dcct, the prclent Pomarre, 
loon alter Cook h'ft the illand, and ti'.e lolb hath never dnec been re¬ 
paired : there arc not, at prclcnt, five large war canoes at Ota'hciter 
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Happily the ifland of Eimeo bec^ning- to his fon’s government, 
an4 14 deah and Manne Maane, fince the death of^Motuaro, having 
the chief authority there* th© king hath Utde to apprehend from in- 
vafion, as he was.,moft e^fdy .yulnerjiblc from that qtjarter^, < , , 

The war canoes differ from common ones in conftm<^tioa, haying 
high bows, on which are carved rude images of men; and their frWns 
run up tapering, foractiraes to twenty-four feet, and omaraented with 
the like figures: the bottom is fti^p; the, tides rounding in towards 
the top in the midihip frame, like the prjint of a ipadc on a pack of 
cards. They are built of Ihort pieces about fix/cet each,- except the 
keel, which fcldom exceeds three pieces, of twenty or thirty feet long, 
and fometimes is formed ofitwe? only,», The Ihort pieces are lalhcd to¬ 
gether fecurely with finnct made of ^^coat-gnt fibres; the feams are 
calked with the fame, and ‘payed with the'fh^ad-fruit gum; but a 
heavy fca opens the learns, and makes them leaky; and they have no 
methods of clearing the water but by bailing withTcopps, ib that five 
or fix hands arc thus conft^ntly employed at fea; and in port they are 
hauled up on dry ground, lo prevent their finking. The bread-fruit 
tree plank is preferred for durability ; , fot though not a clofc-graincd 
wood, the falt-water worms will hot touch it, a property which few 
others of their woods pofiSsfs. 4 . 

In building the canoes, they^ufc fire to burn out the. ijpfide of the 
tree, and fmooth the fides with coral a\id fanfi; but thw whfi have 
iron tools prefer the method of cutting them into lhape, and hpUoW, 
as far more expeditious.,, They prepare their pitch for paying the 
feams, by wrapping the gum of the bread-fruit tree round candle-puts 
ftuck on fkewers of cocoa-nut Itaf ribs: thefe being lighted, the pitch 
drops into a tray of water, and fqueezing out the aqueous particles, they 
fpread it on the plank edge, and lay the cocoa-nut hulk beaten fine over 
it; then fmcar it with pitch, and fit on the next plank, prelTing^ it 
powerfully with ropes and k\'ers, and fecuringdt in its place with 
lalhings. 

The war canoes, and thofe facred to the Eatooa, arc built by a ge¬ 
neral levy : the chief iffues his orders to'the fowas, they to the ratirras, 
who call upon their tenants, tfie manahoune, for hogs, cloth, oil, .,^c. 
to fupport the carpenters who are fent to the work. They firft exa¬ 
mine the hills, and pitch on the |)ropcr timbers: the rafirra oh whofe 
land it is found, fends men to cut it down, and hew it in the rou^, 
under the carpenters’ direa;ion, that it may be the eafier removed, as 
it is fometimes at a confidwabk diftance. W^hen the ^timbers arc 
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under. tliciKcdrwhcRt rile eaooe. isi to bwilt:

rigircr, i.s a rtage about twb feet wide, and running-about ten or twelve 
leet along the Vide of the cartoc: -this is made of planks wert larticd to 
the fpurs which fupport them, and to this t^py-bring the .fhroqdl* 
'J'hc outrigger is gerlcTally two thirds of the length of tho cppdPi 
the extremity is fixed a float as long as the canoe, and kept, in the 
lame direction’as tlib keel by a Imalltr outriggef placed near the ftem:

add having a line falfcned to the fprit-end, they get all hands on the 
float of the outrigger, and hauling the head of the fail out of the water, 
fu ing otf with tiicir whole Weight, and the wuid getting under the 
fiil rights the canoe: two or three continue in the water, and h('ld her 
head to the wind, and wdieii clear they proceed on their voyage. This 

accident frequently , happens .on returning from filhing; and fo little 
danger do they apprehend-from being thus overlet four ov five ini’es 
from Idnd, that they ncvcr fhitik of afliiling each otlur; nor do tlu.(e 
who arc'in the water call for any help, though fomctiiues they lolc f > 
much ground, as to be obliged to run down to Eimeo or lJlictC;i. 

Their canoes convey them to the iflands in the neighbourhood of 
Qtahcitc; Tethuroah, one of the ncareft, is the property of Otoo and 
his family, diflrant about eight leagues north from Point Venus; it 
coniifts of teh 'fmall iflets, furrounded by a reef ten leagues in circura- 
flfrBnceii' ' Thcfe can only be approached , in. calm weather becaufc of 
the lurf,. and then only by fmall canoes, which are hauled over tlic 
rfcef r'thithce the kihg (ends, his moft valuable property in time ofwar 
or dangef.' u^AktliefoMrts are not approachable by war canoes, they 
afford an impregnable fbrCrels. To prevent the inhabitants from cafting 
<?(F his authority, Otoo (ufiers no bread-fruit or vegetable food of any 
kind to grow there,'but cocoa-nuts and.taro-roots for the convenience 
of the chiefs who go there on a vifit. Thcfc iflands abound with lifli, 
which they bring to Otoo, and load back with provifions. The fifli 
he ufes himlelf, and diftributes to his friends. About forty fliil of ca¬ 
noes are thus employed, bcfldcs thofc ufed at home in filhery. The 
Matavai canoes Sifo, when not engaged in the dolphin filhery, make 
frequent voyages to Tethuroah, carrying proviflom, and bringing back 
fifli and cocoa-nut oil in exchange; and a fine fifli faucc, called tycyro, 
made of cocoa-nut kernel at a proper age grated, and mixed with 
picked flirimps. This is put into bafkets to digeft for a day or two, 
when it refombles curd, acquires an agreeable tartnel.s, and is fit for 
ufe; mixed with (alt water it is an admired fliuce, not only for filh, 
but for pork and fowls. The cotoa-nut muft not be fully grown, for 
it W'ouid turn oily and become rancid. The lame (auce is made in 
great quantities at Otaheitfe and a baflcct of it always accompanies a 
prefent of fifli, or a baked lidg. > ' , ' 

Maitea is fubjed to a chief of Tiaraboo, and about twenty-feven 
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leases diftant caftward. The communication is by a larya war canoe, 
jvhich makes a, voyage or two annually, taking advantage ot tiic north- 
w'cftcrly wind to go thither, and of the trade-wind to return. Frora 
thi.i ifland they chiefly obtain-their pearls and pearl flicils, with diihcs 
and tlools of tamnianoo, and other articles. Tapiohe, famou.« for pearl, 
lies larther on in the tame direction. In return for wliat they receive, 
they carry nails and fiicli iron-work a.s they can I'parc^ and this pafles 
ia exchange to more diftant iflauds.

SECTION XIII. 

lyifeafes. 

TlIvL the Europeans viflted them, they had few dilbrders among 
them , their temperate and regular mode of life, the great ulc of ve¬ 
getables, little animal food, and abfence of all noxious'flilliilcd fpirits 
and wines, preferved them in health. The cafe at prefent is wofully 
altered. 

Their moft common complaints are coughs, colds, and intermittent 
fevers, partly brought on by the changes of weather, and partly by the 
mode of bathing, to whioh they habituate themlclves, often reeking 
with IWcat. They fometimes undergo a temporary infanity during 
the wet feafon, when the fun is vertical, probably from being expofed 
with their bare heads to his perpendicular beams: this diforder attacks 
them ufually when the bread-fruit ripens, and is attended with boils 
on the fkin, which carry off the diforder, and the perlbn once reco¬ 
vered is afledted no more; though with fome it continues a longer 
feafon tluui with others. The ague fometimes is fatal, as they have 
no medicine which is clfeilual for its cure. They are lubjed: to vail 
ruptures, occafioned by too great exertions in wrellling, jumping, ahd 
lifting. The glands behind their ears often fwcll arid Inppurate, leaving 
largeNcars like the king’s evil ; to thefe they make no application but 
walhing: and when we would have perfuaded them to lay on a poul¬ 
tice, they objected, as they mult not pafs the facred ground with any 
thing on their beads, or above their Ihoulders; and there is no con- 
lining them to the houfe as long as they arc able to Hand on their legs. 
As it is their fixed opinion, that no difeafe alFeds them but as a punilh- 
ment inflicted by their Eatooa for fome oflence, and never brought on

be continued gbing’abciutl^\‘Thtrc is ’batdly Wne bt^the chiefs but is 
affe(fled with cuticular difeafes, and many like lepers from head to 
foot, occalioncdlyy dftrikirig thc ydtaf yerth^^ this as an ho¬ 

nourable diftindlion, calling it the yava fkin rather than a dilcal’e. 
Many have, in the rainy ^Callbn, cbnfidfefable inflammation in their 
eyes, and their children arc often fubje*5l to a tetterous erujjtion, which 
continues for a long v^bHe.Vi Ailew have been'fbuiul aliedcd with the 
itch, whether a communicated or an endemial dlfcafc is not certain. 
But of all p4a|^iiaies' that irioftf jfadd to' ibticty,' the vdntrcal, has been 
^Comrifuri'icatcd tty them,*'priSbaUly by ■ Eutopeanlr,' and' it has furcad

-cnclofed with reed fences; property alii) appears more j^rotceied, and 
110 arbitrary exadious noticed: wlnlc the tlefpotic rule at Otaheite, in 
many inftunces, and the infolcnt demands of the arrcoy focicty, tend 
to deftroy all indullry." Refped for the chiefs is every where great, 
I)ut appeared Icall at Ohitahoo. 

In manners, the Society iflaiulers feem the moll dlirdutc, and the 
arrcoy fociety the fink of Icwdncls and cruelty. In the Fricndlv illands 
marriage is general, and, except the chiefs, they feem to have only 
one wife. It is faid at Tongataboo, that adidtery is punifbed with 
death. There, and at the Manjuefas, no infant murders are allowed; 
but, contrariwlfe, they are fond of their children, and take picafurc 
in a numerous family. Though at the dcceafc of Tibo MfXimobc, 
and during his illnefs, fome cruel and inhuman practices are men¬ 
tioned, yet nothing comparable vsith the horrible human facrificcs 
at Otaheite. In another feature alfo they greatly differ, as old age is 
as much refpeded at Ohitahoo and Tongataboo as it is ncglcded at 
Otaheite. 

In their propcnfity to theft they too much rcfcmbled each other, 
though the Friendly iflanders feemed the moll daring. With rel’pe<5l 
to the difeafe w hich makes the moll fatal ravage, the Society iflanders 
arc much the mofl generally infccflcd; fewer at Tongataboo; and at 
the Marquefas it is happily yet unknown. 

As to native fertility, all the iflands, with prudence and culture, 
w^ould furnifli abundant fupplies; but as the natives labour little, and 
trull to the fpontancous produdions of the earth chiefly, all fuffer at 
certain times of the year, when the bread-fruit is out of leafon, a tem¬ 
porary learelty. At Ohitahoo it amounted to hunger; the mahic was 
clifgufllng; and the very animals were pinched for want of food, though 
no where did the bread-fruit trees appear more flourifliing. At Tun- 
gataboo, the chiefs, to fccurc plenty, changed their abodes to other 
iflands. At Otaheite the greatcfl profufum of native produdions ap¬ 
peared, notwithflanding the horrible waftc committed at their fcal't- 
ings, and by the arrcoy fociety; and want is fcldom known. The 
border of low land teems with plenty of bread-fruit, cvee, and cocoa- 
nut. At Ohitahoo there is no low land ; at Tongatatoo die country 
is flat and cnclof'ed, and, though little cultivated, very produdivc. 
But after vifiting all the other iflands, Captain Wiifon oblcrve?, that 
he was forcibly flruck, at his fccond vifit to Otaheite, with the fuperior 
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politcnels of their manners, their fingular cordiality of addrefs, and 
their vifiblc improvement during that fraall fpace in the fcalc of civi¬ 
lization in drcls as well as behaviour : and taking into the account its 
amenity, the fidubrity of the climate, the plenty of fine water, fpon- 
taneous produftions of the earth, the rich and moft romantically pic- 
turclijue appearances of the countr)', he felt the juftice of the title 
gi^x'll to Otaheite by qnc of the navigators, as the Queen of Iflands.

Tlicrc is but one only living and true Gpdi who is infinite in being 
and periedion, a molt pure Spirit, ihvifible, without body or parts, 
immutable, immenfe, eternal, incomprchenfiblp, infinitely juft, al- 
nrightyi and moft wile: the creator, maker, and former of all crea¬ 
tures; the praferver and governor of all things, vifiblc and invifiblc ;* 
and in the unity of the Godhead there are three perfons, of one fub- 
ftance power and eternity—God the Father, God, the Son, aiui God 
the Holv Ghoft. 

Art. III. Of the Fall of Man.

Man, in his ftatc of irinoccncy, had freedom, and'power to will and 
to do that which is good and well-plcafing to God; but yet mutable, 
fi) that he might fall from it. But by his fall into a ftatc of fm, he 
hath wholly loft all aWity of will to any fpiritual good accompanying

IVncn God cori^rts a finner, and tranllatcs him into a ftatc of 
gf&cei. he firceth him from his natural bondage under fin; and by his 
■grace alone enables him. freely to will and to-do that which is ipi- 
ritually good.. 
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,. Art. V. Of Chrift the Mediator, 

The Son, whieh is the Word of the Father, co-eqnal and co-©ternal 
with the Father, the very and eternal God, of one fubftance with the- 
Fatlicr, took man’s nature in the wonah of the hleffcd Virgin, of her 
fubiiance, that two whole and perfed natures,, that is to fay, the 
Godhead and manhoodi Were joined*together, never to be divided, 
whereof is one Chrifl:, very God and very man ^ who, by his perfed' 
obedience and facrifice of himfclf, whick he, through the Eternak 
Spirit, once offered up unto God, hath fully fatisfied the juftice of 
the FatHs^ and not only made reconciliatioii, but likewife purchafed 
an cverSrang inheritance in the kingdom of heaven for all thofe 
■u hom the Father hath given to, or chofen in him. 

Art. VI. Of the Holy 'Ghof. 

The Holy Ghoft, proceeding from the Father and the Son, is of one 
fubftance, majefty, and glory, with the Father and the Son, very and 
eternal God; whofe office, in the economy of falvation, is to jconvince, 
regenerate,, and convert thofc w'hom the Father gave to, Chrift in hi.» 
eternal purpofe, and make them partakers of all the benefits of .;thc 
covenant of grace, both in time and eternity. 

Art. Vll. Of the RfurreSIioK ofjChrjjl. 

Chrift did truly rife again from dtath, and took again his body, with 
flcfti, bones, and all things appertaining to the pcrfcdlion of nmn'.s 
nature, wherewith he afeended into heaven, and there fitteth making, 
Interccffion for all his people until he return to judge ail men at the 
laft day. 

Art. VIIL Of FreJfinatidn and EleHton, 

Predeftination to life is the cverlafting purpofe ol’ God, W'hcrcby 
(before the foundations of the world, were laid), he luitk decreed, by 
his couufel fccrct to us, to deliver from curfc and damnation thofe 
whom he hath chofen in Chrift (not for any thing fotefcen.iu them, 
but according to his eternal purpofe and grace), out ^yf rnankind, 
and to bring them, by Cliiift to .tyerialling falvation, veffe^ made 

to honour. , ^ , ..y, . 

Wlieretbre they whicii U' cu<lucd with fij,ex 9 t^lc|i,^; 51 Ijeiacfit of 
God, be called aceordi.ng to tTods purpoie. by Ms.Spirif, vyorkip^ in^ 
due fcafon ; thev”. tlnoijgb giacc ohiy the . calling | ,(hey jujjifed. 
ftcely; they be made luns of God by adoption; they,,§e,. 
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tlic Image his oi>ly begotten Son Jefus Chrift; thjsy walk religloufly 
in goc^ wdrks; and at length, by:God’s mercy, they attain to cver- 
lafting felicity. 

Art. IX. 0/ the Ji^ijication of Man. 

■ Juftification is an a<9; ol God’s free grace, wherein he pardoneth all 
our fins, and aecepteth us as righteous in his fight, only for tlie rightc- 
oufnefs of Chrift imputed to us, and received by faith alone. 

Art. X. Of Good Works. 


Good works are only fuch as God hath commanded’!^his holy 
word, and not fuch as, without the warrant thereof, arc devifed by 
men out of blind zeal, or upon any preterfee of good intentions: 
although good, works, •which arc the fruits of faith, and follow after 
juftification, cannot put away our fins, and endure the feverity of God’s 
judgments, yet arc they pleafing and acceptable to God in Chrift, and 
do fpring out ncceflarily of a true and lively faith; infomuch that by 
them a lively faith may be as evidently known as a tree is difeemed by 
its fruit 

Art. XI. Of the Law of God. 

The moral law doth for ever bind all, as well juftified perfons as 
others, to the obedience thereof; and that not only in regard of the 
matter contained in it, but alfo in refped of the authority of God the 
creator who gave it; neither doth Chrift in the gofpel any way dilTolvc, 
but rpuch ftrengthen this obligation. 

Although true believers be not under the law as a covenant of works, 
to be thereby juftified or condemned; yet it is of great life to them as 
well as to others» in that, as a rule of life, informing them of the will 
of God and their duty, it direds and bnids them to walk accordingly; 
difeovering alfo the fmful pollutions of their nature, hearts, and lives; 
fo as examining thcmfclves thereby they may come to further convic¬ 
tion of, humiliation for, and hatred againft fm; together with a clearer 
fight of the need they have of Chrift, and the perfedion of his obe¬ 
dience : it is likcwlfo of ufe to the regenerate to reftraln their corrup¬ 
tion, in that it forbids fin; and tlic threatenings of it forve to flicw 
what even their fins deferve, and what afflididns in this life they may 
exped for them, allhough freed from the curfe thereof threatened in 
the law. ■ I ■ 
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Art. XII.: Of the State of Men after Death, and of the RefurreSiion 

of the Dead. 

The bodies of men after death return to dull, and fee corruption; 
but their fouls (which neither die nor fleep) having an immortal fub- 
■ftance, immediately return to God who gave them. The fouls of the 
righteous, being made perfed in holinefs, are received into the higheft 
heavens, where they behold the face of God in light and glory, waiting 
only for the full redemption of their bodies : and the fouls of the wicked 
arc call into hell, where they remain in torments and utter darknefs, 
relcrved to the judgment of the great day. Befide thefe two places, 
for fouls feparatc from their bodies, the Scripture acknowledgcth none. 
At the laft day, fuch as are found alive lhall not die, but be changed ; 
and all the dead lhall be raifed up with the felf-famc bodies, and none 
other, although with different qualities, which lhall be again united to 
their fouls for ever. 

The bodies of the unjull lhall, by the power of Cbrift, be railed to 
dilhonour; the bodies of the juft, by his Ipirit, unto honour, and be 
made conformable to liis own glorious body. 

Art. XIII. Of the laji Judgment. 

God hath appointed a day wherein he will judge the world in 
rlghtcoufncfs, by Jefus Chrift, to whom all power and judgment is 
given of the Father; in which day not only the apoftatc angels lliall 
be judged, but likewife all perfons that have lived upon earth lliall 
appear before the tribunal of Chrift, to give an account of their 
thoughts, words, and deeds; and to receive according to what they 
have done in the body, whether good or evil. The end of God’s ap¬ 
pointing this day is for the maniieftation of the glory of his mercy in 
the eternal falvation of the eled, and of his juftice in the damnation 
of the wicked and dilbbedient; for then lhall the righteous go inta 
everlufting life, and receive that fulnefs of joy and rcfrcfliing which 
lhall come from the prefence of the Lord; but the wicked who know 
not God, and obey not the gofpel of Jefus Chrift, lhall be call into^ 
evcrlafting burnings, and be punilhed with eternal deftrudion from the 
prelcnce of the Lord, and from the glory of his power. 

Art. XIV. Of the Church. ^ 

The catholic or univerfal church, which is invifible, confifts of the 
whole number of the eled, that have been, are, or lhall be gathered 
into one, under. Chrift the head, thereof; and is the fpoufc, the bodj% 
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tViC fulncfa of Him that filleth all in all. The vrflblfe church, which is 
alfo catholic or univerfal uhckr the j^ofpfcl (Hot confined to one nation 
as before, under the law), corrfifts of alt thofe tIuOughout the world 
that profds the true religibn, tof^ther W'ith their cbiloren ; and is tlic 
hiugdom of the Lord Jcfiis Chrift, th^houfe and family out of which 
there is no ordinaiy'poffibility of falvation. 

Unto this catholic vifible church' Chrift hath giVcit the miniftry, 
oracles, and ordinances- of God, for the* gathering and perfeding of 
the faints, in this life, to the end of the world; and doth by his own 
prefence and I'pirit, according to his promile, rhake them effeduaJ 
thereunto, ' 't - ' 

There is no other head of the church but the I>ord Jefus Chrift; 
neither-hath any temporal prince, fccular power, or civil magiftratc, 
any right to exercife any authority over her; neither needeth Ihc any 
- cftabhlhments from them, being founded upon Him who is the rock of 
ages; fo that the gates of hdi ihall not prevail againft her; and the 
Higheft himfelf Ihall eftablilh her. i 

The vifible church hath, in lubjcdion .to Chrift her head, - power 
to Chufe hilhops, or paftors, and deacons, to ad in their Icvcral 
offices. The church likewife hath power to depofe both minifters and 
deacons, if it be found neceflary for truth and confcience fake; to 
admit members into church fcllowlhip; and, in cale of mifeondud, to 
exclude them from her communion; but if the caulc or reafon of dc- 
pofing the one, or excluding the other is removed, then Ihe hath power, 
and ought to rc-admit them into the fame church fcUowfliip, 

Art. XV. • Of the Officers of the Church. 

Chrift, in the riches, of his love and care tow’ards his church, hath 
appointed in it to be of perpetual ftanding ufc, as that will be needful 
to the church throughout all generations to the end of the world ; 
aft. Paftors or bifhops, that^ould be fettled in different churches, to 
take a peculiar care of them, to prefide, wateh, and rule over them 
in the Lord; and to adminifter ordinances of worfhip and difcipllnc, 
as well as -to pregch the word to them ; who are to be folcmnJy fet 
apart to their important office by fafting, prayer, and laying on of 
ha«ds, by one or piore perfons who have been regularly called and 
ordained unto thcr triiniftmal office. 5d. Deacons; unto wfiofe office 
belongs the adlual exerdlfe' arid application of the bounty and benevo¬ 
lence of the church unto the poor that are planted therein ; and to 
provide for the table of the Lord: and who arc to be ordained to their 
truft by prayer and irapofition of hands.

The Lord’s Supper is an ordinance of the New Teilamcnt, wherein, 
by givingband receiving bread and.w'ine, according to the appointment 
of jefus Chrift, hia death, is flicwcd fprtb ; and they that worthily 
eommunicate fecidiupon his body and Wood, to thclr ljviitual r.ounlh- 
ment and growth Id grace; have their union and communion with 
him confirmed j teftify and renew their thankfulnefs-and engagements 
to (iod, and their mutual love and fcUdwfhip witli! each other; as 
members of ►the fame myftical body; and is to be adminilbcrcd by 
one who labours in word and doctrine, properly called and ordained

Art. XVin. ,Of the San^'ficaiion of the Lord's Day. 

The Lord’s day ought to.be lb rcrhembcred beforehand, as that all 
worldly bnfmefs of our ordinary culling may be lb ordered, and lb timely 
and fcafinmbly laid afule, as they may not be irnpediments to the due 
l'and;ifying of the day when it comes. The whole day Is to be celebrated 
as holy to tlvc Lord, both in public and private, as being the Chriltian 
labbath. To which end it is requifite, that there be a holy cclfation 
or rclting all that day ffpm all unn.ccelfary labours^ and an abllainlng 
from all'worldly w;ords and thoughts: that all the' pepple meet timely 
for public worJhip,.that tlic vyhole coiiigrei^itlpn may be ptpfeht at the 
beginning, and wltli .onc heart folcmuly Join together in all parts of 
the public woribip,; and not depart till after,.the blcffing. 

Art. XIX. Of the Ordhumces m a pdrthlilar Congt'egathn. 

The ordinances , in, a fmgle congregsitfon are, prayer, thank/gniiig, 
and fjuging ot pfalms orj;hymns,..;t^,.W'ord read (although there follow 
np immedwte c?rpU€^tion ot\wl^t i^;,read), the ^yord expounded and 
applied, catcchillitg, the facraments yuimlplilcrcd, and dUinilimg the 
people yvitb a blqlling. . .

Therefore marriage is to be between one man and one 
woman only; and they fuch as arc^not withiii tli6 degrees of confan- 
guinity or affinity prohibited W the word of God; and the perfons arc 
to be of years and dVfcretic)n, ‘m to' malie their own choice,' or, upon 
good gjpu^ds,,to give their rnutual edr^ntJ ‘Then'the perfons about 
to qntpr the Rate of marriage ate to fighify th’tit intentions to the mi- 
nidcr tedding neareft to their ,rcfp^diveyabodes’ three weeks before 
their intended cohfuhimatibn of marriage,' that he rtiay publicly de¬ 
clare their intentions three liicceffive fabbaths in the congregation, to 
the end that if there'be any lawful objedlior\s againft thp perfons en¬ 
tering into that holy! ftate, it may be fet afide;. but if no objcdlion 
appears, then the .days being fappointed (which we;advifc not to be the

Therefore it feems moft con- 
fillcnt that the dead Ixidy be in a decent manner conveyed,to the place 
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appointed for public burial,-, add then irtinoediately committed to the 
cartlv i ^.et it is the,dutyipf cYery Cl^riftian friend carncllly to aidea- 
vour, tq iniprovp.thp bci;cj^ying difpepfation, by meditation and conic- 
rences fuitable tl^ci;cto,---And if is Ji^ewife incumbent upon the paitor 
ot the congregation rto endeavour tp ipdak a word in fcafon to furvivors,
